13. The Forest offioers turned next to the question of gracing and rcprstofced to (iotera- * 
ment the desirability of appointing a Forest Sottlement Officer to determine and iix too 
number of cattle that. had the right to graze in Government reserves. Sir A. Colvin did not 
appoint a settlement officer but ordered a statement to be prepared showing the villages that 
habitually grazed their cattle in the forests and the number of cattle so grazed, Ho duclawd 
that the right to graze free was to be limited to the villages and the number shawn in 
that statement. Subsequently an addition of 10 per cent, was made bo these nuiahers to 
provide for fiitA’e expari^ion (G. O. no, 446-F/610 — 9, dated the let September, lSb7), Ail 
cattle tlrnt grazed in excess of’ this number had to pay fees. 

, 16. The right of lopping (i.e., taking green leaves from trees for fodder and lltfew) was 
taken np next. Forest officers had framed rules restricting and regulating the right to lop^ 
whereas the record of rights said that the customary right to lop was unrestricted. 

17. These exicutive orders were always felt to be of doubtful legal force; and la any 
esse they caused a good deal of disoohtentnaent among the people who considered that the 
Government was trying to deprive them of their rights as’exereised of old and as recorded in t!i» 
^Wajih-ul-arSt Complaints were made to the Yieeroy whan he visited Jaunsar-Bawar in 1890, 
on which the Government decided to suspend for the time being its orders of 188/— 89 limiting 
the right to graze. The people were thus partially satisfied, though they remained ia 
constant conflict with the Forest department, especially as regards lopping. 

18. During 1899-1900 the question of lights again came up for the consideration of 
Government, who directed a searching enquiry to be made into the complaints of the peofde. 
This was conducted by Mr. H. W, Lyle, the then Saperintendout. The whole of his report 
(no. 520/IV'— A— 244, dated the 10th December, i960), should be read in order to approeiato 
the difficulties under iwhich the people were then labouring in regard to forest raattors, 
Government reviewed the position (G.O. no. 389/XIY— 40- B., dated the 6th Juno, 1901,) passing 
orders regarding some of the questions. It ordered that the remaining matters should be 
examined and the rights of the peu|jle ascertained and recorded at the Revenuo sottlement 
(which was to come in 1903). But no fresh Revenue settlement was made ia 1903 ; the pro* 
vibtts Settlement being extended for a farther pe^dod of 30 years. This being dcoided upoa 
Government considered the various questions which it had left over for determination at the 

' Settlement, and came to the oonclusion that with the exception of the disforesting of cerlaia 
areas fib for cultivation, mone of the .other matters required any action (G. 0. no. Sit/XlV— »

22, The Divisional Ikrast Offieer and I held a preliminary discussion with the Suporiii„ 
toiidentoii the 24!k‘ihth {.letober, 1018, and with tlie Consorvatpr oa the 2ad4r(l November 
regarding the priueiploB to bo iwlopted ami the procoduro to bu fallowed at the Sctfclomeufc.

78. lb must always bo borne in mind that when Mr. Bagslmw and I took np eortoin 
forests as second class and made over others as third class to the villagers, we 
never contemplated that their wants were to bo confined to the latter class. 
Wb took np the forest it is true, but we deprived the villagers of nothing that, 
was necessary for them. The rights that they have in these second class forests, 
so far as they go, are jast as absolute as their right in their own land, Withonb 
the assiatancQ of the second class forests the tliird class forests would be totally 
inade<^!nite to meet the wants of the people. 

74 It nmy bo asked what was the nse of taking np the forests if absolute rights in 
, them wore left to the villagers. The answer is this ; When we demarcated the 
forests, the people did not realize that wood was of any value. If they wanted 
a few leaves or a small piece of timber, they would cut down a whole tree. If, 
when they had felled a tree, they found it was not exactly what they wanted, 
and omld nob be made to suit their purpose without some labour expended on 
it, they would at once cub down another. They were also utterly reckless about 
fire. In the very driest time of year they would set fire to grass y the fire would 
spread to the forest and kill hundreds of trees. They saw no harm In it. By 
taking up the forests as second class, although we left the villagers in' Ml 
possession of all their rights, we put it out of their power to "continue this 
seuBolees destruction. . ' 

“76. It was- considered that it w^s more advantageous to Governmtot to take up 
these large areas as second class, leaving the village rights intact in them than 
it would have been to takh up small areas only and exclude the villages entirely 
from thorn. A judicious forest officer can exercise quite sufficient control over 
these second class forests to, ensure a healthy reproduction without making 
himself a curse to the people.’' 

26. It is thus clear that the III class forests which were assigned to the people are not 
sufficient for their needs and the excess requirements must be met from the Government forests. 
But it is only this excess requirement and no more which should be imposed upon the second 
class forests. The lights as recorded by me are in excess of this standard. It is necessary to 
bear the ©xistetiee of this HI class forest land well in mind as otherwise it might appear that 
the rights as allowed by me in. the Government forests are below the standard allowed else whore 
and are not sufficient for the whole pargana. 

Selection of units. 


27. The first question to consider in fixing the rights was |to select “ Blochs of BettU'- 
mentf’ i.e., to fix areas for which the rights were to be recorded. This question like all others 
in Jaunsar-Bawar was complicated by its previous history and the uneven distribution of the 


forests, 

28. The pargana is divided from time immemorial into groups of villages called hheits 
under recognized head men callc I sadar st/anas, , These hh%ts have always been treated as 
units of administration. Tao revenue is fixed on the khatSj and the sadar syams have 


the power of distributing it among the villages. The record of rights is thus a collective 
one for tho kha-L in. his settlement report no. 2 / 1 - 2 , dated the 2nd May, 1888, Mr, H. G.

36. * It will be noticed that in the rights as now allowwl by me there ie an appreeiable, 
though nob a large increase, over tiie l8S7-lb89 fignros. The increase in the p(J|mIation and bho 
area undot oultivabion has also been slight. The forests in the North are able to provide 
grazing for more cabtlothaa I have recorded rights fo:;, I would therohwe roeoiiimend that tho 
OXC 08 B battle should bo admifcbod in the Northern forests liberally on payment of fees. The caeo 
of buffaloes needs special consideration. The strict limit put by mo on the buffalouB admitted 
to free grazing is ^bout the only point in my settlemorit that the people have expressed 
diesatisfaetiou with. It is true that buffalhes are t)f recent introduction in Jaunsiir-Bawar, and 
are kept mainly for the milk and ihagU which can be sold in Chakrata. But as it is, Chakraia 
has to import g/i-i from the plains, whoro the prohlum is becoming more and mort acute. 
I therefore hoi )0 that the Forest dopartmout will takts a broad view ol tim situatfon in dealing 
with applicationa for pcrmiasioii to graze bulkloea on payment of fees. 

37. In this oounoction I must mention the caso of the Goojarn, They ara not residents 
of Jaunsar-Bawar, and do not pay any revenue to Government on their herds as Iho Jaunsaris, 
do. They wore imported into tho country by tho Format department. They keep large herds 
of buffaloes, which they take to the plains in the winter and bring up to Jaunsar in the .siiimner 
and the rains, whan they aro allowed by the Forest dt^partmenb t,o gruzo in tho forests ; whoreas 
it is most unwilling to permit tho Jaunsari buffalocH to graze in, the rains. Tho people reseat 
this treatment and say they have abetter claim than outsiders. The Forest department says 
that it allows tho Goojara' buffaloes to como up in order to have an atio{]uate supply of milk 
for tho two Forest school classes which come here during tho frummor. If this is the sok 
reason, I would recommond that tho local people bo given tho first choice of undertaking to 
supply this milk, on tho same conditions as the Gonjars, 

83. As a minor concession I should like to see ffactioos of a rupee remitted in calcaiatiag 
the grazing fees duo from a village. This will have tho effect of ignoring ao increase of 6 or 
7 head of cattle' in a vilingc—not a great sacrifice. 

30, Associated with the question of grazing, there are two other matters which doiorve 
notice 


(1) the stationing of cattle inside the forests and 

(2) burning the old grass on the ground to cuabls tho new grass to come out fresh and 

green. 

Neither of them has been admitted as a right. The reesoss are obvious. The excessive 
looalised grazing and lopping round a group of eattk-shed* tends bo the gradual dcstrucfciou of 
the forest. Cattle-sheds cannot therefore he claimed as of right legally, but Governmenl whan 
sanetiuniug grazing areas will see that all reasonable facilities have beon given. The .question 
of catble-fiheJs will be one for consideration then. As regards firing the forest, it is true that 
the grass comes out better if the ground is fired first, hut tho gain is not ewameasarale with 
the damage to young seedlings and the risk of tho wlifole forest hoiog burnt down is very great. 
The Forest department are, however, prepared bo barn the grass themselves in ccftein arew aol 
under regeneration,

lb is therefore doubtful whether a right to lop can be admitted at all. The people on 
the other hand must have leaves to feed their goats upon. Daring the rains'especially 
the people like to keep their goats and sheep at home, so that the leaves left over* from 
their food are used as bedding and thereby become excellent as manure for the Autumn 
sowings, It is difficult to find a via, media between the conflicting interests of the Fore|t 
department and the people. In the past the Forest department have tried to save the forests 
by regulating the practice hy means of rules, but the rules not having been made under the 
Forest Act were often successfully challenged in a court of law. 

42. The decision of Government on this matter has been one ' of extreme liberality. 
Lopping has been recorded as a right. In certain areas unrestricted lopping of certain species 
will be allowed all the year round. In o thers where this cannot be allowed safely, the rules 
have been made more lenient than at present. If the people abuse these privileges and the 
continued existence of the forests is thereby threatened and the Government 'stops lopping, 
they will only have themselves to blame. 

43. The areas where unrestricted lopping will be allowed are those where conifers form 
the principal crop. The broad leaved species, which alone are wanted for lopping, will be 
available there in sufficient quantities, I wanted to fix these areas now at the settlement, but 
the. Divisional Forest Officer represented that it would be more couvenient to let him notify them 
from time to time. To this there is no objection, but the District officer will have to see that the 
Forest officer acts liberally, 


44. For other areas the present practice is to allow lopping for three months (15th 
December to 16th March) and the Divisional Forest Officer has the power of allowing an extra 
month in the rains in years of drought (though he is unable to point out a single instance in 
which he has exercised this power in the recent past). Obviously, if the forests are to hi 
preserved for posterity lopping cannot be allowed all the year round. 1 have made enquiries 
throughout the pargana as to the months in which the need for lopping is greatest besides the 
three winter monoha mentioned above. The opinion was divided between July or August and 
November. The Divisional Forest officer says that the leaves are young in the summer and 
the rains and should not be lopped. I have therefore proposed in the rules that in future the 
lopping in these areas will be allowed from 16th November to 16th March and the Divisional 
Forest Officer may alloVy it, when necessary, at other times also, 1 trust this provision will be 
made use of, , 


Government will have the power to stop the lopping of any species j but of course one 
may safely presume that this power will not be used to restrict indirectly the right of lopping, 
and that without special reasons the species commonly lopped will nob he forbidden, oaks 
in the Northern forests, and Saudan, Sain or Balcli in the South. , , ^

Oa other considerations also enquiries showed that there was some Justification for re- 
considering the figures fixed in J 879. Trees of large 8^0 were available and given froqaontly 
to the people in the past. They are not now, and I fear in the future the aizQ of the availably 
tree may be reduced still further. The people would suffer if the right was kept at the number 
fixed in 1819. The Government was therefore pleased to instruct me to revise the figures lu 
the light of present needs. 

48, The only correct way of recording this right, is to fix the amount of timber allowed 
in cubic feet per aenum. But the people being more ignorant than cwoa other* hill men, and 
suspicious of change, preferred the right to be fixed by the number of trees as heretofore. I 
have therefore adopted this method. Deodar is the only species in which the mu of tlie tree 
is an important consideration and the rantual agreement of 1870 fixed the right in trees of not 
leas than 7' in girth. Under this elastic provision the people have actually received trees of 
sizes varying from 7^ to 20', according to the elasticity of the Forest subordinate’s conscience. 
Obviously this is unfair both to tho people and the Forest department and, as I have just said, 
it is likely that trees of big girth will not be available in future. After consultation with tho 
IJivisional Forest Officer and the Working Plans Officer, 1 converted what I calculated the, 
reasonable requirements of tho people into trees of 6' girth and have fixed the right at that 
number. If trees of larger or smaller girths are given, the number will bo suitably altered. 
All this applies only to deodar. For other trees the Forest dopactmenfe will try to meet the 
wishes of the people* 

49. The mutual agreement of 1879 contains an item of dry deodar planks and beams, 
called locally aookhar* It means that tho people can go into the forest and convert any piece 
of dry wood they can find into a plank or a beam and take it away. The number allowed 
varies in different kfaats, but is in every case considerable. * This uncertain and unregulated 
right is not approved of by the Forest department, who have made some rules which ars resented 
by the people j also the timber in different forest areas is sold by the f oresl department 
from time to .time aecording to a working plan, and so sufficient $Qokh^r is not ‘now 
available, We proposed originally to do away with tine inconvenient right altogether 
and provide for all he rights in trees. But the people have urged that that would mean a

58, For soniotime past now the Forest dupartmont have adopted a much stricter poH«iy 
in this matter and have not granted permission to cultivate lamia in the forest with thoeamo 
readiness as formerly. In this attitude they are porfectly justified, for besides the damage by 
cattle and mpn to tho forest surrounding a p.akdi of eultivation, it introduces opportunities 
of conflict with tho Forest siihordiuatoa and obiior similar complioatii)ns. But each case must 
bo decided on its individual merits, 

For example, whore a suitable piece of laud lins on tho bank of a stream and can be 
easily irrigated, it should in my opinion bo allowed to bo cultivated if those are not many trees 
on the land and it is on the odgo of tlio forest. In Huch cascK tholanfl can bo excluded withbiit 
forming an intornai chaki and the gain by cultivation Is greater than tho io.s» to tho forest. It 
would be just as well bo order that in future the District ofiiaer should be informod when appli- 
cations to cultivate lands are refused by the Forest dopartmoni.

59. In the^sottlomeufc of those rights I have profitkii by tho advieo of the Commissioner 
of Kumaun (Mr. P. Wyndham, C.LE„ O.B.E)., who advi.sod me, when I began my opuratiims, 
to see if I could not group a number of those rights tegothor and allow thorn as udjuncte oi 

principal rights, such a.s grarJug, without elaborate onguiries as to whothoi* any or ail of thoeo’ 
minor rights were as a fact legally olaimabla. He said that bo had formed this opinion after 
oxperioiice of the Almora and Garhwai sobtiemenw. Uw Forests odicors beiug agreeable, I 
have adopted this plan and venture to think that it is safcisfaetury. 

Briefly speakiog, all’ fights to water and way have been admitted j and men may cjollecb 
fuel, grass, herb's, roots, oreepera and bark praoUealiy without any restriction or permiasiom 
It is only in the case of collecting honey that the use of fire hm boon disallowed, bocausie the 
danger to the forest is incomparably greater than the gain to the people. Also quarrying is not. 
allowed, without a pass : tho reason for this is also obvious. 

Action under the Land Aequisition Act. 


60. As will have boon gathered from tho remarks in the foregoing aectioua thesfe waa 
practically no action taken under this Laud AiOipngifcion Act in respect of any' or rights, 
Butin some places tho fcmuiidarioB wore iu dispute and land lying on themsido of the boundary 
was claimed as private property. I hold a local enquiry in thosu cubcs and whero it was found 
necessary to keep in the forest land which belonged to the applicant or about wldGi tlioro was 
doubt, I invariably settled the matter by oorapri»miso, giving money compensation. But ordori 
have bcea reoordoi under the Laud Acquiaibion Act in order to obviate any iutiire ebmpli* 
cations in the title to the property.

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' There has been a progressive and substantial increase in revenue, 
which is distributed over all important heads ; the excess of expenditurB 
over receipts in 1919-20 was due to special causes, and exclusive of it 
the two aides of the account correspond. It w'oiild seem from these 
figures that the province has good cause for satisfaction ; but there is 
another side to the picture. As has been admitted by the Committee on 
Financial Relations, in the United Provinces considerable arrears of 
administrative progress are now due. The closing balance of 222 lakhs 
will not go far to meeting the expenditure on these arrears ; indeed, in 
the current year it has been greatly reduced owing to the very heavy 
• outlay on ‘the revisfion of salaries of the several services and establish- 
ments. The province is thus again dependent solely on natural growth 
of revenue to provide for the many improvements postponed because of 
the 'war, to which must now be added other improvements of all kinds'^ 
but chiefly in the domain of education, sanitation, medical relief, the 
need for which had become prominent in recent years. ' The provincial 
resources, even under the reformed constitution^ will scarcely be ade- 
quate to avert stagnation ; and if progress is not to be further delayed, 
one of the main duties of the reformed Government will be the provi- 
sion of new financial fuel for the administrative machine. 

There was no change in the provincial form of accounts. A 
small modification, however, took place in the terms of the provincial 
settlement. Hitherto railway police charges had been apportioned' in 
the proportion of 7/iOths payable by the Railway Companies and 
3/lOths by the Provinnial Governments. Prom the 1st April, 1919 the 
Seorotary of State decided that companies were to be entirely respon- 
sible for the watch and ward establishment, while Provincial revenues 
were to meet the cost of the crime and order staff. The resultant extra 
charge that fell on the revenues was made good by an assignment from 
Imperial revenues.

6. For the gross increase of 01,00, over the receipts of the year 
1918-19 nine heads were mainly responsible, viz., Ijaml Be venue 
(34,36,), Irrigation (12,94,), Excise (11,01,), Blamps (10,08,), Interest 
(8,04,), Porost (8,35,), Bogistration (1,71,), Inconm-tax (1,44,), and 
Stationery and Printing (1,21,). The Beads IY)iice, Courts of Law, and 
Agriculture also exhibited minor improvements. In the case of Land 
Eevenue an increaso in the demand following from re-settlement.*! 
•partly accounts for the higher incomoj but in tho main i| is duo fco 
collections of suspended revemic of the previous year. Irrigation 
receipts establish afresh record ; tho considerahle. iuenurse is attributable 
to the conditions of the year in which a far larger area \Yii.s irrigated 
at both crops, particularly at tbo rabi. Mention lias already been 
made of tho enhancements in excuse duty which are responsible for a 
larger income under the head ; this subjeefe is ioferred to again in 
a later paragraph of tins resolution,

As tho ohaiges on inLeresfc also lo&e by 2,88, the net iinpiove- 
inent on account of inteiest receipts was lealiy only 6,26}. , 

7. In ibe case of Eorosts, it will bo convenient to compare the 
net figuH'S. As comparod with the figuies of 1918-19, cxpendituro roso 
by 15,31, iGceipts by 8,35, and the net revenue showed a fall of 6,90,. 
Uut the fall on the hguies of 1918-19 as compared with those of 1917- 
18 was 9,70, so that thcio was a locovcry in net levcnue These figures, 
howo^oi, conceal the leil rate of expansion ; for capital cxpcndituie in 
the forest aocomits is taken against leveniie. A better indication of the 
activity of tho Forest department is obtained by putting side by 
side the pi e-war figures of 1913-14 and the post-war figiues of 1919-20. 
Eevenuo in 1913-14 wans 37 lakhs, expenditure 19 lakhs ; m 1919"2() 
the figures are 74 J and 61 J lakhs respectively. Expenditure has 
iiici eased more rapidly than revenue, but that was inevitable. The 
war pioved how great was the jDotential w^ealth to be derA ed froin tho 
provmoo*s forests. It was decided to exploit them, but if exploitation 
is to result in big returns, big expenditure must first be incuriod ; and 
the continued growth of Forest expenditure merely proves that exploit- 
ation has been continuous and sustained. It is now possible to 
expect tangible results in the shape of increased revenue. 

The variations on both sides in 1919-20 call only for brief notice. 
In the main the larger, receipts were due to improved sales of 
timber ; the income of the year was, however, seriously affected by the 
delay in procuring plant and machinery for the sawmill and turnery, 
Tho higher outlay represonts chiefly heavy capital charges incurred in 
’ the Utilization oirele, though it includes an increase of 2,42, in estab- 
lishment charges which is mainly due to the revised rates of pay sane- 
tioned for the offioeis of the Imperial Service. 


8. In paragraph 5 the figures of gross expenditure in 1918-19 and 
1919-20 have been given ; exoiusive of forest charges the excess in 
1919-20 works out at the high figure of 88, 80,^ which is made up of 
increases aggregating 96,10, and reductions totalling 7,30,. Famine 
outlay in 1919-20 was only 1,91, as against 3,13, in the preceding 
year ; tod if this head is also eliminated excesses of 96,10, and 
clecreasGS of 6,08, have to bo accounted tor. The decreases occur under 
only four heads '.—Land Revenue (—2,88,), Miscellaneous (-—2,46,), 
Agriculture (—60,), and Irrigation interest ( — 14,). 


The reduction under Land Revenue was tinreal ; the* figures of 
1918-19 include charges on the acquisition of land for settlements for 
soldiers covered by the assignment alluded to in paragraph 5 ; and if this 
special item is excluded from consideration there was a real increase in 
charges in 1919-20, due mainly to higher expenditure on grain oompen- 
satioh allowance, postage, and establishment charges, counterbalanced 
by a decrease 'under settlement operations. The variation under 


Agriculture is not material : it is chiefly attributable to smaller outlay 
on, #;^kc 0 lltoeous experimental^ measures. As in the case of Land 
MoYlatoe, the fall in Miscellaneous expenditure is umeab for ^le figures

15 lakh-i is of a perniaiiont cdiaracter, 
iooluding 77, for an improvement in the pay nnd allow anC(*H of deputy 
and sub-deputy inspectors, 1,82, in granih-iu-aid to .scIiuoIe and I’olleges,

Fourteen other heads exliibife an increase of a lakh or more, vm.,

Apart from 
the speeia! outlay on the acquisition of fcha BrookhiU estate at Naini 
Tai (3,00,), and vanems sites at Cawnpore and Lucknow, the higher 
Public Works expenditure occurs under civil bnildiage, oomiannka- 
tioas, and establishment.

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commodities. The effect prices as a contributing factor is in fact 
visible under every head. Thus to high prices are mainly ascribed thef 
increases in expenditure under Jails, which exhibits a real rise of 
nearly Rs. 10. lakhs, as the accounts of 1918-19 included an expenditure 
of Bs. 3 lakhs in the, manufacture of blankets for military purposes. 
Of the total, dietary charges account for 7,76, clothing for 45, medi- 
cines for 80, and miscellaneous requirements for 24 ; to the return of 
of officers from Army service and to the new rates of pay is mainly due 
an increase of 83, under salaries and establishment charges, while the 
rest of the increase is spread over various items'. The high price of 
paper is fesponsibie for the substantial excess in Printing charges ; 
and in the case of Excise the increase is due to rebates to contractors 
on account of the high price of raw materials. The increase under ■ 
Courts of Law is made up of a large number of minor excesses, as, for 
instance, in grain compensation allowance, in fees to counsel, in dietary 
allowances to witnesses and complainants, in contingent expenditure 
and in salaries and eatablishiffent charges ; in part the increase againsb 
salaries is due to the' decision to enter in the accounts the gross pay 
of the members of the Indian Civil Service instead of their pay after 
deduction of the 4 per cent, annuity subscription. Large grants to* 
the Improvement Trusts at Cawnpore and Lucknow account for the 
higher expenditure under Sanitation. The increase in Irrigation 
charges was the result of the formation of a reserve d4p6t at Narora 
for tools and plant and to higher outlay on certain canals. 

The causes which operated to raise the expenditure under the serviod 
heads dkailed above are also chiefly responsible for the increased outlay 
under Medical and . General. Administration. In the case: of Medical 


a part of the increase is due to the larger, grants made to The^ Dufferin 
Eund, leper asylums and certain hospitals ; the Bern Samiti at Allahabad 
was assisted in its relief work by a sum of Hs. 22 , 000 ; and Iis« 10,000 
were given to the Yiotoiia Memorial Fund towards* a scheme for the 
tmmhxg .ot ^hais, The increases , under the remaining four heads call 
only for brief notice. Under Interest— an unstable head--: it is due to 
larger outstandings of agricultural loans ; under Refunds to the new 
income-tax procedure and to a special payment to certain for^t con- 
tractors who had been hard hit through no fault of their own ; under 
Income-tax to the entertaiament of . a whole 7 time staff for the full year 
and to the -decision to debit, the charges to this head instead, as in the 
pxevioas year, to the head Land Revenue; while the increase of 1,13^

A parfc of tho granfc for 3#27, for agrioulfciire -was nofc utilised during 
the year and the figure 8,00, may be substituted for the figure 10,38, 
and then eliminated entirely from the inooma side, leaving an excess 
of 3,23, to be explained. We may further exclude as unusual the 
famine figure of 1,91, and the actual excess of expenditure over estimate 
after these corrections becomes 8,23,. The budget totals (exolnfcg 
the provision for famine charges) anticipated a deficit of 25,69, whereas 
the actual deficit with the above corrections is 30,69, so that there was 
in the net result a very close approximation to 'anticipations. 

II. Under receipts the real improvement«of 3,23/ was made 
up of increases aggregating 46,10, countorbalanoed by xedmtiom 
amounting to 42,87,. The heads Excise { — 16,42,) and Forests (*--26,28,) 
account almost completely lor the reduction; tho only other head 
showing a noticeable fall is Education (^-"'52,) due to an over*sangitma 
estimate under the sub-head fees from general schools. In an 
earlier portion of this resolution mention has been made of the 
considerable enhancements In the rates of excise duty which became 
effective from April, 1919; there had never been previously similar 
drastic enhancements of duty to servo as a guide in estimating 
and the work of making a budget forecast, which thus could only be 
roughly calculated, was rendered more difficult by the unfavourable 
agricultural outlook at the time the budget was framed. The effect of

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largest oonfcribators. The large rise in Irrigation receipts has already 
been referred to ; under Stamps, for various reasons also previously 
mentioned, it was inipossible to take too sanguine a figure for the budget, 
and the improvement of 2,11, under Eegistration follows from the higher 
stamp revenue. Better collections than anticipated explain the in- 
crease under Land Revenue. The' considerable rise under Income-tax 
to some extent reflects the prosperity of the trading classes, but it was 
chiefly due to more careful assessments by the newly-appointed special 
stafl and consequently to better administration. Three other heads 
contributed increases of over a lakh each, viz., Jails (1,49,), Stationery 
and Prinling (1,49,), and Interest (1,10,). Improved sales of jail manu- 
factures and large sales of stock forms to local bodies, coupled with a 
credit in respect of the United Provinces Journal, account respectively 
for the rise under the first two heads ; that under interest is due to 
larger realizations against agricultural loans. The remaining two lakhs 
of the total excess of 46,10, is distributed under several heads : the 
individual variations are all of a minor character. 


12. The real increase in expenditure over the budgetted figure has 
been shown to be 30,59, or eliminating the decrease of 2,94, under 
ordinary interest charges, due. to smaller outstandings at the close of 
the ‘year than anticipated, an excess of 33,63, has to be explained. 
■Variations under some of the detailed heads, pattioularly those of Educa- 
tion and Agriculture, are largely nominal, being due to the transfer of 
lump allotments from these portions of the budget to the Public Works 
portion for the carrying out of particular works; Thus no less than 2,35, 
was transferred from Education a'nd 2,80, from Agricultnre. .Other 
variations are due to the distribution in the figures of actual 
expenditure under ' the particular heads of the amounts for, grain 
compensation allowance and for raising the' pay of menials drawing less 
than Bs. T per mensem, whereas in the 'budget lump allotments of 
Bs. 14 add Bs. 1’40 lakhs respectively were. provided for these purposes 
under the miscellaneous head : the budget also included a reserve of 
Es. 5 lakhs under the same head, which in the figures of actual expendi- 


ture appears under several heads. Leaving these nominal variations 
out of account, the 'excess of actual charges over the estimated figure is 
due to gross increases amounting to about Bs. -43 lakhs and to gross 
reductions of about Bs. 10 lakhs. Of ■'the latter one half occurs in 
forest outlay, due entirely to ^the -d^ay in delivering plant and 
MaoMnery.. Pensionary charges fell short by 1,04, of the budget figure.

Of tbc real increase of 4,17, under Courts 
of Law 1,07, occurs in fees to counsel, 66, is due to the gross debit of 
the salaries of inciiibers of the Indian Civil Service, and other varia* 
tions appear in establishincut chargcB, in the provision for diet to 
witnesses and in contingencies, Ceneral Administration charges rose 
by 2,33, the greater portion of whieh is accounttul hsr in the chnrges on 
officers employed on special dirty in connection ivith the roforms. Other 
variations call for no special couinient; under several heads the return 
of officers from military duty led to a larger ouolay on salaries, while 
allotments for contingent expenditure proved inadequate owing to 
high range of prices. 

13. It is not possible with the compass of a genera! review on the 
accounts to enumerate in detail tins several changes and improveifmnts 
whioli occur during the courec of a year ; only the more important 
variations can bo explaiiu‘d, and fulhu' informtition must bo sought in 
the separate reports on thcj w'orking of diilercnt departments. On the 
record of the year viewed as a wdiole the Lieutenant-Governor feds that 
the province can justly congratulaie itself ; in pnrtieelar His Honour 
woitid again draw attention to the very substantial addition made to 
the outlay on education. At the same time Hir IJvarcourt iluiler do{‘8 
not overlook the fact tltat much leeway has still lobe made up; aud while 
he sincerely hopes that undt;r the new form of govormimnt which will 
shortly come into existence prngresHivo development will b(5 mom rapid, 
he does not conceal from himsulf Uud, m in the past, this is entirely a 
matter of the adequacy of rcaourues. The pnhkfm of linding t!m 
requisite funds for a greater advance now awaits sohuitui by the new 
government ; His Honour looks with conlkhmoa to the co-operation of 
the peo])l0 of the province in genera! aud of fila colleagues and advisors 
in particular in solving this difficulty.

Observations.— In resolution no. 298/1 — 241, dated the 7tli Eebritary, 
1919, the Lieiitenant-G-overnor decided that a Board of Agriculture should bo 
established with effect from the 1st of April, 1919, and constituted a Board 
consisting of i4 members. The G-overnor acting with his Ministers has now 
reconsidered the composition of this Board and has decided that the following 
alterations should be made. The Director of ^Agriculture in future will be an 
ex-6ffioio member instead of ex-officio Chairman. The Legislative Council which 
has hitherto had no power to nominate members will in future be empowered to 
nominate three non-official members of the Council as members .of this Board. 
In order to prevent the, Board from becoming unwieldy, the Government instead 
, of nominating two members from among non-officials will in future nominate only 
one non-official and instead of nominating two officers of the Agricultural depart- 
ment, over and above the Director of Agriculture and the Principal of the Agricul- 
tural College, will in future nominate only one officer of that department. The 
Deputy Director of Land Records will cease to be a member of the Board. 

2. The Governor acting with his Ministers has decided that the first 
Chairman of the new Board will be Mr. H. R. 0. Hailey, O.IE., O.B.E., I.O.B.

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2. Applicants, who sliould not 1)Q more than 23, nor less than 19, years of ai^e on, ;50A 
Jy^ne, 1921, must possess an Bono'&rs, or a first class, tlo[.|;ree, in any snhjocb, of a university 
incorporated by law in British India. 

3. Any attempt on tha part of a eandidate to eolisfe support for his application through 
jersons of influence will disqualify him for appointment, Testinioniais or other reeomamnd- 
ations should not bo attached to the application. 

4. Applications, which should ho addressed to the Secrotary to the Government of 
India, department of Rovenno and Agriculture, Simla, ih'omjh the lie'mme Secretari} of ths 
Local Qovernment concerned^ in the case of re.sidonfcs in British India, mid tknnujk the

Those finally selected as a result of the examinations, testa, and interview preseribed 
ill imragraphs 7 and 8, will bo appointed as p'ohationers for the ^Indian Forest Service j they 
willbo I eqm I eel to leave for England eaily in September, and, subject bo their undergoing 
‘^at4sf^w*tcnly, as deaenbed below, a oonrae in Forestry and allied snbjects in Eogland, will 
bo {ippondod finally as Assistant Conservators of Forests, Candidates selected for training 
will li 0 provided with sieond class passages to England, but the cost of travelling to the port 
of omiiarktttion will not bo paid. 

11. Veriad of /3rol^aii^o?^.—Befo^o axipomtment to the Imperial Forest Service a 
probationer uill be ier|nir(.d —

Becietary of State for India, the course of Forestry at such university as the 
Secretary of State may prescribe ;

(Jj) to have passed an examination in Forest Engineering and, if required, in certain

The period of probation is, in ordinary cases, two years. The Director of Indian 
Forest Studies instructs probationers in each ease as to the order and manner in which they 
should fulfil these various requirements. 

12. Otoges. —Probationers will be required to defray all expenses of lodging, board, 
tuition, and excursions to forest centres m the Unifed Kingdom while at the university and 
on practical instruction, 

13. ARomticss,— The Secretary of State for India in Council makes payment to each 
probationer at the rate of £200* per annum, nob exceeding a total of £400. These payments 
are ordinarily made on the following dates in each year

The cases of probationers whose probation does nob extend over the full perioi^ of two 
jears will be specially considered, 

BV tours made on the Continent, under the instructions of the Direetorof Forest 
Studies, subsistence and travelling allowance will be paid by the Secretary of State for India 
in Council at such rates as he may from time to time fix. The fees of the local forest officials, 
at the centres visited, will also he paid by the Secretary of State 


The graut of allowances is subject bo the following conditions 
(a) that the progress of the probationer in hia sbudies is satisfaetoryj 
{h) that the probationer ^ves security f to refund the payments m event of his 
failing bo qualify for an appointment in the Indian Forest 'Servioe, or not

that Government.

Ohsefvaiions. — The activities of the Public Works ilopartment 
were considerably restricted during tins yokr under review owing not 
only to the financial stringency necessitated by the war, but also to , 
the difficulty of securing materials and to the shortage of railway wagons 
for the transport of coal and other materials. It is true that consider- 
able relief was afiorded by the return from military duly of tiui majority 
of its officers and subordinates, but the strain of the previous five years 
had told on many on whom additional and greater responsibiliticH had 
rested, and the department had to ooniiniie to work below strength 
owing to the ahsonco of several of its members op long-deferred and 
much-needed leave. Despite these difficuUioB, progress on the, whdo 
was satisfactory, the activities of the department being marked by a 
rise in expenditure on the construction of Provincial buildings alone of 
some eleven lakhs of rupees above the figure for the previous year. 
This increase was distributed almost entirely and very nearly equally 
between administration, public works, and educational buliamgs. \ 

A total sum of a little over nine lakhs was spent on meeting the 
needs of the Educational department, many of whoso urgent require- 
ments were supplied. It is a source of gratification to find that several 
middle and town schools wore at the same time erected, or in course of 
construction, from funds provided by district boards. The expenditure 
on medical' and police buildings was also fairly considerable. An 
important work which was undertaken during the ourrenoy of the year 
was' the- construction of the Criminal Tribes settlement at Ealyanpur 
in the Gawnpore district^ which is ostimated to cost Es. 1,67,0(10. 
Btipees' 68^000 was spent on acquiring a site for .the projeoted medical .

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2. In spite of the difficulty of seoaring wagons for the transport . 
of road metal, the G-overnment notice with satisfaction the progress 
achieved during the year on communications. Beads are as essential 
as railways, and it is very necessary therefore that every effort should 
be made to maintain them in proper order. One of the most important 
works which was completed was the inter-Provincial trunk Imk with 
the Punjab through Saharanpur. This has a strategic value and was 
pressed on because of a promise made to the Punjab Government to 
provide an appi;pach road on the United Provinces side of the river 
Jumna as soon as work started on the other bank of the river. 

The completion of the Rajpur-Mussoorie cart-road to Kolukhet was 
also effected. This included the construction of three major bridges of 
reinforced concrete. Another work of considerable magnitude which 
was started in 1917 and on which satisfactory progress was made 
during the^year is the construction of a cart-road between Bhatrojkhan 
on the Eanikhot road and Gauai in the Aim ora district. This is esti- 
mated to cost Bs, 9,60,000. 

3. In the month of May, f919, a Provincial Board of Communica- 
tions was established for 'dealing inter aim with the large problems in 
oonhootion with the development of trunk and feeder roads, construction 
of road bridges, maintenance of ferries, the construction of branch and 
feeder railways, and the respective spheres of influence of different 
gauges of railways* within the province. Sir Harcourt Bujiler records 
his appreciation of the work accomplished by the Board, particularly 
by the Hon ble Mr. L. C. Porter, its President. 

It is earnestly hoped that with the introduction of the constitu- 
tional reforms in the administration of the country, the urgent need of 
more vigorous progress and a more liberal supply of funds will be recog- 
nised by the new legislature, as The development of communications has 
an ultimate bearing on that of agriculture, industries, and trade. 

4. The construction of sanitary works was greatly handicapped 
by the difficulty in obtaining materials and by strikes in the "United 
Kingdom. This to some extent retarded all plant on order for 
pumping stations. It is satisfactory, however, to find that the water 
supplies of the large municipalities were maintained without any serious 
breakdown throughout the year. The demand for water in these areas 
has exceeded the capacity of the plants, and preliminary proposals for 
re-orgaffiffiag the supplies have been drawn up for AUahabad, Benares, 
and liuoknow. The project for Oawnpore is also being dealt with and 
is in the hande of the Improvement Trust Committee. Before leavfng 
this subject mention may be made of the recent appointment of a. 
Mechanical Bngineer to Government, It is some four years since the 
need of an expert for the supervision and inspection of pumping plants 
erected for the munioipalities of the province was referred to the 
(|:Overnment of India, but owing to the dearth of si^table candidates 
dryin g the war it has only now been possible for the Secretary of State 

this urgent demand. The provision of "such an officer waa 
suggested for ^he benefit^ of ^mmicipal bodies hufe* 
as o^aan boards found themselves unable to co-operate with the 
, Goyerument share the cost It. ha^rh^eh decided to engage him as a

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whole-time Government servant in the first instance. His duty will 
be to study and report on ail machinery which k the property of muni- 
cipalities, and the Government trust that as a result of the advice and 
information thus obtained boards will bo willinii either to employ 
fully competent mechanical engineers or at least to contribute 
towards the pay of the export whom Government has now engaged. 

Satisfactory i}rogross was made in improving some of the town 
drainage systems particularly in Agra, Allahabad, Gawnpore, and 
Lucknow. There is still much to be done in this direction, and tho 
Sanitary Engineer’s department have tho matter in hand, 

5. Electrical works of all kinds wer (3 restricted by tlio soaroifcy of 
materials. Tho hydro-oleetrio scheme for Naini Tal which was shclfod 
during the war was revived, A project costing 11 lakhs was prepared 
and it is hoped that tho work will bo carried through to completion by 
August, 1922. 

6 . The Government observe with satisfaction that much useful 
architectural work was done during tho year. Fair oatlmatos were 
prepared for a number of works, tho most important being tho Industrial 
School and Agricultural Gollego at Cawnporu, and the designs for the 
Medical Sohool and Hospital at Allahabad were put in hand. Of this 
mention has already been made. Several other designs wore also either 
drawn up or in tho course of preparation, including that for the Govom- 
mont Carpentry Bohool at Allahabad, and tho Givi! Engineering School 
at Luoknow. Schemes for cirouit-housos at Eygjabad and *Agra wore 
being dovalopod. 

7. The Projeot oirdo was created during the jmt with the object 
of co-ordinating tho work of tho scattered regular etaSs and the heads of 
departments in tho matter of preparation of schemes. This special 
drcio w\as constituted in Bfay, 1919, but had to bo closed down owing 
to financial difficulties and pressing leave arrangements ; tiuring tho 
short period of its existonoo it acoomplishod a considerable amount of 
valuable work. A technical section has now been oimted an<l attached 
to the Secretariat, chiefly for the purpose of preparing professional 
papers, new specifications, and also for standardizing, designs. 

Another important measure which was introduced during the year 
was the amalgamation of the Imperial and Provincial mtmm% ol the 
Public Works department into one service dosignatod the Indian Service 
of Engineers. A new Provincial service to bo styled tho United Prov« 
incea Engineering service was also created with offset from the lat

OBSBRYATiONS.“~In rosoiutiion no. 749/IX~“25 of 1920| dated 
the lOfcE December, 1920, the Local Government published their pro- 
posals for improving the pay and prospects of primary school toacheris 
serving under district boards. A revised scale of pay was approved for 
students in training, trained and untrained assistants and for head-mas- 
ters, which was estimated to cost Bs. 18,60,000 per annum, and the 
Local Government announced that it would find immediately out of 
Provincial revenues sufficient funds ta enable the boards to give a 
certain minimum measure of relief in the current year. It was added 
that the cost of this minimum measure of relief in a full year would 
amount to Bs, 11 lakhs, and the Local Government was prepared to 
contribute this sum, subieot to the sanction of the Legislative Council 
A hope was expressed that boards would be able to improve on the 
minimum rates and that some would soon adopt the full scale 
approved. 

2. Since this resolution was issued enquiry has shown t^t many 
boards are financially incapable of responding to this invitation. It is 
clear that the introduction of the minimum scale would by no* means 
satisfy the teachers concerned, nor would it, the Local Government 
admits, satisfy their just claims. The Local Government rocognijses 
that it is more important to raise the pay of school teachers to an 
adequate figure than to increase the number of schools or teachers, and 
it has therefore now issued orders permitting district boards to divert 
fclie grants’ to be made for the expansion of primary education in the 
next financial year to the object of increasing the pay of primary school 
teachers to the full sanctioned scale. It is hoped that th§ lull scale 
will be introduced for all teachers under the boards with effect from the 
1st April next. An endeavour will be made either in the financial 
year 1921-22 or in the subsequent year to make sufSoient grants to the 
boards to enable them to carry out that expansion of primary education 
which is being delayed by this diversion.

their obicotne, not himatnmlly, seemed to be the looting of tho headquarters 
they had attiXcKcd tho fiolno and tho Deputy Commissioner , they had iiiiliorsod 
two of tJie mounted police. Noilher the Deputy Commissionor nor tho 
Superintendent of Police gave any orders to fire. But one or two pistol shots 
wo filed— without effect— as there wore no bullet wounds on either Mllod or 
■%^oimd.ed, hut only buckshot wounds. The most probable wersion is that tho first 
shots were fired by tho Huhedar of the Labour Corps on the left of ^ tho line, and 
that the mounted police down tho lino hearing these shots and being attacked by 
showers of stones, opened lire. Tho police were isolated, The Deputy Commis- 
sioner was near the roiv] in the centre of the line in undulating land. The 
Superintendent of Police was at tho right of the line. Tho firing commenced 
on the left. The Deputy Commissioner, who was hit by stones, fired an aiitomati® 
pistol twice without effect. The two sdwars who wero unhorsed asked the 
Super] niendont of Police for orders. This was after ^ firing had commenced. 
Tho Buporinfeendent of Polico ordered them to fire only il they wore attacked^ 

4. The Governor in Council has carefully considered whether any further 
enquiry should be bald. He has come to tho conclusion that ^ it would serve no 
useful purpose to hold such an enquiry. As regards the origin of the disorder, 
there can be no question that it was the work of agitators acuing on an agrarian 
uonulatlon which has grievances. As regards tho course of events there is no 
LLcstion that any new facts would bo disclosed now. It is quite dear that 
tutoreffi ovidonco would be produced. It is qiiite^ clear that^tho Avounds were 
buckshot wounds and not bullet wounds. There is no question of any vindic- 
tiveness The men acted without oidors according to their lights in self-defence 
and cannot be held to blame. Orders will be issued that, in future, very clear 
and defi.nitB instructions should bo given to armed men, viz., that they are not 
to fire unless ordered to fire by their officers or unless, if they are isolated, they 

have to defend themselves. 

5 In the course of the disorders in different parts of the district 1,024 
men were arrested ; nearly ail of these have been released at one time or another, 
and lOB only remain under arrest in 16 separate oases. A large proportion of 
these were ooneemed in the outbreak at Fursatganj. The policy of the toern-

As lately as the 29th Jamnry a luol) held np a tram in order to 
rescue a ringleader who had boon arrested. On this oeaabion ilso the armed police 
had to fire in self-dofenco and wounded one raaii.^ The Govenniuont is ahont to 
introduce Iceislatiou to deal with the agrariiu situation. Ihc Govtanor m Council 
trusts that it will be possible before loiie to restore normal relations between land- 
lords and tenants in Oudh. The duty of all loyal men at the pi i bciit time is plain, 
namely, to support authority and discoimtoiiance in every way those who are 
ready to take the law into their own hands or incite others, to do so^

SiEPORT OP THE SHB.DmSIOHAL MAOISTEATE OP TAHSIL SALON PEOM BAZAE 
PUBSATGANJ, ILAQA NASIEABAD, TO THE DEPUTY OOMMISSIOHEE OP EAl 
BAEELI DISTRICT. 

To-day, after 12 ©klook, I got, through Faruq Ahmad, heal ooustablo, an ordor of the 
Deputy Commiasiooer to the effeot that there was a tumour that the Fur.atganj bazar would 
be lootocl to*day ;4ihat a guard of armed pohre was scut and that I should go on to thi' spot and 
Yuake proper and suitable arrangements. On receipt of tho order I wmat to the Deputy 
Commissioner and, after some talk and having recoivod uocoeeary instructions, I, with my court 
•cleik, Ram Surat, peon Ilashmat, and one private servant, Abdul Giiani, started in a hired motor 
and reached Pursatganj bazar at about 2 p.m. I found that the guaid of armed police, 
consisting of one sub-inspector, one hoad constable, and ten armed constables, had arrived a 
little while before me and was present in the centre of the bazar. I too arrived id the bazar 
and found that some shops were open and otiiem wore being opened and a mob of three to four 
hundred men, most of whom wore armed with laihiS) some with knees, and others with axes, 
was standing on the crossing in the liazar. I thought it proper that the shops bo closed, so 
that finding 'that there would bo no bazar pottple might return to their homes. I explained 
this to the shopkeepers and tho shops were chwd, but tho mob armed with laihisimimmA 
standing on the spot and shouted “ Mahatma Gandhi ki Jai,” ‘‘ Rani Chandra MalwraJ ki Jai,” 
and « Shankat Ali, Muhammad Ali Id jal” The mob was icasouol with and gradually Indueeci 
to go back from the bam*. The crowd was swelling and as wo talked wiih them the crowd 
moved in a southernly direction towauk the end of the populated site. Ihon they all hositaled 
to move from that pkco. Tho mob was seen to he returning from one dirertion and coming 
' again in the bazar from others. Some of the leaders o! the mob were approached mi reasoned 
with. Their ^names, as they told me, woro Ram Autar, 1km Naram of village Fotm, Kldar 
Brahman of village Kat war Man, Kali Gujarof village Fura Ivalu, and Ausaa Brahman of 
village Fofcui They complained about tho dearness of grain and cloth and about tie high*' 
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Bisheshar Singh Tarona, Mahalir Singh Brahman, Kamta Gnshain. tc,gethor with our aarvants 

and a few other persona, continually reasoned with the mob and told them to pi esorv am or 
in the baear and retire, but they were so overpowered with enoitement that nobody paid any 
heed to ns. Sometimes they said that the banias have made heavy prolite i ive should avenge 
onraelvcs upon them. Sometimes they complained about the dearness of gram and doth ami , 
said tot all to shopkeepers should at once be ordered to sell doth at four annas per yard and 
flour at eivht seors per rupee, otherwise they will notibe pacified but plunder the people and buiii 
the houses For about two hours I. with some other men, eontmued to reason with he mob but 
their oroitemont was growing and their numbers swelling. In my opinion the mob swollml to 
about eight or ben thousand and rushed into some houses and shops. They broke opou the oe « 
Ld bekn to plunder and riot. To prevent tom from plundering and noting I with the 
anardrlehedaT once near' to sliops. Betas soon as we reaelied Acre the mob ru.lud m 

aZ us shouting “jai.jai” and crying “kilUhem, burn them and take away tlmir guns.” 

Rome persons of this village and of other villages who were witli us and tried to reason will, the 
Lb were also attacked. They attacked us with brick-bats, lathis, lances and ares and 
Laved in “marpit.” Scores of brick-bats and fafjm wore thrown at us all. One of them 
throw a Piece of wood at me which, missing my head, fell ou my breast, uthorwi.so I would 
Lo been severely hurt. They began to rob a few houses. Fur to safety of our arms and 
Lves and to terrify the mob I ordered to guard to li.v their bayonets and to open their 
Itridue bundles This had no effect on the crowd, on the contrary, they licgan to mako fun 
' of us Eventually I ordered tho guard to fire in the air lu order that the mob mig^t disperse. 
But the nlob raised a cry “ take away their guns ; they are hut few and can do nothing." 

At this time one of the rioters aimed his are at me, which I snatched from hie hand. 

Tt was a time when we could neither fly not hide ourselves, nor was there any abatement 

iLhe criminal attitude and oKcitemont of the mob. Ultimately I ordered the guard to fire, 

1. a rosult of which a few meu wore wounded and fell dotyn. As tho attack was made from 
all directions fire was directed on all sides and in all of thorn people were wonudci 
aud fell down Seeing people falling down tho mob began to disperse and ran away. From 
a few houses and shops to rioters rushed out with the booty. Immediately firing was stopped 
Ld ill order to make the mob fly away some mote blank shofa were fired. Now the mob wont 
™t of the village but were still surrounding the baaar. They shouted " jai, jai " and threatened 
to loot and sot lire On the mob’s clearing the bazar it was found that four of the riotere 

had been killed and three others wounded. The police had arrested three o%ts in one of 
whose PoeseBsioii was discovered some looted tobacco (eating) and had also snatched away an 

axe and a few lathis. All these killed and wounded were kept in a room, so that tho mob 
in order to catty them away might not indulge in fresh mieehiof. I wanted to inform the 
Deputy Commissioner hy means of a motor and to- ask for reinforeement but found that the 
LLLivor who was also attacked had run away with his life towarde Eae BareK. Then 
1 wanted to wire but to mob blooked every egress to Fursatganj station. The eiladnr of Ae 
Lkee was sent to the station for tho purpose by a oitcuitous path aud somehow he managed 
to reach there. In the telegram the Deputy Commissioner was, in haste, briefly inform, d of these 
Li and asked for reinforcement. The village people did not go out of to yiilago for fear of 
the rioters. The Deputy Commisiionet and the Superintendent of Police arrived at about 
6-30 They aBoortaiued to facts and iuspeoted to spot. ' They juspooted to killed, to 

wounded , and 'the rioters and also the btiok-bato and ares with which attack had been made. 

All the iubiibitants of , the village and oAer persons who had helped me narrated the aceouate. 
Coneeqiiently the Deputy 'OotamiseMuep and to Superiatendont of Polios eent ^ rioters, bo* 
jLunL and otherwise, by meane of motor to Bao.Bareli ahd gave me inetruetione for fatale 
•'filety. The Supetintendenb of Police ordered me to wire lo to Circle Inspector of Jagai^tir 
enciuite in to mattpr. The telpgram Was despatohed after gisatdiffilottlty. I,»f« 
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help remarking that! wo have kou saved from those grave dangers which the peoi>le o£ 
iursatgUoj and Government; servants expected to face at the hands of such a large number of 
rioters; otherwise the servants wmiild have been killed, and the entire population looted and 
burnt and a great loss of life and property. The attitude of tho mob indicated that it h»d 
come in such largo numbers witii preparations for committing the crimes. I also learnt from 
tho village people that they had got news of the determination of the rioters to loot the 
Eursatganj bassar on that day a day boforo when dacoitios occurred in the bamr of Ruatam- 
ganj. i also learnt that tho rioters included inhabitants of Batura, Ahal, Khalispur, Piri, 
Gondwru, Machhada, Ratansipur, Kesario, Salimpur, Ivultai, Nasirabad, Pnra Kalin iiiissar, 
etc., and of tho ilaqas of Dalman, Salaon, Kasirnbad Kotwali, an<l Partab district. The people, 
the servants, and 1 have viewed this crowd for hours and have had a talk with them. They can 
bo identified on a full view,, and many of them are known to some persons from before. One 
ohiefthing worth mentioning is that Ramjiawau I^asi of bazar Fursatganj somehow got 
mixed with rioters and also tocuived wounds in his hands. It has also been .found ont that a 
few other persona have also been wounded whom the mob took away with them and that this 
mob consisted mostly of criminal tribes.

Statement hj the dqAdy Commimmer of Mae Bareli. 


0N7th January, aboutS a.m., 1 rode from tho jail towards the veterinary hospital. There- 
was a considerablo number of small knots of men with lathis along the roads and about tho 
fields in the neighbourhood. I told them to dispense and put down their lailm. I collected 
a few lathis and some of the groups dispersed, I got homo at about 0.1 J a.m., and at about 10 
a,m. R. Afzal camo on bicycle from Munehiganj bridge with the news that groups of men werer 
crossing the bridge. As X was starting out Burdar Birpal Singh came on Ins motor and said a 
large crowd was advancing towards tho jail. 1 went with him and met the crowd a little 
beyond the jail about opposite Sardar Birpal Singh’s house. They had been stop pod there, as I 
learnt later, by Rai Bahadur IMuima Bal. Tho principal leader appeared to bo a fafdr, Rahmat 
All Shah, who afterwards pretended to make himself useful in helping tho crowd to move back, 
but really was doing bis best to detain them. I noticed other people who w'ere playing the 
same game— among them was Bandit Blmgoti Prasad, municipal eommissiotter. The crowd 
was demanding to see the haha and venting their grievances against the talukdars^ They all 
had lathis. The only oxoeptiou I remember was the /ctAiir*, who had a' cane, Thera wore 
several gentlemen with me at this time, among them Dr. Mimna Lai, Khan Sahib Muhammjwl 
Usman, the Secretary of the district board, tahsildar of Rae Bareli, and B. N. Ghoshal, 
Excise Inspector, and we argued with individuftU of the crowd and got them moving 
backwards. There was a smalt body of the Labour Corps at the place and I told them to 
line out across the road and the adjoining fields and keep the crowd moving. Soon afterguards 
the mounted police came up and helped with this. It was explained to the crowd that the 
hakt was not in the Haa Bareli jail (he bad already been transferred to Lucknow); that he 
’'would not be released in any case; that he was au abscond iug offender ; and that the way to 
represent their grievances was not to come in a mob and demand impossible things, When the 


crowd haA.onoo got moving it was fairly easy to keep them on the move until we reached the 
bridge, They probably nambered between one and two thousand, When they had been presse'l 
aewis the bridge Iheir number was increased by a krgor crowd which was already on , 
■further side of ihe’ri^eif/ilad, as far as I could Judge, reinforoements were coinfnAAwh , lli 


hldnahiganj road' iltohghbul tlie day. On tliedar side of the bridge the first oroivd skppidi 
tifeed to. go any ■ This wm about 1040 a.m,, and' the crowd arthid time on tfie, fitl 
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fotwaul. Ai about 11 a.m I singled oat of the crowd Pandit Bbagwafci Prasad, who, I was 
pUflUftderl, was doiug moio harra than good and took him m Sardar Birpal Singh’s motdt to the 
jail wheio I left him in custody. Bardar Birpal Singh has the only motor car uliieh had 
peliol I fciieii to do the same later on with the fahir, Kahmat Ah, but ho eluded Iho gentlomea 
to whom I made him over on the pretence of saying hie piayeis, folded tho river and joined 
the crowd again. We found a large crowd collected in the road by Saidar Birpal Singh’s 
hoii'^e. lie adilrossed them and persuaded them to disperse for the time being. Tho crowd was 
about SCO strong. When I motored back to the biidge, about 12 noon, the «wd aa I lound it 
was, in my opinion, in a very ei.eite(l state. One man was pointed out to mo, who was a emlhn, 
He had Ihieataned to assault Captain Altlereon. Qiptain Alderson had to show his revolver to 
evade his attack, He (the badhu) had a spear in his hand and was a^citmg the croud. Captain 
Aldeison had ha*d considerable difficulty in dealing with two attempts to rush the I ridge. The 
mob had only bean stopped by the mounted police driving them back with the butts of tin ir 
lances. Only about 20 lathis waia taken away from tho men who were cooking their food 
on this bido of the bridge on the embankment and who were allowed to stay tharo on condition 
jof giving up their lathk. Wo continued to aigne with the crowd As a last resort Baba 
Kibmct Eai, pleader, who stood for membership of the Council in the Kisan intorcBt, was 
Boat for and asked to address the crowd. Tins he did very ably and I hoped for a time that bis 
speech would persuade the crowd to disperse, but the members of the crowd who had most 
^ inlluuncD (they appealed to be marked by distinguishing colours in their turbans) obviously 
had no intention of moving. T’inally, at 2 p,m , the Superintendent of Police and I decided 
to send the mounted police across the bridge to drive the crowd down the Mimshiganj road, 
At this juncture the situation was as follows ; on the other side of tho bridge a crowd, which 
by this time must have numbered nearly 10,000, armed with laihis and in a stubborn and 
detennined mood. This crowd, it should be noted, had proved for some hoars deaf to ail 
arguments, disinclined to listen to reasonable counsel, and refused to disperse when required 
to do so by lawful authority. On the other side there were the Deputy Commissioner atid the 
Supeiiutendent of Police, Lieutenant Grimmond and Subedar Hakim Singh of the Labour Corps, 
with a force of one subHaspeefcor, three daffadars, and 20 sowars of the mounted police and 10 
men of the 2nd Rajputs, with rifles, also about 60 men of tbo Labour Corps armed with blud- 
geons There was also a picket of the 2nd Rajput guard on the railway bridge. 

Having crossed the bridge, the mounted police proceeded to extend into lino and 
drive the crowd back down the road and also sweep up numerous crowds which 
weie eollectfed at various points on both sides of the road and on the hanks of th# 
river. Owing to the large numbers and also to the -atubbom mood of the crowd, pregress 
was slow. The police were disinclined to use force and again proceeded to remonstmte and 
argue with the various groups of tho crowd Active opposition was experienced at various 
points and the police were freely threatened with lathis. 0 wiag to the amount of opposi tion and 
the broken nature of the ground on both sides o! the road, the police formation was broken and 
the situation became confused. After about one hour had elapsed the crowd had been forced , 
to retreat for a distance of only two to thiee hundred yards. A large pars of the ciowd was oa 
the railway Embankment, where thesowars could not reach 1;hem owing to the wire fencing. It 
was at this juncture that the first shot was fired. The mounted police were held up on tho left 
flank by wire and iu front by broken ground and trees on the left of the road, and by ravines 
and broken country on the right. The mounted police being in difficuHies and a large pari 
of thh crowd on the left being out of their reach, this portion of the crowd seized the opportu- 
nity of stoning the police with kankar from the railway line. 1 am positive that thf first thol 
was fired after a very heavy shower of stones hy the mob, and after a laaber of aowar# 
if ere repulsed. Subedar Hakim Singh of the Labour Corps, who had advanead oa fdofe with 
thfe mounted police, was at this moment the nearest target for attack (beihg iaiide the railway 
He appears to have fired three or four revolver shots in selLdefenee. 3i i# qnlie 
te1|'\''|hat he did not fire with the intention of hitting any partieukr mas. Al 
mf no one was hit, but his, statement that Ha revolver went off weldeattiy 
, ilree fak|%#n hardly be aecepted. That it was he who firtd the first shot is ’iearly 
‘ stateifient on oath of Lance-Daffadar Pram iingh and fewiw |l^fi % 

. 'ISesani* fast hM also been stated {.J taMe-Difadat tm Hiaaio, 
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Sowars Sidhi Singhj Munshi Singli, ,Tafa fiwsain, Jor Singh, Alangal Singh, and Sheo Baran 
Singh, rmctioallj simnltaneuiiBly with the above events a cloiermined attack was made 
upon the police on the left of and on the road. Showers of stones were hurled at the police, 
who retired for a short distance and re-formed. The attack was coutinuecl and the police 
advanced, firing as they went, I was not able to see myself much of what happened on the 
ie*ft of the road at this Jnnetnro, I was myself on tbo road shortly before the firing began. 

I saw a number of sowars retiring down the road and went forward to see the reason for it. 
As I came about opposite the well in the grove, I saw a shower of stones falling and almost 
immediately after filing began on the loft, I was hit myself on the knuckle of the right hand 
by a atone, and fired at the man who threw it, with an aulomatio pistol, I did not take careful 
aim, and I did not hit the man. 1 fired a second shot at a man wdio was aiming a stone 
at me, after warning him. Neither of ua hit the other. Meanwhile two or three? sowars who 
extricated themselves from the mf’lie in the bagh reported for orders to the Superintendent 
of Police, who was also on the road near the bagh. The orders given were that they should 
load their eai bines (they had not yet fired) and fire if again attacked. When the firing had 
gone on for about three minutes, I saw that the crowd had broken except on the railway line, 
where it was not possible for the sowars to get at them, and from which stones were still being 
thiown, I ordered tho sowars to cease firing, as buckshot fire from the road at men on the 
railway line would probably not reach them and would injure those who were nearer and were 
now only trying to get away. (This, I think, is the roa«!on for a largo proportion of tho injuries 
being in the back, Directly firing had begun, tho men who were near tho mounted polioo 
tried to escape, while the distant ones kept up a volley of stones. The sowars were firing 
from horseback and the carbine is notoriously an inaccurate weapon, eo probably many of 
the back wounds were intended for tho front of more active eombatauts.) By this time the 
right wing was a good deal in advanco beyond the grove and exposed to stones from the 
railway line, I rode back to the Siiperintendont of Police, who was in touch with the left wing, 
and asked him to send soma men up on tho railway embackmont to clear the crowd away from 
there. By this time Mr. Durham, Reserve inspector, wlio had previously been summoned 
with all available armed police from the reserve, arrived with one head oonstable and nine 
constables of armed police. Theno men were extended across the railway line and drove back 
the crowd which was encroaching from that direction, I rode back to the mounted police, 
who by this time had gone up the road nearly to the level crossing, and found a considerable, 
but scattered, crowd still* loft to the north-west between the road and the river. I made a 
demonstration on this side by taking the mounted police through the groves and in a semi-cii^le 
back to tho road. This was sufficient.feo clear away tbo crowd on this side 

As I returned on the road I tried to find out from the risaWar and the sowars who were 
with mo, by whose order the firing had started. They did not know, and at the moment I 
showed my displeasure at this. My remarks were probably heard by other people on the road 
and this has undoubtedly given rise to certain distortions in the aowspapei s. I soon realised 
that it was not a ease In which those sowars could have received any definite order to fire. 
The attack had begun on the left and after tho firing on the left tho attack developed towards 
the right. The sowars on the right were perfectly right in firing also , as I bava mentioned, 
I myself fired whsu attaokod. ^’he firing did not go on any longer than was absolutely 
necessary, and the cssualfeies, considering the large number dealt with and their Bbibborn 
ojpposifcion, wer6 dxtremely light. Throo men were killed, oue died in lioapitel, and 14 Wars 
wtmded—most of them very slightly, as they came into hospital of thoir owfi aooord and Ihoy 
have already been diteargsd. At present there are only Iwo or three in the hospital, llllte 
injuries were due to biekshot The firing did not last more than five minules. D&nce-lfl®!' 
dar Niax fiusaia fired ten slots, Dance-Daffadar Nawis Khan fired two shots, 
fired four shorts, Ssatal Singh frad two shots, Sheo Bar&n Ired nine shoti, and 
fired three shots. From the liai I orosied the bridge nnlll Ihn firing had fiaisM^f f ^hot in 
the itolor; I was either on hoiaebaok or on foot. , 
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FINAL REPORT ON THE AGRARIAN OISTURBANOES IN EAl BARELI 

IN JANUARY, 1921. 


As I have already reported from day to day on the occurrences in this district, I do nut 
propo.se in this report to do more than to give a brief review dealing in detail only with tlio 
subject of the use of firearms in the Miinshiganj disturbaneo. 

2. As regards the underlying causes leading to these diaturbaneus, I may tho 

following extract from my report of the lilh of January, 1921, to the Chief Hourokry 

“ The non- co-opera tors finding their efforts to stir up trouble among situdcn fcs juhI IJio 
general public iiasuecessful, bad to look round for some moro promising field for their <>|wraijntss. 
They failed toi-influeace the general public and students to any great exUrnr-, Imt'au.se fhs'.se had 
no real grievances. They have succeaded in stirring up the cultivatorn of Oudh to a fit ale of 
considorable excitement, because the cultivators have in many cases coiisiderablo grievances 
against the landlords. The kisans do nob take any interest in non-eo-opcraiian, as k ishown 
by the fact that on several occasions when speakers have addressed thorn on tho non-tio-opftraiioji 
movement they have rofiteed to listen. What tho ^kisans tiro iutoroated in is their own oonditfun 
and in particular '/lacir'a.titt and ejectments. 

8. Since last autumn perambulating lecturers have been working in the south of the dis- 
trict and stirring up the oahivators against tlio fcaluqdars, hut it was not until tho ‘ind of January 
that any act of violonee was committed against tho poi’Ron or property of a talnqdar. On tiii*! 
date crops belonging to a taluqdar wcie destroyed. On the following da}a ifiniilar uffurrencos 
oocurrod and, on the 5bh January, large bauds wore goiiig about from imo talmjdarV csltda fo 
another destroying property. In one case, on the 5th, a taluqdar (Tiuiktir Trilthuwan Ihilnuliu* 
Singh of Chaudanian) was besieged in his honao by a orovvd of about ibOi)'!, but wjh i 
by the timely arrival of the Deputy Commissioner andthoSuperinlendynt «d' Tulicc with a loriu'. 
of armed police, From tlio 6th onwards the south o! the district rapidly asaum ;d a of 
anarchy and daeoltios and bazar-looting, some of which actually occurred, wlnlu others woro 
averted by timely precautions taken by the district autht unties, iitcrenaed rapidly, (’ihn 
villagers wore ovidenlly under thb impression that all government had ceased.) Among tho 
. latter may bo mentioned the attempt to loot the Miinshiganj bazar on the bth Jummry. At 
Fursatgauj, on the Gth January, a mob of about 4,000 were diapersiad by Deputy Magifttrak 
Kasr-Ulla, the Sub-Divisional OlHchr. He was oompelled to firo m tho mob, fw tehop ItMiiog 
,ha£| already Logun. Four men were killed and about ‘24 wounded, of whom one iubequviitly 
died of his injuries. This was tho first instance of the use of firearms, Early la llw iiwriiiiiig 
of the 7th January a crowd of about GoO men, who were approaching the jail with Urn tt|i|)«irenl 
intention of obtaining the release of till ee men arrested by the Deputy Commiiiioier iti tho 
.Ohand&niao *^bov6, weie rounded up by Ibe district authorities and put in 

the jail as a precautionary measure, They were released later. It bemma evident tliafc 
jjtber very large crowds worn approaching the town. Information was alao rectifid 


of an intention to loot the Capperganj bazar in tho city. After macb arguastut and 
persuasion the leading crowd were got acsoas the Alnnshiganj bridge by the diilriefi 
authorities, Msisted by the mounted police. Here , the crowd were largtly rolalore*^ 


,and they ' were argued with for some three hours or, mofe, ' Among oihera Baha'Ekmil'

4. The firing al ii'hLnHhlga 7 ij.—kH pointed out in paragraph, 8, the crowd had been moved 
down the road and th«3 country on both sides of it for several hundred yards away from the 
bridge. When they rtiftrsef! 'to go any further and turned on the police with stones and 'ki/ns 
the force of 24 mounted police which was moving them along was strung out o.vor a wide front, 
and the sowars 'W'we driveti back, two men liolng utihor.sod. Tlio situation was serious, as an 
initial biiccosh o,f this kind wan likely to oncourago tlio mob to rush the bridge and , cross the river, 
whifdi hero U every whoro fordable, a fact wiiieh rendered it G.vtrumoly unwise to allow ,aueh a 
laitgo crowd to slay whore they were for the night. There wero.at the bridge arid on the river 
banks only the small guard of 2ud llajpute and unarmed men of the Labour Corps with pick- 
handles guarding the bank. It is doubtful who: her the guard could have bef<l off the moh 
when’ flushtid by success over the police even had they used rheir arniy rides and very much 
greater casualties would have resulted than actually took plaew, because tholbullet from the 
..service rifle is not only more deadly t-Uuu the buckshot from, the police gun, but one bullet is 

likely to kill three or four people in a mol). The results wliicli vyould have ensued from the 
entry, of- a successful mob inf uriateil by eafualties into the town would, I think, undoubtedly 
•have been extremely serious. 

5. i'havo made very careful enquiry into the facts about the firing. The , completion 
of this enquiry was necessarily delayed, becaino a moat important witness, Subedar Hakim 
’Bingh of the Labour (.‘orps, -wb.o, according to the sowars, had started the faing, had l^ecu 
• tra.DJ-iferred to the Punjab and I was not able to record Ina statement untd the, 17th of January, 
U,^21. I regard .Subedar .Hakim SinglPB statement of what .ocemTod as very valuable, 
.Jfle'isiau officer of good type with long sorviec and cxp6riBneo,and altiumgh he,, not unnaturally, 
(does not, Admit fehjikt he.fired the .first .shot, im dou.-t admit firing. Whether this was done 
Tjat<?oidejutaIly) as bofays, or intentionally to frighten the mob when, ho saw them rushing the 
police or a mixture of both, there is no doubt that ho did lire at a very early stage in the 
.proceedings .und prohabjy fired the first shot. It is .ejuar that shots wore iired before the 
•Buperintendeut of Folieo gave orders for firing to start, and it i« possible that the original 

shot may have been fired without orders by some sower in sclf-defonoe when attacked j^nd ia 
•danger, This, of course, no sowar would bo willing to admit. Anyhow, it clear. to any 
.reasonable person that had firing pot- been ro.sorjlsd to the spwars ,. would have bw awamiped 
by the mob and the results would have been disastrous. The uncertainty which , existeii as to 
how firing had started gave an opportunity to Sardar Birpal dingh’s political opponents and 
others to spread the story that ho bad at.arted the firing and had caused many cusuiilties. On 
this poitttT agree with the Deputy Coramiasioiier, who states that ho satisfied himself the same 
evening that iBardar Birpal Singh did not start the firing aad only fired his pistol once. Tho 
Deputy Commiasi'mor was comprUid }x) fire bis pistol twice, but ho also did not hit anyone 
appareiitty, as no trace of a pistol bullet wound has been foaud oa any of tho dead or wounded 
examined. I made careful enquiry to see if any rolmble and indopeijdent' witness, could 
be found who had seen the firing. T'ha only people I could hear of wore the , driver of a car 
aamed Mustafa andanaikand a clerk of the Labour •' Corps. Their sbatcaiouts have been 
record6d,*h5|t|arei«.ooaBelu«i?6^ ;Mr, Mayers, the Superintendent of BoUoe, did not tire himself. 
1 think the veriiofl given by him and tho Deputy Commissioner and supported by Sardar 
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thti wounded after bhe firing a^; Munshigaaj in orrloc to avoid unuocodsary suffering ami 
found were sent at once to the hospital, some of thorn receiving fiisteaid Ireatmoiffc at the 
Labour Corps hospital vhieh 18 nearer to the spot than the civil hospital. Several .nlRditij 
wounded wont away to their villages and came into the hospital for treatment T«)lnutarily 
later. Ono of these men stated that he had been shot by Saidar Birpal Gingh I my'ioif 
visited the wunnded in the hospital on the 9th or J Oih and no eomplaiuts of this kind were tht.n 
latido. When Pandit Madaii Mohan Malaviya visited the hospital on the I Ith nr Jfithtuo 
men said Birpal Singh Imd shot them. Whan I visited the hospital again to day ever} one of 
the ten Mnnshiganj wounded there present stated that ho wuis shot by Birpal Hingh* 'fins 
points to further efforts having been made by his political opponents and othoi"! to discredit 
him, 

6. On the 8th and a few following days a eonsideiable number of lootings ami dacoitiw 
occurred and there wei 8 several cases in which Urge Cl ou (la which had asaimhlod to loot the 
bam* were dispel sod without casualties. The situation, however, rapidly improved, It wm 
deeidod to allow a largo mottmg which had boon advoitised by means of notices circulated in 
this and other districts to take place at Unehahar on the I5th as the situation was then well in 
hand. This meeting, however, was not attended by any considerable numl or of the caltivatmg 
elaasQS On the 16th the Deputy Commissioner’s order prohibiting meetings in throe tahsik of 
the Rao Bareli district was cancelled by him Full details are not available, but tttn local bad 
characters seized upon the opportunity given by these agrarian diaturbancea to get busy, and it 
is pwobable that a good (leal of burglary and other crime was done. It has heeit aacsrfcainod 
that one so-called baba leading a crowd of villagers was a registered criminal i’asi named 
Bam Ghulam, and it is expected that others of those gentlemen are also really men o! bad 
oharaeber io disguise. The garb of a fakir is, of course, very commonly adopted by a criinmal 
During the last two days 174 men out of 330 under arrest in counoction with these disturbaucea 
have been released. The district is now quiet and 75 of the armed police received fwm other 
districts have already been returned. 

7. The behaviour and discipline of the armed police have fully justified my loug.held 
opinion that this adnjirabia force is capable of dealing with any disturbanoe without the 
intervention of regular troops. 

8. I have already brought to your notice the good work of the district authorities, who 
restored the sitixadon in a remarkably short spaoe of time from anarchy to order, with a 
maximum of taot and toleration combined with a minimum of force.

of the aetbloment. They also approve the removal of villages Makarpur and 
Ransauri from the alluvial quinquennial Hat and to the Kottlament of those two 
villages for the full term of settlement, and the inclusion of their areas with the 
parent nun-alluvial mahals. 

3. The Board are in agreement with the principles followed by you In 
revising the Settlement Officer’s assessments, and accept all the alterations made by 
you in the proposed aasossmenta shown in the list attached to your Note. They 
approve the fixation of Es. 100 as revenue for a sho,vt term of five years for mahal 
Muhammad Ahmad Ilaq no. 1 of village Kheri Shikohpur, in which a jama of 
Bs. 350 (equal to the present expiring demand) was originally proposed for the 
lull term with an alternative suggestion that a short-term settlement on Rs. 76 
might be given. 

Subjeot to the final orders of Government, the Board authorise the Settlement 
Ofiiaer to declare the new jamas piroposed by him as modified by you and approved 
by the Board, making it clear to the malgumrs concetned that the amount of the

It will be seen from the Settlement Officer's note that it Has received 
very full eonsidorabion. The year of survey was in Bhagwanpur ISSSF., which was 
an average year, whereas in Eurki it was lS 2 (jlf., a year of drought. Hence in 
Bhagwan’pur the cultivated area of survey is almost the same as the fivo years average, 
while in Eurki it is 3,800 acres less. This five years’ average is in Bhagwanjmr 
almost the same as the cultivated area of last settlement, losses caused by erosion 
in the submontane circle I having been made good by some' increaso of .oultivation 
in the other circles. In Rurki on tho other hand the five years’ cultivated area was 
lower than that of last settlement by 2,000 acres, partly owing to the waterlogged 
area near the Pathri forest in circle VI falling out of cultivation. On the other 
hand circle VII including the Piran Kaliar plateau and its attendant khadif bIiowb 
•a considerable increase. The assessed area in this as in other tracts is based on 
;the area included in holdings, old fallow however though so included being omitted 
from assessment. Thus in Bhagwanpiir the area assessed is slightly less than the 
holdings area, while in Eurki it ia slightly more owing to additions made for 
land temporarily out of cultivation and oub‘of holdings in tho poor ooason of 
1S26F* After perusal of tho detailed assessment statements I aia, confident that the 
area assessed is fair for a 30 years' settlement. 

3. Raise.— “The applicability 'of tho circle rates to the special conditions of 
each village has been carefully considered as in Jwalapur, and they have been 
modified wherever necessary. 

4. Eg%i5aZ8.- -The allowances made for excessive and therefore unstable rents of 
.nott'oeoupauey tenants are, as the Assistant Settlement Officer shows in paragraph 

of his report; about equal on the whole to the amount estimated. Some allowance 
was required in circle I and a larger allowance In circle IV, as anticipated in my 
note on the rent- rate report. As to occupancy rents their divergence from, non- 
occupancy rents is in the greater portion of the tract very small, In circles 1 and 
II, which have clemonts of preoariousneas in tho scacoity of drinking water and of 
population, damage from wild animals, and a Miin soil which is very much at the 
meroy of the seasons, oooupaaoy rents are often at a higher standard than is safe, 
and allowances for instability have had to be made for them also. Ic is only in 
circles V and VI, owing principally to the great competition for lamd in the 
vicinity of Enuki, that there will be any substantial rise in occupancy rents. 
■ Expr 0 ;^i 0 tiary rents are also frequently above the amount (25 per cent, below the 
rates adinsted to a non-occupancy standard) which can properly be taken for 
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6. Assets and revenue. — It will be seen from paragraph 9 of the Assistant 
Settlement Officer’s report that the assets as finally determined considerably exceed 
those estimated in both 'parganas, principally owing to the amount added for short 
cultivation which w'as not foreseen at the time the rent-rate report was written. I 
have already stated that I am confident that the area assessed is not too high. 
Owing to this oxeess in the assets, even with a Jb5-per cent, percentage which is fully 
Justified by the considerations advanced by the Settlement Officer in paragraph 10 
of hie report, the ne\vjamc6 proposed by the Settlement Officer exceeds the old by 
43'4 per cent., instead of the 40*7 estimated in the rent-rate report. Although the 
enhancement varies very much from village to village, it is remarkably uniform for 
the different circles, varying only from 30 per cent, in circle VD'where the \vater- 
logged area is situated, to 63 per cent, in circle VII, whereas I have already stated 
there is a considerable increase in cultivation. The neb result is very close indeed 
to the enhancement (44 per cent.) forecasted for Rurici tahsil as a whole when 
settlement operations were undertaken. 

7. Short-term settlements. — Appendix HI attached to the report shows the 
mahak which the Sebblemenb Officer proposes should bo settled for less than the 
regular term. Muhammadpur Jhaharheri may be sbnick off* from the list, as I 
agree with him that it can be settled for 30 years. The two mahak of Lalwala 
Mazbita in circle I arc temporarily depressed owing to the G.vaGbions of a thehadm\ 
and existing assets justify a new yama loss than half the old jama, though the 
third mahal (tho mahak in this village are kkethat) pays a smalt enhancement. 
Similarly while the largo village of Kheri Shlkohpnr yields an average enhancement 
(after reductions made by the Settlement Officer and myself) of about 100 per cenfe.^ 
one chahhat mahal has owing to the desertion of a hamlet fallen largely out of 
citltivation, and existing figures justify only the existing jama. In these cases I 

^ agree with the Settlement Officer that a 5 or 10 years’^ sebblemenb must be made. 
The other villages in the statement are all in the deteriorated I’abhri area of circle 
VI. All mahak except two it is proposed to settle for 10 years. The preeonti 
cultivated area is far below that of 10 years ago and necessitates (except in Raipur 
where there is a small increase) the reduction of the jama. But the villages may 
improve in lO years so as to be able to pay a fair revenue, The; remaiaing village 
Nashtarpur Nasirpur had fallen out of cultivation altogether in the year of 

inspection, and had no assets except a small amount from grazing dues. Hence 
while agreeing with the Settlement Officer that it should be assessed for fivd 
years, I have proposed tS?"take Rs. 20 only instead of Es. 60. 

S, Alluvial mahaU.-^Xn pargana Bhagwanpur these number 116 comprised 
in 20 manzas (three of which are wholly alluvial). All are on the Solani 
river except two which are on the Sipia river. No less than 55 are included in 
the great village of Kheri Shikohpur which has- 62 permanent mahak, I have 
examined Statement III for all the alluvial mahak in BhagWanpur, and cannot 
find any in which the area of recent years has varied to any appreciable extent. 
In Kheri Shikohpur in fact the cultivated area of the alluvial mahak baa varied 
less than- the onltivated area of the upland mahak much of the soil of which ie 
inferior. The Senior Member of the Board of Revenue in his not© on the assesih 
ment report of last settlement expressed doubts lis To the extent to which all the 
alluvial mahala (then numbering 48) were required in this village, and an ©aquity’ 
Was being made in the matter, the result of whioh I have not been able to find 
out. Moreover, some villages oh the Solani, apparently at least eqqail/ exposed 


to fiuvial action, have no alluvial mahak, and on the Sipia only two villages have 
them. Again many of the alluvial mahak boTh in Kheri Shikohpur as4 elsewhere 
' are either very small in ihemselves or fheif' iofeal area bears only ’a small 
'‘^rti'On to the total- are|':bf the correspohding permanent 'malialfc LaiiSy the ■ 
BSsetsinent of these amsll alluvial 'mahak has been most carefully ' tamie, taking, in

years into 'ConsMaratibB'^.-flf 'fee mahaia 
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on bh{5 aUuvial Isat. a nmall intn’easo or decrease of 2 or S acres will be constantly 
brltij^ing ttiw asseHsmcntf* uoder quinquennial revision without any real necessity, 
and it is impossible to hope that the rcvisioa will he made on as sound principles 
and with as ma<‘h oaru »a has been expended on these assessments. My own 
opinion is that all these alluvial mahals in Bhagwanpur can be strtick off the 
alluvial list. In Burki there are some, though only a few in my opinion, which 
will Itave to be retained. 1 have written to the Settlement Officer to consider the 
question for all iho alluvial mahals, and he will after examination" of past figures 
and present conditions report how they can beat, be dealt w'|th. 

9. Modi float alterations which I havm recommended in the assess- 

ments ate stio.vn in the attached list. Pandit Brij (’hand vSharma’s work in 
%’’altiatio«8 and assoaamonts. has been most tborough, and it Has been carefully 
rovi-sed where neees.sary by Mr. Brake-Broclimoo, If I have one criticism to 
make it is this : — that the Sotbkrncnt Officer is a little too sure of the results 
given by the classification adopted in and the rates applied to individual villages. 
For though the work has been done with extreme and minute care, it' represents 
only the Assistant Settlement Officer's estimate of the relative value of soils and 
villages, after checking it by the recorded rents of different classes of tenants, 
and there is no certainty that this coincides with the value of soils and villages as 
recognised by the agriculturists of the locality. After all ‘ humanum est errare,' 
and there is something to be said for the Aasiatant Sjttlernent Officer’s practice of 
disejuirting his concluaious {?;idl 0 *paragraph 10 of the Settlement Officer's forward- 
ing letter) by taking a low percentftge though this may not be strictly in accord- 
ance with the rules. The robust faith of the Boctlcnient Officer iu the results of 
the calculations based on the soils and rates has led him. to reject rentals as inade- 
quate somewhat too freely in my opinion, and I have made some alterations iu such 
cases generally where the existing rent yielded a fair increase on the present demand. 
In other cases I have intervened to remedy small inequalities, which have crept 
in in the treatment of different mahals of the same village, or as already stated 
in paragraph 5 to prevent grain-rented areas being specially favoured. In a 
fe,w casfs fl have thought it best where there are a large number of sharers to 
substitute a lower jiamti for the term of settlem^t for one sorae.vhat higher with 
progressions, so giving much the same result. The other changes proposed, and 
these arc the large majority, are simply- directed to modify the enhaneemenb on 
mahals ’or villages y.-here it is more than oid’marily severe. The neb result of the 
changes proposed is to reduce the final jo-mo- in Bhagwaupur by Bs. 837-8-0 and iu 
Eurki by Rs. 1,220. The changes recommended are nearly all in the permanent 
mahals settled for 30 years. In three mahals in which a short-time 'settlement is 
proposed (vide App. Ill) I have recommended reluctions of Rs. 80 and Bs. 20 and 
an iuercasa of Rs. 2f> respectively ; and in 1 1 alluvial mahals 1 have recommended 
changis involving a net increase of Rs. lO only. 

10. Ohjeciianst.-^AB will ha seen from paragraph 11 of the report, a large 
number of applications for inspection of assessment statements were received, 
and the objaelions filed were also . numerous, numbering 108. These have all been 
considered by the Settlement Officer and myself. In two cases he himself recom^ 
mended redaictitma after he had sent the assessment volumes to me, and I have 
incorporated them with my own, In 24 4 >ther cases in which objeeticins have

I*HAVl the honour to submit, for your orders and those of the Board of 
Rovenuo, the Assessment Report on pargauas Bhagwanpur and Rurki of the Rurki 
tahbil written by Pandit Brij Chand Sharma, Assistant Settlement Officer. 

2. I foieshadowed in my review of the Eent*rate Report that the question of 
the area to bo assessed would bo in some cases a troublesome one. I would like 
at the outset to correct a abgbb inaccuracy in the description of the character of 
the seasons given in paragraph 13 of my covering letter to the Rent-rate Report, 
The season 1325 fasli in which the statistics of pargana Bhagwanpur were pre- 
pared was on the whole a good one, though the ghar to some extent suffered. It 
was the season 1326 fasli that was bad more or less throughout the district, the 
month of July being praetioally rainless ; and to the difficulties of a bad season were 
added later the horrors of the influenza epidemic. As a result of this not only 
was the itlmn/much injured, but there was a serious deficiency in the rahi sowings. 

It is not surprising therefore that the actually cultivated area of the year of 
verification in Rurki is far helow the quinquennial average, while there were other 
causes at work in the hhadar portion to pull it down as will presently be seen. 
In the ghar circle proper (circle I of both parganas) it is clear from the individual 
assessment abatomonts that there has been a permanent dimunition df area owing 
to erosion. It is equally clear that losses in one direction have been partially 
matlo good by extensions of cultivation in another. But it is necessarily unlikely 
that the one will overtake the other, and a steady decrease m cultivated area is 
only to bo expected. Causes such as damage by wild animals and difficulties of 
water supply are a normal feature of the tract and always in operation, but do not, 
so far as I have seen in tho ghar, operate to restrict cultivation if rents ‘are kept 
sufficiently low. I would point out here that the tract has other attractions such 
as araaro certain and equable ramlall, leady supplies of grass and wood, good grazing 
grounds and, above all, opportunities for increasing earnings by work in the iorests. 
The extraction of hhab&r grass and wood, now entirely in the hands of conti actors, 
affords remunerative employment to many hundreds of the inhabitants of those 
pfiur villages. Tho lightness of the soil, however, lenders it very susceptible to 
inequaiitios of rainfall and, as much of the soil is very poor, cultivators will not take 
the trouble to sow it if the rains arc poor. In a year like 1326 fasli when the 
monsoon brefee normally .at the end of Juno' and then completely ceased fora 
month it was obviously impracticable to put a full area under Icharif, As a whole 
tho tract may be taken to bu one ia which there is a permanent trunk of cultiva- 
tion with oxtrpmitioa of more or Ic&e uncertain and fluctuating cultivation. At the 
samo time there are very definite signs of cultivation having been restricted by 
injudicious managment, a notable instance being the village of Majahadpur 
Satiwaia (Minzabta) and lees definite signs of similar result having been rectified 
in time by a judicious lowering i^f rentals. In such circumstances the qumqunnial 
average itself may be taken to be low, and we have geuerslly worked on the 
%iSis of •‘the 12 year average, allowing, however, a margin on this for subsequent 
•deterioration which js fairly certain to bo progressive. ^In the result, the area 
nh4 assessed in this circle falls short of that assessed at last settlement by about 
2, oof and from a detailed examination of the individual assessments I leliev# 

thf figure as a whole to be fair. We have bnd t5 make additions for land 
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ouc of cultivation in order to frame an assessment that will bo fair for 30 years, and 
in doing so llic additions have invariably been made in the lowest class soil on the 
assumption that it is these which will fall out of cultivation. The extent of the 
additions as regards area may be disputable in individual cases, but it is clear that 
they have been made at the rates most favourable to the zamindars and I do not 
think any quarrel can be made with them on this account. 

3. These arguments generally hold good for circle II Bhagwanpiir also and 
at first sight it may appear an anomaly that we should have assessed 8,770 
acres as against an actually cultivated area of 7,542 acres and an assessed 
area at last settlement of 8,294) acres. But the special circumstances of this circle 
have not been adequately noted by the Assistant SGttlement Officer. The bulk 
of it 18 included ia the two- enormous villages of Ivhcri Shikohpur and* Sakrauda. 
Both of them arc divided into an enormous number of mahals, largely petty. 
Sakrauda was entirely remeasured at the instanea of the zamindars with the lesuit 
that there w.is a large fall in the cutivatod area. In addition to this tho reclassi- 
fication of land as between old fallow, culturable waste and unculturable underwent 
profound changes, the correctness of which was imintelligiblo if the past records 
were accurate or even substantially so. This huge sprawling village has always been 
a source of difficulty and it is unfertunately curbed vith an mcumpeieiit p itwaii. Ho 
dissatisfied did I feel with the areas accepted by tho Assistant Settlement Officer for 
assessmont that I called for and had entered in the assessment statements the returns 
for the past 12 years. Yery large and mostly inexplicable fluctuations of area appeared 
in many of the mfihals from the figiiro-;, but it seemed pretty clear that, thbugh the 
conditions of the gliar obtained, thcro hal beau an extension of cultivation since last 
settlement in the Sakrauda plateau pioper and that cultivation was eapibleof 
attaining a high figure. Moreover, there was some suspicion that land had been — 
if not actually thrown out of cultivation— loft without any effort to cultivate it in 
view of sotUeincnt. I believe tho statistics of Kheri Shikohpur, though better, to 
be far from accurate; but in the result there had to bo large aljustments in area 
over tho eircie as a whole and with these jomarka I must leave the aasessraeut of 
each mail’d to be nonsidered on its merits. It may aho bo remarked, however, that 
in circle VH which has many characteristics the same as circle II tho quinquennial 
average Bhuwb a oomiderable increase over both the actually cultivated area’aud 
the urea as se-isod at Ust settlement. Tub? indicates that here, too, there ought to 
have been an i'xten4on of cultivation. 

As regards oiis les 111 and V, X have nothing to addi to tho rr-marks of tho 
Assistant Petthnnent Gfliecr, except that the duoreasts is in "part prob ibly due to land 
in the val ley of the Bolani or along the cUfi above being rendered UKculturable by 
fluvial action {>r denudation', and in circle Vill a slight decrease is attribuUblc to 
tho action of ilie Pathn mo whiih has bur-it iH containing embankment in M. 
Santarshah and ronfkrod a certain amount of land uucuhurabla. Uircle l¥ calls 
for no comment : but in circle VI which ns a himdar circle lying to the north ol 
Manglaiir Mmdar near tho junction of the Eatmau and Sylani, there has bten a 
large fall in area wdiich must bo considered in part at least permanent, The cause 
is undoubtedly over-saturation in the area affected by the Pathri rm and tlm 
coaeequeut in^'roaso of jungle and damage by wild animals. The deterioration 
started about 1319 fasll, and though similar coaditians seem to hive prevailed once 
before during the currency of settlement and to have beeu followed by a recovery, 
lay exp-Ticuce of the tract is that the actiou aul roaetioa of the forefes at work will 
now make this racupemfciou oxtromely difficult. Bopulatios is dwindling and it 
was never very deme: and the area affeefed both directly aud indirtelly is 
extending* Tho whole of this tract bow requires complete and syitematie drainage. 
The State will lose a coaeidemMe amount ef revenue m the jetult revigieu

the south of pargana Faizabad and fche north of pargana Sulfcanpur, and the State 
has reaped a rich harvest at the present settlement from the extension of eultivatidn 
and the increase of assets that have taken place as a result of the drainage works 
constructed in this quarter about the time of last settlement. It is, I think, 
desirable that wherever possible an estate should be settled for SO years, even if 
deteriorated. This period is probably not too much to allow of complete recovery : 
and I have, wherever possible, stretched a point in favour of the zamindars and 
recommended a 30-year settlement. But with a certain number of the estates, 
bearing in mind that a recovery is a possibility, I do not think that a 30-year 
settlement can possibly be recommended while, if systematic drainage is under- 
taken, such a settlement will deprive the State of reaping any advantage from its 
outlay till* many ye5.rs have elapsed. It is for these reasons that I have 
lecoramended in the villages, a list of which is given in the appendix, a short- 
term settlement. Some villages of pargana Jwalapur are affected in the same way, 
and similar proposals have been made with regard to them. But these villages on 
either side of the Pathri rao, I may point out, differ to some extent from those to 
the east of the Pathri Forest (circle VIII Jwalapur) where deterioration is due to 
one disastraous flood and which will without doubt recover. 

Rentals. 

4. In estimating the adequacy of the alowances made for instability it must 
be borne in mmd that the year of verification in pargana Bhagwanpur was 1325 
fasli (1917-18), while in Rurki it was 1326 faali (1918-19;. Ii, was not until 1917 
that rents really began to respond to the phenomenal prices obtainiug as a result of 
the war, and therefore it is natural to find that non-occupancy rents do not requiia 
so heavy a discount in Bhagwanpur as in Rurki. Moreover, in the northern 
half of Bhagwanpur (circles I, II and part of III) and in the y/ict?’ proper of Ruiki 
(circle I) there have been special causes at work which have tended to keep the 
rents down and the apparent anomaly ol a nearly equal occupancy and non-occupancy 
rental incidence would appear to call for some explanation. As regards the ghar 
proper the individual assessments indicate that the zimindar.s had in many cases 
to climb down as regards rents. Occupancy rights do not appear to be much 
ostoeraed cither in this circle or in circle II and in the peculiar circumstances of the 
tract which does nob hold out many attractions to cultivatiors, something like an all- 
round rate for land bends to prevail, beyond which cultivators, occupancy and noa- 
ooeupancy, are not disposed to go. A low grain rate in itself indicates that cash 
rentals are likely to bo on a lower scale than in the more settled tracts; and it is 
likely that the tendency to reverb to grain which prevails all over the glmr tends io 
keep rents down. The majority of these estates bolong to absentees, who have 
iusuiHcient means of cheeking fraud, and cinseqnently dRliko grain rents. They 
will therefore stretch a point usually bo secure a cash rental; at the same time there 
is a distinct suspicion of concealment in some villages. If the plus and minus 
statement attached to paragraph 33 of the Bent-rate Report is perused, moreover, 
it will be seen that the recorded occupancy rents of circle I Bhagwanpur are 
distinctly high in all classes of occupancy. In the corresponding tract of Rurki 
they are low for old occupancy tenants, while the non-occupancy rents are only about 
2| per cent, lower than in Bhagwanpur. Even if we allow that the villages 
are aa a whole a trifle better, though probably only the westerly ones aie so, the 
iact remains that occupancy rent^ are as a whole high, wkile non-oeoupancy rents are 
as a -whole full. Even though rents may be said to have, been established in this 
tract, therefore, we may I think congratulate ourselves* as having kept our unit 
down to 50 in this circle and in having given allowances for instability and 
unrealisabilifcy accordingly. So far from getting any enhancements in the Bhag- 
wanpur portion of the circle, something over 8 per cent, has had bo be allowed for 
instability, though in the Rurki portion old inadequate rents have had to be brought 
up. In short the Rurki portion is a] better index of the cenditions of the tract than 
the Bhagwanpur ; while in Bhagwanpur this discrepancy hetween the accepted 
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occupancy and non-occupancy incidences which at first sight appears anomalous is to 
be explained by the fact that ther6 the occupancy rents are high. 

5. In ciicle II the incidences appear at first sight to be even more 
anomalous. The peculiar circumstances of this circle have been several times 
mentioned; and farther remarks will be found in tho assessment remarks on 
Sakrauda. The recorded non-occupancy rents are for t'lo most part apparently not 
rents at all, but (in Sakrauda at least) appear bo be some multiple of the land revenue. 
We have had to treat this village specially, and the accepted non-oacup wicy rents 
are really only a valuation at atandardrates pj-as a percentage as a sorb of •ma>Ukana. 
The occupancy rents (which include ex-proprietary) are probably genuine rents and 
appear to bo, as in the ghar circle, high ; we have had bo discount them about 10 
por cent, for instability. But while they maybe accepted as high, the non-occupancy 
must), for the reasons given, bo taken as a whole, not as a genuine rental. Hid these 
villages been assessed in the ordinary way, vis., the rioa-ocoiipancy rental taken at 
the usual percentage above tho valuations (viz., 25 to 3 3} per cent.) the non-oceu- 
panoy incidence would have been considerably higher. The influeaco of the 
peculiar circumstances of the Rajput villages of circle II is felt to some 
extent in circle III where these people own some property, but as a whole it may 
be said, when once we get out of the ghar and the Sakrauda plateau, the condition 
of rents is normal and that acoupted non-oocupancy rents exceed stable occupincy 
rents by 25 to 30 per cent, in all circles after alja,tment for quality, for occupancy 
land is a little better in quality. A ooasidcrable amount of enhancemanb seems 
to have been done in the Rucki tahail in re lent years, but not in circle VI, and to a 
small extent only in airolo I. In both these circles tho old occupancy area is as 
large as the nou-ocoupanoy area, and tho valuation of the latter at standard rates 
falls short of tho recorded rents by about 45 pc^^cout. The ocoapancy rents box*e are 
obviously low and as rents cannot be accepted as they stand for sissoi^monb purposes. 
Much of the cnlmucamerit in the so-called onhanood occupancy area vsooms to 
be very old or merely nominal. But a considerable area in these oircles is held by 
the Rajputs of Xuirasi and other villages, the Hindu cotmborpart of the Rajputs of 
the ghar, and many of them seem to be holding their land at favourable rents, 
possibly bf cause they arc oo-sharors or the relatives of oo-sharers. In reviewing the 
asacssmeuta I have Rime this fact in mind and left in some cases a further margin than 
that proposed by the Assistant Settiemont Officer for dealing with thorn in the event 
of disputes or in order to ease oE the immediate enhancemont if it is found bo be very 
large. Routs in circle VII (the Rurki countorpart of circle II in Bhagwanpur) seem 
to have beenflevelled up to a generally full pitch by means of enhan .ements and 
rents in this circle are genrally full. It will be noted that tho allowance for 
instability in circle V (the highly rented upland adjoining Manglaur)i3 29 per cent., 
while in circle VI it is 22 per cent., in circle VII 16 per cent., in circle VIII 12 per 
cent., and circle 1 6 por cent .j—in fact there is a steady gradation from south to north 
roughly corresponding with tho incidence, which in turn corresponds bo the relative 
developMenb and advantages enjoyed by the tracts in respect of commumcationa, 
markets, and so forbh. The same is the case in Bhagwanpur. Oonsiderahle iaequali- 
ties in the rentals of various villages and even mahals have been brought bo light 
at the time of assessment. But the Aaaiatanb Settlement OlSser has examined the 
rent roll in the light of the past figures and carefully treated oases where the rise has 
been sudden or rapid; and though I have not always agreed with the inferences he 
has drawn from the figures and have modified hia valuations accordingly, I think Jthe 
allhwaiQcef as finally passed are adequate and must leave individual oases to be 
Judged on their merits, -W©.,1 mv« generally aeoepled fchereatala at a oarlaia percen- 
fcdge above the valuations at standard rails or ihudified rates, because seems .

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leon, I tilunk, iu every case made afe aUulaid rates or sorae modifioatioa of those ^ 
rates. It would have been better in some cases had the Assistant Settlement Offioer 
modified individual rates rather than the whole body of rates and I came across 
some mahah in which this distinctly ought to have been done. But a rough 
calciil.itiou showed that the ultimate result would nob have been materially different 
from that accepted by the Assist int Settlement Officer and as the cultivator of this 
dmtri' t invariably sizes up his holding by applying an all-round haoha higka rate 
to it, if the resultant rate satisfies him, it does not much matter in practice how 
the result is arrived at. Proprietary allowance has been disallowed on sublet sir 
and hJmdJfasht in excess of the normal, the 12-year average being generally taken in 
respect of tlfe latter. As regards sublet sir we have not bound ourselves by 
the area sublet m the year of verification, when such areas are often designedly 
supprcbhod, but wliere past figures indicate 1 that a large area of sir was hahi- 
lually sublet a roughly proportionate disallowanoo has been made. Tne Assistant 
fcjettleiuenb O'ficer lias occasionally somewhat needlessly disallowed the allowance 
on petty areas of sublet sir, but this made in^mosb cas^s no material diH’ei ouce 
to the final jama. Full allowance has not been given to absentee landlords, 
impersonal bodies suih as Akharas or where the area of proprietary cultivation 
aocmed to bo oxoo3-)iv0. In m my cases the valuation put on those areas is in 
itself so low compared with what the landholder would get if he rented the land to 
tenants that the i' grant of a proprietary allowance seemed quite uuneccssaiy 
generosity. I mention the subject here heciuse my action in reducing the 
allowances was unfavourably criticised by the iato Settlement Oommissinocr in one 
pai'gaua at least. But I have regarded it as my duty to follow the directions in B.O. 
I-I (Hoction 26) which lays it down that this allowance shall be given whoro the 
proprietors are numerous or their circumstances poor, and I have left it to higher 
authority to give more if it considered that a higher allowance was warranted by 
the facts. At tie same time proprietary cultivation is ordinarily, I think, entitled 
to some e.jcourageinont : and I have acted accordingly by giving it some allowance. 

7. As regards grain rent areas, tnese have bean generally valued like sir 
and hhudk-bsht at standard rates without any allowances, as directed in your review 
of the Ront-raie Report. In reviewing the tiasessment, however, I have in some 
cases, for special reasons given, taken a lower valuation than that proposed by the 
Assistant Settlement Offioer. These must be judged on their merits. Recorded grain 
rout iueidencos are nearly always lower than recorded cash rent incidences oven in 
tracts where the nisfi rate prevails, for obvious reasons which nee I nob be rccaph 
tulated here. It is not surprising therefore if such incidences are low whoro a one- 
third (or loss) grain rate prevails. This land lies mainly in the ghar and iu the 
kimdar. In circle I Rhagwanpur the price per unit of occupancy land is '057 and of 
grain rented land *053, In the corresponding tract of limki, it is *0S1 and ‘046. 
In Bhagwanpur occupancy reqts even as accepted have been found to be definitely 
high. In the khadar of Bhagwanpur (circle III) wc got figures of *062 and 'OSb 
and in the hlmtlar of Rurki (circle VI) of '071 and ‘066 and there is no douut that 
much of the grain rented land is precarious here, In circle VII the diffureaoo-ii 
greater ('071 to '064) and my impression is that most of the grain rent land, here* 
is in the upland aad infertile bangar and not in the fertile hhadara, Besides t^^ it 
must be remembered that occupancy lents contain new occupancy rents ^whioh ar,e 
generally well above valuations, and are therefore likely to be on the fpl| , All 
things conaiffered, the low graia rate, the opportunities for fraud, e?pst#pc0 of 
fellow when the landholder gets nothing, the fiuotuatious of priniu^^i.ftJL’y^.t liability

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The additions for land out of cultivation have almost invariably been made at the 
lowest rented soil, as I have remarked in a previous paragraph that is jibngU Y and 
Ichadar IV. The general incideaco therefore is bound to be low and if the addition 
IS justifiable per se little fault can nocoasarily be found with the rate at which it 
has been taken. 

Alluvial mahals , — I can endorse the Assistant Settlement Officer’s remarks 
regarding the general unpopularity of alluvial mahals. Definite proposals have been 
made with reference to those in tliese two parganas and I propose to exhaustively 
examine them all, in all parganas, and submit proposals in due course regarding the 
granting of conditional or unconditional long-term agreements to the zamindars 
regarding such as in my opinion can boar them, in the light of B. Q. 7-1 (sections 9 
and 14). Several applications have been received which have been laid aside for 
consideration. As regards the assessments of those mahals I have nothing to remark, 
They have been treated just like permanent mahals. 

Conclusion. 

10. As I foreshadowed in my review of the rent-rate report, the demands 
have turned out to bo somewhat in excess of the estimates mainly on account of the 
additions for short areas. These additions would have been larger had it not been 
necessary to propose short-term settlements in several deteriorated estates or to 
compromise in others. The final demands proposed are Rs, 1,53,004-6/12,019-4 in 
Bh.agwanpur and Rs. 1,08,827-8/9,028-7 in Rurki, falling at a rate of Rs. 2*45 and 
Rs. 2*65 per cultivated acre respectively. Those demands will be only reached in 
the permanent mab.als in the llfcb year by two stages of Rs. 1,30,209-6 and 
Rs. 1,45,604-6 in Bhagwanpur, and Rs. 97,017-8 and Rs. 1,04,077-S in Kurki. The 
caloulatodpemmtago is as neu- ns possible 45 per oent. in both parganas. The lowness 
of the percentage is generally duo to the fact that pcrceuiagea lower than 45 
have been taken (1) in villages held by a miracrous body of proprietors, iucludiug 
the 'villngo of Ivheri Shikohpur where, for reasons given, a specially low p(.r^catage 
had to ha tikeii ; and (2) in those, a large number, in which mallkana is payabio to 
superior proprietors. The.so maWmna inymeiits date, I believe, entirely irom the 
settlement of 1333, when Mr. Taornton seunrod them to the Rajputs, both Hindu and 
Musalmans, who refused to ong.ago or heldsii idowy rights of proprietorship over most 
of the Kmki and Iwalaptir parganas. In suuh r.iaeh the proposed demand has been 
calculated so as to represent, with the malihma, & full demand of between 45 and 
46 per cent. These demandvS in Rlirki are exclusive of any changes that may be 
made by us subsequently on objortions filed by the zamiiidars under the new 
rules. The work of assessment has in many cases been by no means easy, but the 
Assistant Settlement Officer has worked them out with great care and commendable 
ability, I have found reasoi;^ to dieagne with him in many cases, and in many 
others, in which I would have worked out the assets in a dhforent way, the final 
result did not justify any variation irom iho demands proposed by him. 1' accord- 
ingly did not interfere nor does this affect the merits of his work. The most 
seiious cause of quarrel I have with him is that, after working out his assets, he is 
inclined to lose his courage when it comes to imposing the demand which those 
assets justify and to try and keep down the resultant demand by taking a wholly 
unnecessarily low percentuge. Discretion was nob given to Settlemeht Officers 
to vary the percentage on auch grounds and hia action raises the auspioion which, 
from what I have seen both in these and other parganas, is, I think, sometimes 
justified that ho is not too sure of hia own coneluiions. Besides low percentages 
require under the rules the sanction of higher authority and thefefore definite 
x&mQm should be given for Ihtm and that sanction sought. An asseasiaf officer 
should be sure of his ground and of the applicability of hia rates before proposing 
a demand and, though a large enhanoement on an existing demand may cause him 
to pattse, be Miould not be Sktmtk of II sf 'he is sure that it it Juit! Wifi the light 
\t the flgur« aa4 past history of the village ; fm past demands themselves are 
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not necessarily irgmaeulately correct and some of Mr. Porter’s were very far from 
■being so. The same applies to the comparatively rare cases in which existing 
demands have to be reduced. 

With these remarks I commend the assessments, as generally sound and good, 
for sanction,

as airoa ly biatod the five years' average is not a true guide. The adequticyor 
ot hoi’viic of the adjustments tan be seen fiour the imhvulnal ixSbGbSmuiits, In 
Dlunauri tBooi ke) a fairly largo area was out of cultivation owing to a military 
camp as well as owing to some land being taken up lor purposes of a proposed 
aeiial siaiion.

but this w« ’compensated for by ap nnnsfeally large area shown 
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in the rahi and in addition to tiio bad year 1315 f.isli, regard was aho h.ui lo ilieso 
two years in fixing upon the area to i)e assessed. In tin's tract the I'l years’ average 
has generally been taken after adjustment for bad years. 

In the upland of liurki, eirdo V, on tlio other hand, the cultivated area 
has gone down since settlement owing to land having been acquired for public 
purposes. The actual cultivated area of tiic year of veriflcjition is over 600 acres 
short of the five years’ avor.igc. This is due lo several causes. Ehrstly, a large area 
in the po'ises^ion of the Jililitary iiied to be oiiltiv.ited betore 1325 fasli, but in that 
year owing to certain arrangements in coimeciion with the war cultivation was dis- 
allowed with the result that tha cultivated area fell olf lioth in 1325 fasli and 1826 
fabli. (In tlio previous statistics Government luul under ‘cultivatioif has been in- 
cluded in the total cultivated area of the vill.ige ) Secondly, the Mill! ary oecupfi'd 
a fan ly large urea in the year of vcriliettion in antinpitiou of fmiual acipiisiiion 
and they hold a fair area in Mohanpur III uhamuiadpur on payment of rent. All 
this area lus remained out of cub ival ion. Thirdly, a small area has go le out of 
cultivation in tho AJmefer incdiulol in thih circle, for instance in ToiLi Ivalyanpur 
from which village a few Malis have gone away to .settle in the adjniiiinig village 
of Khatki. All these lactor.s have been duly taken info con>i(k‘raiiou in determi- 
ning tiie area to be assessed. Where the drop in cultivation was the result of the 
disconti nuance of ouliivulion in Government land, no addition Ims boon made, but 
whore It w.is due to temporary causes (as in Toda Kalyanpnr) a suitable addition 
has been made in tlie area assessed. 'The lami in the temporary occupation of 
tha Military, v formal acquisition having been etlfecled till the year of 

verification, ha.s been a.ssesse(l in the usual way. Who knows the land so occupied 
may now in some casus be given up and I had to assess on the figures of the year 
of veriiieatiun. Hut in most of such eases the revonut' <m the area so occupied 
has been separat.ely given to facilitate reiiiLs.^ion at the time of mutation as a 
result ol nctpd.sitiou proecediug.s, if ever nimh a thing taken place. The other 
circles and groups call for no special romarka. The apparent drop in tiio perma- 
nent maliaks of circle VllI is due to the recent creation of an alluvial luahal,

area eK<;ept in very r.ire cases w Imre kind seemed to liavo been thrown out of 
cultivation fraudulently. 

{). 'Mon-ocmipanoy ardas , — Out of a toiul recorded rental of 203,372 itf 
lilwgwanpur and U3,990 iu liurki, I have accepted 182,643 niid 127,045, giving 
iuuideiie.es of OTl and 6*6 per acre on the accepted area in the two parganas 
respectively. This means an allowance of 20,720 or iOpor cunt, of "the recorded 
rental in lUiagwanpiir anti nf 26,043 or 17 per cent, iu Kurki. O’ho amounts 
chtinuited for . fchort collootions were only iG,03i and 2,311 in the two 
parganas respectively. But an amount of 4,160 was eatimaiod for unstable 
eultivation ebiclly iu circle IV’ of Bhagwau|mr. Allowances lor unstable (mltiva- 
tion have been given from ail tenures, but the bulk of iho ailowanee has 
been givau from nonmccupancy. Even if we aid the wholo of the amount estimated 
for unsiabie ouliiyation to Umt eHtlinated for short coiloction.s in Bhagwanpiii* 
the total would still fall short of the amount actually allowed lor instability and 
unrealfsability by over 600, So lliat it is ({uite clear that in both the parganas 
the allowances aotuaiiy made are well above those provided for in the estimate 
and are, therefore*, very liberal. In circle I no allowance wim aotually esUimdeti, 
bit still an amoimt of 1,415 in Bhagwanpur and 1,630 in Rurki, was allowfd by 
tm originallyj and the Bettlemont Officer has still further increased* the^lkwaace 
la Bhagwaapijr to 2,15^ and in Eui-ki by 32. In eirele lY of Bhagwanpur, the 
Commissionsr pointed 0 ii|» that a larger allowance then 6|. was neoessary. The

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for is trifling, but the allowance made in cirolo III is less than what was 
chiefly beoanse no allowance was found to bo necoas.iry in the lowly routed Sakrauda 
Rajput villages which contain largo nou-occupancy areas and in smne of which, 
at least, there wore strong reisons tor suspecting couceiliuent. In (‘ir.de V a large 
allowance was estimated on account ol the euoraious rise in rents duo to 1 lie war, 
but tho amount nofcually given is about 200 short of the osliiuito. A c msidorabiy 
Larger amount than that estimated had to be given in circles VI and VTIf, in the 
former circle oliielly owing to war condilioas atlecHug the rents. The result is 
that taking the two pirguus us a whole an amount of Es 4T,C74on iny figures {and 
49,180 on theSeitlomantOflicer’s Ggiires) has been allowed for instability and tmroa- 
lisabilily out«of a recorded rental of Rs. 8,57,1162. The eslirnato was only 39,145. 
So the nllowauces are gimerom. I may mention that in several ca&cs the recorded 
rent.ii luid te be rejected for in.idequ.icy chiefly in the villages of the Musalman 
E.ij[mts of Mthraudu and tho Hindu R.ijputs of Jaurasi. The non-oecupanoy has been 
valued at so much per cent, above v.duation, a normal village being ordinarily taken 
as 33 j per eeiit. above valuation. Tiie area ac:epted is less than that valued at 
standard rates by 550 tvrQs. If wc re lucj tho standard valuation by a proportionate 
amount for UiLs area, we shall find that tho aocepted valuation is over 32 per cent, 
above tho resultant standard valuation. Bot actually the accepted valuation 
must be sliglitly higher, for tho allowances for unstable cultivation have usually 
been undo from iiib'rior soils and old fallow which has in some cases been excluded, 
is also usually found in weaker soils. So that reducing the standard valuation for 
558 acres by a proportionate amount (about n per acre) in order to find tlio .st.indard 
V.duation on tho aoccptel area, is somewhat above the maik, for the old la! low as 
well as tho land oxeludod for unstable cultivation must have been valued at lower 
rate. 

4. Oom’p'tnoy areas. — Those have been valued at .standard rates or .at rales 
modified to suit a p.irticular village. Tho accepted valuation give.s an ouhancemont 
over the recorded rent of Rs. 1,063 in Bhagvvaopur ,uik1 Rh. 5,85() in Kurki. These 
figures inehide the ex-propriotary also and do not give an aeourate idea of the 
adn.ii onhaai'emc.it which will chiefly fall on tho old occupancy tenants whos'e rente 
have not boon i a)un<jed since List settlement. In circles I an<l II of Bhagvvattpur 
some little alio w.iUM has been given ou the recorded rente. The enhaueement in 
this purgnia is confined to cirole.s III and IV and Ls by no means high. In Rurki 
there is no enhaac;emont in circle VII, while tho unliancoment in circlos I and VIII 
is very small. Almost all the ouhanoemont falls in circles V and VI where tho 
zamindara do- not seem to have cared for eahan cements in occupancy rents which 
have been loft far behind by the non-occupancy ones. It is in these circles that the 
nan-ooaupancy rents have risen considerably, and it is probably, owing to this fact 
that the zatniad.T,r.s have not cared to worry about the occupancy rents. In the 
I’hadir circle VI vrhich has to swallow the bulk of tho enhancement, I found that 
even the enhanced rents wore as old as 1299 fasH and in some cases they were nomi- 
nally cuhinced in 1311 fwli by private conapromise, so that even tho.se enhanced 
rents were inadequate and were little better than the unenhanced rents. A fair 
eniiuncement therefore cannot be avoided in these rents. In order to ease the 
enhaueement off, the Settlement Officer has reduced tho aceeptod valuation slightly 
in both the parganaa. Tho recorded rent is higher than the standard valuation 
in Bhagwanpur, but is considerably lower in Rurki. The accepted valuation 
exceeds the valuation at atandard rates considerably in Bhagwanpur, but it is only 
810 above the- standard valuation in Rurki and the latter pargana has a larger 
Whancement because the. recorded rents are very inadequate. The ^Valuation as 
Rccefited by the Settlement Officer gives Att incidence of 6*5 in.both the parganss 
which ii about 14 per cent, below the accepted non-occupaftoy inoidenoo. This 
do^ ndl-Show that the eceupancy valuation is high but that the non-occupancy 
has been ^ttatouBlf Valued, The occupancy land is soraOwhat better than non- 

pemmient nmhals of fehagwanpur there are 8Q 
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units to the acre ia the former against 76 *8 units to the acre in the latter. In 
psygana Rurki the units to the acre are very closely allied to those in Bhagwan- 
pur, there being 798 units to the acic in occupancy against 76 in non-oeeupancy. 
The same feature is disclosed by the alluvial nnhals in p.irgana Bhagwanpur where 
the occupancy has 89 units to the acre against 85'S in non-occupancy. But in 
the alluvial mahala of Rurki the oocup.xncy is just a little -worse than non- 
occupancy, there being 77*4 units to the acre against 78*2. In Bhagwanpur the 
price per unit ia *069 in occupancy against *032 in non-occupancy in the permanent 
mahals and *063 against *078 ia the alluvid mahals, -while in Rurki the same 
figures are *071 against *086 in the pormuient and *067 against *091 in the 
alluvial mahals. In Bliagwanpur tlic non-occupancy values are 19 per cent, and 
23 per cent, above the occupancy values in the permanent and alluvial mahals 
ro-spootively, -while in Rurki they are 21 per cent, and 36 per cent, shove the 
occupancy valuo.s. 

5. Sir and klmdkasht. — These have boon generally valued at the rates 
applied to the willage whether standard or modified. In both the parganas the 
sir is slightly better than the khudkmht, there being 79*5 units to the acre against 
75*8 in Bhagwanpur and 82*2 units to the acre against 77*5 in Rurki. The 
price per unit is higher in sir than in Mad/eas/tt, being *073 against *068 in 
Bhagwanpur and *071 against *067 in Rurki. The accepted valuation is higher 
than the valuation at circle rates except in hJmdkasht in Bhag-wanpur. This is 
due to modification of rates and but for allowances for unstable cultivation in 
Bhagwanpur, ayieepted valuation should have been higher still. Rraetically no 
allo-wance has* been given for unstable cultivation from these tenures ia Rurki 
where the cultivated area not being up to the average, additions for short culti- 
vation have had to be made. The incidence of the accepted valuation in sir is 
6*8 in both the parganas against 5*1 and 5'% in. hhndkaaht in Bhagwanpur, and 
Rurki respectively. The accepted valuation in both sir and hhudkaaht ia very 
close to what -was estimted in Bhagwanpur, though it is slightly higher in Rurki. I 
estimated an allowance of Rs, 30,438 in Bhagwanpur, and Rs. 15,029 in Rurki, but I 
have allowed Rs. 28,378 and Rs.14,503 in the two p irgnnas respectively. Full 25 per 

cent, allowanoo was estimated in the Rout- rate Report on air not sublet and kImakasM, 

and I have always tried to avoid cutting down the allowance as much as possible, 
and consequently the amount actually allowed in Rurki is only slightly below 
that estimated, but in Bhagwanpur it w'as found impossible to give the full allowance 
according to the aatimate. In several cases I noticed an unwarranted increase in 
khudkasht in the year o£ varificatioa or very recently, and in some cases I found 
that the sM&mis o|eir bad been doae^ away with ia the year of record. In such 
cases the benefit of full proprietary allowance could never have been given and 
has not been given. Nor was it found necessary to give the full allowance on 
unusually largo proprietary enltivatioa in the hands of largo absentee landholders, 
sometimes single proprietors like the Qujar proprietor of Manakpur. For this 
reason the amount allowed for in Bhagwanpur is about two thousand rupees short 
of what was estimated. I take it that the real intention of giving this allowance 
ia to eneoara^p peasant proprietora and not to encourage profiteering in these days 
of high prices* 

6. Grain-rented arma.—Qmia rented land has been valued at the rates applied 
to tho village. The accepted valuation ia slightly belo-w the valuation at standard rates 
ia both the parganas. This ia due mainly to &e modification in rates and in Bhag. 
.wanpnr also to som© lltle allowance for unstable cultivation given from this tenure. 
This area ib large only incirole I where, as alr»dy noticed in the 'Eeat-ri^to Import, ' 
the prevailing crop rates generally are ISJ- seers. On the assumption 4hat the 
standard cash rates are g^etsliy snitable to grain-rented ‘areas where ctop rates

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review. Still the result of the actual assessment is not much different from what 
1 ha I originally estimxtod. The net amount estimated after allowing 1/6 wan 
(12,539—420=12,113 iu Bhagwaupur and (14,505— 1,245)=13.260 in Eurki, The 
accepted valuation isl2, 294/12, 192 and 13,976/13,533 respectively. (The denomina- 
tors show the Settlement OfSoer’s figures.) The Settlement Officer has reduced 
the valuation by giving allo%vancos in a few oases in Eurki, so that the net result 
now i.s not very much different from what was estimated. The aceeplod valuation 
gives an iiioidenoe of 4'S in Bhagwanpur and 4 1 in Eurki. These inoHences’’ 
arc bclo%v the iocidoaees of sir, hhudhasht, and oeoupauoy in both the parganas. 
But the grain-rent land is not so very much worse. For iu Bhagwanpur it has 
79‘2 units to the acre and is as good as sir and about as good as occupancy. 
But iu Eiirki it h* 75‘8 units to the acre and is, therefore, only as good as 
the non-oooupaucy, which, as already, stated, is slightly worse than occupancy. 
The price per unit is -060 in Bhagwinpur and •056 in Eurki, I may note 
that the ruonrded grain-rent incidences were usually found lower than cash inciden- 
ces, but there is always understatement, an I la view of the units to the acre which 
show the real quality of the land, the valuation finally given was after all 
fail*. 

7. ‘Rent-free areas . — These have generally been valued at the rates applied 
to the village in assessment excepting service land which has been valued at half 
rates. In a few oases where there* was large non-oocupanoy land without rent 
determined (because the pattidars were cultivating in* ouo another’s pattis by 
way of exchange) I have valued this area at 25 per cent, above valuation like 
noE-oecupanoy. This land is generally worse than the other assumption areas, 
as it has only 74*3 units to the aero in Bhagwanpur and 74-1 units to the acre 
in Eurki. The incidence of the accepted valuation is 3'9 in Bhagwanpur aud 
S-3 in Eurki so that the valuation is by no means severe. 

, 8. Alluvial ma/taJs.— Landholders are generally oppoiod to^ alluvial mabaJa 
and all these mahals have been carefully examined at the time of assesament with a 
view, if possible, to remove some of them from the alluvial register- Where there 
was practically little change in the areas as a result of fin vial action, as in Olmali 
and Kazibas, or where there was only erosion by the Boos and no fiavial accretion, 
as in Hasnawala, or whore the Silani does not do much damage, being kept under 
«Htrol by a series of bands to protect the Solaai aquednet, m in Eatnpur, condi- 
tioiiftl long-term settlements have been proposeti After all if ever thero are 
violent changes the zamindara have under the terms of their eogagemonts a right 
to claim a revision, so there is not much use in continuing these mahals as alluvifti 
mahals. In each individual case I have recorded ray opinion as to wiwther the mahal 
should be continued as an alluvial mahal or not. In a few cases where there 
was much erosion and the fact that it was necessaajy to have an alluvial mahal 
in such cases seems to have escaped notice) e. g„ IbraMmpur Deh), I have proposed 
conditional long-term settlement, bat I am afraid this is not actually warranted 
by the rules. In twO' oases (Daryapur Dayalpur and Dhir the mmiudara 

put in applications praying for abolition of the alluvial mahate, but on a close 
examination of the figures it was not considered desirable to support the request, 
in Mo, though a conditional long-term aettlemaat has been suggested in ea^h 
case. 

9. - Assrfs and retwsw*— Tne assets as calculated by me work out to Es, 
in the permanent and Ba. 26,626 in the alluvial mahals in Bhagwajunni* „ Tte 
Settlement Gfficsrt figures are Bs, 3,40,6-11 and 26,669 and thf ,®s|i-matsd 
figures' were Be*. 3,32,106 and Es. 26,394. la Eurki my assets 2^4^636 

and'Es. '20,216; f« the perraaaeut ami sHuvial mahals isegg^ively. The 
^Ktlefimnt Officer has reduced them slightly bo Rs. 2,42,151 20,021 and 

ibe estimated figures were Bs, 2,36,356 and Es. 20,267 few the permanent and 
afluviat'-im^ls respeetively. The variations ia the allaifia|. wahaJs re-qaire 
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comment. But in the permanent mahals the caiculafeed assets on Settlement 
O.Beor’s figures exceed the estimate by about Rs. 8,500 in Bhagwanpur and by 
about Rs 5,800 in Rurki. There is increase in every circle exoepbing circle VIII 
of the latter pargana. In pirgana Bhag^raupar the incrersc in assets is duo partly 
to a lesser allowance for proprietary cultivation (about two thousand short of the 
estimate) and a leaser allowance in non-occupancy in circle III (about a thousand) 
and partly to the assets on the areas added for short cultivation in circles I (974) 
and II (3,176) ; total 4,261 for 1,525 acres so added. In Rurki the increase is 
accounui.d for entirely by adlitions for .short cultivation. Additions h.ivo been 
made in every ciroloand ti tofc.i! am>unb of R*. 5,951 has been added on this .account 
in this pargina. Tne Ssttlenont OBocr estimated that between three and four 
thousand .a tcs more will h.ava to bo assessed ia pirg.vn.r Rurki, but iu the 
whole p.itrgmi only two thousand .and ninety .njres have been ad le 1 for short 
cultivation. Although our assets have gone abovo the estimate yet it is clear 
tluat our calculations aro liberal, and tho asiota aro pretty safe. On the assets 
thus calculated the final demand on the Settleirieat O.'licer’s figures is Es. 1,53,004-6 
in tho pormanout and Es. 12,0194 in tho alluvial mahals of Bhagwanpur ; 
total Rs. 1,65,023-10 against tho estimate of Rs. 1,49,44.3 and R-. 11,873 , total 
Ri. 1,01, ,320. In Rurki, the final domanl is Rs. 1,08,827-8 and Rs. 9,028-7; 
total Rs. 1,17,835-1.3 agaia.sb ths estimate of Rs, 1,06,3.38 laud Ri. 9,163 , total 
Es. 1,1.3,523 for the permanent and alluvial iiuhaLs reap *ativcly. Tno psreantaga 
of assets t.akcu is 44*9 in Bhagwanpur an I 43‘0 in Rurki and the proposed 
demand falls oa each acre of assessed larea (the cultivated, area will not bo 
a suitable guide here, as additions for short cultivation have had to bo made) 
at tho rata of 2*41 in B.iagw aup ir all 2* 44 iu Rurki which is by no means 
high considering the rise ia routs, Tnc proposed domanl gives an iiicsroasc 
of 43 "9 and 42 7 per coat, over the e-xpiriug demand iu the two p.argauas 
respectively, Tno estimate 1 increase was ouly4')*7 per cent, But tho increase in 
the final dciuandavas inevitable owing to tho aiusas already mentioned. Tho .assets 
have boon very liberally oilcuiatod and tho poroeutaga taksnisjust what avas 
proposed. Bo the demanl is very moderate, a id tho zamiudars will derive a further 
advantage from the postponement of revoauii proposed. Tao porcentage of assets 
taken ia as high as 47 and 46 in single a jJ joint z wain lari ostites. In ordia.ary 
pattidari estates I havo hoveroi about 43, h smotimos a little lower and at other 
times a little highir, in order to fi-t the demand in multiples often. In the'mihals 
owned by a numerous proprietary body I have g sue as low .as 42. This his been 
the guiding rule, barring of course ao, -ident al slips in o.xe or two oaso'S which .T have 
discovered from the Settloraeut O.fioar’a review. I?or insbanca in mj of m.ahala 
in Barampur under impression that an akhotrat is a proprietary body oontiiining 
several person-s, I took 45 per cent., avherea's I ahouW have taken a higher percoiitage 
as it was a single aamindari mahal. In case.s of Malikana, however, I have ahvays 
taken a slightly lower peroeatago thin usual. For iustance if in accordance with 
the above rule I would take a percentage of 44 in tho abaenoo of MaUbiWi, T would 
take 43 whoa the proprietors Inl to pay Malik Aim ia addition to the Revemn. In 
Khcri Sinkohpur a apeoLilly low percentage has boon taken for tho reasons given 
in the asaeasmenfi remarks. ^ 

10. There are no revo.iae-free mahals or plots in Bhagwanpur, but there are a 
few rovenuo-fcee mahals in circles YII and VIII of Rurki (Piran Kaliyar and 
Shanter Shah). Thero is also a single revenue-free plot in the former circle. These 
have been valued ia the ustol way and have been nominally assassad for purposes of 
cases at about 50 per cent. The nomiaal demsnd dn these ia Es. SjSSS**'! against 
the expiring demand of Ea. 1,875. 

11. In conclusion I may, ia view of the rec»t -orders of that

* Bhagw&npur and 40/175 (mahals) ia Earfci, a»J the objectioas filed against the 
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assessments were 34 and Y4 respeotively These have been dealt with both by tho 
Settlement Officer and myself and are being forwarded with the assessments, ilt 
will be noticed that, as the Settlement Officer observes, some of the landholders have 
revelled in the opportunity given them for filing objections and have filed some 
very woitbloss objections even when theie was absolutioly no increase in tho proposed 
levcnue at all.

We have the honour to address you regarding the Diaft Conventions and K^tommon- 
dations adopted at the meeting of the International Labour Coufeionec held at Washington 
ia 1919 and the action we propose to take upon them 

2, Wo projiose to lay those conventions that may nccessitato legislative action • before 
the Indian Legislature in Fobiuary noKt, in the form of resolutions in the lirst insiaiiec, for 
tho deosiou of the Legisilatura a*- to ratification, and m this despatch we dkeuss the morits of 
each convention, showing tho advice uliich we propose to give the Legislature The oou- 
yentioGS have been framed, on tho whole, in a reasonable spii it, and, npai I from our natural 
desire to avoid alienating opinion abroad, we believe that, with the ticepiinns noted below, 
^heir ratifieafcton will bo beneficial to tho interests of Indian industry and labour. We have 
endeavoured to give the widest publicity to the whole question, ami our caiudiision !a« been 
reached after coasideration of all sections of public, as well as official, opinion in India. Wo 
enclose for your iafurruation copies of our correspond encs with Local Gtivenimeiite (An- 
nexures 1 to 22*). 

3, Cue convention is not intended for Immediate application to India, viz., that 
relating to the employment of women before and after diildhirth. This was eapplementod 
by the following resolution passed by the Washington Conference:— 

“ That the Indian Government be requested to make a study of the question of the 
employment of women before and after eoafinement, and of maternity benefits, 
before the next Coaferenee, and to report on these matters to the next Coaferonee.” 

We are making tho necessary inquiries and hope to bo in a position to transmit the 
required information to you before the assembly of tho Geneva Conference. 

4, The convention relating to the night work of young, persons employed in industry 
involves no legislative action. In tho application of this convention to, India the term, 
“ industrial undorkking ” includes only such factories as come under the operation of the 
Indian Factories Act, and tho couvention applies only to males of loss than 14 jears of age 
tad females of less than 18 years. By sections 23 and 24 of thu .Indian Factories Act both 
elasae* are prevented from working by night We, therefore, propo.sy lo ratify the 
convention without reference to the Legislature. It should Le noted that in Ihb eonneotion 
the Washington Conference recommeoded an extension of the meaning of th& term 
“ factory ” as defined IB our A ot. We have cousidered proposals for the gfiiersl revision of 
the Act, and me addressing you separately on the subject. The question of the defiuitioa 
of » “faescry” to be adopted is of importance, in connection not merely wiW'lWi 
eoaveatlon, bW also ia view of its direct twering upon the qm-stioa of Iba 

of the draft coaveatioa fixing 4he minifium age for admission of. ohMria to 
employmeBt. Under thf, latter coijv6nlioa,tispj^iEii|ani age is to bo fixed

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if we coul^ so amend the definition of a factory as to cover this eonvention. But we do not 
think that it will be possible to extend the operation of the Factories Act at once to all factories 
using po ver and employing more than 10 persons. While it is true that abuses are more 
hkdy in small factories than in large ones, the problem of adequate inspection is already 
Serious, and we are not prepared to impose on Local Governments with immediate effect the 
heavy iuei ease in the staff that an extension to factories as defined in the convention would 
involve. We consider that such a large and sudden increase iu the work of the inspeoting 
staff would result in an actual diminution of the protection that our legislation gives to 
factory workers. Woroovor, no informatiou is at present available regarding the number and 
natuie of the establishments that will be brought under the Factories Act if the definition 
included all factories employing 10 persons or more, irrespective of the use of power. We 
have, however, arranged for the securing of the necessary statistics during the* course of the 
forthcoming census and they will be available as .soon as the figures can be tabulated. Our 
present iutention is to extend the operation of the B’aotories Act to ail factories employing 
not less than 20 persons in which power is used, and to provide that Lom,} Governmonbs may 
inoludo any factory employing not less than 10 persons, whether it worts with power or not. 
This will make it possible for Local Governments to bring within the operation of the Act 
any factory employing not less than 10 persons, in which any appreoiabk number of children 
is employed, and we-should thus be able to secure all that is involved in *the application of 
the convention. 

6, 1 he convention relating to the employment of women by night can be ratified 
without immediate legislative action. By article 5 of this oonventiot the Government of 
India may suspend its operation in respect to any industrial nndcrtakiag except factories as 
defined by the Faotorioa Act. This Act already prohibits the night work of women. Of 
industrial undertakings outside the Factories Act, the most important are mines, regarding 
which inqui.nes are now being made with a view of revising the Indian Mines Act of 1901. 
We also propose to make inquiries as to the possibility of applying the oonvontion to other 
undortakiugs, such as docks and railways. The use of article 6 will enable ns to suspend the 
operation of the convention in respect of each such class of undertakings till the naceMary 
legislation has been passed. We are, therefore, in a position to ratify the convention at once, 
and we propose to do so. 

6. The draft convention limiting the hours of work in industrial undertakings applies 
to India, bat in a modified form. The convention is to extend only to iadnstrie/at present 
covered by the Factories Act, to mines and to such branches of railway work as shall be 
specified by the competent authority. In such undertakings the principle of a sixty-hour week 
has to be adopted. The proposal to legislate for a sixty-hour week in factories has met with 
opposition of importance. Those employers (and they are probably a minority) who dislike 
this limitation have regarded it as inevitable and the workers) in so far as they are articulate, 
are not opposed to it. In a large * number of factories the hours of work do not exceed fit) at 
present, and in ti^others no serious diminution of output is expected, In the proposals we 
have prepared for the revision of the Factories Act we are observing closely the terms of 
articles 6 and 10 of this oonvontion and we anticipate no diflicnlty in furnishing the returns 
requiriSd by article 7. 

7. As regards mines, our inquiries lead us to believe that the hours of work seldonj, 
if ever, reach 60 per week. 'J he Oommittse of the Washington Conference which dealt with 
the application of this convention to special countries suggested that it shonld bo possible jp 
India to limit the hours of underground work in mia» to 54 or oven lower, We ha,i||* 

this recommendation in mind in our inquiries with regard to the regulation of labour .lki telnes 
referred to in paragraph 6 above. We shall oosamnnicate .our views on the sul)g^‘wh 0 a

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8. The Draft ConTention fixing the minimum age for admission of children to indusu’ial 
employment has also been modified to suit the special conditions of India (sec article 6). The 
minimum ago is to be fixed at 12 years for children employed— 

. (a) in manufactories working with power and employing more than 10 persons ; 

(b) in mines, quarries and other works for the extraction of minerals from the earth 
(a) in the transport of passengers or goods, or mails, by rail or in the handling of 
goods at (locks, quays and wharves, but exeluding transport by Rand, 

In o'lr proposals for the revision of the Factories Act we intend to roeomniciid to tho 
Legislature the raising of the minimam ago for chiidicn from 9 to 12 years, but to make 
transitory piovisioiis to permit of children at present working to continui* in their omploymoat. 
Wo further propose to take advantage of article 11 of the Draft Convention and intend to 
provide in the Bill that no children under 11 be admitted to a factory from the coinmomoment 
of the revising Act ami that no childroii under 12 be admitted on or after the fust of July, 1922. 
Judging by ihoopifiions eoll(?<ilecl by the Local Governments whilst there is a general uillingness 
to accept afminimnia age of 11, there will be strong opposition to the adoption of 1 2; and in any 
ease, our ratificalioB of the convention in this respect will be subject to the niodification that 
wo have discussed k paragraph 3. As regards the indnstrial undertakings incMod in sub- 
hsad (6) of this cenventiou we antieipate loss difficulty. On the other hand we have at present 
no law jogiilafcing latoiir coming iindur sub-head (c) and there may be some difficulty in framing 
suitable regulations. Wu hope, however, to bo able to ovcrcyine the diffioultios and we propose 
to ratify the eonveiitDn withont fnrthcT modification. It, will then bo necessary to amend the 
Alines Act, and farther to consider special legislation to deal wiili trai^port workers, 

it. I’ho provisions included in the Draft Conventmn eont'orniug unemployment require 
the regular furnishing of all available information regarding nnemploymont and the creation 
of free public employment agaiicies with repre.^entatives of employers wni of workers to advise 
regarding their opwation. laths present nuorganiwd state of Indian labour it would be 
impossible to furainh returns of the kind expected in Western couutrioK, where labour is fully 
organiffld ; thoiigl' inforicaation of a general nataro could doubtless be given regarding 
w»EC3 and demand for labour, and regarding famine measures. The creation of free public 
employment ageneics in Iiwlis has hitherto been thought nanecesgary, since the demand for 
industrial labour has for long escoedoit the supply, and the aaeraploymont of agricultural labour 
is uaknown in oruinary aoasons, altliongh in » few cougostvd ftnias wages remain relatively 
low owing to the oatside 'demand for industrial labour failing to reach these areas effectively. 

Hero we think that the institution of unomploymcat ageaoios might facilitate migration to areas 

where the domiiud for industrial labour is never fully met. But when serious injury is caused to 

agricultare by seasonal ealaiaitit*e, we find it necessary to go much farther than merely giving 

applicants information of existshg openings for employmont ; wu provide actual empl lymcnt or 
other suitable rcBcf for those who need it and provide an agency for searching them oat. Our 
famine organiKatitui, as is woll knoivn, is devised to deal with nnemploymeat on a most 
extenaivo scab'. Although thic organisation is only called into active operation when the 
need arises, and works for the most part through the agency of Govern ment officials who are 

entrusted alio with other Julies, yet every province of India has an elaborate Famine Code 

which has been progressively improved in the light of past experience : the officers who have 

to work under it, should nood arise, arc familiar with its provisions, and the e.xperi9ace of 

many years past has shown that this organization is capable of dealing eeonomwaEy with 

unemployment on a scale for which few Western eoantries could siiow a parallel, ^ It is Irtie 
that naamploymest in the strict sense in India under any conditions that can be fdrClfeh Mtkt 
ark© only from one cause, that of serious and widespread injury to agji0alttt|w | whets 
this oceors ordinary aaeaployiaent agenoiea would not meet the emergen#* ''’feat 
organizatioB deals not only with the agriaultarist and the agrioullaraLjlWiAl'^ W 1^’'^ 
village artisan whose livelihood depends on th© engtom of the aia^tttrisia* We M-osly 
previd» employment for laboarers yirowB out of work, but euIti?Btoj,.whohas 
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famine prevention sybtem designed to prevent shortage in the year follovdng aatnai failare 
of the craps. In viuw of the faut that oirr intlustital labour is almost entiely recruited from 
rural tiaats, the only ciroamstauoe that is likely to overstock the industril labour market at 
any time is the agiieuitural uueinployraent due to famine, and our maelinory for the relief 
of famine thus largely liolps to maintain the relatively favourable pusitioniu which industrial 
labour stands at present, and so far is in accordance with the policy indiatod in the conven- 
tion. As wo have indicated above, however, it is de'irable to encouraje the migration of 
agricultural labour from eortam congested areas ; and we liave under consideration the 
desirability of creating regular public employment agencies in sucl oases. Wo have, 
moreover, no objoetioti to associating those agencies, when created, ,vith advisory bodies » 
reproaontative of employers and workers; and we are undertakin* an esaminatiDa of 
the possibility of collectiug further information icgarding uuempldymmt. lathe belief that 
tbo moasutes which, as sxrplainod above, wo arc either taking or propose to take will 
constitute an effective oompliaiiee with the provisions of the convention we propose to recom- 
mend it to the Logiskture for permission, to ratify it. 

10. W'e now loturn to the consideration of iho rsoominendaHcns oi the Washington 
Confcrunco. One of those has been acted on already ; for in October last, vide our depart- 
ment of Commerce and Indu'^try Despatch no, 20 of 1919, wo signiliedthe adherence of India 
to the Btrne Convention of l90G on the prohibition of the use of white phosphorus in 
Eiatchos. 

11. The recommendation concerning the reciprocity of treatmsrc of foreign workers, 
if Booepled, would involve no immediate action on our part. Foreigr workers in lutlia are 
given the full boneit of all laws and regui ition-* made for the protcutim of Indian workers, 
and an in the same position as regards the right-, of lawful organizatim. It is possible that 
this icoommoudatiiiti msy enable Indian workers in foreign cniiutric.s to obtain more adequate 
protection ; but, as f ir as oondltioiu in this coinifry arc wmet'rnod, uctlung reniaina to be 
done, 'i’ho quo'-tion is one which will ho di-ii us.scd at the iorthcuiiiiig meeting of the 
InteraatioiiulEommi-.'siuu on Emiginticin. In the meantime, thcio appars to bo no reason 
why wo should not accept the recomniciidaiiou, 

12. lurospootof two luoro loeoimueudatious wo propisu to inseit provisions in iho 
new Factories Act. M e intend to embody the substauee of the raeomiijcndation cunoerning 
the protection of women and ohildn'u against kad |cn.smdBg, though we ire satisfied that the 
piovision will bo inoperative until lead ii.diutiies develop. By iusertiig it we expect to 
obtain without opposition protenion iigaintt a daugi't that might baeomo rcrl in years to come. 
The question of the provouti on of human anthrax is more ditBcult. Our information, both as 
to the prevakiieo of human anthrax and the pmcficabiiity of taking .step for its preveniion, 
is far from complute. We propose to insert in Ihe Bill a eoction giving piwer to the Govern- 
ment of India to fiam- the rules that may be neaessary to carry out this reioaimcndation. 

IH. The roeommondatiou oonoeruiiig unemploymoBt cannot be accepted in its entirety. 
We are strongly of opinion, and all Local Governments who have statec. tlioir views are in 
agreement with ns, that no s}8tom of unemployment insuranoe is praoiicable in India at 
present. Add while our Famine Codes eonteraplato the fres use of pubEc works to relieve 
the initial phases of distress, wo tliiuk it impracticable, in view of the large siise of the country 
and of ihe comparative immobility of much of our unakillod labour, to maxe fmther advances 
in the direction of the fourth section of this recommendation. There i.s, moreover, the fact 
that the Government of India's poweis in this direction are somewhat limiled. The first two 
sections of the recommendation present less difliculty. That relating to the recruiting of 
bodies of workers iu other oountiies might be acoupted. Bat consultation with worker# on 
this matter is by no means so simple in India as in most other countries, and we shall be in 
a better position to discuss this question after the msetmg of the International Oommission 
on jBmigration. In rospost of the prohibition of particnlaf types of employment agencies, we 
are aol yet in a position to say what th® effect of aoeepting the recommendation would be. 
The result then as legards this reeommendation is that we propose to take no immediate 
action, but we trust that it*will be possible in the near future to give effect to the recommend- 
ation at least ia pari 
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14i. We an not piepared to accept the reeommeadation eonecruing the establishment 
of Government Hialth Services at present. Wo have already a s} stem of efiieiAt factory 
inspection, and umealthy trades ia India are few. We believe that the modical services of 
the country, if augpentad in areas where unhealthy industries a’'e situated, will be able to 
safeguard the healti of the workers for soma time to come. At the same time the pobsihilitx 
of establishing a spieial service will receive oiir attention. 

15. If the pnposals made above aie accepted, immediate legislation will be required iu 
rososet only of two Draft Convontiuns — those relating to the limitation of the hours of work 
and to the minimuraago of children ; and in respect of two Rocommeu lations—thoso relating 
to anthrax and to lo.d poiboning. The nocosbiny logislatidi involvt s the amendment of the 
Paetones Act, the Miies ^Ict and probably fresh legislation dealing with labour on railways. 
Legislation may also lO required iu respeoh of c'lildiou’b labour at porU, docks, wliarvoi, etc. 
VVe have already conidor’ed possible amendments to tho Faetorlos Act iii dolail, bul pr ipo'.als 
for the remaining Acs icquired aru not yet ready. Wo intend, ll.oud'orc, in the cast' ni the 
coiivontions that jiivnve now logi-dation, to pioceud ia the iiist insturnc by resolutiim and to 
place the uecosbury reolutioiis before the lefoimod Legiakturo as soon as it has met. It 
should thus be posHiho to notify our latificatious to the luteinatioiul Labour Ollieo before 
tho third mooting of tao International Goiifeienoe at Geneva, 

16. We rcquosi your sanction to the action w'e proposo to tikooa tho Draft Conven- 
tions and llccommeiulitions, and to tho procedure wo intend fo folou. In view of tho short 
timo now at our discosal, atiil the iiocessitv of preparing the noocs.sary ro^oliitions and 
completing the work ipou the draft Fasiorios Bill before tho now Logislaturu asaombloa in 
February, nest, we slotikl be glad to have your sauetiou by cable.

• employing not less than 20 persons and us'.ng posver ; and to give Local Go''’ern- 
ments power to extend the application of the Act to any factory employing not 
less than 10 persons, vihetlier power is used or not. We propose also to repeal 
the BAoeptiona at present made in favour of electrical generating and transform- 
ing stations and indigo, tea and eoflle factories, and to grant exemption to such 
factories only in respoeb of certain provisions of the Act. 

8, The minor changes, con, sequent on the decisions of the Washington Conforonce, 
include — 

(a) the prohibition of the employment of women and young persons in eeriaiu lead 
processes ; 

(i)) the assumption of power to make rules for the disinfection of aulhrax-infceted 
Mool; 

(c) the altoiation in tiie .scheme of e.veeptions in the pro'-ent Act. In this connection 
we pi opose to delete all the present seboclules, and to substitudo mote general 
e.xcaptions legulated by ptmciples similar to those specified in articles 2, 3 and 
6 of the Draft Conventions limiting the hours of work. The power i £ gi anting 
exemption will be delegated to Local Governmsuts as at piesent, but will bo 
limited by the general pnnoipiles laid down. 

4 Wo recognise that in some lospeets the changes detailed above exceed the require- 
ments of the Draft Conventions and Recommendations. The pocsible extenBion of the Act to 
faotoi’ie.s that do not employ power is a case in point. But it has lieon briught to our notice 
that it is urgently necessary to have powers to regulate the conditions of labour in several 
factories that do act empiloy mechanical power ; and in some such factories very grave abuses 
are said to exist at present. The revision of the whole si heme of schedules also goes somewhat 
beyond the requirements of the International Conference. The schedules at presem grant 
exemptions principally from the provisions for the daily interval and for the weekly holiday. 
The exemptions gianmd are, in our opinion, much too wide; and In any case it is preferable 
to regulate the principles on which exceptions should be allowed rather than to exempt 
particular industries ia Mo, e.g. it is scarcely possible to justify provisions whereby the 
manager of a tannery can work all his mou 7 days in every week and the manager of a 
printing press can work the whole start' from morauig to night without auy interval, 

0. But we do not propose to confine the rovision of the Factories Act to the changes 
suggested above, as we believe that the time is now ripe for a oon.siiJerablo advance in tbis 
form of legislation. Not only has ihora been a gro'vt iaoreaso in the size and the number of 
industiial undertakings in India, but public opinion has made a large advance, and reforms, 
which c mid not have been contemplated lO years ago, will now, in our opinion, commend 
themselves to mo.st of the industrial population and to tho public at largo. At the same time, 
the ovporienconf 10 years has indicated certain ilofeits in the present Factories A ct and 
has suggested various improvemouts. We propose here to put before you the elianges wo 
contemplate, except those that arc mere alterations of language or are very trifling in their 
effect. 

6. We propose to extend tho statutory definition of a child so as to include all children 
between the ages of 12 aud 15 years. In our opiniou the present provision whereby young 
pmns of 14 years of age are ticatad as adults can no longer be defended. Few boys of 14 
are able to work fir 12 hou^, which is the maximum daily limit for mab adults that we are 
proposing below. However unfit or undeveloped a boy is, he can be employed as a full timer 
if he is 11 years of ago. A visitor to Indian factories is olkn struck with the low stature and 
lack of muscle among many children who are about to pass from the stage of haif-tjmeis to 
that of whole-timers. The alternative lies between raising the age for a child or the 
introduction of a class of young persons. The possibility of introducing a class of young 
persons was carefully eoasiderad when the proposals of the Factory Oowmiasion of 1908 were 
reviewed, and the serious olyeotions then made to this proposal have, in our opinion, lost little 
of their force. Ip view of the fact, moreover, that we propose to afford much greater protection 
to adult labour than has hitherto been possible, the arguments in favour of a ** young persons 
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class lose mueli of their foice, and we believe that the extension of the aga of childhood will be 
saffifiont. We do not regaid the present proposal to raise the minimum ago to lir as a final 
solution of the question. But no proposal for altardliou of the Act in this respect has yet been 
befoie the pnblio, and wo recopiisQ tha, the changes we are making in other directions will 
arou'O no litile oppositi m and may oauss some temporiry dislocation of industry. Wo consi- 
der that our proposals in this respect lepreaent the most that is po.ssihlo at the present timo, 
and, taken in conju f-tion with oar Tiroposah for tin; farther rogalation of the hours for 
eliildrou and for alu’ts, will afoul adequate pioteotion to young peisotis. Blight amendnioiiis 
in tho provisions lelnl.ng to oorl ification, inelnding tha grtuil of power to certifying surgeons 
to lovoko eoUiliilatoB on the gioand of physical incapacity, will, wo hope, afi'ord .still furtliur 
piotection. 

7. A I'wthor important change that we propose is the abolition of ilia (listinctioii at 
nicaenc made butuoen tcxt-ilo and nju-toxtile factniies. Wo eoiuiiior that fho mo-t important 
of the rustriiitioiis .it proHint imposed on taxtilo factories can h applied nilh advanlagolo 
non-textile faotoncs, and that 1 10 romaindor arc no longer necessary Thus, we propose to 
oxteud to non-toxtilu factones-"

{h) the limitation of the daily hours of child run to 6 ;

A committee was appointed to advise Government whether the teaching 
of chemical technology should be combined with reseajch at the Cawnpore Institute, 
and in the event of our deciding in favour of such combination, to indicate the lines 
on which such combination could be effected and to frame proposals to give efieot 
thereto.

Simoosi'ii, iVofiissor fti Cnemistry at the Forvot Research Institute, Debra 
Dun, who hud al.vi boon asked to .serve on the Committee, was unable to attend, but 
scut a note for eons klorattoE which forms Appendi.'c 0 of our report. The Hoa’blc 
Dr. S-ipru ami Mr. T. Gavin Jones were also unable to attend ewr meeting.s, but 
favoured us with their views which have been printed as Appendiew D and E. Of 
the other mombersall, with the exception of Mr. Chiutamaai, who was unable to attend 

the Hiicoad meeting on acouaut of an engagement at Jhansi, attended the sitting. 

3. Qur deliberations extended over two days, viz. the 23rd and 24lh of 
November,* nnd arc summarized in the minutes of proceedings which have been 
printed as Appendices A and *B of the report. Wo have little to add to the 
resul utiona and recommoiidations embodied in these minutes beyond a few general 
remarks. 

4. We have recommended the combination of teaching with research ,it the 
Cawnpore Institute after full consideratioa of the probable demand for technical and 
rL'.>earch chcsaisla and the existing facilities for training such men in iho country 
generally and in this provinoo in particular. The type of teaching given in trades 
schools, such as the School of Dyeing and Printing at Cawnpore, is of a purely 
elementary character-- confined mainly to training in the manipulatiTO prhe^iiea, 
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5. In arriving* at this conclusion we have not omitted to consider the 
•danger of providing a type of training for which there is inaufHeient demand. We 
afe of opinion that although the available evidence on the point is conflicting, there 
is a steadily-growing demand for technical chemists. This is the experience of our 
colleague, Dr. Fowler, and the conclusion seems to be borne out by the report of 
the Morrison Committee, which met in the India OfiBce in 1912, The exact figures 
are given in paragraph 4 of the proceedings of the meeting of the 23rd November. 
To us they do not appear to be discouraging and we do not share the pessimism 
expressed in the resolution of 1913. There has been a great change since then 
both in the industrial outlook of this country and the industrial situation abroad. 
Tnc need for indigenous enterprise and indigenous effort in the development of 
industry vas brought home to the country during the late war and ha,s received 
full re.'Ogniiion from the Indian Industrial Commission. We feel that if a 
great step forward is to be made ; the supply of experts in every department of 
industry must both anticipate and keep abreast of the demand. And as chemistry 
h the ba.sis of most luodcrn industries we have the less hesitation in recommending 
a measure which aims solely at the provision of facilities in the country for the 
training of iiiduatriul chemists. 

6, I» making our recommendations regarding the special departments 
of technological chemistry which shoull in the first instance be started at 
the Institute wo have been influenced by practical economic considerations. 
We have advocated the institution of chairs of tinctorial chemistry, leather 
chemifstry, and oil chemistry at the Institute because we feel that it is in these 
iudustrits that the province can for the present specialize with the greatest advan- 
tage. As industries develop the scope for research and specialization will widen 
and necessitate a eoi responding expansion of the Institute, but we have made no 
altcrapb to look too far into the future. 

7. In corn eetiou with each department of chemistry which we propose should 
he ere itcd at the Institute, we have recommended the establishment of demonstration 
factories. We have been led to this decision bocaute of the great importance 
w hich we attach to demonstration under commercial conditions of the processes 
in which the students aro to receive practical training. The cost of these may 
1 e high, but in view of the reluctance of private factories to receive apprentices 
as students we find ourselves unable to suggest a lose expensive alternative. The 
size and organization of these factories we have made no attempt to indicate. 
Definite proposals on these points should bo obtained from special committets 
appointed ad hoc. 

S. We have also avoided detailed proposals as regards the syllabus of study 
in the various branches of chemistry. Wc ara of opinion that sueh matters can 
best be dealt with by the staff of the Institute. • 

9. In paragraph 6 of the report of the sub-committee which was appointed to 

make proposals to give effect to our resolutions it is stated that the staff of the 
demonstration facto.ries should bo separate from the staff of the Institute. This 
is a recommendation on which tve wish to 'lay special stress. The management 
of a factory xequires qualities which are essentially different from those desirhblo 
in an expert in science and to combine the functions of teaching with factory 
management will, Jn our opinion, be an experiment dangerous to the success of 
both. The spliercs of factory manager and professor should, in no circumstances, 
be allowed to ofetlap and we trust that short-sighted considerations of econo/ny 
will not be allowed to outweigh our reccaamendation. ^ 

10. In recommending the institution of scholarships we have followed Ae 
example of the Nairn Tal Industrial Conference. It is a matter of common^ 
knowledge that with the majority of students emerging from a university the 
immediate adoption of a paid career is an almt»t inexorable neobssity. If stndenta 
are to be attracted and retained at the Institute to complete their courses w© c<«i- 
aider it wsential that they should be given^. stipends sufficient to maintain theta m ^ 
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reasonable comfort) and to prevent them from rushing into a profession. The scale 
of»Es. 75 which wc have recommended seems to us just sufficient to attain these' 
objects, 

11. To make the report self-contained ws summarize below the main resolu- 
tions and recommendations : — 

(1) The Technological Institute at Cawnpore should Undertake instruction in 

two grades for technical chemists and research chemists and the 
standard of admission for both should be the B. Sc, 

(2) For the training of technical chemists demonstration factories should be 

established m association with the Institute. 

(3) Courses should be organized in the chemistry ot (a) bleaching, dyeing, and 
, 'calico-printing, including the treatment of testilcs, f&j tanning and 

leather-making, and (c) oil-crushing and refining. 

(4) At the head of each branch there should be a chemist of eminence who 

should also take part in the research work of the Institute. 

(5) These Heads of departments should be assisted in the work of instruction 

by assistants, of whom there should be one in each ol the departments 

of tinctorial chemistry, leather chemistry and oil chemistry ; and two in 
the department of general research, 

(6) There should also be a department for the training of research demists 

which bhoiild bo presided over by a chemist of wide rather than 
HpeoiaUsed experience. 

(7) A mechanical engineer with practical experience of chemical industries 

should be appointed to impart instruction as well as help the research 

staff in devising speeiai forms of machinery to assist in research. 

(8) At the outset the number of stadcote admitted to each of the four d(>p.trt- 
' ments should not exceed three per annum. 

(9) For all chemists there should be a preliminary course of instruction in 

general technology, extending over a year, to be followed by — 

(lOj A special course of two years in any of the three branch« of tiactomi, 
* leather or oil chemistry which a candidate select®, 

(11) There ahonld bo a course of similar duration for research chemists as well. 

(12) Each student should receivoasoholarshipof Rs, 75 per moasem during 

the full period of Ms training. 

(13) There should also be a few studentships of Rs, 100 p« mensem,

The Hon’ble Dr. Tej Bahadur Sapru was unavoidably absent, but sent a note 
expressing his views, for the consideration of the Committee Mr. T. Gavin 
Jones, representing the Upper India Chamber of Commerce, also did not attend. 
A note which was received from Dr. J. L. Simonsan of the Forest Research 
Institute, Debra Dun, who could not join the Committee owing bo this having left 
for Europe on leave a week earlier, was also placed befoie the Committee. 

The Committee first proceeded to discuss tbo various classes for whom teclsno- 
logieal training might be necessary 

These fall into four broad divisions^ 

(1) Workmen. 

(2) Foremen. 

0f Technical ohemiais and works managers. 

(4) Research chemists. 

As rega ds the first two classes it was the general sense of the Committee 
that thoir training was the pi oper function of trades school. The real problem 
was the training of the third class. There was no difficulty io providing at the 
Research Institute for training the few who would devote themselves to research, 
bat would it be possible for the Institute to undertake the training of the larger 
class of techical chemists and works managers. Dr, Watson suggested that the 
^tent of the present or prospective demand for technical and research chemists 
should first be .considered. He mentioned that none^of the large mills in Cawnpore 
employed a chemist, and quoted statistics to show that out of the 46 Government 
technical scholars who had been sent abroad to study chemical technology only 12 
had found employment in private industrial concerns in India, Mr. Chintamani 
explained that this waa^ofc borne out by the experience of the Morrison Committee 
which bad met in London in 1912. The figures collected by that Committee showed 
that 89 per cent, of the technical scholars seat from India for training in Enrope, 
whether by Government or by private associations had sacoaeded in finding employ- 
ment. Dr. Fowler’s exparieaee was equally encouraging, Hs sthted that from his 
Department of Chemistry alone 20 students had found suitable employment within 
the last few years. Dr. Watson felt that it was his duty to warn the Committee 
against nndne optimism. His esperienoo of the dyeing classes which had. been 

34o 
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started at the Sibpiir College of Engineering ^ra3 the very reverse of Dr. Fowler’s, 
and he also mentioned the case of the spinning and woavuig classes at Rirlii 
which had been closed a= no pnpils had been foithcoming. The Committee on the 
whole howovei, were of opinion thnt aithongh the ovidonco ivab not vtrj (ieunite 
there was a demand, limited at present, but gralually increasing, for highlj- 
liained chemists in industr). 

The nest question to engage the attention of the Committee was the esistmg 
piovision m inthu for tuuning such chemists. Mr Swinohatt evplainod that 
private. factories atCawupore wore most rduetunt to admit stndoiitsto ihe.r work- 
shops for practical training Among educational institutions the Inditnte of 
Science at Bangalore alone gave a training in technological chemistiy at pi osent. 
The Benares niixlu University had just passed an optional course for the B Sc. 
degree i%bich 1 1 eluded a course of chemical enginoentig and a course of applied 
chemistry to be stiniied with plants and apparatus used in tho ehemieal manufac- 
ture of about l/BOHi the sisio of the laige scale plant, but Piofos-or Rano was of 
opinion that further Hpocialiyation was both desirable and foasiblo and that the 
llo-euett institute at Caw uporo should provide faoilities for this. Mi Dtiraok 
then moved tho following resolution, whieh was seconded by the Ilon’blu Mr. C. Y. 
L'iiintamani : — 

» That the Technological lustitite at Cawnporc should undertake inatruoliion 
in two grades for toehnical ehemists and re.soarch ohomists and that tho standard

Watson’s resolution without 
transforming their whole scops. Professor Bano said that this objection cunld be 
met by tho Oompttee recommending to Government the development of existing 
trade schools and the establishment of demonstration factories. Mr Uhintamani 
wished it to be noted that such a recommendation would be outsMe tho Committee's 
terms of reference. (Dr. Zia-nd-din Ahmad joined, the Committee at this stage.) 
Uu Dr. Watson’s resolution being put to the vote Dr. Zia-nd-din, Mr. Maokenaie, 
Mr. Duraek, Mr. Swinchatt, and Mr, Chintamani voted against it, its sapportaw 
being Dr. Fowler, Professor Bane, Dr. WatBon, and Dr. Sircar.

The Sub-Gommititeo appointed “ to work onfc details of the instruction to be 
imparted at the Research Institute, Cawnpore, and frame proposals to give effect to 
the resolutions of the Committee ” mot on Wednesday, the 24th November, 1920, 
at 10 a m. All the members were preaant, Dr. Watson, the convenor, being in 
the chair. 

The Chairman first explained that the activities of the Institute could be 
directed in three special directions, uamdy— 

(1) research, 

(2) the training of research chemists, and ^ 

(8) the training of technical chemists for particular industries. 

It was the general sense of the Committee that for all entrants to tbe Institute, 
whether for training as technical ohemiati or research chemists, there should 
be a preliminary course of general chemical technology extending over a year, 
which should include the following • 

(1) Descriptive lectures on fundamental chemical industries ; 

(2) Mechanical engineering with drawing and workshop practice ; 

’ , (S) Technical analysis ; and 

(4) Demonstration of general chemical operations and plant on a semi-large 
scale. 

The Chairman next discussed the particular industries which might be 
selected for the institution of special courses of training, and after a general 
discussion the Sab-Committee came to the following conclusions : (1) that courses 
should be organized in tbe chemistry of (a) bleaching, dyeing, and ealieo-prinf- 
iag, inclqdiag the treatment of textiles, (^} tanning and leather, making, and 

(o) oil-crushing apd refining; (2) that the question of instruetjon in sugar 
paanafactur® IfP postponed until the pablication of the report of the Sugar 
Committee.

(IS) The Committee also recommend the appointment of a mechanical 
engineer with practical ssperienoa of chemical industries who should 
be required to impart instruction as well as help the research staff in 
devising special forms of machinery to assist in reseaefa. A ooneolt- 
ing engineer with large experience would, be preferable. As r«»rdg 
salary the Committee would recommend the same scale as has teen 
proposed for the ohemioal specialist. 

(14) The Committee further recommaud that all students shouM k given a 
scholarship of Es, 7S per mensem. In addition there should be 
awwded four stadeatehipa of the value of Ra. lOo per meaeem p»- r 
Vided that* sw*afele number dl cteiadidalBii fcfa 
^efttsbipshhai be awarded only to sfeadentB Ihstitete who 

»te completed their three years’ course, au4 of the»« 
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shall be decided by the Principal of the Institute, who shall also deter *- 
• mine the term for which each studentship will be tenable. 

Note.— The Industrial Chemist and his two assistants would also remain 
in the Institute, but would be additional to the staff proposed above. 

APPENDIX a 

Note by Dr. J. L. Simonsen, P I.O , F.A S B., Forest Chemist, Debra Dun, 
on the Research Institute, Oawnpore. 

I VEEY much regret that I shall he unable to serve on the Committee 
which is being appointed by the United Piovinces Government to consider the 
question of teaching in connection iwith the new Chemical Research Institute in 
Oawnpore. I understand that you would like a short note embodying my views on 
the subject. 

The question of teaching in Research Institutes was considered by the Chemical 
Services Committee and was definitely rejected by them as likely to impair the 
cfiBcieney of the Institute. I think that I can best summarize their reasons for 
arriving at this conclusion as follows : — 

For the development of chemical industries in India three classes of men with 
chemical knowledge are required 

(i) Research chemists. 

(ii) Workers, owners, and managers. 

(iii) Vforkers’ foremen. 

For class (i) the training should bo that laid down in chapter VI of the- 
report of the Chemical Services Committee and also discussed in Dr. Thorpe’s 
introduction. The whole of their tiaining will he in the University. It may be 
argued that their training in reseaich should he given in the Research Institutes; 
in this I cannot acquiesce. If the training m chemistry in the universities is to 
attain and to be maintained at a high standard it is essential that the professors 
and lecturers should be actively engaged in research. A teacher who is not doing 
research is likely to be of little use after a few years ; he loses interest m his 
subject and his lectures are merely inferior editions of a test-book. If his 
students are allowed or encouraged to go to Research Institutes for their 
training in research, his own incentive will rapidly disappear and he will become 
merely a hack teacher whose students will he of little use. Of course there 
is no objection to the Research Institute permitting and encouraging students 
who have done a year or two of research in a university or university 
college passing on to the Institute for further experience. They will already 
have had a training in the general methods of research and so will not 
be a drag on the permanent staff of the Institute, I may perhaps mention 
that in niy opinion it will be some little^time before the demand for highly-trained 
research chemists will be very large. 

To pass on to consider now class (ii). this is a class which is urgently required 
and for whom every facility should he available, I understand under this head a 
man who has had some scientific training, say a pass B.So., who has some capital 
and who wishes to start a smaU works to manufacture soap or tan leather. At 
present the opportunities he has for training are very limited. He should be 
trained in what iS usually called a Technical school, but in what I prefer to call a 
Trades school. I do not propose to enter here into the details of fbe course necessary, 
but 1 think one could bo worked Out which would not take more than two years. 
He would he taught the theory and practiob of, say, making soap, inolnding the 
examination of raw materials and simple workshop practice. He would haw to be 
taught costing, and this Would entail the division of the school into two garts : one 
oonlaining staall scale piaat fa which he would learn the proew hud another full 
scale from which the products would be sold. No man would be admitted to this 
^ool who had not had some scientific training which would obviate the staff 
wasting their time in elementary teaching, I dp not sea that any advantage would 



be gained either by the school or the Research Institute if they Trere ooasbinetl 
Class (iii) works foremen comprises quite a different but not less essential class oi 
men. The teaching of these men should, if possible, be in the vernacular and the 
courso be of the type usually given in night classes in England. The men hlnmld, 
if possible, already have had works experimoe or be connected with the trade. Ttm 
educational qualifications demanded .should be low. The teaching would bo carried 
on in the Trades school where class (ii) are trained. 

It is now a matter for consideration as to whether the Trades school .shonki 
be under the administrative control of tho Director of the Rescaroh Institute; it 
is obvious that the .staffs of the Research Institute and school will have to be 
separate. I am emphatically of opinion that the Trades Hchotd .slionhl not be 
under the control of the Director of Reaearoh; it should be under the coutrnl of 
the Director of Industries with a separate Principal. If it is placed nncler 
the control of the Director of Research ho will rapidly degenerate into a. 
purely administrative officer, tho vbolo of his time being oceupkd with 
the niimitiao of the school and he will have no time tt) spend iu lii.s labonitory. 
The result will bo disastrous to tho Research Institute and the Trades school 
will reap no corresponding benefit. Tho l>ireeior of Research should of connso be 
on the Board of Management of the school, and there is no objection to him and his 
sKisislauts giving courses of lectures on spcaial snbjecte in the school ; this would be 
advantiigcouH to both, but ho should not he burdened with the responsibility of the 
Kchool. If he is, r can only foresee complete and utter failare for the Research 
lustibute.

Note, dated the 22kd Novembeb, 1920, by Me. T. Gatin Jones of the Empiee

I regret very much that owing to great pressure of work I am unable 
to attend your meeting. I can only say that my views and those of the Chamber 
of Commerce whom I represent are that the Institute should flot he made a teaching 
institute ; it should be employed for research work only. 

Our point of view is that if it is made into a teaching institute, the staff will 
be employed in turning out students and will oegelect the reseaoh side of the 
work. In this connection I enclose extracts from a lecture by Professor Frederick 
Soddy, M.A., F.R.S., of Aberdeen University. It explains our point of view on 
Ihejquestion of research institutes far more eloquently than I could do.

— The Settlement Officer hoTtever has gi\en little information in his 
report regarding the extent to -which he was able iii actual aseessment to conform 
to the principles accepted in the ordeis on the rent rate report. For ‘instancy it 
was rtporle I then that owing to the failure of the monsoon the cultivate! area of 
1326 Fash — the year of survey — was low, and sufficient fallow would have to be 
valued to bring the area up to that of 1325 Fasli ; ani it was theref >re estimated 
that sevcn-oighths of the uucultivated area included m holdings would be valued. 
The aiea actually assessed is not mentioned in the repoit , and it is only by refer- 
ring to the aggregate assessment statements that it can be obtained. It is compared

Deducting from the figure in ooluran 4 one-eighth of that in column 3, the 
results obtained are very near the figures in column 5 as forecasted, Tne assessed 
area in the upland pargana of Purchhapar is rather less than that cultivated in 
1325 Fasli, whereas in the lowland pargaoa of Gordhanpur it is consiTierably higher. 
In that pargana, most of which ia settled for short terms, the proportion of unculti- 
vated area ia holdings is always high, and a low rent is regularly paid on land 
which is sometimes cultivated and sometimes reserved for grazing. There were 
also several cases in this pargana, where competition is for cultivators and not for 
land, of development being purposely delayed by the approach of settlement. 

3. Bents and valnaiions^-^Appendix II of the Settlement Officer’s report 
shows the rental accepted for different classes of tenants as compared with that 
estimated. In the case of notwoccupancy, occupancy, and exproprietary the 
amount is very slightly above toe estimates ; in sir and Ichudleasht it is very 
slightly belo-w. In grain-ronted it is •considerabiy below, because in the swamp 
area the rate of grain rents is very low, geneylly one-fifth, and for newly-broken 
land even less. Bat only a small portion of the grain-rented land is in this area. 
Most of it is in good Jehadir land, and on perusal of individual assessment state- 
ments I am confident that this class of land has not as a whole been overvalued. 
One general criticism I have to make (and this affects all classes of land), is that 
the circle rates have been found applicable in too large a proportimi Ullages, 
and that more use might with advantage have boon made of modified rates.

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7. Chuvges •proposed. — In appendix C attached to this Note 1 have set 
ont the alterations, which for reasons recorded in the individual assessment 
notes I have thought it necessary to recommend in the proposals of the Settlement 
Officer. The list is much longer than usual, but the alterations are in most 
cases small, and the total jama in each circle is but little affected. The causes 
which have led to these changes arc chiefly the following : — 

(1) Whore there was no enhancement I have proposed to take a fuller 
proportion of the assets; 

(2) Whore a considerable area of sir is sublet I have not thpugbt it 

ntcessary to value it at the very low rates we use for the assumption 
areas generally; and I have eithor enhanced the valuation, or taken a 
higher proportion of assets to make up for it; 

(3) I have thought it necessary to moderate some very high enhancements, 
by taking a somewhat lower proportion; 

(4) In valuing waste land in the short-term villages, I have in the in- 

terests of a more even assessment adopted a standard of 2 annas to 
the acre, instead of accepting the incorrect items of aayar recorded ; 

(5) In villages in which five years’ settlement is proposed 1 have not proposed 
to asstbs an area of cultivation higher than that of 1325 Fasli ; 

(0) I have thought in some of the deteriorated villages with very low- 
rates of grain-rent, that the circle rates should have been modified to 
a lower standard, and asbosstd accordingly. 

(7) I have sometimes changed Re. 1-4-0 and Es, 2-8-0 assessments (adopted for 
facility in calculating ceases) to rounder figures. 

The number of alterations proposed is great, because a difference of principle 
as in (1), (3), (4), and (5) for instance moans alterations, many of -which are 
very petty in themselves, in many mahals in the same village or in many 
villages of the same tract. If any inequality which cannot be satisfactorily 
e.xpiainod is left, the door is at once opened to objections and there is 
faubseqiient trouble. 

.The, changes made, as will appear from appendix C, give a slight decrease 
of Rs, 13-" and Es. 55 in the canal circle of Purchhapar and the special Madir 
circle of Gordhaiipur respectively, whore the rate of enhancements was greatest ; 
and a sli.ght increase in the other circles. The net increase in the final ja-m® 
by my proposals is Rs. 894. 

8. I have pointed out above some dofoefa as they appear to me in the 
Settlement Officer’s propo.sab and in his preseutation of them, and have attempted . 
to remedy them iu tlie individual ass^ssmonts and in this note. The assessment notes 
would have been improved by some discussion of the past history of the village, and J 
fool sure that the rates should have been more frequently modified ; butt the actual 
condition of the villages at the time of inspection has been clearly recorded, 
and the classification -which forms the basis of the -valaation of the cultivated area 
has here as eisewhere been carefully done. I now report the proposals -with ’ 
the alterations suggested by me for saaetiou. In many cases -where the enhaa«&' , 
meat was great and co-sharers numerous, it has been necessary to go below 
46 per cent, and special sanotioB to these is requested,

Assessment Eeport of parganas Parchtoapar ami Gordhanpnr, 
' tahsil and district Mnzaffaraagar, 


1. Parganas Purolbhapar and Qordlianpur contain 5S7 mahals, of which the 
assessment statements are submitted with this report. 

2. The circle rates sanctioned for the tract are for facility of reference shown 
in Appendix I. 

3. In Appendix II will be found by assessment circles details of assets of the 
revenue-paying land and the revenue proposed upon them together with the figures 
estimated in the rent-rate report. 

The total revenue proposed is Rs. 1 26,847, giving an enhancement of 
Bs. 25,090-3-0. This is about Bs. 2,600 in excess of the estimated figure, giving a 
divergence pf 2*12 per cent. Of this about Rs. 2,150 falls in the hhur circle, 
where an accurate estimate was difl^o^lt owing to the large dry areas lying fallow 
on account of drought in the yw of record. In this circle an addition of Bs. 2,260 
has been made to assets for land temporarily out of cultivation, in order to bring 
the area upon whh'.h assessment is made up to the average cultivated area. 

In the Ecmuamg circles the actuals show throughout a close approximation to 
the estimated figuies. 

4. Sayar deserves a word of special mention. The lowland contains a wealth 
of natural products ip the form of grass suitable for pisturage and thatching, and 
the value of its fisheries is considerable. Cattle come to gr^zo from as far as thp 
Punjab, and the usual charge is eight annas per head for buffaloes and four annas 
for bullooka. 

Saya^• income, however, is rarely recorded in the village registers. It is tjrue that 
the cattle of local leuants are usually allowed free pasturage, and many of the large 
herds to be seen in the meadows are the property of the local Guj ir proprietors. 
In neither of these caios does any direct cash income from the grass come into the 
pocket of the proptietor But in the former his indirect benefit is substantial ; for 
the rent-paying capacity of the lowland depends largely upon the attraction wihioh 
it possensea for tenants from its pastures : while in the case of the proprietor whose 
own cattle fatten upon his meadows, there in no more reason to exclude his grass- 
land fro'm assets than his cultivated khudJeasihi, from which, also Jhe derives no 
direct iiieome in the way of rest. 1 have therefore regarded pasturage throughout 
as furniihmg a spurce of income which may fairly be included in sayar, valuing it 
roughly at Bs, 5 for lOO acres. Whore sa-yar is recorded, the rate is higher than 
this, but moderation in this matter is specially desirable. 

5. In valuing the grain-rented areas, it has rarely been found nec^sary to 
take a figure below the valuation at circle rates, though, paragraph 3 of 
B.O. no. 681-N /I, dated the 8rd July, 1920, to the Commissioner, Meerut division, 
has been borne in mind at assessment. Proprietors admit that they derive more 
prefit from their inferior grain-rented areas than from the superior land for wMoh 

a cash or soibH rent is taken, even where a low proportion of the produce is claimed. 

If land in the khaMr is not fairly productive it is not cultivated, for there is always 
a wide field of selection in the fallows. It is for tMs reason that the proprietor da 
always opposed to the conversion of grain into cash rents, and that the tenant'^ 
first act as'Boon a@ he acquires occupancy right® in his grain-rented arete ia to apply 
for commutation into a cash rent. For there is less profit to the tenant and more 
to the proprietor in a grain rent however low than in a cash rent fixed at the wery 
moderate <a3»le rates. WaJaation of the grain-rented ar^giSt m&h SStet is there- 
fore moipe favourable to the proprietor than of casb-rent^^^teSP. phe; 5 goorded[ 
figures of collections for grain-rented areas are |articularly nnreliahle. They show 
lie wwt vkdaajt fluctuations from village to viEage, though conditions and the

proportion of produce taken are the same. These figures depend solely on the 
caprice of the patwari, and hear little relation to actual facts. 

6. Appendix III, which gives figures for the revenue-free areas, calls for 
no comment. 

7. Figures are given in Appendix IV which show the amount and percentage 
of increase of the new revenue, the progressions allowed, and the period of settle- 
ment proposed. 

The total increase for the whole tract is Rs. 25,090-3-0, giving a percentage of 
24*78. Of this pargana Purchhapar is responsible for Ra. 22,343-ii-O with a 
percentage of 26*98 and Qordhanpur for Rs. 2,746-S-O or 15-02 per cent. The 
whole lowland tract gives an increase of 13-48 per cent, and the short-term portion 
of it, excluding the richer villages of the special khadir circle and comprisiug the 
saturated and alluvial areas, receives an abatement of 6-26 per cent. 

The upland gives an increase of 27*26 per cent. Turning to the circles, 
omitting the Kali which comprises only two villages whore non-occupancy land 
predominates, the largest increase is found in the rich special khadir circle with 
39-30 per cent followed by the prosperous canal circle with 85-47 per cunt. Fro- 
groesions are given where the rules in the Board circular allow. 

8. The period for which settlement is proposed will bo found for each mahal 
in the assessment volumes. Ttu; totals for each period are shown in Appendix IV. 
For the special khadir circle a 30 years’ settlement is propose 1 ; for the remainder 

of the lowland a five ycaivs’ settlement, with the exception of a few villages where 

wnditions are neither sufBciontly stable to warrant a full-tenn settlement nor 
BufScicntly uncertain for a five years’ settlement to be noce.ssary. For these a 15 
years’ settlement is proposed. In the Ganges fuil-torm villages arc some iiiahals 
lying in the lowland for which a five years’ settlcmsut i» proponed. Tlie date from 
which tha period commences should in each case be the bogiuniag ol the year in 
which the new revenue of the district comes into force. 

9. Appendix V shows the peroentage of fist assets taken m revenue and the 
incidetine of the revenue on the total and cultivated areas. 

The percontago of assets taken as revenue throughout the tract is 45-82 per 
cant. It is somewhat larger in the hhur circle than elsewhere, because in some of

Obseetatioks.— In resolution no. 749/IX— 25, dated the 10th 
Lecorabor, 1920, the Local Government published their proposals for 
improving the pay and prospects of primary school teachers scivmg 
nnder district boards. Certain definite scales of pay were approved and 
district boards wore invited to adopt them. It was stated tliat while 
Government were not in a position to contribute the whole of the 
amount required, they were prepared to meet the cost to the extent of 
Es, 11 lakhs subject to the sanction of the Legislative Council, and that 
this would be sufficient to enable the boards to introduce a certain 
minimum measure of relief. Subsequently in resolution no. 77/JX—25, 
dated tho 27th January, 1921, it was announood that as many boards 

were financially incapable of introducing the full re\ised scale of pay 

even with the assistanco promised by Government, they would !)o per- 

mitted to divert to this object funds which were earmarked for the ex- 
pansion of primary education.

3. The total cost of bringing into effect the scales now sanctioned 
will amount to approximately Es. 22 lakhs per annum. Towards this 
amount tho boards have already been piomisod grants aggregating Es. 11 
lakhs por annum. The Local Government have decided to meet the 
balance in 1921-22 and 1922-23 by increasing their grants to the boards 
by an additional sum of Es. 6 lakhs por annum and by permitting them 
to divert towards tho pay of teachers funds (approximately Es. 6 lakhs 
per annum) previously earmarked for the expansion of primary educa- 
tion, 

4. The Local Government are already paying more than a reason- 
able share of tlio total cost of vernacular education in the districts and 
cannot undertake permanently to relieve tho boards to the extent pro- 
posed for 1921-22 and 1922-23. Tho assistance promised for these two 
years will bo given on the understanding that the hoards will shoulder 
their share of tho burden when they rocoivo increased financial powers. 
Of tho total cost of revising the pay of teachers Government will pro- 
vide only two-thirds in 1023-24, one-half in 1924-25 and one-third in . 
1925-26. Even with this adjustment the share of the cost of vernacular 
education borne by the Local Government will be over 60 per cent, of 
the total.

By the Resolution of the Government of India, department of Commerbe and Industry, 
no 1711 D dated the 26th February, 1920. a Board of Industries and Munitions .was 
oonstitutod L a temporary organization designed to close the war commitments of the Indian 

Munitions Board, to take over from the Commerce and Industry department and the Public 

Works department certain items of work, and to undertake the initial work of industrial 
organization and in particular to frame detailed pioposals for a new department of Industries. 

2 Proposals formulated by the Board of Industries and Munitions for the creation of a 

department of the Government of India to deal with industrial questions have now received 

the approval of HiS Majesty’s Secretary of State for India, and the Governor General in 
Council is accordingly pleased to announce the creation of a_ permanent department of 
Industries. The new department which will come into existence with effect from the data of 
this Resolution will deal for the present with the heads of business detailed in the Governmen t 
Resolution quoted above. It will be under the charge of the Hon’ble Sir Thomas Holland. 
K C 8.1. K.C.LE., F.B.S., Member of the Governor General's Executive Council. 

3. Concurrently with the creation of the permanent department of Industries the Boa rd 
of Industries aud Mnmtioni will cease to exist- fhe work connected with the closing of the 
war commitments of the late Indian Munitions Board and the disposal of surplus stores on 
behalf of His Majesty's Government has been entrusted to a separate temporary 

organization under an officer designated Oaief ContcoUet (Surplus Stores) responsible to the 

Membar-in-Charge of Industries.

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NOTE ON THE ASSESSMENT REPORT OF TAHSIL 
KAIRANA, DISTRICT MUZAIFARNAGAR. 


A DESCRIPTION of the agricultural and economic characteristics of the tract 
has been given in the rent-rate report and in the note thereon and need not be 
repeated here. 


2. Cultivated area.— In noting on the rent-rate report I stated that areas 
cannot be compared with thpse at settlement, since the cultivation in 1326 fasti 
was far below normal owing to drought, and the comparative area statement does 
not show the cultivated area of the last 6ve years. I see, however, that the crop 
statement submitted with the rent-rate report shows the average cultivated area 
of the last five years as some 6,000 acres above that of last settlement. 

The aggregate crop statement now submitted, which is appareubly correct, shows 
the increase at 11.000 acres. The rise is chiedy in the Katha-Jumna circles 
of pargana Kairana due to the extension of cultivation in the dhak jungle. 
There is also a considerable increase in the good irrigated areas of the upland 
parganas Shamli, Thana Bhawan, and Jhinjhana. Pargana Bidauli shows a decrease 
principally, I think, owing to the setting of the Jumna river eastward. 

3 Assessed area.— The aggregate crop statement shows an average cultivated 
area for the last five years of 181,058 acres as against 169,701 acres at last 
settlement-an increase of 11,000 acres as stated above. The area of 1325 
fasli was 177,362, hut in the three previous years it was over 184,000 acres. The 
cultivated area of 1326 fasli fell to 124,672 acres owing to drought. The holdings' 
in statement VII with its eupplements is 183,912 acres. In assessing all 
Id fallow and some new fallow in dry soils, though included in holdings, was 
excluded from assessment. So the reduced area directly assessed was 176,236 

acres- but since Rs. 15,737 were added for land out of cultivation, an addition of 

1 00t)^)r 5,000 acres should be made on this account. ^ bringing the assessed area 
to about 181,000 acres. This area is intermediate between the cultWated 
Xa ol 1326 /asJi’and that of the three previous yeais, so that the additions made 
.re moderate and the tract may be leg.uded as fortunate in being assessed in a 
year when area and rents were considerably below the standard of the four or * 


five previous years. 

4 Valuatim of assumption area.— In my notes on other parganas of this 
district I havG remarked that while tho classification of soils has been carefully 
done and circles caretully constituted, there has been too much reliance on the 

rates as being suitable for application to individual villages, and they have nob 

Sen modified in sufficient instances. In this tahsil this defect is still more apparent. 
There has been no use of plus and minus signs to mark small differences of 
aualitir so that the isoil classification is not so close and there was more necessity 
Ir modifying rates Yet there has been hardly any modification at all. All that 
has been done is that in a few villages one or two particular soils have been given 
values slightly greater or less than the circle rates. The matter is not one of 
Jrely afadeLic interest. The Eairana Canal circle 11 with a unit of 85 marches 
for mdles with the Katha-Jumna circle I of the same pargana^ with _a unit of 5^ 
while the I and H Oaual circles of pirgaaa Jhinjhana with units of 90 and 80 

adioin the Katha-Jumna circle of this pargana which has a unit 55. As it is 
^ these units that the circle rates aro direedy based, it is clear that if they are 

not modified the rates applied to the villages in the superior circles _ will be SO per 

cent, and more higher than those applied to their neighbours. This may be correct 
in some instances where there is a steep fall in quality as one goes w^ across the 
latha river ; bat it is not the case everywhere and there are ihany villages of 
isiermadiate quality. Where one or two rates have been modified it W be'to doto^ 

, ; - ’ ■ 47a ' 
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Bob on consideration of fclio rental figures of the village in qtKjation or iS.s adghbours 
or on a distinct comparison of its quality with tba.t of its neighbours, but, solely on 
the basis of the Assistant Settlemont Officer’s opinion when ht; inspected ihe 
village that such and such a soil is above or bolow the average. The cimsidera- 
tioii of the crops and irrigation facilities of a village, of the circle in which it wus 
clas-sed at last settlement, of the course and presoat range esf nompetiuon rents 
in it and in neighbouring vi!kge.s of similar quality, and the comparison of thuso 
with the results given by the vahmbion at circle r.at cs are very relevant factor.s in 
determining whether the rates arc really suitable to the village or require iaoili- 
fieatiou. 

5. The result of ignoring those cousidoration.s and of applying the rale.s almost 
blindly is that many villages have had rates applied whioli are as imich as 20 or 
even 2r) percent, t w high or too low. Tins has caused assid.s In bo iindtir.sutwi ai 
many caso.s, and even resulted in reduction of revenue being propostsl in certain 
villages, such a.s Kheri-lhicha uitd Pauti-Kalan iu Kainina, Ghium iheri in J’hirijbHia 
and many muhals of Kasiinpiir and Sonta in Siiamli whore no redu. :tiun at all is 
required. By all testa the Ihitvar.a Blnju tract to Lht; east uf .Sinamli pargiina is far 
better than the tract of that p.argana along the SaHtoni Jiiiiitui. c.aiia! which ha.s boeu 
classed with it in tlio ist ciroio, iiiid higher rates slKmld liave heoa iippiiod. Thera 
are also .somti village'!, .such as IP.ijpur in Shamli and Bhura in Kair.ana, wliere rates 
applied .are too high ; but the goncra! lov.d of the rate's i.s so luo.lerate Unit awos of 
ovcr-asstj.ssmeat are rare. In order to remedy those defects, so fur as is now pfi.HHible, 

1 have in some canes varied the rate.-* giving full reasotn for doing so, and in 
others taken ti higher or lower proportion to allow for the diilcrcsjfc.

Obviously therefore in about half the villages 
the rates allow of no increase in the rents; If the rates had been modified ' more 
often in the upward direction, such villages would have been fewer, and the samin- 
dars would have , been enabled to recover from their occupancy tenants an increase 
which in many cases is due owing to the enhanced value of land. In other respects 
the treatment of such rents has been generally fail’. .Ex-proprietary rents which 
affect a large area in this tahsil are, as pointed out by the Assistant Settlement 
Ofiicer, usually excessive, and have been properly -dealt with. 

8. Sayar.— The sum added on this account is almost negligible, It is chiefly 
on account of c^/iafc jungle in Eairaaa. There are considerable profits direct or in- 
direct from grazing and wood in the large tracts of this jangle, not only in Kairana 
but in Jhinjhana and Bidauli, which have been left nnassessed. Tn some cases 
where an even assessment for different mahals of the same village could not be 
otherwise obtained I bave valued it at 4 annas per acre. 

9. Additions for short cultivation ,. — The fact that in 1 326 owing to the 
drought much land usually cultivated was omitted from holdings has added much to 
the difficulties of assessment. The area by which the holdings area fell short of the 
normal was about 10,000 acres, and the amount added for this deficiency is, as stated ^ 
in paragraph 3, Rs. 15,737 representing the rental value of 4,000 to 5,000 
acres. This is below the estimate, because the Assistant Settlement Officer adopted 
the plan of accepting non-occupancy rentals which were excessive for the ai-ea* 
instead of making suitable additions for the deficient area of the holdings. This 
plan obvirmsly leads to inequality, since there is no relation between the two things, 
and wherever the assessment is affected the Settlement Officer or I myself bave 
substituted for the excessive non-oooupancy rental a valuation at the standard adopt- 
ed for the village, and added for the deficient area at a definite rate varying from 
Es; ,2 to Rs. 10^ per acre, but generally about Ra 3. 

10. Deductions /or sir.— The full deduction was allowed universally for sir 

and khudfamht of some standing except in the case of sublet sir. In my opinion it 
was unnecessary, in view of the provisions of Bjard’s Extant Circular 1— I , rule 26, 
which restricts the concession to numerous and poor co-sfaarerSj to give the full 
deduction in oases where . there was one single or only few proprietors and their 
sir area was large. In such oases where the full allowance prevented a reasonable 
increase of. jama being taken I have reduced it, • - 

H. Deductions for improvements . — These again were originally allowed 
somewhat too liberally, and where the irrigation figures did not warrant so much 
deduction the Settlement Officer has rightly reduced it; 

12. Feroentage of assets . — The increases made by the Settlement Officer, as 

mentioned in paragraph 2 of his note, raised the average percentage to about 45§ 
per cent., and were in nearly all oases justified. On the other hand I do not think' 
that sufficient attention has been paid to the effect of large enhancements on. 
large bodies of proprietors, and in a good many such cases I have gone below the 
45 per cent. limit. Notably in Kairana, Munzabta with 860 sharers I have reduced: 
the revenue from Bs. 12,000 to Ea. 11,000 as compared with former revenue of 
Es- 6,500, and there are many smaller mahals in which similar changes hare been 
made. These occ;ar' in all circles, and the net result is to reduce the hhilsa, revenue' 
to Rs. 5,09, 229>*13'0, a figure which is about 45 per cent, of the assets. For the 
many cases where the assessment fells below 45 per cent, the special sanction of the 
Board is requested. ' ■ ^

Sir, 

I H.iVE the honour to forward the assessment report of Tahsil Kairana 
with the assessment volumes and revenue list. The report has been written by 
Kunwar Jasbir Singh, assistant settlement ofScer, who assessed the whole tract 
except pargana Bidauli, which I undertook myself to expedite the completion 
ot the work. 


2. The method of assessment is described and the salient points of interest 
*are discussed by the assistant settlement officer in his report. The changes made 
by me in reviewing the proposals are shown in the appendix attached to this re- 
port Tne assistant settlement officer proposed a total revenue for the tahsil of 
Rs 5, 07, 159-13 0, this figme I have raised on detailed examination o-f the assess- 
ment statement of each mahal to Rs. 5,16,237, which approximates closely to the 
estimated figure of Es. 5,16, 422. given in the reat-rate-report. My alterations have 
chiefly taken two forms : — 

First, the additions to assets for land temporarily out of cultivation made by 
the assistant settlement officer have not always been full enough to bring the area 
assessed to revenue up to the normal cultivate! area, or assets up to average 
colleoiions. 

Second, following the change in the attitude of the Board of Revenue towards 
the question since last year, I have assessed it a Iiigher percentage thin 45 per cent, 
or 46 per cent, of assets, where that level owing to the deduction on sir gives an ex- 
cessive decrease of revenue, for which there is no real justiSoation in the condition 
of the mahal. The Jew percentage of 44*64 taken by the assistant settlement 
officer for the whole tract is thus raised to a morn usual level. 

S. The bulk of the increase made by me in the assessments falls in the pargana 
of Shamli, which, is the richest in the tract. But even so the heaviest enhan'oemenb 
♦ of the revenue falls upon Tirana Bhawun and the upland portion of pargana Kairana 
which lies in the canal -irrigated traeii an I Is remote from the influence of the Katha 
and Jumna, These areas contain a higher proportion of non-occupancy land than 
tho remainder o>f the tahsil, and this class of tenure always produces the highest 
increase of revenue. 

4, Tha revonue proposed by me gives an finbaneement of 33*75 per cent, on 
the expiring demand for the whole tahsil, wliioh is almost exactly the lovel approved 
by the Government of India for the district as a whole. 

The incidence on the average eultivated area is 2*91 ; the figure is not high 
but the tahsil contains in the west a oonsidcrablu tract of poor character and in 
aidition, a high proporuo.i of sir and khudkasht, which, as always, escapes with a 
light as,scssmtfnt. Tue iueideneo is highest in the rich canal I oirelo of Shamli, 
whern it reaches 4*55 per average cultivated acre 

5. Appendix VI and VII show in detail the assessteoab of the alluvial mahal, s. 
It will be’ seen that a eonsiderable number of mahab are added to the alluvial 
register. At inspection I e.xamitied in detail the alluvial line proposed by the 
Msista^nt settlement officer from tfie northern to the southern boundary of the tahsil^ 
and satisfi.d myself that the mirgin allowed for the vagaries of the Jumng, waa 

5Sg 
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throughout feuffioieut but nowhere excessive. The river has been steadily setting 
eastwards for some time and a considerable tract has passed into the Punjab since 
last settlement, including some land which was not even on the alluvial register. 

It has been necessary therefore to draw back the alluvial line an appreciable 
distance in the localities most seriously affected. I recommend with confidence that 
all mahals be added to the alluvial register the addition of which the assistant 
settlement officer proposes. 

6. In addition, a five years’ settlement is proposed for the mahals included in 
appendix VIII ; with the one exception mentioned in the report the villages are 
affected by the collapse of the aqueduct of the Bidauli distributary on the Katha, 
and are at present cut off from canal irrigation. They are also largely inhabited 
by the criminal tribe of Bawarias, Tae future of both the aqueduct and the 
Bawarias. is very uncertain, and settlement for a longer period than five years is 
therefore undesirable. 

7. The assessments were pulished for objection for a mouth after having been 
reviewed by me. Seventy-one persons availed themselves of the opportunity so 
offered and examined the statements of 157 mahals. 

Sixteen objections were lodged, of which 15 were rejected. In one mahal I 
reduced the revenue by Rs. 20. 

8. The assessment of the whole district is now complete with the submission 
of the proposals for the Kairana tahsil. The figures for the whole district are as 
follows : —

The total of the figures proposed be me for the whole district in the various 
assessment reports amounts to Rs. 20,60,525 or Es. 25,600 more than the above 
total. The Board of Rsvenue took a more lenient view of the situation in the 
assessments of last year. 

The Government of India in passing orders on the district forecast sanctioned 
the assessment of Rs. 20,97 »000 without further reference to them. The amount 
proposed for the K.iirana tahsil thus falls short by Es. 56,000 of the balance avail- 
able of the sanctioned total. 

In view of the richness of the district the revenue assessed is light. But a 
high pereeutage of the land is held by peasant proprietors, towards whom the 
policy of Government is one of lenience, as expressed By the 26 per cent, deduction 
from assets allowed on proprietors’ cultivation. The effect given to the policy is 
responsible for the lenient character of the proposed demand. 

7. Kiinwar Jasbir Singh’s assessment work, though still marked by a want of 
appreciation of the significance of figures and not free from arithmetical errors, 
shows a marked improvement upon that of last year.

1. This report deals with the whole of the Kairana tahsil, which contains the 
parganas of Shamli, Thana Bhawan, Kairana, Jhinjhana, and Bidauli and comnrioes 
275 village with 1,904 mahals. The circle lates for this trict were sanctioned by 
the Board of Revenue, in their no. 770-N/l, dated the 12th July, 1920, and are 
given in Appendix I for reference. I have assessed all parganas in the tract 
except pargana Bidauli, which contains 98 mahals. These have been assessed by 
the Settlement Offieer. 

2. Appendix If gives a comparison of the proposed revenue with the estimate 
given in the rent-rate report. A perasal of this Appendix at first sight gives the 
impression that in some circles the actual figures difier from the estimated ones 
appreciably. Tne reason tor this varunci is that the estira.rte includes figures foi 
portions of villages, which are in part revenue-assigned, whereas these portions aio 
excluded from the actual figures The revenue proposed amounts to Es. 5,07,150-13, 
which isubout 2 per cent, below' the estimaie. 

3 The non-oo upanoy rentals show an increase of somewhat over Rs. 7,000 
above the Bslirnate which, as noted above, includes the revenue assigned portions 
of villages. J he increase is therefore larger than is apparent from the figures. The 
pitch of collections has been my main guide in correcting the non-oeoupam-y rentals, 
but where colleitions are unreliable, I have taken as my standard the general pitch 
of collections in similar villages of the circle. 

4 The occupancy lentals give a divergence of 8 per cent, over the estimate. 
Recorded renttls were frequenifcly found, at aasessment, to be above valuation at 
cire'e rates, while ex pioprietary reutals, though varying greatly in their pitch, were 
more often excessive than othtrwise. In the stronger villages I hare enhanced the 
occupancy rental up to 50 per cent, over the recorded figure, but have rarely gone 
ahove this level even though the accept* 1 figure has noi reached valuation at rates. 
Similarly, where the n corded rental la ex lessive I have taken 50 per cent, above 
rates as a fair and reasonable level. In the eaker villages an appreciably lowei 
level has been adopted, while in some of the weakest vil lanes where the level ot 
the noE-oecupancy rental is very low, I have ocoasionally, uvi-n clioagh the increase 
is small, not even enhanced rents up to rates and have in some oase-s accepted 
recorded rents, though they are below valuation at rates. E.x-propnetary rentais 
have, as a genera! ru!e,beeneorreetidat25 percent below the level adopted forthi 
non-oiicnpancy in the mahat. Where they are below valuation at rales they have 
been uihanoed np to them. 

5. The assumption areas approximate closely to the estimated figures and call 
for no comment, 

6. The actual figures for sayar are somewhat above the estimate, but in no 
case have I added a sum which approaches the figures no' ed at inspection as actu.il 
and regular income under this head, 

7. Additions for land thrown out of cultivation deviate appreciably from the 
estimate The main reason for this is that in numerous raahala ivhero the holdings 
area for she year of verification is below the normal cultivated area the deficiency 
has been met by accepting the non-occupancy rental and adding nothing to- assets, 
if the accepted rentals total to average colkolions.

■ 9. Appendix IV shows the inewase of the proposed over tb expiring revenue 
and the pTOgressbEB allowed. The rise over the khsil i® one of Sl'b8%. The 
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increase is largest in the Canal III and Northern Krishni circles of pargana Thana 
Bhawan and in the Canal II circles of parganas Eairana and Jhinjhana. The 
weakest ciroles escape with a small enhancement or an actual decrease. 

10, Progressions have been allowed in all cases where it has been possible to 
give them under the rules with the following exceptions : — 

{a) No progressions have been allowed where the enhancement is not heavy 
and co-sharers numerous. 

(o) No progressions have been allowed whore thoru is concealment or any 
attempt at deception. 

(c) In mahals whore co-aharers are very numerous and progressions arc possible 
according to law instead of giving progressions a lower Jama wbioh 
gives in 30 years the same amount of revenue as would be paid by 
co-sharers in this period, were progressions given, has bean proposed. 

11. Appendix V shows the percentage of net assets taken as revenue. For the 
whole tract the percentage of revenue on et assets comes to 44'64 which is below 
the figure ordered by the Board to be takoi, a a general standard. The divergence 
is partly due to (o) under the head progre.s ions and pahly to the fact that I have 
taken less than 45 per cent, of net assets wuore the increase over the expiring 
revenu# is heavy. The special sanction of the Board is requested fo)> such mahals. 
In a few oases I have gone very slightly below 45 per cent, solely in order to fix the 
Jama at a convenient figure. For small proprietors I have assessed at 45-6 per cent, 
of net assets, and in deference and obedience to the view taken by the Board in last 
year’s assessments, I have not gone, above this level even though the result is a 
reduction of the expiring revenue. In the case of well-to-do proprietors or where 
there k concealment of rents, I have taken up to 47 per cent, and over of net assets 
as revenue. 

12. The incidences of the proposed and expiring revenues on the total, cultiva- 
ted, and average cultivated areas, are also shown in Appendix V, The excellent 
pargana of Shamli gives the highest figures, while the figures for the remaining 
circles give a g(|od idea of their respective merits. 

13. In Appendix VI are shown names of mahals which are alluvial since last 
settlement together with their expiring and proposed revenues. To this list are 
now added the mahals given in Appefidix VII, Their inclusion under this head i® 
due to causes described in my rent-rate report, paragraph SO. 

14. In Appendix VIII is given a list of villages for which I propose a five years’ 
settlement. The reasons for this step are given in my rent-rate report, paragraph 5l. 
I have since, with the permission of the Settlement Officer, added one precarious, 
village, Baid;Kheri, to this last. It docs not suffer from exactly the same defects 
as the villages described in the above-mentioned paragraph of my rent-rate report, 
but adjoins them. Various efforts to settle this village have met with no suocess 
and at inspection an appreciable area was found to be out of cultivation, 
MtTZAWAENAGAS : .

EE SOLUTION. 

Educational depaetment. 

Dated Allahabad, the Ylth March, 1921. t 

The Governor, acting witli his Ministers, has decided to 
convert the Queen’s College, Benares, into an Intermediate College, and, 
with effect from the next session commencing in July, 1921, no students 
will be enrolled in the 3rd and 6th-year classes. Students in the 4th 
and 6th-year classes will, however, be allowed to finish their course of 
instruction. 

2. The college, which is one of the oldest and most distinguished 
educational institutions in the province, was started in 1830 as an 
English seminary to supplement the work of the Sanskrit College. 
Until 1844 it was distinct from that college, but in that year it was 
united with the older institution, and from that time the two have been 
closely associated. This union has coloured the whole history of the 
institution and given to it its special character. It was affiliated to the 
Allahabad University in Arts up to the M.A. degree in 1888 and in 
Science up to the B.Sc. degree in 1896. But while performing the 
functions of an ordinary college affiliated to the Allahabad University in 
both Arts and Science, its association with the principal home of Sanskrit 
study in the province gave it peculiar advantages in providing for 
advanced work in Sanskiit, and it accordingly specialized in this branch 
of Oriental learning. The Principal of the college or one of the Pro- 
fessors was also usually the head of the Sanskrit College and this 
largely determined the character of its staff. Under a distinguished 
succession of Principals it attained to a position of eminence and the 
Governor, acting with his Ministers, wishes to record his high sense of 
the great work which it has accomplished in the cause of Sanskrit 
learning and higher English education in these provinces and of his 
appreciation of the services of the many eminent educationists who have 
been associated with the institution. 

‘ But specialization in the study and teaching of Sanskrit had the 
result of restricting to some extent its expansion in other directions, 
and its numbers were necessarily limited by the fact that it shared with 
<he Sanskrit College a building which did not permit of extensions. 
With the growth iu the number of subjects which may he offered alter- 
natively for a University degree it had become increasingly evident that 
it no longer met the requirements of a first grade college. It has also 
proved difBoult of late to maintain the special connection with the 
Sanskrit College which enabled this institution to play the leading part 
in guiding the development of the Sanskrit side of the Allahabad Uni- 
versity ; and the evohrtion of unitary leaching universities has miadei!|, 
this aspect of its work no longer so important. At the same time the 
growth of the- Benares Hindu University makes it not only no longer 
nece»ary, but also inexpedient to maintain the ordinary classes for the 
Arts degrees of the Allahabad University. These classes, which were 
always small* have* with the development of the Benares University* 
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tended to grow smaller, and they can now only be maintained at a 
wholly disproportionate cost. It is, moreover, anomalous that Govern' 
ment should continue to maintain a first-grade college in a centre 
where there is already a unitary teaching and residential University 
and the impending re-organization of the University of Allahabad on 
similar lines makes the maintenanoe of suoh a college in the seat of 
another university still less justifiable. 

3. In view of these circumstances the Governor, acting with his 
Ministers, has come to the conclusion that a revision of its status is 
necessary. But, although its s'.atus is being altered, its utility will 
remain, and His Excellency the Governor hopes that in its uewform the 
institution will continue to play a part in the educational advancement 
of the province worthy of its distinguished past.

(I). 

Sir Benjamin BoherUm*s repori, dated Dar ea-Sdmm, the ith lugmt, 1920, cn the 
proposed sdiUmeni of a^rimlturisis in Hmganyika territory (Qeman Sad 

JL/rim)- 

On the 24itb July, 1 discussed with His Oonour the Administrator the proposed settlor 
.ment of Indian agricuUnrists ia.Taiig8nyil!a territory (German Fast Africa). 

2, -Sir Horace ByaM pat before me rorfcain practical objeotiona to the soliem The 
two most importairt may be bristSy snmiaarked as follows i— . ■ , 

(1) There is no vacant land suitable for an Indian ifeserve. Tbs land whiah i* 
now saeaBt is generally yaeant because -it has some defect, That is, Hi is 
either sterib or dense bash or swamp it irom the »«jn Sin« of 

eommunioatioa. In order, therefore, to obtain really good land for an Indian 
settWIaent^l weald be neeelsa^ eitiier*-. " , 
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any domestic animal 'to live. Even the donkey does not long survive. In 
time perhaps the fly area may be seduced. But meanwhile all eultivation is 
done by hand, and porters aia practically the only means of transport. When 
the country settles- down, machinery will doubtless be extensively used on the 
big estates, But it is scarcely possible to imagine the Indian without his 
bullock praottsiug his traditional methods of agriculture under a system of 
small holdings. 

(8) The climate and the absence of domestic animals mean (hat the Indian settler 
would be dependent on native labour ; and it is doubtful whether the necessary 
labour would be forthcoming. 

7. Erom what I have been able to see of the country, and fiom what I have been told 
not only by Government officials, but also by business men who are interested in the develop- 
laeiit of close relations between the territory and India, and by the Indians themselves who 
are esiablished here, I am satisfied that the settlement of Indian cultivators would only be 
possible under close Government supervision and with liberal financial support, It would be 
necessary to provide special aiministrative officers, medical officers, agricultural experts, 
engineers, and so on. Governnjent would have to be prepared to anderta|:e not only the 
•apital outlay, but also to provide an annual subsidy for several j ears at least. Even then 
Buccess would be doubtful, and heavy mortality would almost certainly not be avoided. It 
would obviously be unreasonable to expect that the Administration of the territory should 
saddle itself with 'the trouble, risk, and heavy cost of a scheme from which it does not expect 
to (lorn e advantage, it would presumably be necessary for the Government of India to 
uuderfcake'all^sponsibility. It is for the Government of India to consider whether they 
would be justified in embarking on so costly and hazardous a venture. Moreover, the adminis- 
tration by officers of the Government of India of a settlement within the territory of a 
Government responsible so the League of Nations, would lo hkoly to be a constant 
emiiarrassment. 

8. There is another aspect of the case. The Secretary ot State remarked -in par^raph 
7 of his despatch no. 101, dated the 2l8t August, 1919, that he did not feel sure that a Bdfaeaie 
of agricultural colonisation would necessarily coincide with local Indian aspirations ; and he 
poiiitod out the danger that the concession of an area for exclusive Indian colonisation might 
be accompanied by, or become a future pretext for, the imposition of restrictions on the entry 
and free activities of Indians in other parts of the territory. This danger is fully realised not 
only Ity local ludians, but also, it appears, by politrqians in India. Resolution no. 17 of the 
East Africa Indian National Congress held at Nairobi ^n the 15th and 16th November. 19l9, 
was as follows : —

But the President of the Congress, in his letter, dated the iTth January, 1820, forwarding 
a copy of the proceedings so His Honour the Administrator ol the taugaujika territory, 
withdrew this Resolution in the following terms:— 

It may not ha out of place to meatton here that on .the advioo of po! t-ta! leaders from India and m fh* 
hope of sharing egnal rights and reapemsibilitiea with tho other feltow-ssbieots of His Majesty the 
King in Bast Aftita, Uganda, Zanzibar, and ex-German East Afnoa Protootorates my Congress Com- 
ajirtes has decided to refrain from atking any preferential trsatoent for Indians end ooiaapittt 
reservation of sx^GemAn East Africa for Indian ^obnisation , tide resolution no. 17, 

In Ay opinion, the position which the Indians here have taken up is right. ’’ In parti- 
cular, 1 venture to doubt whether it would be possible to claim prefsreaiM treatment for 
Indians in one part of the territory, and espuality of treatment everywhere else, as suggfiteS 
in paragraph 8 of the despatch of the 21st Augnst, 1919. Such a elaim would appear to 
‘'eonilict with the rights of other members of the League.of Nations. 

t 9/ finally, artiele 22 of the Covenant of the League of Nations requires that in the 
administrarioa of the territory there should be applied the priaoiple that the .well-being and 
•development ite peoples form a saored trust of otvOization. This is not a matter wijfti Which 
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I am directly concerned ; but it may perhaps be permitted to suggest that it would not be 
consistent with this principle to exclude the native peoples from part of the territory in order 
to form an InSian reserve. 

10. The Indiana with whom I have discussed the question in Dar-es-Salaam and 
elsewhere in the territory, would appear to endorse these views. They appreciate the« policy 
that the interests of the natives should come first, and they expect no more than equal 
opportunity with the nationals of other members of the League of Nations. Farther, they are 
generally of opinion that the vacant lands of the territory are not suitable for the settlement 
of Indian cultivators. 

11. In my opinion, Indiana only require equal opportunity to enable them to play an 
important part in the development of the territory. Indian traders, who with their families 
now number about 15,000, have penetrated to every corner of the country and practically 
monopolise the retail trade. The retail d<'aler8 are largely supplied by Indian merchan4a. 
And it is the pelicy of the Buropeaa firms whose representatives I have met, to work with the 
Indians and not against them, The door is open for the closest oommaicial relations between 
the territory and India. 

Again, the climate gives the Indian au undoubted advantage over the European in many 
walks of life. There will be many openings for Indians as professional men, engineers, 
clerks, and so on, both in private business and in Government service. 

Regarding agriculture and the development of the land, I am not prepared to di8sen|; 

. f rom*tlie considered opinion of the Administrator that small holders, whether white or coloured, 
face grave risk of disaster in this country where capital for the employment of native Iaboj% 
is esseatial. I wouli only make one reservation j and that is that Indian market gardeners, 
who, as I myself saw a Kilossa, are growing excellent vegetables, should be given reasonable 
opportunity for acquiring land for cultivation in the vicinity of towns and villages, instead of 
depending, as they now do, on short leases from natives or others, Apart from this, it is 
enough that Indians with capital have equal opportunity to acquire large estates. A Kilossa 
shopkeeper has already a eontrolling interest in an adjoining cotton estate ; and it is open to 
any Indian with sufficient capital to make similar investments. Later, when the dountry has 
developed, smaller holdings may become practicable ; and the Indian cultivator will then agaiu 
have equal opportunity. But the proposal to settle small cultivators in a ^eoial Indian 
reserve is, iu my opinion, unsouud both politically and economically ; and I recommend that 
it should now be dropped.

Despatch to 3i0iajesty'B Secretary of State for India no. 9, dated the IQlh 
February, 1921. 

We have the honour to refer to the correspondence ending with our despatch no, 35- 
Emigration, dated the 25th December, 1919, regarding the question of Indian coloniktiou in 
Tanganyika tenitory, formerly known as ^German East Africa. 

2. ’ The immediate issue raised iu your despatch no. lOl-Pnblio, dated the 'ilsb August, 
1919, was Lord Milner’s offer, conveyed iu Colonial Office letter no. 13721, dated the 4th 
April, 1919, to discuss the possibility of encouraging the settlement of Indians of a/ desirable 
class (preferably agrionlturists and ex-service men) in some part oE^ the territory. Lord 
Milner was unable at that time to commit himself to any 'definite policy j but he recognised 
that India, in view of her services in the war and on general grounds of Imperial policy, had 
a claim to consideration in the matter. It was assumed by you that the suggestion was that 
fiOT&e &rea or areas, sparsely inhabited hy natives but suitable for colonisaeion, would be set 
apart as a reserve where Indians could, practise their traditional methods of agrioulture nnder a 
system of small holdings. Tou recognised the need for previous examination of -"local 
conditions by a deputation of experts, but in view of the disturbed condition of the hOuntry 
and the probability of an admiaistratnve rediatribolipn of territory when the mandates wer« 
assign^ed, you considered that the despatch of any such deputation should be postponed, 
hfeanttile, however, you asked for ow general views on the following points i-~ 

( 1 ) whether from the point of view of India we regarded it ftS desirable and practi- 
j,, ■ cable to, attempt an pr^iised scheme olseltlement; ‘ 
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(2) how far asuitablo type >.£ agrieulturisf!, ex-seuh ® men or oth(«rs, would be aisferacted 
by the prospects of free ssltlement in the ttrriboiy so far as could Jba judged in 
the light of the information at present available as to its phy eieai ehaiaotsnsties 
and potentialities ; 

■(S) whether we should be prepared to encourage such colonisation and bow far we 
should be prepared to go in giving financial assistance. 

S. The Government of India referrel these questions to the Local Governments 
of the Provinces fiom which Eotllers would be most likely to go. Copies of our Com- 
merce Department’s letter No. fi25-D., dated the Iflih December, 1919, and of the replies 
of tl .0 Local Governments, aio appended to this despatch Sir Benjamin Eobertson 
also was requested fay ns, with the eonaaat of the Colonial OiHce, to break bis return 
journey from South Africa at Dar-es-Sakam and discuss the matter infomally with 
Bis Ezeellency the Governor of Tanganyika territory. A ehpy of his report, dated 
the 4th August, 1920, IS appended. It will be undei stood that Sir Benjamin Eobertsoa only 
stayed for a fortnight in Tanganyika territory, and the area which he was peisonally able to 
visit was comparatively small. His report, as be himself has insisted, should in no way he 
regarded as a substitute for the report of the deputation of experts, including Indian represen- 
tatives, which w* had contemplated. At the same time, we attach great importance to the 
views of Sir Benjamin Eobertson, who not only has long experience of agiieultural colonisa- 
tion in India itself, bub also has exceptional knowledge regarding the settlement of Indians 
overseas. 

4 The Local Governments, as we had anticipated, have found it difflealt to give a 
‘’satisfactory reply to the points referred to them without more detailed and definite informa- 
tion regarding agricultural conditions in tanganyika Territory. Provisionally, however, they 
are generally of opinion that agriculturists of the required type would not be attracted by the 
scheme, 

* The Government of the Central Provinces consider that the Central Provinces are nob 
likely to provide any appreciable number of colonists. 

•• The Government of Bihar and Orissa are of opinion that there is no prospect of inducing 
agriculturists to emigrate to Tanganyika teiritory from that province. 

The Madras Government say —

The Bombay Government) are unable, m lha material now Iwfore them, to express a 
delnito opiaioB. la particular, they consider it Msenlial that the politiaal and adminirtfatiW- 
qaestionB to whieh we referred in our despawh of the 25th Iteowbeni, 1^9-, should firs* bee- 
set|Iedi • • . 

6» Th« report of Sir Benjamin RohertsoB shows lhati ftea® ta^a serious pracMoal olb|es6ion* 
toany scheme of colonis^ion uaittt a system ef saill hMdw|s, It is true that the um 
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which he personally inspected was comparatively small, and it is not suggested that the difficul- 
ties enumerated by him would necessarily be encountered thoughout the the territory. But, 
on the information now before ns, it muso be admitted that there is, prima facie, reason to 
accept the view of the Tanganyika Administration that the country, in its present state of 
development, is not suited to the small settler. 

6 We are thus forced to this oondlasion. On the one hand, the replies of the Local 
Governments to our enquiries show that small Indian farmers are not likely at present to be 
attracted by the prospect of settlement in Tanganyika. On the other hand, we are informed 
that a system of small holdings will not be practicable in Tanganyika, at any rate until the 
country is more developed. In other words, for the present, at any rate, it would appear that 
the demand is only for large estates, and only large estates are likely to succeed. 

7, But, as Sir Benjamin Eobertson has emphasized, there is another aspect of the 
ease. On the one hand, we cordially agree that it would be contrary to the principles 
enunciated in article 22 of the Covenant of the League of Nations, to exclude the native 
peoples from part of the territory in order to form an Indian reserve. On the other hand, 
as you yourself suggested in your despatch of the ‘ilsi August, 1919, there is a danger that the 
reservation of an area for exclusive Indian settlement might be made a pretext for the 
imposition of restrictions on Indians in other parts of the territory. It might be argued with 
some speciousnaas that preferential treatment in one area implied differential treatment else- 
where. The concession of an Indian reserve might even be regarded as an admission of the 
principle of race-segregation. 

8, It appears from Sir Benjamin Bobertson’a report that the Indians who are already 
settled in Bast Africa, accept the view that the interests of the natives should be considered 
first ; and at the same time, on their own behalf, they ask for nothing more than equal righffs 
and equal opportunity with the nationals of other members of the League of Nations, Their 
position is ele|rly stated in a letter, dated the 19th January, 1920, from the Secretary of the 
British East Africa Indian Association to the Honourable Mr. K, K, Chanda, which was 
published in the Indian Press 

We Jeel that by olaiming ‘ special ’ treatmont in ft psftieulai; place we shall forfeit out claim for ‘ egual ’ 
treatment everywhere What we want is equal treatment in. both Bast and South Africa, and in 
fact throughout the British Empire. By asking lor speolal treatment in German Bast Africa we 
shall be violating the fundamental pnnoipla which we have all along been ligbilag for, namely, 
that there ahall be no differentiation in the treatment meted out to various ssotioue of Eis Majesty's 
subjects." 

9, The terms of the Mandate for German East Africa, which was forwarded to us with 
letter no. J, & P.-1621, dated the 1st April, 1920, from your Assistant Secretary, Judicial 
and Public department, guarantees equal treatment for the nationals of all members of the 
League of Nations. This guarantse was specifically confirmed by Lord Milner’s assurance, 
conveyed in Colonial Office letter No. 1586— 20,' dated the 12th April, 1920, that " Indian 
settlers in the territory will be treated on a footing of complete equality with other settlers, 
and that no discrimination will be made in their disfavour,” If this guarantee is respected, 
in spirit as well as inletter, the claims of the Bast African Indians will be satisfied, 

10, We agree with Sir Benjamin Eobertson that the position which the East African 

Indians have taken up is right ; and we believe that it will be generally supported by public 
opinion throughout India. We have opposed, and will continue to oppose, unfair discrimination 
against our nationals overseas. We desire no discrimination in their favour. We ask for no 
more than equal rights. We can be satisfied with nothiugjess. i 

11, It follows that we accept Sir Benjamin Eobettson’s recommendation that the pro- 
posal to settle small cultivators in an Indian reserve should be dropped. i^There will 'bo no 
need, therefore, for us to send a deputation of experts to examine local oondiliousv and select 
an area for Indian colonisation. At the same time, we trust that no obstoole will Replaced 
in the way of Indians who may wish to acquire land ou the same footing as the nationals of 
oSher jaembers of the League of Nations. Wc are iafonftafi by Sir Benjamin Eobertson that 
the Intention of the local authorities is first to sell by auction the existing German estates, 
which are now leased to contractors and afterwards to rdieuate vacant Orhwu lands from time 
to time, as occasion offers. Sir Benjafflia Eobertsou was assured by His &»elleney the 
Governor that the same opportunity would be given fO fi^ian purUhaser# 'US to pureha^ 
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of other nationalities. We would also ask that we should be given ample notice of such sales, 
to enable US to answer enquiries from intendiag purchasara who are resident in India, and 
akoto encourage colonisation, should wa so desire, on the lines snggeste I by the Punjab 
Government. 

12. We would also request that the attention of the local authorities should bo invited 
to Sir Benjamin Robertson's recommendation that Indian market gardeners shoultl be given 
reasonable opportunity for acquiring land for ouUivation in the vicinity of towns and 
villages, instead of depending, as they now do, on short least's from natives or others. It is 
understood that the transfer of land from natives to non-natives is ordinarily prohibited, but 
may be permitted, ux accordance with article 7 of the Mandate, with the provions consent 
of the public authorities. We would suggest that it should be represented to the authorities 
that consent in such cases should not, without good reason, bo withheld. 

13 In CO elusion, we must refer once more to the point which we urged in our despatch 
of the 2oth December, 1919, that admiuisbrafcive conditions m Tanganyika territory should 
he such as to aSord an absolute guaratiteo that Indians will stand on a footing of unquestioned 
equality with other settlers, 'of whatever nationality. The Mandate guarantees economic 
equality, but, as we undeistaud, makes no provision lor political equ.ility. On the contrary, 
article 11 of the. Mandate authorises the Mandatory to constitute the territory into an 
administrative union with the adjacent territories under his own sovereignty or control. In 
view of recent events, we may qierhaps be pardoned if we regard with grave misgiving the 
possibility of administrative union with the adjacent territory of Kenya Colony, If there 
is no political equality, wo fear that even the guarantee of economic equality may prove to 
be illusory. Expeiienoe elsewhere has shown how easy it is to subvert nominal equality by 
administrative action. Wo need only recall the exciaiion of Indians from the uplands of 
Kenya “ as a matter of administrative convenience." As the Government of Bombay have 
expressed it, in their letter no, 12267, dattd Ae 8th December, 1920, which is appended to 
this despatch : —

14t. In onr despatch of the 25tb December, 1919, we suggested the desirability of 
associating representatives of the Government of India in tbe preliminary discussions 
receding the system of administration to be set up in the territoiy. But Lord Milner 
mpHfid, in Colonial OSice letter no. 1796—1920, dated the 6th March, 1920, that as the 
system of administration had already been settled, our proposal could not usefully be 
considered. We understand, however, from a subsequent letter from tbe Colonial Office, 
no. 16886- 20, dated the 12th April, 1920, that Imrd Milner referred only to the organisation 


territory. We may say heie that we fully recognise that the well-being and development of 
the native peoples should, under the conditions of the Mandate, be the first principle of the 
administration of the territory. And we may perhaps Add that Sir Benjamin Robertson 
was convinced by his expetieuee in East Africa that it was not desirable, during the period of 
tptelf^, that the Government should in any way be controlled by alien settlers, of whatever 
nationality! At the same time, our interests in Tanganyika territory both actual and

We regard it as esseotial that there should be adequate safeguards against the develop* 
ment of a system of government, which might be apathetic, or even hostile, to our legitimate 
aspirations We must, therefore, repeat our request that we should be consulted, la 
paragraph 29 of our despatch, dated the 2l8t October, 1920, regarding the position of Indians 
in Kenya Colony, we referred to the suggestion that a Royal Commission should be appointed 
to consider the whole question of the adminisfcratioji of the East African territories. The 
future form of government in Tanganyika territory would naturally be among the matters 
referred to such a Commission. We would again urge that a Commission should be appointed, 
and should include representatives of the Government of India, We would again submit 
that it is not possible to arrive at a statesmanlike solution of the East African question 
without full consideration of all the interests involved and full knowledge of the facts. 

Ordbeed that a copy of the above resolution be forwarded to all Local Governments 
and Admiitistrations and that it be published in the Supplement to the Gazette of India.

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as hereinafter defined, but tbs grantee, his heirs or successors, will 
be liable for payment of all other G-overnment demands, rates, 
assessments, and other dues whatsoever on the holding. After two 
generations the Local Government will assess such rent as it may 
think fit but not so as to assess a higher rate than the one prevail- 
ing on similar land in the same neighbourhood under the current 
settlement. 

II.— The holding shall be heritable by the following heirs or successors 
of the grantee in the following order and by no other <— 

(1) Male descendants from the said grantee in the diieot main line 

whether they be sons, asai, kamasal or adopted. 

(2) Widows for their lifetime so long as they reside on the holding. 

Explamtion I. — The widow will include a ‘ dhanti ’ wife. 

II.— A widow remarrying or taking up residence with a ‘dhant ’ as his 
‘ dhanti ’ shall forfeit her right in the holding, 

(3) A daughter’s husband who has lived with his father-in-iaw during 

the life-time of the father-in-law (gharjawain). 

III.— Such heirs or successors shall render by equal half yearly payments 
at the office of the patwari or at such other place as the Deputy 
Commissioner shall determine, all such rents, demands, rates, assess- 
ments, and other dues as may be assessed on the holding at such 
dates as may be from time to time fixed for the payment of Gov- 
ernment rent. Any arrears of such rents, demands, rates, assesss- 
ments, and other dues shall be recoverable as an arrear of land re- 
venue. 

IV. — The holding may not be transferred by the grantee, his heirs or 

successors, and alienation of the holding by way .of sale, mortgage, 
gift, lease or any other transfer what^soever shall bo void. Should 
a grantee, his heirs or successors, transfer the holding or any part 
thereof or cease to cultivate it for six months thereby deserting the 
holding the holding will lapse to Government. When the holding 
is deemed to have lapsed, the case will bo reported to the Com- 
missioner of the Eumaun division whoso decision will be final. 

V. -— On the death of the grantee, his heirs or successors without any 

successor entitled under the conditions of this grant to succeed to 
this holdiog, or on a widow who has succeeded to the holding 
ceasing to reside upon it or forfeiting her right in it, the holding 
will lapse to Government. Jn the event of any dispute as to 
whether any person is entitled to succeed to the holding as heir 
or supoessoE or a^ to whether a widow who has succeeded to tho 
holding has ceased to reside upon it or has forfeited her right on it, 
the case will be reported to the Oommissionor of the Kumaun divi- 
sion whose decision will bp dual 

VI. — The grantee, his heirs or successors, as defined in this instrument 

shall be entitled to en|oy the estate forests end reserved fosMts in 
which the estate has rights and oonoessions in aopordanco with tho 

directions of the Deputy Oowmissioner, whow deoistoa will be final, 

subject only to review by the Ooffimlsaioaer, 

YII.— The granteOi hia heirs or svwoeasop, m 4sfihed in Ihis ioitrament shall 
be eotilled to u^e such rivers, streaiBS, taa&s, lakes, wells, springs. 
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and other sources of water as mry be on the estates in accordance 
with the directions of the Dtpnty Corauaissioner. Orders passed 
by the Deputy- Ooi-nini.sionor as to the extent to which and the 
manner in -which such light sliouid be exercised will be final subject 
to review by the Commissioner. 

VIII. — On being admitted to the holding the grantee will receive a sum of 
Bs, 300 in cash for coastruotion of such buildings as may be neces- 
sary for the purposes of the bolding Ihe Deputy Commissioner 
will decide what buildings aie necessary for the purposes of the 
holding and on what site thej ought to be erected. The order of

performed them in any such e.".SQ it shall be k vful for the Secretary 
of State, notwithstanding the waiver of any previous cause or right 
of re-entry, to enter into an i upon the said holding and the build- 
ings to bo erected as aforesaid or any pari: thereof in the name of 
the whole a*d to repossess, retain, and enjoy the same as if this 
grant bad not been made : and the Secretary of State doth hereby 
covenant that the grantee, his heirs or successors, paying the Gov- 
ernment rents, demands, rates taxes, assessments, and other dn?3 
hereby reserved and performing and observing the covenants and 
conditions herein contained apd on his part to he performed and 
observed shall or may peaceably and quietly possess and enjoy the 
said holding -without any lawful mjierruption or disturbance by the 
Secretary of ptate or any person qr persons lawfully claiming under 
him.

Obsebvations. — In 1914 the management of the Agrioultnral College was 
vested, under the Local Q-overnmeab, in a governing body consisting of—

(2) The Director of Publio Instruction. 

(3) to (5) Three gentlemen nominated by Goverament, of whom one must 

be a landowner in Oudh and another a landowner in Agra. 

(6) The Principal 6f the College. 

(7) and (8) The Heads of the Chemical and Biological sides of the college. 

(9) and (10) Two Senior Deputy Directors. 

(11) and (12) Two nominees of the Upper India Chamber of Oomineroe. 

The duty of the gove ning body was to deal with admissions to the college, 
fees, grants of scholarships, the ourriculum of the college, holidays and such other 
matters of internal administration as might be put before it. 

The Governor acting with his Ministers has decided that certain alterations 
are needed in the composition of the governing body and has decided that it shall 
be composed as follows : — 

(1) The Director of Agriculture, President. 

(2) The Director of Public Instruction. 

(3) The Principal of the college ■{. 

(4) and (6) Two nominees of the Legislative Council. 

(6) One noui'nee of the Government. 

(7) One nominee of the Upper India Chamber of Commerce. 

(8) One nominee of the United Provinces Chamber of Commerce. 

(9) One nominee of the British Indian Association. 

(10) One nominee of the Agra Zamindars’ Association. 

' (11) One nominee of the United Provinces Zamindars’ Association, MuzaSar- 
nagar. 

The Principal of the college will be the Secretary of the governing ~Body. 
The duties of the governing body will for the present continue to be the same as 
laid down in 1914, until the question of affiliating the college to the University 
has been decided by the Government, The term of appointment of members will 
be for two years. *

EBSOLUTION. 

Police department. 

Batei Allahabad, the'lsi April, 1921. 

The report of the Civil Police Committee appointed under 
a. 0. no. 1172/VIIl7~302, dated the 24th July, 1919, has been con- 
aidered by the Local Government, and is now published for general 
ijjformation. The report is the result of the comprehensive survey by 
a r^resentative committee of tbe distribution, organization, strength, 
and conditions of service of the Civil Police Force of these provinces 
and the detailed recommendations comprised in it cover an extensive 
ield. Government agree generally with the conclusions of the oom- 
Eoittee, and the Inspector-General of ifolice is being ashed to draw up a 
scheme for giving practical effect, at circumstances permit, to the 
numerous recommendations of the report. Effect has already been 
given to the most important 'of the committee’s proposals. This was 
the proposal for substantial increases in pay aud allowances to all ranks 
from inspectors downwards- The revised rates were accepted with 
effect from 1st April, 1920, and were announced in notification 
no. 1771/Vin— '302, dated the Ifife October, 1920, and in notification 

. 82 ® ’ , 
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no. 2216/VIII— 302, dated the 31st December, 1920 Only in regard 
to inspectors were tbe oomixiittee’s recommendations modified. It 
was finally decided to place inspectors in four grades from Bs. 180 to 
Es. 300 instead of in five grades from Rs. 175 to Rs. 360. The total 
cost of the revision of pay, including all branoho } of the force, amounts 
to nearly 34 lakhs of rupees. This however will Lo discounted by a 
considerable saving in recurring expenditure on the armed police and 
ohaukidar force when the future re-organization is completed. 

2. The new scale of allowances provides that constables who 
attain to a certain degree of literacy, which will in the mam be ganged 
by their ability to read and write, will receive an extra allowance of 
Rs. 3 per mensem. No limit of numbers is prescribed in regard to 
eligibility for this allowance, and Government are prepared to see it 
extended to every member of tbe force ifrho can qualify for it. It is 
hoped that this inducement will help to raise the general standard of 
education and efficiency. 

8. Government are also prepared to provide funds to carry out 
the committee’s recommendations in regard tp viiliigo ebankidars iti 
anticipation Of the proposals to reduce tbe strength of this branch of 
the force. These proposals for reduction in stieugth can only be carried 
out gradually, but in the meantime the grant for rewards will be 
raised from Rs. 26,640 to Rs. 1,20,390, and there will be no deductions 
from pay on account of uniform, which will bo piovided free w’ith efioct 
from Ist April, 1923. It is estimated that the acceptanco of these 
recommendations will cost an extia 3 lakhs of iiipees per annum, so 
long as the strength of the chaukidar forco remains at its present 
level. 

4. It is loeogniKod that oven a eomprehensivo report like this 
under review can only mark a stage, though an important st.ige, in the 
continuous devoiopmonfe and improvement of the Provincial Police I^’orce. 
The police must be kept constantly abreast of wiodorn conditions, as 
the provinces develop and expand, and finality cannot bo achieved at a. ^ 
bound. 

6. In conclusion the Governor in Cou'noil desire to record their 
appreciation of the thoroughness with which the committee hai 
cairiod out its laborious task, and to acknowk%e the great value of 
the lesults which have been achieved.

CONTBOL i;»D BEVBLOPMBNT' OF CIVIL AVIATION IN INDIA. 


RESOLUTION. 

The following letter is published for general information: — 

Letter from Mr G A- Innes, O.I E., I.G 8., Secretary to the Government of India, department 
of Gomtnerce, to all Local Governments and Administrations, no, 2068, dated the 8th 
March, 1921. 

1 AM directed to address you on the subject of the policy adopted by the Government 
of India for the control and development of civil aviation in India. Under rule 3 and item 
5 (b) of Part I of Schedule I of the Devolution Rules published in the notification of the 
Government of India— Reforms Office no, 308-8., dated the 16th December, 1920 — aircraft 
and all matters connected therewith are declared to be a central subject. Tne Government of 
India are of opinion that it is necessary for thorn to retain the sole power of legislating with 
regard to or regulating such matters as the entry of aircraft: into India, the navigation of 
aircraft over particular areas, possession and registration of aircraft, air traffic, the licensing 
of aircraft personnel, the inspection and licensing of landing-grounds, crimes committed on 
aircraft including air-trespass, and the investigation of aircraft accidents. They also consider 
that they should retain the control over main air routes and of any mail or public transport 
companies operating upon them. They do not, however, wish to prevent or discourage Local 
Governments and Administrations from doing what they may desire to do for the development 
of civil aviation within the boundaries of their own respeotiva jurisdictions, and it is for this 
reason that in the nitifieation of the Government of India, department of Commerce, 
no. 1702, dated the 5th March, l92l, a declaration has been made under item 5 1 of the list ,of 
Provincial 8 objects in Part II of Schedule I of the Devolution Rules, to the effect that 
matters relating to the survey of minor air routes, lying wholly within a single province, and tp 
the provision, maintenance, and management of flying services, aerodromes and lauding-plaoes 
for aircraft on such routes are of a merely local nature within the province concerned. The 
effect of this declaration is to make the matters specified provincial subjects, 

2. The functions of the Government of India in respect of civil aviation as explained 
in the preceding paragraph may be summarised as (a) the general regulation of air traffic and 
(6) the control of mam air routes. Air traffic is at present legulated under the Indian Aircraft 
Act, 1911, and the Indian Aircraft Rules, 1920, and the question of amending both the Act 
and the Rules so as to bring them more into accordance with modern requirements is now 
engaging the attention of the Government of India. A separate commanioatioa will be 
addressed to you on this subject in due course, and I am now to explain the steps which. th§ 
Government of India propose to take in connection with the development of main air routes. 

The preparation of an air route for constant use involves not only the cons- 
Iruetion of landing grounds at all important places on the route and of intermediaoe 
emergency landing grounds at frequent intervals, but also the provision of meteorological 
information to b® available for the use of airmen at every stage of the . route and, 
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and flares. This is the bare minimum neoessary to make the use of a route safe, and 
tlie Government of -India do not at present propse to go beyond this. They will leave the 
provision of accommodation for machines and of arrangements for repairs and the supply 
of fuel, oil, etc., to private enterprise. The cost of equipping a route with these minimum, 
requirements must, however, necessarily be considerable and any attempt at once to 
undertake the construction of main routes in all parts of India would involve prohibitive 
expenditure. The Government of India have, therefore, decided that when funds can he 
made available the main trunk route from Rangoon to Bombay md Galentta and 
Allahabad, the cost of preparing which has been roughly estimated at about Es. 27 lakhs, 
should in the first instance be laid out. The route between Bombay and Calcutta wA 
Allahabad has been preferred to the direct route in order that the Allahabiid-Calcutta section 
may be utilised if and when becomes necessary to extend the trunk route to Karachi. The 
Pmngoon-Calcutta section of this route will first be taken up, and as any section is completed 
tenders will be invited for an air mail service on it. 

4. The Government of India regret that they are not in a position at present to 
allot any funds for the purpose of establishing this air route, nor can it bo judged when they 
will be able to do so. No further steps should, therefore, bo taken for tlio present m the 
matter of acquiring grounds on the Rangoon-Bombay route, thougii estimates called for should 
be submitted, so that reasonably accurate estimates of the cost of this route may be available 
when required. 

5. Meanwhile the Government of India, as has alioady been explained, do not wish 
to stand in the way of any scheme for the development of air routes within tho boundaries of 
any individual province. A map is under preparation (copies of which will be forwarded 
in due course) showing the location of main and emergency landing-grounds on tho Rangoon- 
Bombay route as at present proposed and of Royal Air force grounds which are available for 
use by civil aviatois. This map will, it is hoped, bo of assibUnce to Local Governments 
which may wish to lay out air routes connecting with tho main Indian fcmnk route, within the 
boundaries of their own respective jurisdiolions. I am, however, to observe that though the 
provision, maiatenaneo, and management of flying Servioos, aerodromes, and landing-grounds 
within a province have been declared to be provincial subjects, it has been decided — 

(L) that no expenditure on an air loute e.\ccpt expenditure in connection with 
preliminary survoys shall be incurred by any provincial Govemmout until 
the lay-out of tho route has been approved by tho Government of India ; 

(2) that no public transport service shall ho established on a provincial air route 

unless the conditions on which such service is to be maintained have been 
^ approved; and 

(3) that provincial Governments must comply ivith the directions of tho Govern- 

ment of India as to the maiutenaiieo of approved routes and the operation of 
approved air transport services. 

In all these matters which are reserved for the control of tho Government of India the 

Government of India will ordinarily be guided by the advice of the Air Board. The intention i* 

that the Air Board should be required to advise on the teohnioal details of aay scheme proposed. 

Dor instance, it will advise that approval should ba refused to a route on which emergency 
landing-grounds are, in its opinion, not proposed at safSeiently frequent intervals or on which 
tlia grounds proposed are of inadequate size or have dangerous approaches. Similarly, under (2)

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4. A detailed statement as to the locality where the property to be restored was left by 
the owner, or, in the case of real property or business undertakings, a statement of the 
locality in which such property or undertakings was situated. 

Applications should be signed by the applicant, under whose signature a justice of the 
peace, barrister or commissioner for oaths should certify — 

(а) That the applicant is well known to him, 

(б) That the signature is the signature of the applicant. 

The person so certifying shall give his description and address. 

Such a certificate shall be regarded as sufficient proof of the authenticity of the applicant’s 
signature. 

Alternatively, the application shall be accompanied by a statutory declaiation, declared 
before a justice of the peace or a commissioner for oaths by the applicant, to the effect that 
he is the owner of the property in question. In any special case, such as that of inheritance, 
m which the ownership of the property has been altered since the taking effect of the excep- 
tional war measure, the German authority shall, in addition to the certified application, be 
entitled to call for produetiou of a statutory declaration setting out the title to the property of 
the claimant. 

Abtiole 3. 

Where any prohibition or restriction exists upon the exportation from Germany of 
British property detained in Germany during the war, a lioenoe to export such property, free 
of all oonditioas , shall be issued by the competent German authority immediately upon 
application by the British Office through the “ Eeiehsministermm fur Wiedoraufbau.'’ 

Aeticle 4. 

Claims by private persons in respect of expenses incurred in maintenance, safe-keeping, 
and administration of British property in Germany will be settled in the following ways : the 
property in question shall bp restored immediately upon application by the owner, free of 
any private lien in connection wish such expenses; — 

(ffl) In the ease of claims constituting debts within the scope of the Clearing Office the 
British Clearing Office will guarantee to credit to the German Clearing Office such biimib as 
may be admitted or found due, without taking advautage of the exceptions contained in 
paragraph (&j of article 296 and paragraph 4 of the Annex thereto. 

(&) Claims in respect of the period up to the lOth January, 1920, not.falliag within the 
scope of the Clearing Offices will be met by the German Government under paragraph (i) 
of article 297. Any amounts admitted or found due from British nationals by the Mixed 
Arbitral Tribunal, to whose decision they shall in case of dispute be submitted, in respect of 
such claims will be credited to the German Government in the account relating to German 
property, rights, and interests. 

(c) Claims in respect of the period after the 10th January, 1920, if not admitted by the 
owner, will be submitted for decision to the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal, and the British Clearing 
Office will guarantee payment of any amounts admitted or found due from British nationals 
by the Tribunal. 

The obligation of the German Government under article 2 and the present article to 
restore property free of any private lien shall not apply to any property in respect of which the 
British Office declines to apply the provisions of the present article. 

' ^ Aetiole 5. 

A statement of the condition of the property, rights or interests restored shall be drawn 
Dp in writing in quadruplicate at the time of restitution and signed by the German adminis- 
trator, liquidator or supervisor (as the case may be) a representative of the German Statq 
Department (“ Landeszentralbehprde’’) and the owner | one copy to be retained by the owner, 
one by the State Department, one by the administrator, liquidator or supervisor, and one t^ be 
transmitted by the State Department to the British Office in Berlin, 

Astiom 6. 

'Without prejudice to the rights of His Majesty’s Government or the owner under 
p4r»gw»phs8 and 13 of thg Annes to section ^-of Part X of the Treaty ot Tersfflles, doHVeiy 
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o£ the doouments referred to under article 13 of the Annex relating to property, rights, and 
interests falling within article 297(ffl) shall not ordinarily be required until the restitution of 
the property, rights or interests. Nevertheless the final report of the liquidator, administrator 
or supervisor and any farther summary information required by the owner shall be handed or 
sent to him at his request at any time, whether before or after application for restitution, and 
he shall be given free access to all the documents referred to above. Where property has been 
completely liquidated all the documents shall be handed to the British national concerned, or to 
his representative, or if so desired by him, gent to him or to such person as he may ^rect, at 
his expense and risk immediately upon hia application by the Landesfentraibehorde, or the 
Eeiohsministerium . 

Asticle 7. 

In all relations vpith the German authorities under the preceding articles British 
nationals may aos personally or through the British Clearing OfSce or other authorised agent. 

If the British Clearing Office is appointed agent to act on behalf of a British national, it shall 
furnish the German OEBoe with a certificate to that effect. Delivery to the British Clearing 
office or other authorised agent shall be equivalent to delivery to the owner. 

AEflOLE 8. 

In BO far as it is not otherwise expressly agreed by j the claimant, the signature by the 
claimant or Ms agent to any kind of document in connection with the restitution to him 
direct of his property, rights or interests, whether affixed before or after the signing of this 
Agreement, shall in no way prejudice any right to compensation which the claimant may hawe 
under the provisions of the Treaty of Versailles. 

Aeticle 9, 

Any entries in Public Registers and Land Registers necessary in order to eff'eot, complete 
or validate the restitution of property, rights or interests referred to in this Agreement to the 
British national ooneerned, will be made by the German authorities without delay and free 
of cost, in accordance with the provisions of the local law. 

Abticeb 10. 

Claims by British nationals for compensation under article 297/'e } may, notwithstanding 
their notification to the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal, be submitted through the British Office in 
Berlin to the German authorities concerned for the purpose of effecting settlement of the 
claims by agreement, and the State Department concerned may transmit to the British Office 
the terms of settlement proposed by them in respect of anj claim. If a settlement is arrived 
at as a result of negotiations thus originated, the German Government shall transmit to the 
British Office in Berlin a consent to such settlement, which shall be submitted to the Mixed 
Arbitral Tribunal for formal judgment. 

Ahtiole 11. 

The British Government will be prepared, on application through the German Office in 
London, to release from the charge established under the Treaty of Peace household furniture 
and effects, personal belongings and family souvenirs , and implements of trade belonging to 
German nationals, with the exception of articles of special value, up to an amount of £500 in * 
addition to the amount of the charges for their conservation and insurance incurred after the 
4 ith August, 1914, and up to the date of their release, in any case where the competent German 
authority certifies that the income of the applicant does not exceed the equivalent of £400 a 
year at current rate of exchange. The value of the property to be rele^ed, unless otherwise 
agreed, shall be determined by a licensed valuer to be appointed bf the British Gleaming Office 
and the charge for such valuation shall be|paid by the owner of the property prior to its release. 
Applications for such release must be made wilWa a period of six months from tiia ratification ’’ 
of ^is Agreement. , 

Subject to the right of the British authorities to refuse permission in any particular^ ease, 
and to the laws for the Wng itt force, Gernfin aatiosah will be pemteted, on requbs-t 
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conveyed to the British Clearing Offiae, to bid at any sale by auction of their property in the 
United Kingdom, The date of any sale of property in respeot of which such a request is made 
shall be notified to the German Office. 

Abticlb 12. 

Property released under the provisions of the first paragraph of the preceding article 
will be placed at the disposal of the claimant, or the German Office in London, upon payment 
of any expenses incurred by the British authorities, and of any other charges on the property, 
notwithstanding the fact that such charges or expenses may constitute debts within the meaning 
of article 296. 

Article 13. 

The British Clearing Office will furnish the German Office in London fwith summaries 
in respect of German property, rights, and interests liquidated in the United Kingdom. 

The existing books of account of German businesses liquidated in the United Kingdom, 
or other parts of the British Enpire above referred to, except where they have been transferred 
to the purchaser of a business, will be preserved and ultimately handed to the German 
authorities, in the meantime the former German owner will be permitted access tb the said 
books on payment of any incidental expenses, and where such books ace in the custody of a 
purchaser, an endeavour will be made to procure access thereto for the former German owner 
on the like terms. 

The British Clearing Office will also furnish summary particulars, if in its possession, 
of the results of sales by auction or tender and also summary particulars of property registered 
with the British custodian in individual cases at the request of the German Office in London. 

Article 14. 

Where property, rights or interests of German nationals or the proceeds thereof, not 
being debts within article 296, are or have been released from the charge created under 
section 4 of part X, the German Office in London will be notified by the British Clearing 
Office and the property or proceeds will not be accounted for through the Clearing Offices. 

Article 15. 

This Agreement shall be ratified, and the ratifications shall be exchanged at London 
as soon as possible. Pending the ratification, both parties shall bring into application the 
provisions of the Agreement, so far as it is possible to apply tbem administratively, it 
being understood, however, that the actual release of German property from the charge 
established under the Treaty of Peace, provided for in article 11, will not take place until 
after ratification. 

In witness whereof the undersigned, duly anthorised by their respective Governments, 
have signed the present Agreement and have affixed thereto their seals.

RESOLUTION. 

In vjew.of reoenfc and nmnerous oompUinfcs that fee policy of reserTing 
civil forests in the hill pattis of Kuinaun is causing hardship to the villagers, it 
was recently announced in the Legislative Council by the Honourable Home 
Member that the Governor in Council intends to appoint a committee to enquire 
into these grievances. This policy was initiated not with a view to exploiting 
these forests at the expense of Kuraaun, but primarily with the object of preserv- 
ing for fpture generations valunblo forests which, unless properly managed and 
controlled, were likely to be completely ruined. 

In appointing the piomised committee, the Governor in Council has had to 
bear in mind that the committee will have to tour over a large area of hilly 
country in order to verify how far the complaints are justified, and that in view 
of the promise given about ntar it is expedient to out down the committee to the 
lowest possible number* He has therefore decided to appoint a committee of 
three members only. Mr. P. Wyndham, c i.E., o.B.E., Commissioner of Kumaun, 
y?ill be President, and the other two members will be Thakur Jodh Singh B. 
Negi, M.t, 0., and Mr. R. G. Marriott, Deputy Conservator of Forests. 

The committee will enquire into the grievances of the residents of the 
Kumaun hill patiis regarding the policy instituted in ispi of reserving civil 
forests -and will report to the Goverumantt what modiftoations of that policy 
or of rules or reservations made in accord ince with that, policy appear to he 
^esirftbla.

RESOLUTION. 

With ihe approval of His Majesty’s Secretary of State for India, the Government of 
India under Public Works Deparlment Resolution no. 08-E.A., dhted the 24th November, 
1916, appointed a Committee to enquire into and report generally upon the organisation and 
the system of administration of the Buildings and Roads branch of the Public Works Depart- 
ment. Under their terms of reference the Committee were requi'-ed to report whether the 
methods at present adopted for the execution of cipil works are economical aad suitable for 
the purpose for which they were devised, and to state what modification of the orgacisation 
of the staff of the Public Works Department is necessary to meet the ohaiges raoomtaenda 1 
by them. 

The main recommendation made by the Committee is contained in paragraph 18 of 
Chapter III of their report and is as fellows. “It should be the dtolaied policy iu India to 
transfer puUio works, excluding irrigation, from the Pubho Works Dapartineut, to local 
bodies.’’ The Committee considered that the important advantages gained by the change 
would be to give to local bodies a considerable share in settling the lines of dovolopmoiit of 
the traits for which they are responsible, ani would bring piibli j works into proper relation 
with the district and divisional administrations, 

2. The Governmeut of India have since referred the repo: t of the Committee to all local 
Governments for consideration, and note wiih satisfaction that the eonsoii.sas of opinion is in 
favour of the transfer recommended. At tho same time they observe that, in regard to Ihe 
manner in which works should be transferred and the e.xtoub and nature of tmdr. I which 
ehonld be exercised over local bodies, the views of local Governments aro by no means elike. 

3. Iu accordance with the rules male under Section 45A of the Government of India 
Aob, 1V19, public works excluding inigation are mainly transferred aad tho Government of 
India are, therefore, not concerned with tho agency by which the bulk of these works thould bo 
executed or what control shtuld be e.xercised over this agency. 

Moreover they recognise that tho widely divergent conditions in oaeh province render it 
impossible that any scheme should be prepared which would bo suitable in ail eircumstaaecs. 
They are, however, fully eonvinoed that the proposed transfer is sound in principle and is 
desirable in order to promote local self-government in India. The educative results to Icaal 
bodies of thtir responsibility for public works will be valuable in themseivo'*, auJ tho respon- 
sibilities in regard to the execution of the works will stimulate local interest in their- initiation 
and progress, and in the development of the locality on self-governing principles, fhe system 
gives effect to the icoommendations of the Decentralisation Commission, and, coincides with 
the advice offered by the Puhlio Services Commission that the Public W\)rk8 Department 
should confine iteelf to work which cannot satisfactorily be discharged by private agency or 
by means of district boards and municipaSities. The localisation of public works, subject to 
the control of the Local Government Board, is a recognised feature of the system of local 
Government in England. The system has also been adopted on a considerable scale in Madras 
with notable suoeeas, and has passed through the experimental stage in some other provinces. 

4 In recommending the proposal of the Fnblio Works Department Reorganization 
Committee to local Governments for adoption the Government of India desire to bring to 
their notice certain poiuts of major importance and of general application. It will probably 
not be possible to ask local bodies to assume these new responsibilities without giving ftem 
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adequate financial assistance and. efficient help and advice in technical matters. In the 
majority of oases it will, therefore, be necessary to grant to local bodies an assignment to 
cover the cost of the maintenance of works transferred to them and the-coet of the additional 
establishments involved. Such assignments would of course be subject to periodical revision 
and the amounts fixed should suffice to cover the cost of suoh new woiks as may be ur.dertaken 
by the local bodies on their own initiative in consequence of the new responsibilities conferred 
on them. For the construction of new works on behalf of Government definite allotments 
to cover tbe cost of each new n oik should be made. 

As regards technical assistance it is considered essential that there should be established 
a Government service of Inspectors of Works who would be qualified engineers of sufficient 
experience and standing to assist and guide professionally the operations of the Ircal bodies. 
This service should be organize! on a provincial basis and wbuld be controlled by local 
Governments. I’he duties of the Inspectors of Works, whr wunll 'act as technical advisers 
to local bodies and to the Commissioner, would, it is thought, in the first instauee, best be 
oairied out by superintending engineers of the Public Works Department. Pending the 
development of the scheme these officers would generally be required to exercise a eerfain 
measure of technical control over local bodies cr their engineering staff; they should also be 
responsible for the technical criticism of plans and estimates assisting in their preparation^ 
end should also undertake the inspection of works in progress. 

5. Tie extent of the transfer of public works to local bodies is rea'ric'ed by the extent 
to which it is necessary for the Government to retain control in itk own bands. Cer'ain items, 
e. g, Famine Relief and the residences of Governors of Provinces, are reserved subjects, and 
though it would he permissible for locil Governments ti arrange with local bodies for the 
execution of the^e works, it would obviously be necessary, if this were done, for the 
local Governments to reserve to themselves certain powers to ensure that the work was executed 
in accordance with their instructions. Roads and other communications declared by tbe 
Governor General in Conneil to be of military importance are subject to such conditions sa 
regards control over construction and maintanarce and intidenee of special expenditure- 
connected therewith as may be preset ibod by him. These works may only be transferred to- 
Iceal bodies with ihe consent of the Government of India. Further, though local Govern- 
ments will have full power to hand over to local bodies all public works included 
under the beading of transferred subjects, they will undoubtedly find it necessary to exercise 
a certain measure of control over these bodies in order to protect the interests of the public, 
and to insure that no deterioration shall be allowed to take place in tbe standard of public 
works in the provinces, Lastly, with the transfer of funds to local bodies tbe local Goverr- 
ment remains responsible for the proper check of the expenditure of public money and for the 
audit of accounts. 

6. lu order satisfactorily to discharge their responsibilities in these matters, and to 

secure the requisite measure of control the Government of In iia consider that local Govern- 
ments would be well advised to fix the cadres on which district and assistant engineers may 
be loyed by district boards and the scales of emoluments that may be drawn by them, and 
to lay downmeh standaids of qualifioations as will ensure that engineers of the necessary 
training and ability only are engaged.. It is suggested t*>at subscription to a provident fund 
on terms to be decided by the local Government should be an invariable eondit'on of employ- 
ment. It will probably be necessary to reserve some measure of eoutrol over the appointment 
and dismissal of these officers including the power te require tbe removal of a district pt 
assistant engineer who in the opinion of the local Government is unfit to h >ld his 
appointment. ^ 

The Inspectors of Works, who would he Government servants serving under a Chief 
Engineer, would have access to the advice of tbe architectural, sanitary and electrical specialists, 
and should be required to give professional approval to all plars and estimates for works of a 
certain importance. They should, it is considered, be empowered to attend in an advisory 
capacity all meetings of distr'eb boards at which questions affecting public works are discussed, 
and it should be their duty to represent to the authority responsible for the control of district 
■ boards snich matters in respect of public works which in their opiuton should be brought to their 
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notice. Local Governments will probably deem it desirable to consider the extent to which it 
is necessaiy foi them to reset ve [wweis to suspend or cancel the resolutions of a local board 
relating to puiilio woiks and to deal with instaucas of neglect in respect of the e.xecution of 
Guvernmeut woik that may be made over to them for eseoution. No local body cau, without 
its coiisunf be imimreJ to e-xecute Gavornmeiit work, but once that consent has beeu obtained 
it 18 iiececsary L lac local U(nen,m«its should have power to enforce the pioper execution of 
the uoik’ bamioii over. For this pui pose local Governments may decide to reserve the ri.jlit 
to (lissob e a 1 M-al b idy tor lefiisiil to exeuite Governmeut woiks after having undeitaken 
that rBS|ioiisibiii y or lu i ases ot grus', lucompetcuoa or neglect of their duties. It is clearly 
essential that uienbus ot local boards should be debarred from holding a pecuniary interest 
in contiacts for publtc works lor \ilucli they are in the main responsible. 

7. Povr ers on th. li- es of il.o.'e above Indicated exist already in most provinces, They 
are similar in kind though they very in uegree fioiu the control exercised by the Ministry of 
Health which lias superseded the L )cal Uovernmeut Board in (England. They do not, it ig 
thought, substantially exeotd those wbith according to the spirit of their Resolution no. 41 
dated the Kith Ma\, I'JlS, tho tJoieinment of India have declared to be suitable. Legislation 

would, in movt provinces, be required to enable local Governments to exercise the power of 

control that will lio found necessary, but in certain cases it may be secured by means of rules 
framed uiider appropiwie secrions ot existing acts. 

8. Provision should hi made by local Governments for the retention, of a suEBcienb 
staff of engineers aud -subordinates for em iloyment on famine works and for the maintenance 
of a suitable programme of snob works. Pending the development of the scheme of transfer 
the permanent e»tabliihmeut will also be required for the execution and maintenance of works 
which it may nut at present be considered desirable to hand over to local bodies, while later 
when the transfer of works has e,xpaudel it will still be necessary to maintain a permanent 
establishment for the execution of ‘-pc dal works and as a reserve to meet oases of inexperisuee 
or proved incapacity which may necessitate the resumption by Government of works 
previous’y handed over. 

EtEcient audit is essential to the success of any scheme of transfer. This matter should 
receive the eamful coiiaiderauou of all lo‘al Oovoruments who will be well advi.sed to lay 
down that special ledger accounts shall be maintained for all Government works handed over 
to local bodii s and for which speidfic allotments are made. At the same time one of the main 
objects of the sc'-ome is to foster the imiepenJeuce of tho local bodies in the e.veeution of works 
with the idea eventually to give them unhampered powers in connection, with their engineering 
staff and ;iw piogramme and method of execution of works. 

9. The Govennneut of In iia appreciate the fact that the introduction of the scheme 
of transfer must be gradual .uiti that the transition stage will bo lengthy. They desire to 
empbasire the necessity for the prepaiation of complete schemes of transfer in detail before 
actual tiansferi take place. TbeeaTiest experiments of ttansfer will presumably be made 
with those local b lilies in regard 1 1 whom the local Government is satisfied that there exists 
a leascmible hope of success. The introduction and subsequent working of the schema 
will begivaslylacilitatod bv theontire separation of the Buddings and Roads branch from 

the liriviation branch of the depaitmenb. The proposals of local Governments to effect this 

sepai alien showld, so far as the Indian Service of Engineers is concerned be submitted to the 
Government of India in eases in whioh it is considered, possible and is recommended, 

10. As already stated somi permanent establishiueut must be raaintained ia each 
•province for employment on famine works and for the oonstructioa of Govenimeut works of 
an imp irtaut nature which are noil handed over to local bodies, and the periodical revision 
-of the strength of t ds permauent oadre will be necessary aocording to tho eircumataoces from 
time to time. It is essoiiiial that the interests of officers now in Government employment 

, should be oarcfiiliy considered in framing schemes for the transfer of public works. The 
question of the disposal of officers 'over and above the strength of revised cadres of the Indian 
.garvioe of Engineers should he referred to the Government of India as ocoaeion arises. 

, li. With a view to facilitate the iiitnidaotion of the policy, the Government of India 
have prepared in outliuo a scheme based on the recommeBdations of the committee as modified 
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liy criticisms reoeivei fram local Governmenls, This oatline scheme is circulated herewith to 
local Governments. The Government cf India hope that a consideration of this scheme may 
he of assistance to joeal Governments in the preparation of their local schemes.

DRAFT SCHEME FOR THE TRANSFER TO LOCAL BODIES OP PUBLIC 
WORKS EXCLUDING IRRIGATION. 

As indicated in the Government _ of India, Public Works department, resolution 
no. 139-E.A., dated the lUh March, 1921, the transfer of public works io local bodies has 
been accepted by the Government of India as a policy which is in the interests both of the 
Public Works department and of the local bodies themselves. The full benefits which it is 
autii^ipatod will be secured by the adoption of this policy will not, however, be attained unless 
local bodies undertake the work willingly and are given encouragement and assistance in 
organising themselves to carry out the duties that will devolve on them. It is essential that 
before the transfer is effected the details of the scheme of transfer should be fully worked cut, 
as it is most desirable that these schemes of transfer should be designed to avoid dislocation of 
work as far as possible. This can, it is considered, be best ensured by a scheme which will 
admit of the complete transfer of all works that it is proposed to hand over in each district 
at one time. The interest of officers at present in Government service and of the local bodies 
eoneernod, and the safeguards necessary to ensure that efficient eseeution of Government works 
is obtained, must all be provided for and local Governments should reserve the right to legulate 
the rate at which the transfer is effected. 

The scheme described in outline below, which deals specifically with the proposals * 
advanced and discussed in Chapter III of the Public Works Department Reorganization 
Commiltco’s report, is designed to secure the objects stated above. 

2. Preparation of lists of Mor/cs.— The first step is for the local Government to prepare 
a list of works by district to include all wsrks that it is not considered absolutely necessary 
to retain under the Publie Works department. 

Roads and buildings in regard to which the local Government proposes to reserve 
administrative powers should be shown separately on this list. 

ceo . 
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3. Circulation or lists to local fcodiss.— This list should be eirculated to the local bodies 
concerned who she old be informed : — 

(а) what, engineering staff the local Government considers it necessary that they 

should employ, in order to enable them to take ovei^he woiksto be transferred ; 

(б) what funds the lo-'al Government would be prepared to provide annually for 

maintenance and in certain circumstances for construction ; 

(c) the classification of each district in regard to its engineering staff, the limit of cost 
of individual Government works that each local body would be required to 
undertake should it agree to take over pubiio works, and generally the condi- 
tions ac d restrictions attaching to the scheme, 

4. Grant of sulsklics to district hoards — 'Nilh these deails ’ before them each local 
oody can consider its position, This soliemc is concerned mainly with the transfer 
of work to distiiofc beards and is now considered in relation to those bodies. It is unlikely 
that many distiiot b' aids will be in a position to take over Government works on any 
consideialilo scale without assistance. Local Governments should, therefore, undeitake to 
subsidise district boards to enable them to engage the necessary staff and generally to organise 
themselves for the work that they will have to do bofore the transfer is ett'eo'e I, The amount 
•of the subsidy should bo lised by the local Government who siionld also lay down any 
conditions they may conaider desirable in connection thojewith. It is for eonaidcraliou 
whether a local body, having once received a snbsidy and having failed to satisfy the local 
Govarumeiut that it is competent to 'be entrusted with the Government works proposed for 
transfer, should not be debarred for a certain period from again applying to take over those 
works, {fe'ce also paragraph 6.) 

5. Bight of local Government to reject or defer oonsiderati -n of application from a 
district 6oani.-~ Local Geivernments should reserve the right to reject or de'er consideration 
of any application from a district board for the transfer of Government ivoiks. This ia 
necessary in order that eunveaienoe of administration may be ensured and disorganiisdtion ol 
the Public Works department may be avoided. It would also ei able a local (Jovoiomout to 
reject rm application made by a distidot board which, in its opinion, is unlikely to ho able to 
organise itself satisfactorily to take over Government w ork, and to give preference to those 
district boards uhioh are likely to derive the gicater benefit from the scheme. 

(3. Administratiie puioers in respect of Government uot'h. — It is nccesBary to dueri- 
minalo between administrative and executive funotiuns in lespoet tf Gov crnintnt works. 
Though it is postibie to traii’sfor to local bodies the exeiution of all public works it is clearly 
impossible to grant lo ■«! bodies alministrativo powors in respect of certain cln.sscs of Govoru- 
fficnt works. Thus loe.il Govornmonts should lo.serve administrathm powers in respect of all 
Government buildings required for the oeenpation ol Governmont department and certain classes 
of residential buildings. In the case of roads of provincial importance administmtivc powers 
should be reserved unj-il mieh time as ill the opinion of the luOil Government they can safely 
be U'aiibferred to the local bo.ly ooncerned. In respect of Imperial works and roads declared 
by the Governor General in Council to be of military importaaco admiaistratjve poweis may 
not be gran'od to local boards, 

7. ProBisioa o//wTi'is —On Government works being baadod over lo a district boat^ 
the local Government should ojiitribntj to it the necessary funds for the osoi-ution or maia- 
tonance of these Works, and should provide such additional funds as it may oonsider neoassary 
to assist the local body in the development of the tract for which it is responsible, 

Funds shiuld be provided— 

(а) As a lump sum grant fixed for a doSnite period, 

(б) Ear-marked assignments for individual Goveinaient works. 

Under (a) the grant should be ealouktod to cover the cost of conetruotioa or maialeaanes 
of all Government works placed under the administrative control of the local body. An 

' addition should be , mads of auob suat as the local Government may decide to cover the cost ol 

new works that can be approved adpir.isir ’tively by ’the local body, 

Under (5) definite allotments should be made by local Governments for works for which 
they are adminietratively responsible. These allotments should be aoeounted for in ledge# 
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form, and local bodies should ha<,e no p3\7er to reappi’opriate them, In order to ensure that 
local bodies shall contribute a due proportion of their funds to the execution and 
maintenance of public works the amount to be allotted annually for this purpose should be 
fixed with the approval of the local Government (or the Commissioner) at the time when the 
Government grant is fixed, and may be varied with the same approval whan the Government 
grant is varied. 

The cost of establishment should be met by the adition of a percentage to be fixed by the 
local Government and applied both to the Government grant under {a) and the allotments for 
individual works under (6). 

Allotments for imperial works slnuld be dealt vvith in the same manner as allotments 
for provincial works under (h). 

8. Emt'ution of wo.Vcs.— Certain conditions regarding the esecntion of Government 
works will generally be found necessary. The f»llowiag are suggested as likely to meet 
ordinary requirements 

(а) The local Government should fix a limit (separately for roads and buildings) to the 

cost of individual works for each class of district, and the district board should 
not be required, nithouc its consent, to undertake any work the cost of w'hieh 
is estimated to exceed this figure. 

(б) The ounstmetioa and maintenance of Government buildings at headquarters and 

important building centres, and of certain o' asses of resideuiial buildings should 
oidinarily be reserved to Government, 

(c) The constrnotiou and repair of provincial road, should only be reserved if this is 

considered essential in the publio interest. 

(d) Roads and other communications declared to be of military importance will only be 

tranefarred with the consent of the Government of India. 

iVots.— Tlie Qovatumeni of India hayo not deebred any roid or oommuaioaticn {oioept railways) of military 
impoitanoo. Until suoli a doototion has been macla loada and other oommuniotliioas will bo considered as not of 
military imgostanoe. 

As regards military works which are at present carried out by the Public Works Department 
it is desirable that this procedure should continue for the present. Should the Military Works 
Services not be in a position to take them over, these works should continue in charge of the 
Public Works Department and should not be handed over lo local bodies. 

9. Execution of Government works not trartsferred to local bodies. — For the execution 
of Government works not transferred to local bodies, it will, in addition to the Chief Engineers 
and his staff, Inspectors of Works with their assistants and speciali-t officers generally, b® 
necessary to leiain an establishment of permanent officers in the Public Works Department, 
The strength of the cadre will gradually doorease as the transfer of Government works is 
effected. The requirements of local Governments should be reconsidered from time to time as 
neoessarv, and tho question of the disposal of surplus officors and redaction in eadies shon! I 
be referred to the Government of lod'a. 

10. Bepresentation of Government intemts to local bodies.— A local body should be 
permitted, if it so desires, to delegate to a sub-committee of its members some or all of the 
powers necessary for the control of public works including the power to appoint the subordi- 
nate staff. The Inspector of Works or his repreaontativo should have the right to attend in aa 
advisory capacity all meetings of the local body or sub-committee at whioh questions affecting 
public works are to be discussed. He will be responsible for the representation of Govetn- 
ment interests to the members. He will, at all times, be available to give toohnical advise 

• The Inspector of Works would under this arraugemant be able to influence the local 
body in the consideration of matters affecting public works, and would be in a position to 
adviso the Collector or Commissioner who would have powers to suspend or cancel any of the 
Committee’s resolutions regaiding public works. 

11. Arrangements with municipalities.— A district board should be permitted by' 
arrangement with a municipality to uadortako work for that body, or with the approval of a 
district board a district engineer may, subject to his consent in the case of a Public Works 
department offioer or to t<h§ terms of his agreement in the case of, au officer engaged by a 
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district board, be appointed engineer to a municipality on such terms as may be mutually^ 
agreed between the two bodies 

12. Employment by district boards of Government o^omJs.—Distriot boards shcnld 
have the right to apply for the services of Public Works department engineers or subordinates 
and the local Government should moot their requirements as far as possible subject to the 
consent of the officers and subordinates concerned to serve under the district boards. Govern- 
ment officials so employed will be engaged on the usual foreign service terms. 

13. Bistnet engineers and assistant engineers-— The loa&\ Government should classify 
its districts in accordance with the importance of, and expenditure anticipated on, public 
•works within their limits. The number of classes into which districts should be divided and 
the pay of the district engineer lu each class of district should be decided by the local Govern- 
ment who should also decide how many assistant engineers should be employ ed and should fix 
their pay. District and assistant engineers should not be eligible for extra pay for carrying out 
Government work. They should be engaged by district boards either by transfer from the 
establishments of the Public Works Department (on application by the district board) or by 
recruitment in the open market from the best material available in India. The local Govern- 
ment should prescribe the professional qualifications required to render an oflioer eligible for 
appointment in the various classes of district engineer or as assistant engineer. The appoint- 
ment and dismissal of officers recruited in the open market should be subject to the approval ,of 
the Commissioner. The services of an officer or subordinate transferred to a district board 
from the Public Works Department can only be dispensed^with by the authority competent to 
appoint him to that department. 

All district and assistant engineers reoruited in the open market should be engaged on 
definite agreements. Such appointments shuuld, in the first instance, be on probation with 
provision for the termination of service at one month’s notice on either side. When, however, 
a period of service has been, rendered satisfactorily it -woubl be desirable to conclude an 
agreement for a specific period— say five years— with provision for six months’ notice of 
termination of service on either side. Assistant engineers should have no claim to the appoint- 
ment of district engineer in the dtatiiet in which they are serving. 

A local Government should, if it considers it necessary, take power to require district 
boards to dispense with the services of a district engineer who is, in its opinion, unfit to hold 
the appointment. 

All district and assistant engineers should bo required to subscribe to a oompulsory 
provident fund. The contributions to be paid by the engineers and the district boards and .the 
rate of interest to be allowed should be fixed by the local Government. 

14. Inspectors of Worha —During the process of transfer of Government works to local 
bodies the duties of Inspectors of Works will usually be carried out by Superintending Engi- 
neers of the Public Works department. So far as it can be arranged the charges of those 
officers should be separately fixed so as to ersure that they deal with one class of organization 
only. In the interests of the development of the seneme it is important that a Superintending 
Engineer concerned with the execution of works under district boards should be free, especially 
in the earlier stages of. the transfer, to give his whole time to that duty. As the scheme 
develops and the strength of the Public Works departmetd is rsduced Inspectors of Works 
should bo appointed. They should be qualified engineers of experience competent to supervise 
or guide professionally the work of district engineers and to safeguard the interesfcrof Govern- 
ment. They may bo recruited from selected district board engineers, or from outside if more 
suitable officers can be obtained in this manner or they may be transferred- from the Public 
Works department. 

The rates of pay of those officers must, to some extant, depend on the rates fixed 
for district engineers. The local Government would, as occasion arises, submit its proposals 
for the consideration of the Government of India. The appointments should be permanent 
but not-pensionable. All Inspectors of Works should be required to join a provident fund 
maintained by the province 

'in provinces in which local self-government has not developed sulSeiently to warrant 
the control of district board engineers being exercised wholly by district boards, the Inspectors 
of Works should, at the discretion of the local* G cvernment, be required to osoroise control in 
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teohnioal matters over these officers in so far as Government works are oonoerned*. In such 
oases Inspectors of Works would correspond diiecb vUtb the district board engineers and would 
issue to them such orders as may be necessary in technical matters. Copies of orders issued by 
an Inspector of Works to the district engineer should, if so required, be sent by the Inspector 
of Works to the Chairman of the district board or the works sub-committee if such committee 
is formed. The powers of Inspectors of works should, in no ease, be extended to include 
control over the district engineers ani his staff in other than technical matters except as 
proposed in paragraph 15. All control other than technical control should be exercised by 
the district boards, the Collector, the Commissioner and the local Government. When a 
district board desires to do so and the local Government is satisSed that it is competent 
to -control the distdot engineer in all matters, the power of the Inspector of Works to 
issue orders to the district engineer should be withdrawn. He will then act purely as an 
inspecting and advisory officer in respect of all works carried out by district boards, as 
contemplated by the Public Works Department Reorganization Committee. 

16. Powers of Inspectors oj Works and district engineers in respect of works, etc.— 
The local Government should fix the power of district engineers of the various classes and of 
Inspeetors of Works to accord teohnieal sanction to estimates It will, in the first instance, be 
desirable to limit the powers of district engineers in this respect to a low figure. 

The power to call for estimates should be vested in the district board who Veuld be 
addressed in the matter by the local Government, the Gommiaaionet or the head of a depart- 
ment in the case of works for which the local Government is administratively responsible. 

Contracts for works for wh'eh the local Government is administratively responsible should 
be •subject to the approval of the Inspector of Works or the Oliief Engineer so long as technical 
control over the district boarj^ engineers is exercised by the Inspector of Works, Contracts for 
works for which the district bonrd is administratively responsible and which are in excess of the' 
power of the district engineers to deal with should be approved by the Inspector of Works before 
oemg accepted by the district engineer. In the first instance it will probably be. desirable to 
fix the powers of the district engineer to approve contracts at the figure fixed to limit his power 
of teohftical sanction. 

16. Chief Engineers and staff. — It is probable that for some years the Chief Engineer 
and his staff and establishment will be drawn from the Public Worhfs Department aud their 
pay will he as fixed for that department. It is not, therefore, at present necessary farther 
to eoBsidoi the scale of gay of these officers and local Governments would make their ov^n 
recommendations when the question of recruitment arises. 

The question of the status ot the officer appointed as personal assistant to the Chief 
Engineer which it was considered by the Reorganization Committee should be that of Inspaetor 
of Works, and the ©stent to which specialist officers arc required would be. dealt with by the 
local Government as occasion arise# and, would, when necessary, be referred to the Government 
of India.- ■ ' 

It has been represented by some local Gove'rnments that the assumpliou of Ahese powers 
iavelvei undue interference with the board, bub this is not the ease under the proposals now 
made. / » 

17. Pi6Grwiime.nt of officers for the PuUic Work* Department during the transition 
period.— introduction of the scheme will extend.over a considerable period, and it appears 
unlikely that there «wiU be any large number of Public Works Department officers to 
be disposed of. Until a start has been made with the introduction of the goljey, and 
local Governments are aware of the views of district boards as regards thp eiag^oyment of 
Public Works Department engineers and suboidiuates and of the views of the engineer aqd 
subordinates regarding the acceptance of service under district boards, it wiU njot be possible 
to maka any reliable forecast of future reqairementa wbih a view to regulate raCrpitmenk 
It ia anticipated that the proposal that Seehuicsl cjutroJ. by the Inspeotors of Works over 
district engineers should be permissible In the imcial st^ will fead to obviate fee objections 
feat might otherw iso have been raised by ©ngineara i» fee <^|»rtmep.t to service under diatriot 
boards, while the stipulation feat no works should be bahded over to these boards, uni^l fed 
local Go verppmet is iatisfied feat,feey ate in a posili,(|fi| satisfactorily to contrife fees^ wofk# 
ifeoald result in |l^|r joying for fee services of G^overnmeatMigineers. It sdemh&oCi'W|r6|(i!^'' 
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luch servico. In any case (vide paragraph 9) a considerable number of permanenb engineers 
and subordinates is hkely to be required for some time for employmeab on works that cannot 
be handed over to district boards. 

As the introduction of the policy progresses it will be necessary for tbs ilocsl Governments 
to revise the cadre of the Buildings and Roads branch periodically, and reeruitmeat will 
necBssaiily be based on the decisions arrived at in eonneetion with the strength of the revised 
jadi es. 

The weeding out of inefflciants both frCm the Public Works Deqiartment and from the 
staff of district boards should be proceeded vrith. 

18. Awdit.— Eflieient audit is essential to the success of the scheme and the best method 
of securing it shoiiM receive careful attention. 

19. Famine works — The investigation and preparation of projects for the famine 
programme should ordinarily be entrusted to district boards. Administrative powers must be 
leserved to the local Govornment. as Famine Relief is not a transferred subject, 

The control of famine works must be reserved to the local Government who should take 
powers to requisition the district board engineeting staff for this purpose when necessary. As 
for some time the servires of a oonsideiable staff of Public Works Department engineers will 
be available the necessity is not likely to arise at present. 

20. Power of control ihai should he taken by local GooemmgTifs-- It has been recom- 
mended by the Reorganization Committee that local Governments should take the following 
powers of control over the pfoceedings of local bodies 

(a) The Collector may suspend and the Commissioner may cancel any resolution 

relating to public c orka. 

(b) The Commissioner may require a local body, wh'ch ha| neglected a particular work 

, after being called upon to execute it within reasonable period, to take such 

action as he may consider desirable subject to an appeal to the local Government 
against such order. 

^ (*) Tho Commissioner may require the execution of a public 'work at the cost of the 
‘local fund if a Government grant for that particular work has not been properly 
expended. 

(d) A member shall be prohibited from having a pecu niary interest, direct or indirect, 
in any contr.nct given, by a local body, 

(c) The local Government may dissolve any local body refusing to take over Govern- 

ment uorks and require a fresh election. 

(/) The local Government may supersede a local body for incompetancy or wilful 
neglect of doty. 

With tho Exception of (c) and (s) these powers have been taken already by most local 
Governments. Powers under (o) aud have not hitherto been necessary owing to the fact 
that local bodies have not been required to execute Government works. . Under the scheme 
as outlined diitrict boards will, when taking over Government works, agree to carry out such 
works within 'certain limits of cost, but it is still necessary that local Governments should have 
po%W to enforce the terms of tho agreement, and desirable, therefore, that they should gener- 
ally take the powers proposed by the CoJhmittee in Sases in which they have not done so 
already. 

Assistant Inspectors of Works should, when necessary, be attachei to the laspectow of 
Works. These assistants would come under the same rules as the Inspectors, 

21. Method of introduction of the scheme.— Thh scheme is not designed. f«'''‘iflttoda«- 
lion by Commissioner’s divisions, but by districts. The local Government wofid select those 
disatets that y^lonteer to accept it and are likely to daiivo the greater benefit from its 
sq^liieitioiS. Though there an obvious advantages in the iotrodaotW df IbO policy in a 
tSptt!«jidbir’e’ divieiiwi: as a whole, it is* esseatial to ensure ©fiSeienCy raihOr tban®to study 
dad the areas in which the s^sme is first inirodueei’aud time at which it is 
broif^ht fikte-affeOt should -fee demdedonUr^y by .th® IccaUSoWunjeM.

RESOLUTION. 

The Census of India was taken on tbs night of March 18th. The provisional totals 
for provinces, diatriots, States, and cities are exhibited in Tables A , B, and C, appended to 
this resolution. The total population of India as thus ascertained is 3! 9,073,132, viz., 
British territory 247,138,396, and Indian States 71,936,785, giving an increase of 8,205,218 
in British territory and 713,518 in Indian States. These figures are provisional, bat the 
experisBoe of previous oensnsas shows that the difference between the population according 
to the provisional totals and that as finally ascertained does not amount to more than about 
1 in 2,500 persons and the figures are therefore sufficiently accurate for practical purposes 
and nan be adopted by Local Govemmenta for administrative purposes and for calculation of 
proportions and percentages based on population.

3. The agricultural conditions of the early and middle years of the decade were not 
unfavourable to the growth of the population. There was some local scarcity but no- 
widespread famine, while the birth-rate and survival rate both stood high in 1913 but declined 
slightly in the subsequent four years. The war, which gave a notable stimulus to the 
agriculture, industry, and trade of the country, had little direct effect on the population figures. 
The influenza epidemic of 1918 dominates all other direct influences on the movement of the 
population during the decade. The epidemic left no part of India unvisited. The death-rate 
was neaily double that of the previous year and the direct loss of life due to the ravages of 
the disease during a few months in 1918 alone is put at about seven millions in British India, 
while the indirect effects are shown in the heavy fall in the birth-rate in 1919, the births 
being less than the death- in both I9l8 and 1919. Apart from the influenza epidemic, the 
later years of the decade were generally unhealthy. Plague, which had been virulent in 1915 
in the northern and western portions of the country, again took a heavy toll in 1917 «nd 
1918, The general failure of the rains of 1918 caused widespread distress over a large 
part of the oountiy and the mortality from cholera in 1918-19 was exceptionally high. la 
the last year of the decade a large part of the country bad again to face a serious failure of 
the monsoon. Further analysis of the conditions affecting the movement of the population 
must be postponed till the Census figoras are available in their final form ; but the figures given 
in the statements show the extant to which the normal growth of the population has in the 
greater part of the country, been set back by the terrible visitation of 191 8 and the subsequent 
unhealthy season. 

4. The success of the Census depends on the close co-operation of the largo staff of 
about two million officials and non-officials who take part in the enumeration. The difficulties 
of the operations have on this occasion been enhanced in certain parts of India by the 
disinclination of a section of the public to render the assistance that has been demanded of 
them and the extent to which this attitude may have affected the accuracy of the enumeration 
will be dealt with in analysing the figures. The Governor General in Oonnoil folly recognizes 
the burden which the Census throws on those who are required to take part in it and desires 
to acknowledge the services of all those, both official and non-official, who have by their oo-

2. The population of Benares State (total 357,838, males 177,869, females 179,969), 
which was inelnded under the head “ British territory ” in 1911, has now been included under 
the head “ Indian States.” Delhi and Gwalior, which in 1911 were classed under the Punjab 
and Central India Agency respectively, are now shown separately. The 6garea for the 
Madras States include those of Cochin and Travanoore, the figures of these States being also 
shown separately. 

3. The political control of Aden, which is still technically a part of the Bombay 
Presidency, is with the British Government, but as its general administration is still directly 
under the Government of Bombay, Aden has been shown for the purpose of the Census as 
part of the Bombay Presidency.

RESOLUTION. 

In paragraph 3 of the resolution of the Government of India, Board of Industries 
and Munitions, no. E.-1659, dated the 15th February 1921, it was notified that the work 
connected with the closing of the war commitments of the late Indian Munitions Board aad 
the disposal of surplus stores on behalf of His Majesty’s Government had been entrusted to a 
separate temporary organisation under an ofiioer designated Chief Controller (Surplus Stores) 
responsible to the Member of the Governor General’s Executive Couucil in charge bf Indus- 
tries. Hitherto, there have been two distinct and separate organisations for the disposal of 
surplus stores uatjer the direction of the Chief Controller, One organisation has been eon- 
eerned with the sale of textile stores, and the other with the sale of engineering and miscel- 
laneous stores. The textiles organisafeio% has consisishd of a Controller (Textile), at the 
headquarters of the Government of India, assisted by a Deputy Controller (Textiles), local 
Assistant Controllers (Textiles) and Officers in charge of Surplus Textiles Stock DSpdfcs 
have been appointed at certain local centres, who have been directly responsible to the 
Controller (Textiles) at headquarters. The organisation for the sale of engineering and 
miscellaneous stores has oorosisted of a Controller (Engineering and Miseellaneous Stores^ 
at headquarters to whom the Controllers (Sales), al) Bombay, Calcutta, and Lahore have been, 
directly responsible. 

2. It has now been decided to revise these arrangeMents by amalgamatiug the organisa-* 
tion for the i»le of textiles with that for the sale of engineering and miscellaneous stores. 
The Assistant ConkoUers (Textiles) and the Officers in charge of Surplus Textiles Stock IMpdk. 
at Bombay, Cakult-a, aud Lahore will» ia Inture,, be suboE dinated to the CoutcoBets 

“ 8la " 
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ati those centres. The latter officers will, therefore, conduct the executive work of the sale of 
surplus stores of all descriptions, and will be assisted by Deputy and Assistant Controllers 
(Sales). Ail applications to purchase surplus stores of any description should be addressed 
to the Controller (Sales), Bombay, Calcutta, and Lahore, as the case may be. The above 
arrangements will come into force from the 1st of May, 1921 in the case of Calcutta and 
Lahore, and from the Ist of June 1921 in the case of Bombay. 

3, At headquarters, the Chief Controller will bo assisted by two Deputy Chief Control- 
lers and one Assistant Chief Controller. One Deputy Chief Controller, Lieutenant-Colonel W. 
T. 0. Huffam, o.b.e., m.c., will deal with all questions relating to the sale of surplus stores 
of all descriptions. The remainder of the work of the office, which includes not only the 
work connected with the closing of the war commitments of the late Indian Munitions Board, 
but also the purchase of textiles for certain departments of the Government of India, will 
bo divided between the second Deputy Chief Controller, Lieutenant- Colonel H, M. Alexander, 
D.S.o,, O.B.E., and the Assistant Chief Controller, Mr. R. R. ReakSj.M.B.E. 

Mr. N- B. Saklatwala of Messrs. Tata and Sons will eontinuo to act as Honorary 
Adviser in respoct of sales of textile piece-goods and yarn. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Alexander will deal inter alia with the purchase of textile supplies 
and, iu respect of this work, ha will be assisted by Mr. R. W. Targett with the title of Deputy 
Controller (Textiles Purchases), Correspondence regardin'? the purchase of textile supplies 
should be addressed to the Deputy Controller (Textiles Purchases), office of the Chief 
Controller (Surplus Stores), Simla. ■ All other correspondence intended for the headquarters 
office should be addressed to the Chief Controller (Surplus Stores), Simla, and such correspond:- 
ence, if it relates to the sale of surplus stores of any description, should be marked “ Sales. 
Theso aTrangomonts will come into force from lat of May, 1921.

7 of your ITote to take a five years’ setblemeab at the proposed jama if they prefer 
it The result is that the Settlement OIEcer’s proposal for a 15 years’ settlement 
in certain cases disappears altogether. 

The Board also sanction the Settlement Officer’s classification of villages as 
alluvial, and await the receipt of a separate report in regard to the roster of 
alluvial mahals, when the proposal made in paragraph 30 of the report will also 
be considered and necessary orders passed, 

3, The Board are in agreement with the principles followed by ' you in revis- 
ing the Settlement Officer’s assessments shown in the list attached to your Note. 
The aggregate amounts of the revenues after alterations stand at the following 
figures, which are being reported bo Government for sanction ; —

Subject to the final orders of the Government, the Board authorize the Settle- 
menu Officer to declare the new jamas proposed by him as modified by the 
Commissioner and approved by the Board, making it clear to the malgumn 
coneerndd that the amount of the revenue and the period of engagement are 
subject to whatever orders the Government may pass. 

4 In regard to the 50 objections lodged to the assessments when laid open to 
t&e public, I am to say that they have also been scrutinized by the Board. In the 
result the Board find no cause for interference with the Settlement Officer’s 
proposals in regard to these 60 mahals, except in the 10 cases in which you have 
thought it right, for the reasons given by yon in paragraph 14 of your Note, to "

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NOTE ON THE ASSESSMENT REPORT OP PABOANAS 
BHUKARHERI AND BHUMA SAME ALEE RA, TAHSIIi 
JANSATH, DISTRICT MUZAPPARNACAR. 


The physical atid economic oharacterietics of the area have been fully 
described in the rent-rate report and need not he repeated here. 


2. Areas.— The question of the area assessed is of importance in every 
settlement, and the area could have been accurately stated if the Settlement Officer 
had calculated, as he could easily have done in each case of addition for land oat 
of cultivation, the area represented by the amount added. Even as it is the arOa 
assessed can be known with fair accuracy by taking the value of the land for which 
addition is made at the rate of Re. I *8 per acre, which is an average figure for 
such land, as I have done in the statement below.

' The Settlement Officer states in paragraph 27 of his rent-rate report that, 
flinoe in 1326F. which was a year of drought the fallow areas were much above 
normal, it would be necessary to value a large proportion of fallow in holdings' 
in order to reach the .cultivated area of 1825 F., which he considered a fair area to 
assess; and he estimated that proportion as 7/8ths. The above statement shows 
however that the area assessed is slightly greater than the whole bol dings area. 
The reason is that in many poor villages above the Ganges high bank the cultivated 
area has been going down for some time, and much of thejand whiqh has fallen out 
of cultivation has been excluded from holdings. It has been necessary to make 
additions on this account in order to provide a fair and even basis for a 30 years’ 
settlement, and the assessed area is therefore 4,700 acres above the cultivated 
area of 1325F. It is however less by 2,700 acres than the average eultivated area 
of the last 12 years. Since the rent-paying area, which is that which is normally 
assessed, always includes a proportion of uncultivated land, the area assessed, 
which 1 have compared above with the ouMvated area of different periods, is 
strictly moderate, and the additions made for land out of cultivatipa are f'air,- 


3. 'Mates and valuation, ~-TLh& valuation and therefore the assessment of 
a mahql depend very largely on the rates ^ held to be suitable for application • 
.thereto ; and 1 criticized the assessments*' of Patohhapar on the ground that “ the. 
circle rates have been found applicable in too large a proportion of the villages, 
and more use might with advantage have been made of modiSed rates,’’ The sape 
ia the case here, The Settlement Officer defends" his action in paragraph 4 of his 
present report on the ground that the elaborate soil classification adopled provides 
for ordinary differences in quality, while ^ore marked: distinctions ^ between • 
different viikkges are 'made by to division inlia^ islessmeut circles. In^ Siebry up 
d:oabt a soil classification, if sufficiently oarhflil and elaborate, *shoitl<l'pEmde#r 

\ • aE differences of quality in a given tract, but iu that ‘case th 0 ra..'#O«M' be^no 
necessity for oirclfes at .all (these are always 'ftsed. after— not before^sqU claSsifiea- 
‘ tibtt and therefore do not directly and all SefetHmeift Officers -of 

' t’oxperience knpw thnt in practice it is i^pofs01rtpmeo(f aiyihose yafiations’of soil, 
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irrigation, population, management and skill whiok affect rents, and which must 
h» taken into consideration in fixing the rates, by any classification however careful 
and minute. Moreover one of the primary objects of the classification is to 
distinguish between the superior and inferior soils within the village, and in doing 
so, the object of making the classification in one village to agree entirely with 
that of another is frequently lost sight of. 

4 In this particular tract as in Purohhapar .there is great variety in the 
rent-paying capacity of different villages, and this has not been properly brought 
out by differentiation of the rates. I have come across numerous instances in which 
the rates should have been modified. 


Eor instance Kakrala in the Bhur circle on the Bijnor road has 5/Sths of its 
area Irrigated by flow, and l/6th of its cultivated area under sugar. The rate 
of non-oecupancy tenants is Rs. 2^44. The rate of occupancy tenants is Rs. 5-09 
(or less than l/4bh) and it sublets at Rs. 18*8 per acre. The circle rates 
applied, which afford no enhancement in these inadequate rents of occupancy 
tenants, are quite clearly too low for the village. 

Easulpur, Kasauta and Baruki form a group of villages, where the rates of this 
circle are too low and have nob been modified in assessment. 

The case of Tirola,a village in the Canal circle of parganaBhuma Sambalhera, 
may also be quoted. This village has 379 acres irrigated out' of a cultivated area 
of 393 acres. One-third of its area is under cane, and it has a large resident 
population of Jata. Tfi'e noa-pccupancy rents are three times the valuation by 
circle rates, and t,be noa-oocupanoy rental assessed is 2^ times the valuation. 
Obviously the village is much above average, and the rates should kave been 
enhanced for application to it, 

JSfonikhera is a village in this pargana which belongs geographically to the 
Canal circle. It has been placed in the BKur circle, and the rates of that circle 
which have been applied without change are obviously too low for it, 

Jarwar in the same pargana is one of several examples in the other direction. 
It is a popr village of which only l/8fch is irrigated. It lies batween two villages 
where the circle rates have been reduced though in one case nob suffioiontly. 
The rents of non-oooapanoy tenants are only 20 per cent, above the valuation by 
standard rates, and those of oocupanoy tenants are 2/3rds of the valuation, so that 
in order to come up to rhe vakaation they would have to be raised by 60 par oenfe. 
in this very poor village. The Settlement Officer seeing this has reduced the 
valuation by 5 per cent, for application to occupancy tenants’ land, in order to 
avoid t,he large enhancement of rents, but the reduction is not suffioieut^. The 
rates bhemfl®lve8.,^8hould have been reduced for appUeation bo this village by at 
least l/8th, . ’ 

There is no doubt whdtever that the assessment would have been more 


satisfactory, if' more use bad been made, of modified rates as provided by rule 
23 (4) of the Setllement Circular.

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6. Except in the Canal cirolo the assets worked out above the estimates for 
the- reasons given by the Settlement Officer in paragraphs 5; 6 and 8 of his report. 
The excess was some Rs. 8,000. Also it was not necessary for the reasons 
given in paragraph 10 to take as revenue so low a proportidn of assess as had been 
proposed. Where the’enhaneement was little or nothing and the rates were, as is 
usually the case, easy for the village, a larger proportion svas taken, while in the 
cases of considerable enhancement with many proprietors or excessive enhancement 
with any proprietor, a proportion as low as 40 pet cent, has been proposed. To 
this the Board’s sanction is requested. 

The revenue proposed by the Settlement .Officer is Re, 5,500 higher than the 
estimate, and yields an increase of 30*53' pet cent., or 3 per cent, more than that 
estimated. The only tract, however, where the enhancement is great, is the best 
portion of the two parganas, that is bo say, the Canal circle of Bhukarheri, the 
enhancement in^ which is dl per cent. In the corresponding circle of Bhuma 
Sambalhera it is only 23, while it is 33 and 35 in the Circles of the two 
parganas, and 10 per cent, only in the Ganges high bank oirelea. In the Ganges 
hhadirj all of which is at present under short-term settlements, there is little 
change for the tract as a whole, though the ‘variation in individual villages is 
considerable. * 


7. Short’-term settlemmia , — The Settlement Officer has in this report at my 
request included lists of villages now .under short-term settlements, with his 
proposals for their treatment, and also lists of other villages in whfeh a short-term 
sebtdement is recommended for various reasons. He proposes very considerable 
changes. Shortly the case is as follows. 


The main portion of the khad^r situated in this tract, though nob so water- 
logged and therefore so uincertain as the swamp area of Gordhanpur, has always 
been recorded as precarious. It was previously to last settlement under a quin- 
quennial settlement. Mr, Miller in paragraph 17 of his assessment report on the 
Ganges hhadir recommended a 30 years’ or at least a 15 years’ settlement. The 
Commissioner’s comment was of a general nature. He said: “ I do npt' think it 
would be safe to go beyond 15 years for the other areas in which hitherto the period 
has been only 8. to 5 years,”. And the Board agreed that " it would be sufficient 
to grant a settlement for 15 ^ears. ” 

Accordingly this mam portion of the khaMr was settled for 15 years. But in 
the case of 10 villages named in paragraph 29 of the S.ettlement Officer’s report the ' 
settlement was made quinquennial on the mmindar’a application. The jamas 
assessed on all these villages at and since last settlement and the Settlement Officer’s 
proposals fox their present treatment in each ease are shown in parts C and D of 
Appendix VI to his report. I haye added a column Rowing my own recommenda- 


tions, and attached the statement to my own report as Appendix I. Tha Settlement 
Officer has proposed in the case of ten specially precarious 'villages (18 mahals) a five 
years’ setbiedieht (see part DJ, and ih^the.ease’ of the other 34 villages (65 m'ahals) 
he has propdted-to retain tho 15 years’ period (see part* C). ' I have beon narefaHy 
through the asselehient statements, which show the past history of all these viliagbsi 
with, the object bf recommending as long a period ol ^ttlemeht as possible; and And 
a oeftain number rU which the cultivation' is "so yery varia!?lh that a lqng*tetrtt 
settlement could only be granted either at* a Bam,.viyhiqh cohXd not b'e

I also approve of a five years’ sefcfclemeut as proposed by the Settlement Officer 
in the villages shown in part B, with the exception of Hajipnr Jehadir where the 
eondibiona are sufficiently stable for a long-term settlement. 

In the villages nob proposed for quinquennial settlement the question remains 
as to what term should be fixed. From what I have said above it appears that at 
last iebble-ment the Settlement Officer preferred a 30 years’ settlement j but in view 
of the past history of the tract 15 years was considered a safer period. On full 
eonsideration I can see no benefit in a 15 years’ settlement. Circumstances change 
BO 1 ‘apidly that if it be assessed on existing assets, it will certainly be eicher 
inadequate or excessive in 10 years and probably in 6 ; while if it be assessed (gi 
average assets it may just as well be for 30 years as for 15. The Settlement Officer 
has in mahals where he proposes a 15 years’ settlement assessed on existing assets) 
ki eluding new fallow in holdiugs even in grain- rented, and adding where he 
considered it necessary something for land out of cultivation. In oases where the 
present cnltivated area is above normal he has nob allowed for a possible or rather 
probable fall. Where he has proposed a five years’ settlement he has sometimes 
valued uncultivated land and sometimes omitted it. It may be noted that these 
hhddir villages were not aflPeoted by the drought of 1323F; It seams to me. however, 
necessary to draw a clear distinction between villages of which the cultivated 
area varies greatly and those in which the area varies little, and to assess t'hem on 
different principles, I have therefore in the former cases proposed as already 
stated a five years’ settlement, modifying^the revenue where necessary in order to fit 
it strictly to existing assets ; and in the latter case I have adjusted the revenue 
where necessary to a figure which is roughly half the average assets recorded in 
past yenra and accepted for future years. In those mahals I recommend that the 
iissessmont be sanctioned for 30 years but that it be open to any zamindar who 
prefers it to take a five years’ settlement at the proposed jama. 

8. After the hhadir villages dealt with above the case of the lekadir mahals 
of villages on the high bank has to be considered. They have been hitherto settled 
for 30 years— -the same term as the upland mahals. The Settlement Officer says 
that there is no reason to treat them difierently from the low land to which they 
properly belong, and he proposes in the case of the six southern villages of 
Bhnkarheri which are shown in part A of Appendix VI to settle them for 16 years, 
and for the villages to the north in the neighbourhood of Solani river and for those 
to the south which he says lie in the neighbourhood of Alahapur jUl he proposes a 
five years’ settlement (Part B). How the reason why these khadir mahals of upland 
villages have alfays been settled for 00 years appears from paragraph

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9. There remain certain mahals on the upland in villages Illahbas and 
Snkartar which are at piesent in a highly deteriorated condition, and in which the 
Settlement OiBcer recommends a five years’ settlement. On esisiiag assets a fair 
assessment for the term of settlement could be made, and I therefore agreed that a 
five years’ assessment is necessary, but I have in each case reduced the jama to fit 
strictly the existing assets. These villages are still on the downward grade. 

10. Alhivial mahals . — The question of the villages to be classed as alluvial 
has been carefully considered by the Settlement Officer, and I have no changes to 
propose in his classification. In the arrangement of the roster of allavial mahals 
the proposals in his paragraph 30 will receive due consideration 

11 . — Ghanjes of jama j^roposed —Many of the alterations recommended by 
me are in the short-term mahals, and have been made for the reasons explained in 
the preceding paragiaphs. Other alterations are due to the cause enameratod in 
paragraph 7 of my note on Purchhapar. All the proposed alterations are shown 
in Appendix III. The changes made as m Purchhapar have beeu made chiefly in 
order to avoid inequalities of treatments of mahals in the same village. In some 
cases the modification of the rates which 1 have thought necessary has affecled the 
assessments. But the alterations made are very small, and since some are in the 
upward and some in the downward direction they to a great extent balance each 
other. The result is a slight increase in the upland, and a slight decrease in the 
lowland tract. The net duorease in the final jama of each piargana is shown 
below : —

12.,, I have not thought it worth while to delay these pioposals, by analysing: 
the changes I have recommended, and recalculating the Jama of tbdse villages in 
each circle which will be settled for 5 or for 30 years. It-wodld take some tiiAe 
since I have no staff competent for the work. If the Board accept my proposals, 
considerfible simplification will result, as villages with l6 years’ settlement will 
disappear altogether, and the only villages other thau alluvial to be settled for five 
years will be the upland villages Illahbas and Sukartar, the 7 villages of part 0 
named in paragraphs 8, and 9 out of the 10 villages listed in part D.'- 

13. The Settlement Officer in his paragraphs 20 to 25 and the connected 
appendices eixplaias ETi proposals for ahiDrt-term settlements, and compares the 
jamas which have been iniposed at and since last settlement on the villages 
concerned ; but a conueobed account of the traot and its history has^uot been^ 
given, nor has the past history of individual villages been traced in the assessments 
iKftes, The rates asialready stated have not been modified iu sufficient instances, 
nor has sufficient attention been«paid to the oomparison of the figures of different 
mahals These defects I have endeavoured to remove by the alterations (small in 
themselves) which I have recommended. But the elaskification of soils has been 
done on a %and system and with great care and accuracy, and it affords a very 
reliable indication of the respective values of different mahals of the same village, 
and as a rule of different Villages iu the same tract. This classification and the 
complete information statistical and otherwise of the preseal/ condition of the 
village given in the assessment note and statements form the buhls of a SOnfil 
assessment, and that which is reported herewith mayr bavdonfidenfely recomtoefididi 
fdr sanction. 

14j. The assessment statements in acoorSh^noe with the neW sTules* 

remained on the table in the Settlement office fot aVonth and SO objections^ have 
been filed. Orders have been passed on all the objections, and in , nas^s 
reductions were recommended, not X think in any inkthnee on account of thy new 
fact brought forward by the objector, but for the ^geneial reasons to in* 

paragraph 12 ol this note.

Copy of Commissioner's remarks on the village assessments of villages in Ganges 
short term oircle, pargana Bhiima Sambalkera^ 


Aurangzebpur. — Presenti assets are 32 at most. Till recently they were over 
100. Assessments should be for 6 years, 

Bhihanpur —Circle rates are suitable. Assets till 1321 P. valued between 140 
and 280. Cultivated area between 50 and 140. Present cultivated area only 6. 
In 1S24-25P. nil. A five years’ settlement seems necessary. 

Biutrari. — There was a considerable amount of cultivation in 1314-15 but 
none now. Assessment should be for 5 years. 8ayar assets are at least 50 of 
which about 40 in the first mahal. 

Jaggu Jamalpnr-Mahal Biliarilal. — Cultivated area (for tho whole village) 
was 10 acres (or less) at last settlement and from 1314 to 1318F. It varies much, 
and may after a fow years easily go as low again. In these circumstances progres- 
sive are unaaitablo. A five years’ jama on existing assets is required. 

Ifajakaipur-Mahal ^fubariJe Husain. — Tha assessment jin both mahals is on 
existing assets, while cultivation and rental are only 2/.3th3 of what they wore in the- 
years 1315-1318E, I would assess as proposed but for 6, years. 

Nasirptir. — -Cultivation varies enormously. Was at 200 acres or over from 
1314 to l3l8P., 95 acres in 1325P'., and sunk in 13 2.6 F, to 23 acres all in the 
Sayyid mahal. In view of the decline in population (vide Settloment Officer’s note)' 
it is uncertain when tho village will recover. Hence the asscssmeiiD of 70 acres in 
Sayyid mahal and 46 acres in Vaishya mahal — total 116 acres — is not I think 
justified unless a 30 years’ settlement is to be given. I w6uld assess for 5 years on 
existing assets. 

lianjitpur. — Oultivmted area was abovo 300 acres from 1316 to 1B20F, and’ 
assets about 1,300. Oiilbivated area has gone down gradually and is now only 
114. The area assessed is 163, on nhioh assets 650 have been estimated, including 
8a$ar. Jama- was 450 till at the mid settlement revision it came down, to 300*. 
The same amount is proposed novv for 15 years. It is in view of past figures too 
low for a 30 years’ settlement, and I think 16 years must be left here. 

On reconsideration I think the assessment whieh is on present assets- shouM 
be for 5 years only.

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Assessment Report of Parganas Bhukarheri and Bhuma 
Sambalhera, tahsil Jansath. 


1. Parganas Bhukarheri and Bhuma Sambalhera contain 750 mahals, of ■which 
the assessment statements are submitted ■with this report, 

2. In appendix I will be found the circle rates sanctioned for the tract, which 
are given here for facility of reference. 

3. Appendix II sho^ws by assessment circles details of assets of revenue-paying 
land and the revenue proposed upon them together -with the figures estimated in the 
rent-rate report. 

4. Assets are arrived at in the usual manner Circle rates have been modified 
in all cases in which I found at inspection that circumstances demanded modifica- 
tion. In your covering note on the assessment report of the two Northern parganas 
criticism is made of the infrequence of these modifications. They are not more 
frequent in this tract. The soil classification intricate in itself is further elabo- 
rated by the application of numerous plus and minus sub-divisions. The divisions 
into assessment circles meets the more marke d distinctions in quality between villages 
and in a tract of this nature with clearly defined natural and artificial characteristics 
the quality ol each soil class within an assessment circle shows little variation from 
village to village. In fact it would seem that considering the 'uniformity in the 
variations of natural characteristics in the tract, numerous modifications of circle 
rates would indicate an inadequate or careless soil classification. 

5. Occupancy rentals where inadequate have been corrected at circle or 
modified lates, where excessive have been i educed to a level varying with 
circumstances between 30 per cent, to 50 per cent, above rates, and where already 
above rates but not excessive have been accepted. The occupancy assets are 
therefore somewhat above the estimated figure, which was calculated at circle 
rates. 

6. The non-occupancy assets are based on averege collections where they are 
faithfully recorded ; but where collections are nob written up, I have been guided 
by the general level of acceptance in villages of the circle where the figures are 
correct. The result is that it has been found unnecessary to reject so high a 
proportion of the recorded non-occupancy rentals as allowed for m the liberal 
estimate of the rent-rate report. 

7. Sir and khudkasht show little divergence from the estimate, but the grain- 
rented area in the Ganges circle is nearly 10 per cent, below the estimate, which was 
framed at rates. The grain-rented areas have been treated leniently, special care 
being taken to avoid assessing to revenue a larger area than can be relied upon to 
oojne under cultivation in normal circumstances. 

8. Sayar has been treated in the manner described in paragraph 4 of the 
assessment report of parganas Purchhapar and Gordbanpur, which has lesulted in 
an excess of Es. 1,120 over the estimate, and an addition of Es. 4,218 has, owing to 
drought in the year of record, been made foi land temporarily out of cultivation to 
bring the area to be assessed to revenue up to the normal cultivated area. Deduc- 
tions differ little from the estimate, 

9. The above remarks dealing ■with assets apply to all circles except the 
canal, where the actuals are throughout below the estimate. In this circle the 
modification of rates has generally been in a downward direction, and more allowance 
for instability has been made than was provided for in the estimate, which here was 
pub at 15 per cent, of the demand as against 20 per cent, elsewhere. 

10. In the whole tract net assets amount to Es. 4,32,423 against an estimated 

figure of Es. 4,24,606. The excess approximates closely to the amount anticipated 
the estimate being framed on safe lines. " 
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11. The total revenue proposed, is e!s. 1,9 8, 7 08-12-0, givingan enhancement of 
Rs. 40,472-5-0. The estimated revenue amounted to Bs* 1,93,194. There is thus 
an excess of about Bs. 5,500 over the estimate, which is shared by all circles ' 
except the canal, where there is a small' deficit. This ’is attributable to the 
causes already mentioned in discussing assets. 

12, The area assessed to revenue cannot be stated accurately, owing to the 
additions made to assets for land temporarily out of cultivation. These are made 
usually on the basis of collections and alwa 5 '-s without any elaborate calculation of 
the, actual area in deficiency in 13 26 which justifies them. 

It is for this reason that I omitted to state the area assessed to revenue in my 
assessment report of parganas Purchhapar and Gordhanpur and it is for the same 
reason that the -figures given in paragraph 2 of your covering note on that assess- 
ment report must necessarily be ’only approximate. 

The actual total hgure for the whole tract is however of little importance, 
'provided that the assessments are fair, and on this point the assessment statement 
may be-allowed to speak for themselves. I have throughout based the assessments 
■ on the normal cultivated areas. "The method of valuing seven-eighths of fallow 
■mentioned in the rent- rate report was intended solely for the purposes of the 
estimate and has of course not been follov/ed at actual assessment. 

13. In appendix III the revenue-free’ areas are shown. The total . norain hi 
jama assessed is Rs. 7,102 ; the figures call for no special comment, 

14. Appondix IV gives the increase proposed in the jama and the progressions 
allowed. The enhancement on the whole tract amounts to Bs. 46,472-5-0 or 80*63 
percent. Of this Bs. 30,395-13-0 falls, upon pargana Bhukarheri giving a rise of 
32*77' per cent. audRs. 16,076-8-0 on pargana Bhiima Sarabalhera, which amounts 
to 27*03 per cent. Tim lowland of the whole tract receives a small decrease of 
1*65 per cent, while the revenue of the part of it lying in pargana Bhuma 
Sambalhera is iucroasid by 5*78 per cent. 

Of the assessment circles onlj? the canal circle of pargana Bhukarheri receives 
a heavy enhancement, amounting lo 44 per cent.; the increase in the Bhur circle is 
32*S9per cent, and 35*82 per cent, in the Northern and Southern parganas 
respectively, The revenue of the tract comprising the Ganges circle is 
increased a little more in pargana Bhuma Sambalhera than it is decreased in the 
other pargana. . , 

15. Progressions have been allowed wherever the rules permit, unless the 
co-sharers are so numerous that no appreciable relief would result. The .actual 
figures are shown in the statement. 

16. Appendix V shews the percentage of assets taken as revenue and the 
incidence of the revenue on the total and cultivated areas. 

The percentage of revenue on assets is- 45 *83 in pargana Bhukarheri, 40*15 
in pargana Bhuma Sambalhera, and 45*95 in the whole tract. The figures vary 
- little ftom circle to circle. Generally speaking, 45 per cent, has been taken, as 
the usual level in bhaijachara mahals and 46 per cent. , in thei-e held by more 
substantial proprietors. Where however this level gives a reduction in revenue fob 
no other reason than the lenience of the rates, a higher percentage has been taken;, 
and where a crushing enhancement of the jama results revetme is asfessed as idw 
as 40 per cent. The sanction of the Board is requested to the percentage' in all 
oases where it falls below 45 per cent.' 

: . 17. ■ The incidence of the revenue on the different areas gives a fair indicafeiob 
, of, the q,ualiby of -the circles ,and of the tract in. goner, ai. The inoidenee on the 
, ..average - cultivated area is shown as well as o-n the cultivated area of the-'year of 
■ record. The former .series of figures- give a - fairer test ' of the ■ eharadfeei' of ' the 
' assessment; than the latter, as ' the cultivated^ .'area -of the ■year-'of Irecbr-d was well 
k b;hi|%'bprmakow.ing-:.to, severe drought. - The figures oTtfie ^ awerage^i^bitva't'ed area 
: afe-, therefore taken for purposes of compkfiSoa-.-'-f4 
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18. Throughout the tract the incidence of the proposed jama on the average 
cultivated area is 2*28 against 1*75 of the expiring jama; the correspond mg figures 
on the total area are 1’19 and *91. The difference between these two sets of 
fiigures indicates the extent of barren and fallow land in the tract; and the low 
incidence of 2*28 on the average cultivated area of the proposed revenue shows 
that the tract generally is among the less rich parts of the district. 

19. Pargana Bhukarheri, which is on the whole the superior pargana, gives an 
incidence of 2*35 on average cultivated area against 2*18 of pargana Bauraa Simbal- 
hera. The natural superiority of the former pargana is confined to the upland 
proper and is reflected in the relative figures of the canal and Bhur circles, viz, 
3*63 and 2*18 for Bhukarheri against 3*49 and l*9a for Bhuma Sambalhera. On 
the other hand the Ganges circle is somewhat better in the Southern than in the 
Northern pargana, and here again the incidences reflect the natural quality, viz., 
1*72 and 2*31 for the full term and short term areas of Bhuma Sambalhera as 
against 1*60 and 2*20 for the corresponding tracts of Bhukarheri. 

The incidence of revenue on cultivation in the alluvial tracts is misleading 
owing to the presence of a comparatively substantial amodnt of siwai income. 

20. Appendix VI gives lists of mahals for which a short term settlement is 
proposed, and shows changes since last settlement. It is divided into the following 
parts : — 

(а) Mahals formerly settled for 30 years, now proposed for a 15 years’ 

settlement. 

(б) Mahals formerly settled for 30 years, now proposed for a 5 years* 

settlement. 

(o) Mahals formerly settled for 15 years, now propovsed for 15 years’ 

settlement again. 

{d) Mahals formerly settled for 15 years, now proposed for 5 years’ settlement 
(non-alluvial). 

(e^ Mahals formerly settled for 15 years, now proposed for 5 years^ sett lemcnt 
(alluvial). 

(J) Mahals formerly alluvial, now |>roposed for 15 years’ settlement. 

(p) Alluvial mahals added to the district since last settlement by changes of 

the Ganges main stream. 

( h) Mahals alluvial at last settlement, and now treated as alluvial again. 

21. The mahals formerly settled for 30 years for which a short term 
settlement is now proposed are mainly the Khadir mihals of villages on the Ganges 
high bank. There is no reason to treat them differently from the remainder oi the 
lowland to which they physically belong. Their locality determines whether a 5 
or 15 years’ settlement is proposed. In the Northern section of the tract in the 
neighbourhood of the Solani, and in the Southern section by the Urge Alampxir 
Swamp conditions are specially liable to variation and I do not consider a settlement 
safe for a longer period than 5 years. In the central section conditions are more 
stable and a l5 years’ settlement is proposed. 

22. In this list are also included the upland mahals of the villages of Illahbas 
and Shukarbar. These have fallen entirely out of cultivation, but tbe phft.se will 
probably prove only temporary, and after one period of 5 years it may be possible 
to give a settlement for the remainder of 'the 30 years, 

23. Mahals formerly settled for 15 years and now proposed to be brought on 
to the 5 years’ list fall under two heads> viz., non-alluvial and those which owing 
to the approach of the river should now be treated as alluvial. The former com- 
prise villages where condidons are specially precarious, or reh is on the increase, 
Or a change in circumstances appears probable in the near future. The latter 
-mahals are situated in localities where the Ganges is setting westwards and has 
now ap;^oacbed so close to the old alluvial Hne that the ioar|in of safety is 
iu^ifiSeieut# 

' ’ 83 # 
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■ 24. la all the above cases I have with reluctance reduced the period of 
settlement proposed, confining the change to mahala where it appears absolutely 
neeessary for safety. Paragraph 29 shows the need of caution in proposing settle- 
nieiit for a long period in the lowland. 

2d. The list of mahals in which the period of settlement is maintained at 15 
years comprises the bulk of the lowland. For part of the village of Kalyanpur, 
which was formerly alluvial, a 15 years^ settlement is now proposed, as the area is 
removed well beyond the range of fluvial action. 

26, The alluvial mahals which have been added to the district since last 
settlement by the inovemont of the Ganges eastwards are shown in a separate list. 
These lie almost entirely in a compact block in the northern part of the tract. The 
yours are given in which they first became part of this district. 

S'?! The old alluvial mahals which are maintained on the alluvial register 
are also shown separately. 

28. In all the above lists wherever an. intermediate settlement or settlements 
have been made the revenue imposed at each assessment is shown. The revenue 
history of each mahal since last settlement' can thus be seen at a glance . The 
figures are not of suSicienG importance tO require detailed discussion. They may 
be left to speak for themselves. 

29. The villages included in the following list deserve a word of special men- 
tion .

These villages were originally proposed at the last settlement for a 15 years’ 
period, but on representation being made to Government by the proprietors the 
period was reduced to 5 years, This arrangement continued till 1814 when a 15 
years’ .settlement was again given. These villages are now treated according to 
the eircuinstance.s of each. / 

80. To prevent congesti<u-i of work to the distnet staff it is d^itable that 
the re-settlement of short term mahals should fall ^uC in a different year in this 
tract from parganas Gordhanpui* and Purchhapar. i I therefore recommend that in 
mahals for which a 5 years’ settlement is proposed the first period be 6 years, 
and in those for which a 15 years’ settlement is proposed the first period be 10 
years. The period of the 5 years’ settlement will then expire on the 30th 
June, 192V, 1982, 1937 and so on, and for 15 years’ mahals on the 80th June, 
1937. Tn mahals Gordhanpur and Pucchhapar the corresponding dates will be 
1926,1931,1980. This arrangement will fa-cilitate the work of the Collector in 
the task of re-settlement.

Letfcor from the Seoi6t9,ry to the Board of Ravanue, United Pcovincos, no 926/Xir~l49B (n), dated tuS iSth 
Starch, 1921, being the Board’s report on the revenue administration of the United Provinces for the year 
ending the SOth September, 1920 , 

Observations .—The rains of 1919, thihgh beginning somewhat late and m 
tho western districts ending too soon, were on the whole very favourable and in 
marked and gratifying contrast to the deplorable monsoon of 1918. The weather 
of the winter of 1919-20 was also on the whole beneficial, as good rain fell at 
Christmas in the tracts where it was most needed. Public health was good and 
there no return of the influenza epidemic which doubled the death-roll in 
1918-19. Conditions weie thus favourable to a recovery from the disasters of the 
preceding year, but there was some ground to fear that the energy and resources 
of the cultivator might have been so impaired as to render him unable to respond 
fully to the invitation of favouring seasons. Happily these fears proved unfound- 
ed. A full hhanf was sown and very nearly a normal rab(, and as, fortunately, a 
good average yield was obtained from both crops, the agricultural population was. 
once more in a strong and satisfactory position at the end of the rah * 
harvest. The effects of the preceding season were, however, still visible. It is 
reasonable to suppose that the areas sown would have been not merely full but 
well above the normal, had not the influenza epidemic m the preceding winter 
swept away many thousands in the prime of life ; while straitened means 
compelled many cultivators to resort to tho coarser varieties of grain as being 
cheaper to buy and less expensive to cultivate. The financial gain from the area 
actually sown was thus less than it might have been. 

2. The continued increase in the number of new masonry wells constructed 
is again a cause for satisfaction, but the fact, that the number of such wells- 
actually in use declined shghtly, appears to indicate that new constructions still 
only serve to balance the number of wells which for some cause or other are 
abandoned. 

3* The results of the quinquennial cattle census were disappointing. Bulls 
and bullocks were found to have decreased by three per cent, and cows and cow- 
buffaloes by two per cent. The Board of Eevenue are doubtless correct in 
offering as a partial explanation a probable high mortality during the two bad 
seasons of 1916 and 1919 among worn-out beasts whose disappearance need not be 
regretted. But young stock also declined, and though here, too, the poor 
moonson of 1918 many have caused exceptional mortality among young* calves, 
it is difficult to avoid the conclusiou that there has been a general and seribus. 
decline in the provincial stocks of working, milking,, and breeding cattle. The 
protection of cattle from disease and in times of fodder scarcity, and the encour- 
agement of cattle-breeding are evidently matters in which great advances are 
still possible and the importance of which it would he hard to overestimate. 

4. Prices remained very high throughout the year and undoubtedly 
favoured the producer, both in field and factory. But they hampered trade in 
general and the deficiency of rolling-stock accentuated the difficulties of producer 
and distributor alike.

5. The season 'being generally faYonrable, relief, from the current revenue 
demand was needed only in tracts suffering from local calamities, which, fortunately, 
were few. But it was found necessary to remit over eight lakhs of revenue which 
had been suspended in the previous year. The collection of the real demand 
was satisfactory. 

6. The collection of the demands under the Agricultural Loans and 
Improvements Acts was also satisfactory, if three districts in the Agra division 
he excluded. Here the large outstanding balances are obviously due to past lack 
of care in making advances and of proper arrangements to ensure that advances, 
when made, were applied to the purposes for which they were taken. The 
Board of Eevenue remark that under such circumstances there is a danger that^ 
much of the money will be wasted. Stronger criticism would have been justified. 
Where advances are made without proper care and supervision, the cultivator is 
demoralised rather than benefited. The distribution of a substantial amount 
under Act XII was clearly justified to enable cultivators to recover from the set- 
back of the previous season, but it is permissible to doubt the wisdom of disbursing 
over seven lakhs under Act XIX in a year in which the demand for irrigation was 
slight. Much of the money was probably diverted to other ends. 

7. Litigation under the Agra Tenancy Act again showed a heavy increase, 
which would be more serious, were there no prospect of relief to the courts in the 
near future. The total of institutions rose from 419, 878 to 470,586. The increase 
occurred mainly in suits for arrears of rent and for ejectment on grounds other 
than decreed arrears of rent. The rise in the former class of suit was a natural 
result of the difficulties which tenants had experienced in meeting their engage- • 
ments in the previous season and may reasonably be regarded as a temporar 
phenomenon. There is a further regrettable rise in ejectment suits, which is 
shared by practically every district. The Governor in Council agrees with the 
Board of Eevenue that this is probably due to the fact that the landlords have been 
unable in recent years to obtain enhancements of occupancy rents m proportion 
to the increased value of produce, He hopes that when the Eevised Teoanoy Act 
which, while conferring security of tenure, will provide machinery for adequate 
enhancements of rents passes into law, there will he a sharp decline in ejectment 
suits. Although this relief will be balanced to some extent by a rise in enhance- 
ment suits, it seems on the whole reasonable to anticipate that the pressure of 
rent work will diminish. 

8. Suits and applications in Oudh declined as a whole, but there was an 
abnormally large increase in the number of notices for ejectment and corres- 
ponding increase in suits to contest ejectments. There was also, a large* 
increase in applications for assistance to eject. No doubt the same causes operated 
in Oudh as in the province of Agra. The Commissioner of Eyaabad has also 
stated that the object of the large majority of notices in his division was to obtain ^ 
nazrana. Discontent among the tenantry came to a head shortly^ after the close- 
of the year under review and there was a regrettable outbreak of disorder in three 
districts. The Bill for the amendment of the Oudh Eent Act is at. present under 
the consideration of Governmeiit- and will shortly be introduced. The Governor 
in Qouncil trusts that with the extension of reasonable security of tenure to the 
tenants, combined with facilities for the landlord to obtain fair enhancements o! 
rent at* reasonable periods, the good feeling Which has so long subsisted between 
the landlords and tenants In the province of Oudh will be restored. 

83o 
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9 His Excellency in Council notes with satisfaction that although there 
waa a very large increase in the number of oases for disposal in the couits of 
Assistant Collectors, both in Agra and Oudh, the number of oases disposed of was 
also very much larger than in the previous year. There was consequently only a 
comparatively small increase in the pending file in Agra and an actual decrease 
in Oudh. While, however, this result is gratifying, the Governor in Council 
cannot but recognize that the quality of much of the work of Assistant Collectors 
is not satisfactory. He cannot accept the opinion of the Board of Kevenue, as at 
present constituted, that the present methods of training of Assistant Collectors 
are suitable and adequate. As a matter of fact, Assistant Collectors receive little 
or no instruction in the methods of trying suits, framing issues, laying the burden 
of proof and writing judgments. While conceding that the main cause of the 
deficiencies in procedure is excess of work, His Excellency in Council considers 
that a special course of instruction will probably obviate many of these defects. 
The matter is under the consideration of the Government, and the Board of 
Bdvenue will be further addressed on the subject, 

10. The appellate work increased in both Collectors’ and Commissioners* 
courts. The accumulation of arrears in the latter is particularly a matter for 
serious concern. Provision has been made in the budget for the appointment of 
an Additional Commissioner throughout the year and not, as stated by the Board 
of Eevenue, for*a short time only. This officer is at present in Gorakhpur, but he 
will be available later in the year for assistance to other Commissioners It is 
difficult to forecast at [present the efieots of the contemplated revision of the 

^ Tenancy and Kent Acts. Government fully recognize the importance of the 
matter and will, if necessary, m future afford more extensive relief to Commis- 
sioners by tho appointment of Additional Collectors to hear appeals. 

11. The Governor in Council notes with peculiar gratification the tribute 
which is paid to the work of Honorary Assistant Collectors. The Commissioner of 
Lucknow states that the work of these gentlemen is superior to that of the 
permanent staff and practically every district officer acknowledges the valuable 
services which they have rendered. Eis Excellency in Council has noted the 
names of gentlemen mentioned in paragraph 39 of the Board’s review to whom, 
in particular, thanks are due, 

12. The number of partitions pending has increased substantially and it 
cannot be said that there has been any improvement in the quality of the work, 

' The Board have clearly indicated the characteristic defects which are common in 

partition work throughout the province. For some of these the remedy lies in the 
hands of partition officers, and the Board have shown on what lines improvement 
is to be sought* Government note with approval the appointment of two 
special partition officers in charge of the entire partition work of their respective 
districts. They [trust that this system will be extended where staff is available* 
, But the main evil is the fragmentation, which hitfierto has been the usual out- 
come of partition and which results in economic evils of the most scions nature, 
It is regrettable that owing to the defects of the existing law the chief results of 
the Board’s insistence upon oompaotness has been the substitution of imperfect 
for perfect parfeitions* A radical remedy, as the Board suggest, can only be found 
in legislation. The problem is one which bristles with difficulties^ the greatest of 
wMoh is tlmwtenoe of old incompact partitions, the disturbance of wM^h will 
ije fraught %ith, the greatest difficulties. The Government are pledged, in the 
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first instance, to deal with the revision of the Oudh Rent Act and the Tenancy 
Act, but they recognize that the amendment of the Land Revenue Act must be 
faced in the near future. 

His Excellency in Council desires to express his deep appreciation of the 
work done by the Board of Revenue and all officers subordinate to it, who have 
faced with their customary determination and efficiency the constantly-increasing 
burden of work.

The triennial report on the lunatic asylums ia the United^ Provi noes for the years 1918 
1919, and 1920 ^ * 

Obseetations,— There has been a decrease in the number of 
patients under t];eatment in the asylums of the province during the last 
three years. The actual number at the close of the year 1917 was 1,616, 
whereas in 1920 it stood at 1,362* The number of admissions during 
the year 1918) viz. 621, was higher than any recorded during the last 
nine years and is due to the admission of overseas military . jnsanes. 
During the period under review a total of 62 European and Eurasian 
lunatics, confined in th6 asylums of the province, were transferred to 
the European Lunatic Asylum at Ranchi. 

' ^ 2. The death-rate rose from 8*66 in 1916—11^ to 12'21 drfring the ’ 
ferieanium' under report. This increase is due principally to the influenza* 

95q 
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epidemic of 1918. It is noiiiceabla that outi of 69 deaths in 1920 in the 
Benares asylum, no less than 10 were attributable to hook-worm 
infection. The matter is receiving careful attention. Although the 
daily average of sick duriug 1918 —20 was 238 93 as compared with 
180‘20 in the previous triennmm, Government notes with satisfaction 
that the percentage of cures has risen from 33’84 to 48*43. 

3. The total expenditure during the period under review amounted 
to Rs. 7,33,906 as compared with Es. 5,54,7£0 during the previous 
three years. The increase appears to be mainly due to the general rise 
of prices and the increase of pay given to the subordinate establishment 
in accordance with the general revision of pay sanctioned by Govern- 
ment m lf20. 

It IS observed with satisfaction that profits on asylum industries 
and receipts from paying patients show a considerable increase during 
the period under review. 

4. The last report drew attention to the necessity of te«roofing the 
barracks at the Benares asylum. This work has now been completed. A 
new cook-house has also been constructed, but is reported to be unsatis- 
factory. The other main building works carried out during the period 
under leview wore the conversion of the old cook-house at the Agra 
asylum into 12 cubiolps for the hospital and the re-fiooring of four bar- 
racks. The new hospital cells are, however, found to be quite unsuitable 
and will bo [loplacod by cubicle barracks as soon as funds permit. An 
entirely new cook-house is another urgent need. At tho Bareilly asylum 
a system of paliUa drams to carry off storm-wator has been undertaken 
at a cost of Bs 6,872 and iron cages at a cost of Es 2,976 have* been 
constructed for the five ’wells. A new cook-house has also been 
constructed but an addition to this is necessary and will be carried out 
as soon possible. 

5. The report is an entirely satisfactory one and the thanks of 
Government are due to Colonels Maotaggart and Close and to the 
Superintendents who have been in charge of the asylums for their 
successful administration.

Report of the United Provinces Students" Advisory Oommittee from 
Is^ Apnli 1920 to Blst March, 1921. 

The year under report has seen a most important change in the 
conduct of the Students’ department in England. The Committee is 
grateful to Dr. Arnold for his courtesy in his dealings with all corres- 
pondence directed to him m the past. The Students’ department is 
now a branch of the High Commissioner’s office in London, and the 
Committee feels assured that the interests of students from these 
provinces will be well looked after by that office. 

It has been a gieat disappointment to many students that Oxford 
and Cambridge are to be so full in October, 1921, that several intending 
candidates for admission have had their applications rejected. The 
year has been marked by various new regulations and changes in 
conditions prevailing in English institutions. The chief of these are 
as follows : — 

1. The cost of living has so increased in England that Colleges 
at Oxford and Cambridge will not admit a man unless he can guarantee 
that he can afford from ^350 to £400 a year. Non-collegiate students 
jrequire at least £300. In London, and elsewhere too, there is need for 
increased allowances, 

2. The London Univei sity requires — 

(a) That students should join in the October term. 

(b) That applications for admission should be made before 
1st May in each year. 

( c) That students should not leave Iildia till they have heard 

that they have actually been admitted. 

3. The standard for the new Ph,D degree, at Gamhridge, is very 
high. Only those who have done research work, or high work akin to 
it, will be admitted to study for the degree by the EesearcJi Board 
which controls the examination. 

4. The Forestry classes at Oxford are only open to selected 
probationers for the Indian Forest service or the higher branches of the 
Native States forestry services. 

5. Certificates accompanying applications for admission to all 
institutions should state the su bjects in which the candidate has passed 
in each examination and the fnarhs he has obtained in each subject. 
Such certificate should be^ officially signed by the Eegistrar of the 
University in the case of University examinations, and by the proper 
^authority in the case of other examinations. 

6. Applications for admission should clearly state what the 
applicant wishes to do in England, and what subjects he desires to 
-«tudy.

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7. The Scottish Universities-^ 

(a) Candidates have to fill in a form termed-— for 
attestation of fitness.'^ This has to be accompanied by a fee 
of five shillings 

(b) Every candidate has to sit for an es:ammation in English. 

(c) There is now no special preliminary examinition for medicine. 

Students must take the ordinaiy preliminary in Arts and 
Science. 

(d) Glasgow cannot for some time admit any more engineering 

students, as the classes will be full ; but, ii future, applica- 
tions for admission must be on special foims, and must be 
made befoie the 1st May preceding the October in which 
admission is sought, 

8 It cannot be borne in mind too clearly that institutions in 
England do not recognize the Matriculation examination of an Indian 
University, or the School Leaving certificate, or such as sufficient for 
admission. The Intcrmodiate examination is the least examination 
accepted, and Cambridge requires that a first class should have been 
obtained in it and that one of the subjects taken should have been Greek, 
Latin, Sanskiit, Arabic, Persian or Pali, Oxford only admits a B.A. 
or B*Bc. An Indian over 19 years of age who has passed the Matricula- 
tion eximination of an Indio, n University may apply to substitute an 
examination before a Board of Examiners for the London Matriculation, 

The Advisory Oommittoe in these provinces is being reconstructed 
so as to include experts and men lately returned from England who 
are well acquainted with up-to-date requirements in Western institu- 
tions. Sir Grirnw^ood Hears, Chief Justice of the High Court at 
Allahabad, is Provident of tho Committee, The Executive Committee 
is also being reformed in order to include the host experts available. 
The statistio-i at the end of tho report will show how the work of this 
deparfei^ient has increased. 

Amongst the activities of the year have been tho publication of a 
smaU pamphlet giving information useful to memberh of tho Committee 
and to students. We have also been m oominunioation with Canadian 
Universities, and Toronto and Halifax have both written saying they 
would admit Indian students on the same conditions as to qualifications 
as are recognised by English Universities. Bona-fide students will 
readily he allowed to land iu Canada, 

The annual meeting of tho Committee was hold on Saturday, 
20th bk)vember, 1920. The minutes of that meeting have already 
been printed and circulated. ^ 

The Committee is an advisory body, and as such does most liSbful 
work. Students who go to England without consulting the Secretary, 
or a member of the Committee, find themselves in difficdlSee,' and 
waste weeks and months iu England, because they ffiave hot known 
what conditions to fulfil bdfore going, or what certificates to take with 
them. The statistics will show how very widely information and 
advice is sought by students. The Committee ostnfaot be Held respoh- 
sible for disappointment in case of failure to gaih admission ’to any 
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particular University or Institution. The Committee oan help a man 
with full advice, and ensure that he fulfils all necessary conditions, 
and takes with him all necessary certificates. The High Commissioner’s 
office in London will press all claims for admission. But it must be 
remembered that the number of candidates from all over the Empire 
seeking admission to British institutions is far in exces of vacancies 
in each year. It must also be remembered that Biitish institutions 
will, under the circumstances, give pieference to those having the 
highest qualifications. A graduate, for example, will be preferred to 
one who has only passed the Intermediate. Men would be wise to 
realize that though Oxford and Cambridge are ideal, the smaller and 
more modern Universities ofier an excellent aud up-to-date educatioa, 
and their degrees are fully recognized for admission to the Imperial 
services. It would also be wise for some candidates to accept the 
welcome now extended to Indians by Toronto and Halifax. 

There are Professors in the Indian Educational Service who have 
Canadian degrees. 

This year, like last, has been marked by a large number of appH- 
oations for information about education in Japan and America. Pro- 
fessor MacPherson of the Ewing College at Allahabad, who is return- 
‘"ing to America this year, has kindly offered to take any intending" 
students with him, and to make all arragements for them in America. 

There have been applications for information about training 
concerning wjiioh the students’ handbook is silent, e. g., training in the 
manufacture of glass, the art of printing cotton stuffs, and the manufac- 
ture of sugar. The High Commissioner’s oflfice has kindly obtained 
information for us about printing, and it is hoped that we may soon 
know where the arts of glass and sugar can be fully learnt, 

As. the lists of the rnembers of the General and Executive Com- 
mittees are '"being revised they are not added to this report. 

The Heads of 200 schools, and 30 colleges are corresponding 
members of the Committee.

Educational depabtmbnt. 

Dated Naini Tal, the 23rd May, 1921. 

1. In G. 0. no. 366/IX~24, dated the 10th July, 1920, district boards 
^ere invited to embark with Government assistance on a scheme for the expansion 
of education anrongst the depressed classes. The main features of this scheme 
were as follows 

(i) That the boards should appoint a supervisor of schools for the depressed 
classes, on suitable pay with travelling allowance, to stimulate a ^ 
demand for education among these classes and to make recommend* 
ations to the boards for the. maintenance of, or grant-in-ald to, 
special schools under rules B and 93, of the district board educa- 
tional rules. The intention was that the supervisor (e.g.,, a 
selected assistant master of a middle school or head master of a 
primary school) should visit commanities of the depressed classes 
and explain to them the advantages of education for tlieir ohildreil 
and how to proceed in order to start a special school under the 
rules referred to ; that he should,' forward their, a^lioa^ns with 
his recommendations toJhef5e||V^Jo8pepbr, io^^ subaiissioh to 
the board and also assist themTa |s<^rjag a teacher. • % 

98a ,, 
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(ii) That the hoards should start aided schools for children of the depressed 

classes wherever a managing body or ‘pmchayat of a particular 
caste of the depressed classes could guarantee a suitable building 
and an attendance of not less than 20 children by the end of the 
year. It was proposed that the grant-in-aid should amount to the 
full salary of the teacher, plus a sum of Rs. 20 per annum for 
contingent expenses and a non-recurring grant of Rs. 30 for 
initial equipment. 

(iii) That on the results of the upper primary examination the boards 

should award scholarships to children of the depressed classes who 
are willing to proceed to Yernacular Middle school with a view to 
becoming teachers. The boards were informed that the rates for 
these scholarships should be Rs. 6 per mensem, that they should 
be tenable for 83 months (i.e., for 12 months in classes V and VI 
and nine months in class VII) and that they should be granted 
under an agreement between the boy’s parent or guardian and the 
hoard to the effect that the boy on completing the Middle school 
course would serve as a teacher iu a recognized school for the 
depressed classes for at least three years. 

2. All district hoards, except five, have agreed to take advantage of 
the scheme and have submitted proposals. These have been revised on the 
following principles *— 

(i) The pay of the supervisor (including travelling allowance) has been 
fixed at a uniform rate of Rs. 600 per annum, 

(li) In order to determine the number of aided schools which the boards 
could be expected to establish successfully, the number of pupils 
belonging to the depressed classes was taken as a guide and the 
districts of the province were divided into three classes on this 
basis, A maximum number of aided schools was allotted to each 
district according to its class and the boards have been allowed the 
number of aided schools for which they have asked up to the 
maximum determined by this scale. Rupees 14 per mensem was 
taken as the average pay of a teacher in a school for the depressed 
classes. 

(iii) Scholarships have been allotted on a consideration of the number of 
boys belonging to the depressed classes who passed the upper 
primary examination in 1920. 


3, Details of the grants to be given to the boards to give effect to the 
scheme will he announced through the Commissioners of divisions. The recurring 
grants have been calculated under four mam heads : (X) oost of supervisor, (2) 
grant-m-aid for teachers’ salaries, (3) grant-in-aid for contingencies, and (4) 
■"scholarships, la. addition there is a non-recnrring grant for "tRe equipment of 
new schools. These grants are subject to therfollowing conditions 

(i) Boards are not permitted to divert tRepa to any ot^#irpose. * 

(ii) C-overmnent reserve the right to reduce the amount pfeassistanca given 

in 1932-28’ and future years by the amounts ‘by which the hoards 
to work up Jo their ^otmenls for Savings thi^ 

feoledwiH *hu; inverted as 'm^in-troburrlui. grants to other boards, 
■i^ of' of bowas wM* 
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failed to work up tlaeir piogrammes may be reduced a^d the funds 
thus released diverted to boards which show that they are in a 
position to go beyond their sanctioned programme. 

(m) If the appointment of the supervisor appears to Government not to 
be justified by results the assistanee given on his account may be 
withdrawn, six months’ notice of withdrawal being first given to 
the board. 

(iv) Although the cost of the supervisor has been calonlated at a standard 
rate of Bs. 600 per annum and the pay of teachers in aided schools 
at an average of Es. 14 per mensem, boards are permitted to fix tlb 
pay of the supervisor^lft a rate which will attract a suitable person 
for the work and may give as grants-in-aid for salaries amounts 
which will attract suitable teachers. They are not bound to the 
precise number of schools and scholarships shown in the sanctioned 
programme and may transfer funds between heads of the recurring 
grant, 

4. It is proposed to amend the district hoard educational rules in order 
to afiord the boards every facility to start schools for the depressed classes. Thus 
boards will be permitted to appoint untrained teachers as head masters of these 
schools and, with the approval of the Chief Inspector of Vernacular Education, 
they may prescribe a special time table and ourrioulum for schools for the 
depressed classes. Boards will be permitted also to give pupils in schools for the 
depressed classes school books free of charge, provided the boards meet the cost 
from their own funds. The grant-in-aid rules will be made more elastic. Draft 
amendments to the district board rules to give effect to these proposals are being 

published. ; 

6. The amount provided by the Dooal Government to give effect to the 
scheme during the current financial year is Es. 80,000 recurring and Es. 8,000 
non-recurring. These sums will provide all districts, which have agreed to accept 
the sohem^ with a supervisor and will enable them to establish a total qf 240 
additional schools and 120 scholarships for the depressed classes. If the present 
scheme is a sneoess the Local Government will be prepared to reoeive^from hoards, 
which are able to go beyond their programmes, applications for additional 
assistance. The Government will be prepared also to assist boards as far as funds 
are available to expand education amongst the depressed classes by means other 
than those proposed in the present scheme. Thus, if a board is of opinion that 
a special vocational Middle school for the depressed classes would be a success and 
submits a well-considered scheme for such school, the'Government will be prepared 
to consider the question of giving such a hoard further financial assitance. 

6. It is*n6t the intention of the pna^nt scheme that the boards should 
confine Ipupils of the lower ohstes to special ‘‘schools. On the contrary every 
effort should be made by the boards and ollcera to keep all schools c^m 
freely to all castes. Special schools !df the d§prek|fd ciassss ^ should be opened 
only for children of castes to whose pfIsSenee in the%dmary Schools btrfr castes 
are iireeoncilably opposed. 

7. In oonolusioa, the Govemmenli wonld^ boards that the. 

mokl and political progress of the provmoe Is ^dependent .0| the degree to 
which they can secure a rapid expahsioa of elpfsspp. 

The effort that can be made in this dire^oii. 5 ^^f tte ted# nbt 
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disposal of the boards is small compaied with what they can attempt when they 
leceive additional financial powers. But funds alone are not sufficient. The 
chief factor in the success of any programme for the uplift of the depressed classes 
IS the personal sympathy with the movement shown by individual members of the 
hoaid, district inspecting officers, and teachers.

1. The Local Government have, for some time, had under consideration 
Jig quebtion of the expansion o! female education. Various linqs of advance have 
been explored and definite steps will be taken in every direction in which progress 
is pobbihlo. 

1. Ill regard to the primary education of girls, district boards were invited 
to idopt a forward policy on the understanding that Government would bear half 
of the co-^t, recLU’riug and non-reourrmg. Tbirty'^two boards have agreed to 
.met pt the scheme on this condition. Expenditure will be incurred under five 
main heads as loliows : ~ 

(i) Pai^ of teaclmi.—'Th.o chief cause of the backwardness of female 
(Hlucatiou IS the dearth of teachers. An obvious means of attract- 
ing to, and retaining in, the profession women who are competent 
and free to join it is to improve the pay. The present average ps^y 
of teachers in girls’ primary schools is Bs. 11 per mensem, This 
IS Hiuoh too low^ Conditions vary from district to district, and it 
would not, therefore, be desirable to prescribe uniform rates of pay 
for the whole proviace.

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(ii) Q'lants-in-aid— In the opinion of the majority of the boards the 
present conditions under which grants can be given to aided schools 
are too rigid. The rules will accordingly be amended bo enable the 
boards to aid all schools which give genuine instruction, even of a 
very elementary kind. In the opinion of Government grants-in-aid 
should be on a more generous scale than at present, and accordingly 
the assistance now to be given to boaids includes pi o vision for 
increased grants to aided schools. 

Stipends and allowances i7i training classes —The stipends and allowances 
at present given to students in training and their gdardians are 
Es. 6 per mensem and Es. 4 per mensem, respectively. These are 
* not sufficient to attract students. The Government have, there- 
for®, approved of revised rates, namely Bs 10 per mensem for 
stipends and Es. 6 per mensem for allowances, and the boards were 
f asked to adopt these rates in submitting them proposals for 

expansion. 

(iv) Conhngsncies.—Some boards have represented that an increase under 

this head will be necessary. Government agrm with them. 
Progress in the past has been hampered because schools have been 
badly equipped and inadequately supplied with funds for servants 
and conveyance. Provision has, therefore, been made in the 
programme for assistance towards contingent charges. 

(v) Buildings and equipment . — Boards were asked to submit proposals for 

non-recurring expenditure also, on the understanding that they 
would pay half the additional expenditure involved. Their 
proposals under this head have been sanctioned in full, 

3. The total sum ^et apart during the current financial year to give effect 
tiOthe above proposals is Es. 62,000 recurring and Es. 1,03,000 non-recurring. 
These amounts will be distributed amofigst the thirty -two boards that have agreed 
to hear half the total cost of the programme. The precise amounts allotted to 
boards will be announced through Commissioners of divisions. The grants have 
been calculated as follows :‘— 

(i) The boards’ proposals under the head Pay of teachers ” have been 

accepted and Government will bear half the additional cost 
involved. As stated in paragraph 2(i) above, boards are free to alter 
details, if changes are found to be necessary or desirable. Before* 
finally adopting concrete programmes lor revision of pay arfed ' 
additional staff boards should consu^ the Circle Inspectress. 

(ii) Grants-in-aid have been estimated at a uniform rate of Bs. 15 per 

mensem single-teacher school. Government will contribute half the* 
difference between the total cost* estimated at this rate and the 
hoards’ present expenditure on grants-in-aid. 

(iii) Stipends and allowances have been calculated as explained In 

paragraph 12(iii) above. Government will contribute half of tbo 
cost of additional stipends and allowAnoes and of revising^&e rates 
for existing stipends and allowances. » 

(if) The extra expenditure on contingenoies has been calculated at ^ 
uniform rate of Es. 40 per annum per teacher in board schools.- 
Towards this sum Government will contribute Bs. 20 per annum* 

99a 
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The grants under each of the above four heads for the current year have been 
calculated for nine months only. 

(v) As already stated, the boards’ proposals for expenditure on buildings 
and equipment have been accepted in full and Government will 
contribute half of the expenditure. 

4. The grants to be allotted to the boards are subject to the following 
conditions : — 

(i) Half of any additional expenditure under the scheme should come 

from the boards’ own funds ^ and half should be debited to the 
Government grant. 

(ii) The boards are free to transfer funds between the four heads : (1) pay 

of teachers, (2) grants-in-aid, (3) stipends and allowances, and 
(4) contingencies of the recurring grant. 

(lil) The grant given in 1922-23 may be reduced by the unexpended 
portion of the Government grant for 1921-22 and the funds thus 
released redistributed as non-reourring grants to boards according 
to their needs and to the progress made by them in carrying out 
their programmes. 

(iv) At tho end of 1922‘-93 the reoiirring grants may be reduced in the case 

of boards that have failed to work up to their programmes and the 
funds thus released distributed as recurring grants to other boards. 

(v) At the end of 1921*22 and 1922-23 hoards will he required to submit 

a progress report showing their non-recurring expenditure during 
these years on buildings and equipment for girls’ schools. At the 
end of 1922-23 the Government contribution to a board may be 
reduced by tho unexpended portion of the grant for buildings and 
equipment and the funds thus released redistributed to boards 
which are in need of additional funds, 
d. Many boar Is have asked for assistance towards scholarships in girls’ 
schools. The proposals made by the boards are based on varying principles. Tfe 
Government are, therefore, unable to accept them in their present forin, but a 
scheme will he prepared on piinciples which will treat nil boards alike, and if 
funds are available, grants will be made to give effect to it. 

C. The boards were informed that all restrictions, under the ednoational 
rules, which tend to hamper the spread of female education would be withdrawn, 
and they were asked to submit amendments to the rules. The Government have 
approved of the majority of these and they will he duly notified. In the mean* 
time the boards may assume that the following changes win be made i-” 

(1) Oo-education should, subject to age restrictions, not be discouraged 

where local opinion is in favour of it. 

(2) Under rule 98, the limit of 20 will be reduced to 16. 

(8) Where no certificated teacher is available a superannuated male 
leacher or a woman who is able to teach reading, writing, and 
arithmetic may be employed. 

(4) Mo tuition fee should be charged in girls’ echoolf jg. Jn the case of 
girls reading in boys’ sohoolp, and the board provide girls 
. , with free books and stationery provided it me0t$ the oost from its 

' . own funds. / 

Gr^|s4ii-aid may be given to schools bvpn f hp tlw^ do not teach 
’ beyond the lower nrimarv staff e. 
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(6) The board may giYe*’a grant-in-aid to an aided school towards equip- 

ment contingencies and repairs to buildings in addition to a salary 
grant equivalent to the full salsry of the teacher employed. 

(7) The pay of teachers in girls’ schools maintained or aided by the board 

should be fixed by the board according to the resources of the 
board and to local conditions, to the qualifications and experience 
of the teachers and the work required of them. A special 
allowance should be given to the head mistress of a school to 
which a training class is attached. 

7. Additional expenditure and liberal rules will avail little, unless there 
is some local enthusiasm for female education. Wherever there are signs that 
some local interest in the education of girls has been aroused, the board should 
endeavour to give it corporate stability by appointing local advisory committees 
for girls’ schools ; wher^ possible one or more members of the committee should 
be women. The G-overnment attach value to the experiment made at Bara 
Banki, where a district, inspectress wss appointed to inspect schools to ihake 
recommendations regarding the opening of new schools and to stimulate a 
demand in the district for female education. Several hoards have proposed to 
follow the example of the Bara Banki board Persons suitable for the work of 
a district inspectress are not easy to find. If any board has a suitable lady in 
view, application for assistance towards her salary and travelling allowance may 
be made to Government through the Director of Public Instruction. 

8. The proposals outlined in this resolution mark a departure in the policy 

of Government in regard to the expansion of female education under the boards. 
Id the past the functions of Governmenti were coufined mainly to guiding the 
boards, controlling their expenditure, setting a standard in its model schools, and 
.assisting in the provision of teachers. The grants now being made are, it is 
hoped, the beginning of a policy of systematic financial assistance from 
provincial funds. How far it will be possible to extend this policy depends on 
funds available and on the boards themselves. If they can demonstrate that 
the teachers whom they have proposed -in their programmes are forthcoming 
and that in other respects they can give practical effect to their schemes, 
and are prepared to find from local funds an amount equivalent to the Govern- 
ment grant they will justify a bolder financial policy in regard to female education. 
The Government are fully conscious of the difficulties of the boards’ task. The 
dearth of teachers is an obstacle not easy to surmount. But personal endeavour 
by each member and officer of the board to do his utmost to make the scheme a 
success", will have a marked cumulative effect and will at least demonstrate that 
local authorities are determined fully to do their part in the spread of female 
education. ,

The GoTernineDt; of India have had under consideration repieeeutatiocs made by 
P rovincial Civil Service officers holding Indian Civil Sarviea posts as to the adequacy of the 
remuneration admisBiblo to them under paragraph i (2) (a) of the Home department 
eso lutioti ne. 1260 {Establishments), dated the 24th June, 1920. With the approval of the 
Secretary of State, the Government of India are pleased to direct that the following shall be 
substituted for paragraph 1 (2) (a) of the resolution in question : — 

« (2) (a) The initial pay of an officer promoted fiom the Piovineial Service will on 
each occasion of his promotion he fixed on the eupeiior time<scale at the lowest stage which 
exceeds the substantive pay last enjoyed by him in the regular lino of the Provincial Service 
by not less than Rs. 300 a month, or the stage of the superior aeala for the lOlh year of service 
in the Indian Civil Service (Rs. 1,275), whichever is greater. In addition, he will be allowed 
to count towards increments any peiiod during which he may have previously oiBciafced in a 
hated post. Provided that in no case will a Provincial Service officer draw a higher pay than 
that to which an officer of the Indian Civil Service of tiie aame number of years’ service would 
be entitled under the superior tiine-seale.”

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5. Eleven convicts escaped during the year under report as againsi 
18 during the previous year, and seven were recaptured. The struotura] 
defects in the jails where escapes occurred have been remedied and the 
officials responsible have been suitably punished. 

6. The total number of jail offences has risen from 23,311 in 1919 
to 25,307 during the year under report. The increase wL, however, 
chiefly due to minor offences, and it is satisfactory to note that in spite 
of this rise the number of serious offences committed by prisoners 
relating to assaults, mutiny, and escapes fell from 23 to 11. There were 
only 22 cases of flogging as against 23 during the year 1919, Of the 22 
prisoners flogged, 17 were habituals. 

/. The cost of guaiding and maintaining prisoners fell from 

Bs. 31,47,561 in the previous year to Bs. 27,36,657 in the year under 

report. This substantial decrease is mainly due to the fall in the 
number of prisopeis. The jail deliveries in December, 1919 and April 
1920, had a marked efleot in keeping down the jail population. The 
total cost per head of maintaixiing prisoners, however, rose from 
Bs. 100-13-9 to Bs. 110-5-0. The rise in establishment charges from 
Bs. 5,41,561 to Bs. 7,61,184 is chiefly due to the revision of the scale 
of pay of the subordinate establishment. It is satisfactory to note 
that the grain storage operations, resulted in a substantial saviuo of 
Bfi. 1,07,242. 

8. On account of the fall in the jail population there was a 
decrease of Bs. 16,494 in the cash profits made by jail factories, but the 
average cash earnings per head of the prisoners show a satisfactory 
increase. The total cash profit derived from the special industries 

■ carried on at the Agra Central Prison was Bs. 46,006 against Bs. 32,620 
in 1919. This is the highest figure reached during the last 25 years 
and reflects great credit on the Huporintendent, who has considerably 
.inoreasedthefaotory outturn during the year. As regards profit per 
head of prisoners employed in jail manufactures, Aligarh stands first 
with a profit of Bs. 180-6-0 per head, Lucknow pomiug second with a 
profit of Bs. 79*9-0 per head. Most of the profits at Aligarh were 
derived from a quinine factory. 

9. The death-rate for the year shows an improvement, being 17‘0 
per mille against 24‘4 in the previous year, but is still above the average 
for the seven years previous to 1918, the influenza year. 

ff*he Lucknow ^Gentral l^rison shows a distinct improvement in 
health. The death-rate is only 6 0, which is a remarkably low figure 
considering that during the previous five years the average death-rate 
was 30’4. This marked- decrease is attributed to improved sanitation of 
the jail and its surroundings. In the Allahabad District daily on the 
other hand, the health of the inmates has, during the past five years, 
been worse than the average. This is attributed to its location in a 
crowded area, but a new site has been selected outside the city and the 
^ue^tion of the rerpoval of the jail Will now be taken up. The disease 
’^^^hercle of the lungs accounted for the highest number of deaths, 
naaaeJy fif Ivery e%rt is he^ng made |fco combat this disease and, aL 
already stated/ the jail at Sultahpur has hem set asid# lor the reception 
of Such cases% ‘ . 
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TO. As regards buildings, new quarters for warders and officials 
were constructed at the Lucknow Central Prison and at the Bulandshahr, 
Fatehpur, Fyzabad, and Shahjahanpur District Jails. The .water- 
supply is reported to be still defective in many Jails, and measures are- 
being taken to improve matters as funds permit. 

11. The Jail department has, like all other departments, received 
an increase of pay under the general scheme of revision. Male warders 
of the lowest grade now draw Bs. 20 per mensem and the hill allowance- 
of certain officials attached to Paurij'Naini Tal, and Almora Jails has 
been increased, • 

12. The Governor again notes with pleasure the good work done 
by the Indian jailors. The work .of the European Jailors was also 
■satisfactory and the names of the officials, both • European and Indian,, 
specially mentioned for good work have been noted. . 

IS., The work of the intra-mnral guard continues to be unsatis- 
factory. It is anticipated, however, that the increased rates of pay 
lately sanctioned will attract a better class of men, and a marked 
improvement is reported to be noticeable already. . 

14, The Civil Assistant Surgeons and Indian Medical department 
officers who held charge of Central and District Jails are again reported 
to have dphe good work. The names of specially-mentioned officers- 
have been noted* 

16. The Jail Committee visited the Naini, Lucknow, Agra, and 
Bareilly Central Prisons, the Cawnpore District Jail and the Juvenile 
Jail at Bareilly.. Their recommendations are. under the consideration 
of Government, 

16. The office of Inspector-General of Prisons was held by Major 
J, E . Clements, i.M.s., from. the 18th April to the 23rd December, 3920,, 
during the absence of the permanent Inspector-General on leave, and 
the thanks of Government are due to him and to Lieutenant-Colonel 
Woolley and also to those who worked under him for the successful 
administration of the department.

In connection with the recommendation made by the Public Services Commission in the 
concluding sentence of paragraph 44 of Annexure X to their report, the Government of India 
have had under consideration the question of pensions to bo granted to Barristers, Vakils, and 
Advocates of High Courts, and Pleaders of Chief Courts who, under the orders announced in 
paragraph 11 of the Home department resolution no. 2559, dated the Ist December, IS^, 
may be directly appointed to Judicial posts ordinarily held by members of the Indian Civil 
Service. Witl^e approval of the Secretary of State, they are now pleased to direct thak the 
pensions of febe^ officers shall be regulated under articles 466-A., 474, 474-A, and 475* A. of 
the Civil Service Regulations, In tftie case of superannuation pensions, officers with not Jess 
than ten years’ actual qualifying service will also be allowed as a special case the concession of 
adding to their qualifying service the actual period not exceeding ten years by which their 
age at recruitment exceeds 25 years. This concession will in almost every ease enable officers 
recruited at tbe age of 86 years to earn a full pension, and those recruited at the age of 40 to 
earn the 25 years* pension hy the time they reach the ordinary age of superannuation, and the 
.maximum pension if they are allowed to serve until they m 60 years of age. The ordinary 
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rules which will apply to other forms of pension coupled witfr the special concession mentioned 
above for superannuation pensions will, the Government of India hope, be sufiSciently attractiv#| 
especially ss these officers will invariably be able to obtain, in the case of invalid and 
superannuation pensions, benefits from the additional pensions admissible under article 416-A, 
of the Civil Service Regulations. 

The necessary additions and corrections to the Civil Service Regulations will be issued in 
due course.

EE SOLUTION. 

Dated Allahahad, the V^th JuTie, 1921. 

Observations.— The question of the improvement of the s^ni^ 
tary condition of Hardwar, as v-ell as its expansion, has been engaging 
the attention of GO‘vernment for along time. As far back as 1912 several 
suggestions on the point were made in the press and elsewhere and the 
need for improvements in a most important centre of pilgrimage was 
fully realized. It was decided, however^ to await the report of the 
Pilgrim Committee and then to appoint an advisory committee to 
enquire and report into the various recommendations made for the 
improvement of Hardwar. On the receipt of the Pilgrim Committee’s 
report immediate action was impossible for lack of necessary funds and 
the appointment of the committee was therefore postponed. Govern- 
ment have since been consideiing the best method of attacking the 
problem. The creation of a Trust under the United Provinces Town 
Improvement Act of 1919 was suggested but after a discussion in . 
which the Hon’ble Lala Sukhbir Singh took part and in the result of 
which he concurred, it was decided that this step was not n*ecessary in^ 
asmuch as there was no difference of opinion in regard to the maig 
problems and the size of Hardwar hardly justified the creation of a 
Trust. 

2. Government have now decided to appoint an advisory com- 
mittee whose function will he to advise the naunicipal hoard of HardwaT 
as to the improvement and expansion of Hardwar and in particul-ar .aS 
to the following matters : — 

(1) Schemes for electric and water supply^ which have been sanc- 

tioned and projected. 

(2) Schemes for drainage and sewerage. 

(3) The question *Gf the selection of nazul lands for pilgrims’ sheL 

ters, for dharamshalas, and of the release of the remaindeif 
for private use. 

^ (4) The proposal to acquire land to the north of the town for pur* 
poses of expansion. 

(5) A proposed extension of the bathing platform from Har-ki 

pain to Bhimgoda. 

(6) The improvement of the river-side road from Hardwar to 

Mayapur and Mayapur to Kankhah 

(7) The regulation of building and rebuilding on sites not the 

property of Government. 

(6) The provision of stables for eltla and tonga ponies which are 
at present kept in an insanitary manner in the heart of the 
town. 

(9) The establishment of a new burning ghat. 

(lO) The organization Of the milk supply which is at present both 
bad and scarce* , , ^ 
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(11) The working of the new termiaal tax and the suitability of 
the schedules of rates. 

3. The proposals of the committee should be as detailed and com- 
plete as possible and should comprise complete financial statistics 
showing the neb and gross cost of the various proposals made. 

4. The committee will cousisbof the following members : —

The Hon’ble Lala Siikhbir Singh of Mnzaffarnagar. 

Pandit Anaud Narayan, m.b.e., of Dehra Dun.^

Mahant Kanh Das of Hardwar. 

The committee will assemble at Hardwar on such dates as tbe 
chairman shall determine and will make their own arrangements for 
taking in hand points on which their opinion is desired. The com- 
mittee are at liberty to call for such evidence as they think fit and 
necessary to enable them to arrive at a conclusion on the points of 
enquiry and also to obtain the assistance and advice of officers of Grov- 
ernment in matters relating to their departments.

I HAVE the honour to submit the annual report on the Queen’s 
College for the year ending 31st March, 1921. 

NOMBERS. 

2. The number of students on the lolls of the College was, on the 
above date 76, as against 82 on the corresponding date last year. Of 
these, 55 were Hindus, 20 were Muhammidaus, and one was a Christian. 
There wore 90 students in the early part of the session, but this number 
was reduced by withdrawals lor various leasons, c g., continual absence, 
Sickness, shortage of attendance, joining the Benares Hindu University, 
and non-oo-oporatioii. The distribution of the students in classes was

The number of students would have been greater but for the depar- 
ture of all hut five out of 17 successful students in the Intermediate 
examination. The number of entries for the 1st year class was 
again small. Though 41 were accepted for admission, only 26 actually 
joined. I think there is no doubt that this is due to the supply of 
education of a cheaper kind at the Benares Hindu University. 

COHDUCT 

S. The behaviour of the students was satisfactory on the whole. 
Although the non-cp-operation movement has agitated the public mind 
and especially afieoted Benares, our students as a body remained true 
to the traditions of the College for loyalty and good sense, and with the 
exception of three remained unoontaminated. I am afraid, however, that 
the mental disturbance produced by the movement has been inimical to 
the ooncentratioa gf attention and the calm atmosphere requisite for 
profitable studyl 
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STAFF. 

4. The following changes took place in the stalf ; — 

Mr. 0. M. Mnlvany took long leave from 3rd January, 1921, his 
place being taken temporarily by Mr. S. 0. Deb. 

Mr. El. L. Turner, on return from leave, was deputed to the Benares 
Hindu University in the capacity of Professor of Comparative Philology, 
with efiect from 16th December, 1920. 

Mr. 0. J. Gardner has continued to officiate for him. 

Mr. J. N. Banerji has officiated for Mr. Dandle, transferred to the 
Muir Central College, on the 25th April, 1920. 

Mr. Ehurshed Ahmad took four months’ privilege leave on the 
9th December, 1920, Mr. Baj Kishore, m.sc, being appointed m his 
place. 

Babu Sarada Charan Chakravarti, returned from long leave on the 
23rd April, 1920, whereupon Babn Anil Nath Ghosh reverted to his sub- 
stantive post as Demonstrator in Chemistry, displacing Babu J. N. Dey 
who had been officiating for him. 

Babu Surendra Nath Ohatterji having been confirmed at the 
Agricultural College, Oawnpore, on the 11th July, 1920, Mr. Sudhir 
Kumar Ghosh was appointed as Demonstrator in Physics, 

M. Muhammad Himayatul Hasan, b.a, was appointed, on the 
29th July, 1920, Assistant Professor of Arabic and Persian, in place 
of Shamsuinlama M. Muhammad Abdul Jalil, who had retired from 
service at the end of March, and to whose services I made a reference 
m last year’s report. 

Babu Jagannath Prasad, Librarian, returned from long leave on 
the 1st May, 1920, and on the 1st October, was appointed Head Clerk, 
sub. pro tem.f being succeeded as Librarian by Pandit Gouix Shankar 
Shnkul. In the interval Babu Jagat Narayan Srivastava, 2nd clerk, 
bad officiated as Head Clerk from 1st June to 9th July and Babu 
Purnagri Prasad from lOtb July to 30th September. 

The death of Babu Sankata Prasad, who had been Head Clerk of 
the College for ISJ years, after a lingering illness, on the 3rd September, 
was a serious loss to the College. Ha had been in the department 
for 36 years and had been identified with the College and the School in 
various capacities during the wkole of his service. He was a man with 
a rare sense o/ duty who always performed the day’s work with faithful- 
ness and efficiency, and his sterling character — upUght, honourable, and 
straightforward— earned him the respect and confidence of all who 
worked with him. 

HEALTH AND GAMES. 

6. The health of the students was generally satisfactory. In 
games we have agaip been hampered by our small numbers, especially 
in cricket. This drawback was reflected in a diminished keenness.

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HOSTEL. 

7. The number of boardfers on the 31st March was 20, of whom 
14 belonged to the Queen’s College and 12 to the Sinskrit College. 
There was a mild case of small-pox in the Boardiiig-Hoiise, but necessary 
precautions were taken and the disease did not spread.

GHANGS OF STATUS. 

9. The coiiversion of the College into an Intermediate college, 
W’hich was announced in February, 1920, but which had been held in 
suspense pending the roconstitution of the Allahabad University, was 
decided on in G-overnment resolution no. 637/XV — G5 dated the 17tb 
March, 1921, setting forth the reasons which have led to the dsciaioii. 
Thus closes a long chapter in the history of what the resoiutiun 
despribos as “ one of the oldest and most distinguished ednoational 
institutions in the provinoa,” and thus “ the old ordfjr changeth.”

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND EEASONS. 


The presenfe Distrieb Boards Aeb was framed in 190G. The bjardi eon- 
stiluted under that Acb have done much vahiabJe work in improving meaua oJ 
communicabion and in bringing medical relief and education within reach of 
sections of the rural population. 

At the same time it is wid'ely recognized that most boards under their present 
constitution are deficient in vitality. This defect is to be attributed to a lack ot 
real responsibility in more than one direction. Hitherto the general policy to be 
adopted by district boards has been marked out by the Government ard the 
adaptation of that policy to local needs has in the main been the business of 
the district officer. Most of the driving power also has been furnished by that 
ojffioer. It results that beards are at present self-governing only in a very reaferictea 
sense. Again, members of district boards are not responsible in any real sense to 
those to whose needs they minister. The eieetorate is restricted and it is often 
the case that the qualifications and record of a candidate have but slight effect on 
his chamoes of success. Finally, district boards have no concern with the provi- 
sion of the funds necessary for their operations and their sense of responsibility for 
the proper expenditure of the funds placed at their disposal by Government has 
been correspondingly slight. These defects it is the aim of the Bill uow 
presented to remove. 

The main provisions of the Bill are the extension of the franchise, the confer- 
ment of powers of lo'oal taxation, and the elimination of the official element. The 
franchise will include all rural sections of the provincial electorate with the addition 
that females will be qualified to vote. There will be no ex offieio members ; oonse- 
qucntly the boards elected by the new electorate will be purely non-official ia 
character. The power of local taxation will be wide and subject to few restrictions, 
and, although Government assistance must perforce continue, the new boards will 
be expected to look to local -taxation rather than to Government for the funds 
needed for the expansion of their administrations. Farther, the control exercis- 
able by Government over district boards is being relaxed to the widest extent 
considered feasible under present conditions 

The result will be a great step forward and the introduction of true local 
self-government by bodies largely independent of official control, truly responsible 
to a large electorate and possessing for the first time control over their incomes as 
well as over their expenditure. 

Of a different nature is the remaining salient feature of the Bill, the 
provision for the creation of divisional councils. This is an enabling measure 
of which it will be open to the boards of any division to avail themselves o r 
not at their discretion. The divisional councils, if created, will relieve both blje 
Government and the boards of a portion of their respective powers and duties. The 
advantages claimed by those in favour of divisional councils are twofold. Elected 
by the coastibuent boards they will be in intimate touch will local conditions and in 
a position to execute more promptly and more surely the duties of eupervisioa and 
control, which will devolve upon them from Government. On the other hand they 
will be able to recruit that efficient higher administrative st&ff, febe need of which has 
long been felt in every district. The 'district board is too small a unit for this 
purpose, and cannot alone afford to offer terms attractive to men of the required 
qualifications. The provisioqi for the creation o'f divisional council wpi enable 
boards to co-operate with each other in employing officers of a stamp which they 
conld not otherwise afford.

CHAPTER X. 

This chapter embodies tho piovisions ot tho Northern India Ferries Act, 1878. 

189. This coriisponds to softion^ of the Fonios Act fi a council is estab- 
lished, it will exercise tho po>VGr eonteriod on tho Tuooal Government under this 
clause, except in tho case of a fen y forming a link with another province. The 
GOimoii will also exercise the power Confoired upon the Commissioner under 
proviso II. When a aver lies between two divisions, the Local Government will 
decide which of the councils eonceroed will exercise the poweis. 

199 and 191. 'I'heeQ clauses provide for tla management of public femes by 
the board and for ei editing the proceeds to the district fund. If a council is 
established it may manage a ferry which foims a link in a load raaintainod by the 
council, or may delegate the nmnagemeut to the board. The proceeds of feriies 
managed by the council will be paid into the divisional fund. 

192. The Local Government retains the power of placing ferries under the 
management of a lailway administration or local authouty othei than the board. 

193. The power to make rules la given to the Local Government instead of to 
I the Cbmmissioner subject to iho control of the Local 0overnmont, but the power 

may be delegated (elause 213). Certain matters wdiicli are now inoiuded m th© Act 
but which can appropriately be provided for by rules or by conditions of a leas© 
have been included mthis clause (see sections 8,90^11, 13, 16, 18 and 24 of the 
Ferries Act). 

If a council is established, m will exercise the powers conferred upon the Local 
Government under this clanso. The LocaRGovernment will, however, retain the 
power of exempting certain boards from the operation of Ae byelaws made by the 
council, and of exempting any persons, animals, etc , from payment of tolls. 

194 The necessity for this clause, which corresponds to section 14 of the 
FMjries Acfe, is doubtful, as the definition of fer^jy includes the approaches to, and 
lisiditfg places of, a ferry ; but there seems to be no harm in retaining it.

196. Aftears of l^ase money will be recoverable under provisos of 
Chapter beiofif recovered as arrearl -of .land reVentte (geetibh, 9 of t|» 

Ferries let). 
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197 to 199. These clauses are based upon the existing Act. If a council is 
established it will take the place of the Local Govarnmeat in exercising powers 
uader clauses 197 and 198 

2C0 to 206. The penal provisions are substantially those of the existing law, 
except that a general power of prescribing a penalty for a breach of a rule (or 
bjelaw) has been given in clause 200. The maximum fine in clause 2o3 (corre- 
sponding to section ‘23, Femes Act) has been raised to five hund eJ rupees to agree 
with the maximum fine for a breach of an ordinary rule The offences dealt with 
in clause 203 involve injury or danger to persons using the feriy and should not 
be less severely punished than ordinary breaches of rules. 

207. Embodies the existing law. 

208. Corresponds to section 30, Ferries Act It is anomalous that an appdal 
from an order under this clause, which is in the nature of an appeal fiom a convic- 
tion, should lie to the Commissioner as at present. The appellate court or, in cases 
where there is> no appeal, the District Magistiate, has therefore been substituted 
for the Gommissiouer. 

209. In view of the provisions of clause 150 (2) the first paragraph is perhaps 
superfluous, but it has to be expressly provided that the proceeds of flines, etc., 
may, m ceitam cases be paid to the lessee. 

210 to 213 These provisions follow the existing law and call for no 
comment. 

214. This provision is new and gives the District Magistrate power to 
intervene m order to pievent danger to the public, 

CHAPTER XI. 

This chapiter embodies the provisions of the Cattle Trespass Act, 1871. 

215. The definitions are substantially the same as m eeotioji 3 of that Act. 

Local authority ’’ is defined in the General Clauses Aet, 

216 and 217 correspond to sections 4, 5, 6 and 9 of the cattle Trespass Act, 
except that the establishment and control of pounds is made over to the board 
instead of to the District Magistrate. As pound-keepers will be the servants of 
the board, they will be public servants under clause 91. 

218 and 219 follow the existing law 

220. The scale of fines is expressly laid down in tl\e present Act. In this 
clause the Local Government is empowered to fix the scale by notification, but? if 
a council is ^established it will exercise this power subject to the sauetion of the 
Local Government 

22 11 to 224 follow the existing law. 

226 piovldes for creditiilg fines and surplus of sale proceeds to the district 

fund 

226 and 227 embody the provisions of section 19, Cattle Trespass Act. 

228. This clause covers the provisions of sections 20, 21, 22 and 23 of the 
Cattle Trespass Act, 

229 to 233. These clauses reproduce the substauce of the provisions of Chapter 
VI of the Cattle Trespass Act. 

233 is inserted in order to avoid any apparent conflict between section 547, 
Code of Criminal Procedure, and clause 150 (2) of this BUI. 

234 follows the existing law. 

236 empowers the board to make regulations regarding pounds and provides 
for the matters referred to in sections 7 and 8 of the Cattle Trespass Act. 

236. The Local Government retains the power, conferred by section 31 of the 
Cattle Trespass Act, of transferring to local authorities other than boards the 
control of pounds witMn their jurisdiction, and of directing that the income from 
such pounds shall be credited to the local authority concerned,

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CHAPTER XII. 

The clauses of this chapter aro modelkd on the corresponding provisions of 
the Municipalities Act. Uridot 'ieeiion 20 ol the ousting District Boards Act the 
board had po'Tei tn make hyn-laws only legardiiig the conduot of business. The 
power to make leo-nlationa for such purposes is retained in clause 20S, but in 
addition to t lis the lioaid will havo must ovfcent>ivo powers to make bye-laws under 
clause 230 fur cariyiug Ol t the purposes ot tins Bill Thoso powers will also he 
cvtemled to coiiuciK li the lattei aie csiabliijhed. 

CHAPIER XIII. 

The provi-^ions of this chap or follow the couespouding sections of the Muni- 
cipalities Act and call for no special comment. 

As the Fellies Act and Cattle Trespass Act aie embodied in the Bill it has 
heeii iieeejsary to provide that Couits may take cogtii's'ance of certain offences 
punish iblu nndei Uhapteis X and XI withour. the institution of a complaint by the 
boaid, and that the chairman is not empoweied to compound such otfcncos. 

CHAPTER XTY. 

< 

The clauses of this chapter arc taken fiom the coi responding provisions of the 
Mnnicipahtics Act,. The Local Govornmeui, however, is not lestricted in the 
ddogabiou of its powers under clause 269 as it is under tho corresponding provisions 
of seftum 327, hlunicipalitiea Act. 

Clause 20 ) follows section 336, Municipalities Act, in expressly declaring that 
the provisions of the Indian Railways Act, iSiiO, arc not airectod. A similar saving 
is inserted regarding the United Provinces Vill ige Saiitation Act, 1892, since 
the powers of a Collector under that Act ovci lap die powers of tho board under 
this Bill. 

CHAPTER XV. 

* The provisions regarding divisional councils are basei! on the recommendation s 
of the Rule 13 Committee so far as tho constitution of councils (clause 268), 
their powers and functions (olausos 280 to 283), their officers and aarvanis (clauses 
274 to 27i)) and tlio scheme for Muslim representation (clause 267) are concerned. 
The establishment of gouujiIs is, liowevor, made dependent on an application to 
this effect being unauimoasly made to thi Local Government by all .the boards 
of 'a division, lienee a largo number of tho provisions of this Bill have to be 
drawn up in an, alternative form, oao set of provisions being applicable when there 
is no oouucil, and the other set '’-Ppiyiug when a couu'. il is established: The 
necessity for those altBruative provisions has added greatly to the difficulty of 
diafbing. Since it is uncertain whether boards will avail themselves of the 
power of applying for the establishment of councils, the main body of the Bill 
(Chapters I to XIV) has been drafted on the assumption that no council is 
established. , * 

Tho provisions \Yliich specially relate bo councils have been rolegated to the 
last chapter, and the amendments which will be deemed bo bo made in the Bill, 
when it applies to a division for which a council is established, are set forth in 
defcaiHn Schednlo III, 

* The majority of the provisions relating to boards will also apply to oouneil#, 
and the manner in which they are apphuabio to councils is specified in Schedule IV* 

It 18 to be understood that the provisions applicable to councils under 
Schedule IV are applioabio subject to any amondments deemed to be made under 
Sobedul© III. 

councils are in fact established, it will undoubtedly bo rather difficult to 
understand and give effect to the amendments specified in Schedule III and the 
provisions applied to councils in Schedule IV. Probably it would be necessary 
to reprint the Act with the amendments printed in looo in distinctive type, and 
with footnotes showing what proTisiona are applioabio to councils and in what 
manner. 
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The oaly alternative to the method adopted iu drafting this Biil seems to he 
to insert the alternative sets of provisions in each clause affected, but it is thought 
that this method might result m even greater perplexity and difficulty of compre- 
hension. Owing to the uncertainty of the esbablishmont of councils, it seems 
preferable to avoid complications in the main body of the Bill by drafting it on 
the assumption that councils do not exist. 

SCHEDULES. 

Schedules I and V are modelled on Schedule I of the Municipalities Act, and 
Soheduies II and VI on Schedule II of that Act. 

Schedules III and IV have already been explained and Scheiule VII requires 
no comment.

Provide for the reorganization of the Allahabad^ Univerntp, 

Whereas by the Allahabad Univer&ity Acti, 1887* 
a University was established aod incorporate I at Allah- 
abad , 

And whereas the law relating to the said University 
was amended by the Indian Universities Act, 1904 , 

And whereas it is expedient to leoigani^e the system 
of Government of the said University with a view to 
establishing a UDit«ry, teaching and residenUal University 
at Allahabad, while enabling Ihp University to continae to 
exercise due control over the quality and character of the 
teaching given in its name by colleges stflmted to the 
University of Allahabad , It is hereby enacted as follows —

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


The Bill for the reorganimtioii of the Allahabad University provides 
f or the carrying into effect of the recommendations of the Calcutta University 
Commission for a change of system in University education, in so far as those 
recormnendatiuns are applicable to the condi lions prevailing in the United Prov- 
inces. 

A representative ennferonee, presided over by Ilia Excolloncy the Governor, 
unanimously recoiurrientled that changes should be introduced into the organization 
of the University which XV ould alter the xvholo conception . of its governance and 
academic life, The Conference proposed to substitute fur the collegiate system at 
Allahabad, with as little di.siurbance as possible of existing conditions in outlying 
collegces, eoncentration and a corporate existence, by gathering together at a 
common cent.ro the teachers and the tauglit. Under this arrangeinont the Univer- 
sity xvnuld still prescribe courses and hold examinations for its scattered colleges; 
but- there xx^ould bo at Allahahad centralization, whereby the control and direction 
of Univer.-iii.y work would be unified and extended cjvor ail tlio local activities of the 
University, and the teaching in all its branches be condu(‘tid by the University 
itself. The pixiposala of the Oonfciamec have been exhaustively considered by the 
Allahabad Univeixsity and endorsed by it ; and -tlio Mil! (mibodics the final conchi- 
Bjons of the University as to the best xvay in which to give aflect to this important 
me.isure of reform. 

Tho Bill follow.s, as closely aa ptxs.siblc, the sclieim; embodied in the Lucknow 
University Act for tho mstablislinient of a unitary, re.‘-idential and tearhing Univer- 
sity, but differs from that Hclie me in ()n(5 iniportaut particular; tlio Univei’.sity of 
Allahabad will still be permittei to associate with itsi lf college.s situated beyond 
its territorial limits. The interests of eoUeges afUliated to the Ailaliabad Univer- 
sity, as at present constituted, will thus bo s.-deguar led and they will be enabled 
to continue to perform their iiHolnl h 2 n«lion.s. Tlu; purpose of tho Biili-s, in short, 
not to curtail facilities but to iiujirovc and exteml them. 

The Bill i.s divnvn up in con.sonanoe with the now doparturo in regard to 
secondary and intermedia to education which the Calcutta Univmxsity Cotrtznissioii 
have describeil as the pivot of their whole scheme of lufonn. Under the provisions 
of the. Bill the Univor.siiy will cease to tsuxicro itsoli' xvith any stage of education 
previous to that which is in direct ^ preparation for a degree examination. To 
this end Uuerinediate mid High school eduxition xviii becoiuo pre-Univer.sity xvork, 
outside the scope of University operatinns, and the duties of proscribing courses 
and bolding examinations at ilicse stages of instruction will devolve upon a Bo&rd 
of High school and Intorinodiato Education. 

In clauses S and 4 of the Bill provision is nmd j for the dissolution oi the 
existing Univomty, us such, and its *re-cHi!ibii.4hment with all its former rights and 
privileges, but with new authorities, couslituted along the linos recommended by 
the Cuieutfca Dniveraifey Gommission. Tiio authorities initially provided will be the 
same as those in the Lucknow Unwonsity. 

Teachers are classified specifK; illy as teacher.-j of the IJnivor.'iifey, i*©. appointed 
by tho Univeraity to give in>:truction on its behalf, and gencrically as teachers, 
including also teaehers in colleges and hostels. But a teacher in a college or hostel 
may be simultaneously a to mher of the Umversity. ToacherH are further olassi- 
4od as Professors, Readers and Lecturers ; other catogorios of teachers m'ay be 
prescribed by the Statutes. The University' is givou |iowor to recognise teachers 
In Colleges and HosteU as qualified to give -iustrueti-m therein under clause 5(9) of 
the Bill. Witimnfe such recognition no person will be allowed to take part in any 
under Uoivcmty control. 
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vliie Brab Stabubes ace sohedaled to the Act. Thej deal maiaiy vfilh ilia 
constitution and powers of the XJaiTersity authoritieSj with the consiiliitii>a and 
functions of the Board of Assoaiated Colleges, with the association of colh ges witii 
the UniTersity, with discipline and with the method of appointment of teachers. 
They follow as closely as may be, the Statutes prescribed in the Lu.'kno.v Uni?er-

EESOLUTION. 

Sanitation depabtment. 

Dated Naini Tal, the 1th July, 1921. 

Read— 

The annual report of tlia Sanitary Gomraissioner for the United Provinces for the year ending' 
the 31st December, 1320, and the report of the Sinitary Engmeor for the year ending 
the Slat March, 1921. 

OBSBRVATIONS.—The health of the year showed a further 
improvement on that of 1919. There were fewer deaths from all niiiu 
diseases, except plague. 

2. The provincial birth rate, which had been falling for the last 
two years, rose again to 35‘55 per mille of the population, and was 3*1G 
higher than the rate for the year 1919, hut 5‘43 per cent, lower than 
the quinquennial average. The birth rate of municipalities and notified 
areas showed however a slight decrease of '16 and '23 respectively as 
compared with The figures for last year. The province, as a whole, 
maintained the fourth position, which it occupied in 1919 in the com- 
parative list of the birth rates of the major provinces in India. 

3. The death rate, which owing to the influenza epidemic reached 
in 1918 the abnormal figure of 82*37 continued to decline and fell to 
37‘23 as compared with 41 69 for the preceding year. This was 7*07 
lower than the average rate for the preceding five years, but was 1*58 
per cent, higher than the birth rate for the year. The death rate in 
municipalities was higher than the provincial rate, but lower than the 
quinquennial average, viz., 43*76 against 37*23 and 44*30 respectively. 
The province has not however made the same progress as other provinces. 
It has consequently lost two places in the provincial list of death rates 
and now occupies the penultimate position. 

4. With the decline in the general death rate infant mortality 
decreased from 303*5 in 1918, and 253*3 in 1919 to 220*2 in 1920, and was 
lower than the decennial average for 1911 — 20 by 12*1. In muni- 
cipalities however there was an increase to 303*24 as compared with the 
percentage 292*7 in 1919. The lives of 366,637 infants under the age 
of one year were lost. The majority of deaths was due to fevers hut 
tetanus or convulsions is reported to have been responsible for no less 
thau 83,426 deaths. The percentage to infantile mortality of deaths 
from this latter source works out to 22*8 in 1920 as compared with 20*2 
in the preceding year. Enquiries through qualified agencies proved, 
however, that a number of deaths attributed to tetanus could not in 
reality be ascribed to this cause and a rough calouUtioa points to the 
conclusion that the deaths under this head are, in all probability, about 
25 per cent, less than those reported. The continuance of this high 
infantile mortality is deplored, but as noticed by the Sanitary Oommis* 
siouer, no diminution can be expected until much educative work has 
been done among the mass of the people. With this end in view various 
measures are being taken, such as the education of the people by means 
of lectures, the distribution of pamphlets, etc., while the scheme for the 
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trainiag of ‘‘dais’’ coufiniiGS to work satisfactorily notwithstanding the 
apathy of the people Two out of the three co-operatiYe dairies started 
for the supply of pure milk are working satisfactorily. 

The absence of rules for the affiliation of district and proYincial 
branches of the Lady Chelmsford League of Maternity and Child 
Welfare in India with the central branch proved an obstacle to the 
ehiablishment of piovincial and district centres in this province and to 
the furfcharancG of the aims and objects of the League ; but it is hoped 
to establish such centres in. the near future. A committee has, however, 
been formed for the working of the scheme in the Lucknow municipality 
aiid some lady doctors of Lucknow wmre deputed to the Maternity and 
Child Welfare Exhibition held in Delhi with a view to bring up to date 
their knowledge of modern methods of treatment of child-birth and of 
the rearijig of young children. This committee is still in an experi- 
mental stage and it is therefore useless to commont on results this year, 

5. The greatest increase in mortality from particular diseases, as 
compared with the previous year, was uuder plague and respiratory 
diseases. The death rate from plague rose from '37 to ‘53, but is still 
below the quinquennial average 1*83. The rise is small and the argu- 
ment is possible that the favourable divergence from the quinquennial 
average is to an appreciable’ extent due to the good work done by 
travelling dispensaries in the matter of inoculation. The increase under 
“ respiratory diseases ’Ms chiefly due to pneamouia, which was extra- 
ordinarily prevalent this year. The rates of deaths from cholera showed 
a remarkable decline from 1*74 per thousand to *15, and this incidence 
was considerably below the average death rate (1 48) for tha preceding 
five years. The supplanting of the bleaching powder used as a war 
emergency by permanganate of potash is doubtless responsible to some 
extent for the drop. At the same time there seems reason to believe 
that a large number of deaths from cholera were never reported. 
Small-pox caused 6,354 deaths against 10,993 in 1919. The death rates 
*13 is however '05 above the quinquennial average. The mortality 
from fever declined from 33‘66 to 30‘82 and is 8’41 below the quinquen- 
nial average. The opidemio of influenza, which was practically confined 
to the first part of this year, consisted of cases of mild typo and was not 
marked by tha high mortality of the epidemics of previous years. 
According to an indirect calculation the provincial mortality rate from 
influenza was 4’39 against 9*09 in 1919. The investigation into the 
prevalence of malaria, which had to be discontinued in 1917 owing to the 
dearth of medical officers caused by the war, was resumed in December, 
1920, but anti-malarial measures were mainly confined to the Sarda 
Canal project. Eairs passed ofl without any serious occurrence of 
epidemic disease. The presence of hook-worm disease in the province 
has been discovered and large employers of labour have been asked to 
take such measures as are necessary for the prevention and spread of 
the disease. 

Four thousand six hundred and sixty-six oases of deaths from haU 
azaf were reported, but investigations by Civil Surgeons tended to prove 
that m many eases the unqualified reporting agency was at fault.

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At the same time 17 cases were verified and the esisfeeace oi this fatal 
disease in this province shows the necessity for speedy rosGi,rch into its 
actual prevalence, 

6. Though the illitenle village chaubidar is still thr main report- 
ing agency it is highly gratifying to note a considerable inoreasa in the 
number of independent medical practitioners who fnrnibbed numerical 
returns of death. The result has been a substantial inorease in the 
number of vended deaths aod the consequent assistance to the State in 
devising suitable measures for the preveutioa and the control of disease. 
The number of oases vei’ifi.ed by local authorities and the vacciuOjfci'JU' 
staff tvas less than hst ye^. This is regrettable and it is lu.ped that 
the results next year will be moie satisfactory. Unpauctiiahty in the 
submission of returns by iiiortua-y reuislrars oontiniied. The need for 
correction of this defeou was pointed out hst year aud the atteiit on of 
the Inspector-Genenl of Civil Hospitals is a^ain drawn to the matter. 

7. Progress with civil sanitary works in the proviiaco has beou 
maintained. In 1919-20 municipal boards spent Rs. 37,G4.8di, or 33 
per cent, of their income, on water-supply, dudnage and conservanoy, 
against Es. 34,09,409, or 28 per cent, of income, in the x^^'seeding 
financial year. 

8. The Board of Public Health gave administrative approval to 
sanitary projects estimatied to cost Bs. 77,34,147 and sanctioned grants 
amounting to Es. 5,70,608 against Es. 4,39,366*in 1919. in addition 
Government contributed for sanitary works Es. 1,44,550, inclusive of 
one lakh given for the improvement of the water-supply of the pilgrim 
centre, Ajodhia. 

9. The expenditure on works of a sanitary nature under the super- 
vision of the Sanitary Engineer amounted to Rs. 19,83,095, of which 
about Es. 9j lakhs were spent on original works. 4 programme of 
sanitary works spread over a period of six or seven years nas been 
drawn up in collaboration with local authorities and is estimated to 
cost over 3 crorcs of rupees. 

The condition of most of the existing water-work plants is still 
unsatisfactory. 

10. A Hygiene Publicity Bureau is being organized in the province 
for the x>ro|iagation of the knowledge of ordinary simple rules of health 
by a system of lantern lectures, etc. It may be hoped that the com- 
paign will, in time, dispel the ignorance of the mass of people, thus 
saving many valuable lives, 

11. The post of the Sanitary Commissioner was held by Major 
0. L. Bunn, i.M.S., thougboiit the year, except during the period from 
the 29th April to the 18th November, 1920, when he was on leave and 
Rai Bahadur Dr. B. B. Pandya, Beputy Sanitary Commissioner, 3¥ 
Range, officiated tor him. Both these officers performed tbeix duties 
efficiently in spite of the depleted staff of the department, and the 
thanks of Government arc due to them. Government m aisoinncbied 
to Mr. Hoey, who held the office of the Sanitary Engineer during the 
year, for the efficient administration of his department.

Whereas it is expedient to authorise, facilitate and 
regulate the construction and working of aerial rope-

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of this Bill is to co-ordinate and regulate the procedure for 
applying for concessions for constructing ropeways and for working them in the 
interests of both the promoter and the public for the public service. Legislation 
is desirable without delay, if only to eucouraga enterprise among intending pro- 
moters by defining the facilities and protection offered both to them and the public 
respectively. Several applications from private promoters of ropeway schemes in 
the United Provinces have been dealt with in recent years though none have so 
far matured into concessions. The only scheme at present under contemplation is 
a Government scheme, _ which is in an advanced stage. The provisions of the Bill 
have been framed after a consideration of the experiences obtained in other 
countries where ropeways have been introduced, and it is believed that they will be 
found to be suitable to India, where this form of transport is at present almost 
unknown.

Report of the Select Committee on the Bill for the 

establishment of the Board of High School and 

Intermediate Education. 

1. We, the undersigned members of^thc Select Commit- 
tee to which the Bill for the establishment of a Board of 
High School and Intermediate Education was referred, met 
on the 6th and 7th June, 1921, and considered the Bill, 
and have now the honour -to submit this our report, with 
the Bill as amended by us annexed thereto. 

2. The chief alterations that we have made in the 
Bill are in respect of the constitution of the Board. 

3. In the following paragraphs we have set out in 
detail the alterations which we have proposed. 

4. In clause 2 we have added a new definition to 
make it clear that when the Board recognizes an institu- 
tion that includes classes with which the Board is not 
concerned, the recognition does not extend to them. We 
have also re-arranged the definitions in alphabetical order. 

5. In clause 3 we have besides drafting amendments 
made important changes. The number of head masters 
of high schools to be appointed to the Board has been 
mcreatied, and provision has been made for the separate 
representation of head masters of non-Government High 
schools. We have addled to the Board a representative of 
a Training College for Teachers and a Udy representative 
of woman’s education. We consider that these additions 
are necessary in order thao the Board may be representative 
of important educational interests. The representation 
of the non-o6Scial members of the Legislative Council 
has also been increased. We have made provision for 
the filling up of vacancies on the expiry of the term of 
oflSce of members and we have given effect to this by a 
re-arrangement and re-wording of clause 3 and by 
adding two new clauses, namely, clauses 4 and 5 . We have 
further carefully considered the question of the repre- 
soutatioa of miaorities, in case they are not otherwise 
adequately represented,' and provided for this by means 
of nomination by the Minister, where he may consider 
it necessary. 

We have deleted aub-clame (4). We consider that 
as the Director of Pujlic In-itruction will be the 

Chairman of the Board, it is unnecessary to have 
a permanent Vice-Ohairman, It will be open, to the 
Board to elect one of its members to preside at meetings 
whenever the Chairman is prevented by any cause from 
atlending the meetings of the Board,

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6 In a new danse 6 we have provided for the 
publication of the names of the members of the Board 
who may be nominated or elected. We have done this 
m order that there may be no ambiguity in determining 
the date on which the period of office of such membeis 
shall cease. 

7. In clause 4 (new clause 7) we have made it clear 
that the Board will only be concerned with holding 
examinations in the courses presciibed by it We have 
also added a provision expressly giving the Board authority 
to call for reports from the Department of Public Instruc- 
tion about the condition of recognized institutions or 
institutions applying for recognition. We have also made 
certain slight drafting a nendments. 

8. In clause 5 (new clause 8) we have made slight 
drafting alterations. 

9. In clause 9 (new clause 12) wo have made a slight 
diafting amendment in order to make it clear that it will 
be optional and not obligatoi'y foi the Board to appoint 
other committees besides the Standing Committees men- 
tioned in this clause. We have also made piovision for 
the term of office of co-opted members anl for members 
of the committee. We have made it clear that the term 
of office of all members of committees will not extend 
beyond the period of office of appointed members of the 
Board. 

10. In clause 11 (new clause 14) we have made slight 
drafting amendments, 

31. We have, for the sake of clearness, recast the 
wording of clause 12 (new clause 15) without altering its 
substance. 

12, In clause 13 (new clause 16), sub clause (2) we 
have made an addition to provide that before the regula- 
tions wbifh are to be made by the Minister under this 
sub-clause come into force there should be previous 
publication as in the case of Regulations made under 
clause 12 (new clause 15). 

13. We think that the Bill has not been so altered 
as to require republioation and we recommend that it be 
passed as now amended. The Bill was published in thq

We do not agree Mith the majority as to the advisability of leaving out 
classes Y to YIII from the purview of the new Board, to be constituted under the 
Intermediate Education Bill. We consider that it should have the power of 
prescribing courses of instruction for not only the Intermediate classes and the 
High Section of English schools but also for the Middle Section of English schools, 
i.e., classes Y to YIII, classes lower than class Y to be dealt with in connection 
with primary education. 

The majority would give the power of prescribing courses of instruction for 
classes Y to YIII to the Department of Public Instruction, There would thus be 
a divided responsibility between the Board and the department in the matter of 
prescription of curricula. Such a divided responsibility may mean a want of unity 
of purpose, a lack of continuity of policy, a difference m standards and a conflict 
between the department and the Board. For instance the department may take 
one view in regard to the medium of instruction to be employed in schools and the 
Board another. Again in matters of discipline and recognition the IX and X 
classes will he under one authority and the rest of the lower classes under another. 
The new Board may refuse to recognize the certificate given by the head masters to 
students for having pissed the VIII class examination and may like to hold an 
entrance examination for admission into its institutions. This would mean adding 
to the number of examinations. In other ways also difficulties may arise, but it is 
iinnecessary to multiply examples. 

It may be said that tLe course we propose would add greatly to the work of 
the Board. We do not think so. Under the scheme recommended by a majority 
of the Calcutta University Commission the task of staffing and inspecting the 
schools and giving them grants-imaid should also be entrusted to the new Board, 
but the Board as constituted under the Bill will not deal with these matters. It 
can scarcely be maintained that if the Board is allowed to lay down the course of 
instruction for classes V, YI, YII and VIII it will be unable to cope with the 
additional work that will thus be thrown upon it. 

In the interests of the expansion and growth of education it is necessary that 
the division of education into aibitrary grades should not be allowed and that 
divided control should be avoided as fai as possible. If the opinion of the majority 
is accepted then so long as classes Y, YI, YII and YIII do not form part of 
primary education, there will be two classes of secondary schools under the control 
of two authorities, In our opinion this is far from desirable. 

Again there have been complaints as to the curricula and text books at present 
prescribed by the department. We believe that these complaints will be obviated if, 
instead of the department, the new Board, which will be representative of so many 
interests and of which the Director of Public Instruction will be eaj officio Chair- 
man, is allowed to lay down courses of instruction for clsisses Y to VIII as well. 
This will also ensure co-ordination between the courses prescribed for the higher 
and lower stages of secondary education. 

For these reasons we reserve to ourselves the right of moving in the Council 
such amendments to the Bill as we may consider desirable to effect the object we 
^ave in view.

We consider that in clause 4(1) it ought to be placed beyond doubt that the 
period of studies in classes IX and X, and Intel mediate sections will not exceed 
three years. It will not he safe to leave it in an elastic state with the now Board. 
Seven years for secondary education seem to he enough after four years’ primary 
instruction. 

It is an open secret that the Allahabad University intends to extend the period 
of its studies from two to three. The Calcutta Uaiverciity ConMuission also f ireshadow 
the extension of courses of legal education from two to three years after the 
University education, i.e., none but a graduate will be able to go in for legal education. 
Thus a brilliant student will not be able to pass hia LL B. in less than 124’9-{-3, 
i.e., 18 years, or befjre the age of 23. In the Roorkee College it is proposed to 
extend the course of studies from three to four years. If a first class graduate 
wishes to be a Civil Engineer, he will not be able to qu^lify before 12+34-4^ i.e , 
19 years, or before the age of 24. A graduate will not be able to pass out of the 
Medical College before 12-j-3-j--5, ue., 20 years or before the age of 25 Oidinarily 
it will be diflScult, if not impossible, for average students to finish their studies 
within these periods regularly. As it takes 14 years now for a boy to graduate, it 
will be a great pity indeed if this is extended to 15. 

It is not within our competence to dictate to the Allahabad University to 
extend their course or not. But when the legislature is creating a new Board, it 
should place matters beyond doubt now. If we leave it to their regulations the 
Council will be practically helpless, just as it is in the case of the University, 

This proposal of extending the school course by one year was, we may say, 
originally made by the Hon’ble Minister for Education and Industries himself 
and our worthy colleague Pandit Iq^^al Naram Gurfcu in the Conference. Now is 
the time to materialize this proposal. It should not be difficult to arrange the 
curriculum in a manner, so as to impart necessary instruction in the secondary 
aehools within the compass of seven years, 

Ttie appreben^’ion that the Medical Council and other Eoorkee and Agricul- 
tural colleges may not recognize our Intermediates, need not deter us from adiopting* 
this sugge'^tion. For they will all hold their admission examinations and will 
insist on a certain test Every candidate, be he a graduate or an Intermediate, 
shall have to satisfy this teat. There would have been something in this, if the 
said bodies were to do away with their admission tests. Bat that is not to be. 

Having regard to prevailing conditions in the country, therefore, we consider 
eduoatjon is not to be made proljibitive and something exceptional to 
cBosAi fevf,,* the" period for secondary education need not be 
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extended to more than seven years, in face of whafc thi AlUhabad University auBtio- 
iities intend doing and others may do in con3onan‘’e \uth a clear lecommendation ji 
the Calcutta University Commission.

The Calcutta University Commission has made the constitution of the 
Board subject to one important consideration that the Board should always' include 
at least thiee representatives of Hindu and at least three of Muslim interests. The 
Commission had under consideration a Board consisting of above 15 membeis The 
Board as constituted under the Bill does not make any provision to this effect. I 
would therefore propose that a proviso be inserted in clause 3, giving effect to 
this recommendation of the Calcutta University Commission, that at least one-fifth 
members of the Boaids should be representatives of Hindu, and at least one-fifth of 
Muslim interests. 

It should further be made clear m the Bill, that High school and Inter- 
mediate course of studies should not extend beyond three years. The University 
is going to have course of three years for B.A., with the lesulfc that the whole 
period for completing studies up to B.A,, will now be 15 years instead of 14 
as before The present day graduate cannot be called inefficient. The addition 
of ope year will prove an unnecessary hardship It may be said that with a three 
years’ course the student will not be able to join the B.A. classes w ith the same 
qualifications as he used to do before, but the first year of the 1^. A. may not staifc 
with the same standaid of studies as the first year of the B A before. The 
period of three years, as suggested above, should form part of a distinct clause in 
the Act.

In certain other respects al«o ^'ho provisions uf the Agra Bill have been 
modified to suit the requirerntnia of this Pnll. 

In the Agra Bill the rent ra>s selected by a vScttioment Officer and sanctioned 
hy the Boaid for the piirpospsi of a settlsmant are dedared to bo sanctioned rsices 
for the purposes of that Bdialso. I’hiti piovisioa has been omitted as miBuiiabie. 
The principles on which rent rates are aeleetod and sanctioned for the purpose's of 
a settlement are not necessarily identi '‘al witii the ]n"iiiciple3 laid down in. section 
f)ZD(4) for the fixation of the rent rates. Moreover, a Settlement Officer is not 
hound to coaform to the procedure laid down in this Bill for Special Officers 
appointed for fixing rent rates. For instaace, he is not bound to record average 
fields [61 D(5)] or to publish his proposals for objection [51E(!) and (2)]. It 
seems advisable that the ■Settlement Officer should fix the rent rates in the course 
ot bettlement operations, but it would be anomalous if his procedure and principles 
ditfered fxom those laid down lor Bpeiial Officers when performing the same duties 
in roster years. Hence it is provided (section 51I.>, second proviso) that the 
Settlement Officer shall perform the duties of a Special Officer appointed under 
section 51D(1). The rules laid down for Special Officers will thus apply 6c|uaUy 
to Settlement Officers, 

Section 5iD(4)} tequires the customary privilege of high-easte tenants to be 
recorded if it is found to exist.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND EEASONS OP THE BILL FURTHER 
TO AMEND THE OUDH RENT ACT. 1886 


The object of this Bill is to improve the relations between landlord and 
tenant in Oadh, and especially to give the laf ter greater security of tenure at a 
fair rent. The Bill has been introduced with the general consent of the Taluqdars 
of Oudh, without whose assistance the Governmmt would have been confronted 
with many difficulties. 

The position of the Taluqdars of Oudh is privileged and peculiar in that 
ail proprietary rights m the soil were confiscated after the mutiny and the Taiuq- 
dars were restored to their old estates under sanad9, or engagements, confeired 
by the British Government on certain conditions. It was held after a prolonged 
inquiry that no right of occupancy was vested in the tenant at the time of 
annexation and that no such rights %vould be cieated by Government. The Rent 
Act SXII of 1886, was passed by the Imperial Council with the consent of the 
Taluqdars. 

/ It has long been felt that this Rent Act did not meet the changed economic 
conditions that have grown up with the increase of population, the development of 
agriculture and the rise in the value of agricultural produce. On account of the 
war and the pressure of post-uar conditions, however, the revision of the Act was 
postponed. But early m January of this year there were agrarian disturbances in 
southern Oudh which rend red imperative the revision of the Rent Act. 

The details of the Bill are explained m the “ Notes on clauses which is 
attached. The main principle is that in future instead of having a statutory lease 
for seven year? only at the end of whuh he is liable to arbitrary ejectment every 
leaident tenant in Ondh will have a tenure for life subj ct to levision of his rent at 
every period of ten years, either by consent between him and the landlord, or 
determined by tie touib m accordance with lates fixed by a Settlement Officer or 
a qualified Goveinmeut officer.

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Minute of dissent by Pandit Hirday Nath Kunzru. 

There are three main points to he considered in connection with the 
Intermediate Education Bill, the range of functions of the proposed Board, its 
powers and ils constitution. The Select Committee has improved the constitution, 
but has not extended either the functions or the poweis of the Board. 

I have changed my vieivs regarding the dat es of the Board since the Select 
Committee considered the matter, and I am of opinion that instruction not merely 
in the “ high” section but also in the middle ” section of English schools should 
be controlled by the Boaid. It is true, generally speaking, that in countries where 
elementary education is obligatoiy, education up to the stage corresponding to the 
” middle ” stage m India forms part oE elementary education But in India ele- 
mentary education is far from having attained the development which it has 
undergone in those countries. And till the time arrives when elementary education 
becomes free and compulsory in this country and extends to the ‘‘middle” 
stags and is placed under an authority containing a substantial popular elementj 
the control of the new Board over the “middle” section of English schools will 
be preferable to purely departmental control. Besides, education m the lower 
secondary stage is within the purview of the existing Board of Education, and there 
is no reason why it should not be placed under the control of the new Board which 
will be better fitted to guide and supervise it than the Board which it is to replace. 

I have accordingly signed, along with some of my colleagues, a note asking that 
the new Board should be allowed to concern itself with instruction in the middle 
section of English schools. 

It is manifest from the report of the Calcutta University Commission that 
they desire that the administration of intermediate and secondary institutions 
should, as far as possible, be in the bands of non-oflSeials. For this reason as well 
as because the duties of recognizing institutions, prescribing their courses of 
instruction, inspecting them and assigning to them grants from public funds aie 
inter-depeadent, they have recommended that all of them should be entrusted to one 
body (volume IV, chapter XXXI, paragraphs 34 and 35). In addition, they have 
proposed that the new Board should submit annually to Government an estimate 
of the sums required by it in the ensuing year for intermediate and secondary 
education (paragraph 36). The Intermediate Education Bill does not give effect to 
these recommendations. It empowers the Board to recognize institutions, to plan 
curricula and to conduct examinations, but it keeps the power of inspecting and 
aiding ins'titutions in the hands of the department of Public Instruction. It allows 
the Board to criticise “ the schedules of new demands proposed to be included in 
the budget relating to institutions recognized by it,” but does not allow it to modify 
them or to present to Government its own estimate of the sums which it will 
require. I am strongly of opinion that the Bill (should be amended in these 
respects in conformity with the recommendations of Calcutta University Commis- 
sion, 

Apart from what has been said above, it is desirable to amend the following 
clauses : — 

Otauae 3. — As the representation of Commerce and Industry is provided for in 
sub-clause (1) (n)f it is unnecessary to retain sub-clause (1) (j), 

Clause 11 (i).—Th 0 Secretary should be appointed by the Minister after 
considering such recommendation s as the Board may make.

The idea of the Benares District Exhibition was started by 
Mr. H. G. Haig. At a meeting of the leading citizens convened at 
the To n Hall, on the 27th September, 1919, it was decided to hold 
the Exhibition in December, 1920. 

The Exhibition, which was opened by H. H. the Maharaja of 
Benares on the 11th December, 1920, comprised the following 
sections : — 

i.e. (1) Agricultural products and implements. 

(2j Poultry show. 

(3) Ohrysanthemum show. 

(4) Cottage industries. 

(5) Cloth and textile section. 

(6) Arts and manufactures other than cloth and textile. 

{!) Ladies handicrafts. 

(8) Literary section. 

(9) Benares Hindu University Engineering department. 

(10) Amusements. 

(1) Agriculture.'— "Bohu. Deokinandau w&s the convenor of this 
section as well as of nos. (2), (3), and (4). The total number of exhibits 
ivas 358 ; the number of entries 108 and 33 prizes were avrarded. The 
exhibits of Pusa w^heat no. 12 and Taunpur maize and Mauritius cane^ 
grown by cultivators were very good and showed that these improved 
varieties are gaining popularity m this district. The number of 
exhibitors was not so large as we would have liked, tut adverse 
agricultural conditions and the unsuitable time of the Exhibition w^re 

16Cq 
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responsible for this. In another year the number should be much 
greater. Demonstrations in tractor ploughing were given on the 
grounds and were eagerly watched by the people The Benares Hindu 
University exhibited samples of fibres, ground-nuts, and cotton and a 
large number of agricultural implements— a very fin^ collection — on 
which Ghaudhri Hari Earn Singh is to be congratulated. He was 
awarded a gold medal. Mr. H. E. Sud’s horticultural exhibits from 
the Benares State Gardens, consisting of seeds, manures, preserved fruits, 
and garden tools were of a very superior order. He was awarded a 
special gold medal. 

(2) Poultry shoto . — The number of entries was not veiy large. 
Mrs. Bawkes, the Poultry Expert to Government, kindly came down 
from Ducknow to judge the exhibits. She deliveied a lecture illustialed 
by a film on poultry-breeding, and gave two cups and one silver 
cigarette case and eight cockerels as prizes, Mr, Desmier was the most 
successful exhibitor in this section. 

(3) Chrysanthemum show. — Altogether there were 37 competitors 
and 19 prizes were awarded. The Burn Medal for the best collection 
of the show was awarded to Raja Motichand’s maH. Thie year the 
season was early and so there not as large a number of exhibits as 
one would have expected, but the flowers formed a very picturesque part 
of the Exhibition. 

(4) Cottage industrieb. — Mr, H E. Sud demonstrated methods 
of fruit-preserving and bottling. M. Akbar Khan of Baragaon, 
arranged to demonstrate hand-^spinning, which was very much appre- 
jiated by the public. The Pusa Institute kindly sent down men to 
iemoustrate bee-keeping, lac-cultivation, and silkworm, rearing. This 
jection was one of the most successful and was greatly appreciated by 
the public. Babu Eadha Mohan, the Manager of the Local Co-opera- 
tive Bank, took a special interest in this section and has himself begun 
rearing silkworms. 

The success of these four sections was due to the energy and 
resource of their convener, Babu Deokinandan, who was ably assisted 
by Babu Jagannath Prasad, Superintendent, Agricultural Farm ; Cbau- 
dhri Hari Earn Singh, Superintendent of Benares Hindu Univer-uty 
Farm ; Sirajul Hasan of Partabgarh, and Mr. H. E, Sud, of the Benares 
State. 

(5) Cloth and teride section.— The number of exhibits in this 
section was 416 and their value was over Es. 1,60,000. The prizes 
given were as follows :-^Three gold medals, 16 silver medals including 
one Haig MeJai, 21 bronze medals, and two certificates. Among the 
interesting exhibits that attracted attention were valuable himklmhs 
and saris of Madaapura and Alaipura ; carpets, woollen and cotton cloth 
from Benares State, and an improved knitting machine worked by Shri 
Mati^Parbati Bai. In addition to this, demonstrations in weaving and 
carpet-making were also shown, A special handloom on w^iioh Turkish 
towels could be made, exhibited by the Central Weaving School, 
desefW to be speda% noljed. The credit of this is to Mr. C % 

tho Weaving Echobh ' " . ' ' 
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Tlic great success of this section was due to Bab i Naiolam Bda, 
who w^as assisted by Baba Han Kishun Bis, Mr. K. Biivkley, ani 
Babu Lalit Behan Sen Eny. 

(G) AHs and manufactu^’es oilier than cloth and textile.- — ThV 
seotio *. was the mo5.t beautiful and attracted the g ea'^est amount of 
attention from its numerous visitors. The section was di^ud^d into two 
parts, the loan departineat being housed in ihe Hall, while the miaia 
section was in a room upstairs. The loan section occupied two tables 
on the dais of the Hall, displaying article-, of ivory sandalwood, and 
steel. Some of the weapons wen four to five generations old ; and their 
^ize and weight made one wonder whether the human race hnd not 
degenerated m size and strength. His Highness the Maharaja Sahio 
of Benaies is to be thanked for his kindnes'^ ia lending his valu «ble 
collection, both ancient and modern; the Agent of the Yiziauagram 
Eaj also most generou iy ofi:ei«d the whole colleetion of the State in 
Benares, including the bestfspecimens of Viziaiiagram work in sandal- 
wood, ivory, and shell. An enoimous spear and n equally eiiorinouo- 
pair of clubs testified to the sirength of some past wielder. In tbe 
room above wete exhibited some really fine ancient Indian paintings. 
Among other interesting exhibits may be mentioned the imh tree in 
ivory made by Muni Lai, the Ivoiy- worker tf His Highness ihe 
Maharaja of Benares; t'le miniature paintings on ivory; the bia-.s 
fittings of the Hindu Universiiy Engineering department ; a basket of 
flowers of fish-scales on \ piece of velvet by Mrs. P. N. Gupta ; the 
preparation of the various brands of tobacco, snufi, etc., of Sunghni 
Bahu, and a singing-bird mide by Babu Burga Prasad. The beautiful 
and valuable collections of ancient paintings and pictures exhibited by 
Babu Bita Bam and by the Bharat Kalan Parishad (Indian Arts 
Society) also deserve special mentio u 

This section was awarded four gold, seven silver, and 13 bronze 
medals. Special certificates were also awarded to the Central Weaving 
School, the Benares Hindu Unive-siby, and the Benares Municipal 
Board for their exhibits. Three of the gold medals for this section were 
kindly given by His Highness the M ^haraja Sahib. 

The great success of this section was due to the untiring energy of 
Babu Sita Earn Sab, who was helped by Babu Burga Prasad, Babu 
Shivendra Nath Basu, and Bai Krishna Bas 

(7) Ladies handicraft section.—lAim section was put under the 
charge of a strong and infl.uentiai committee of Indian and European 
ladies, with Mrs. It B. Wilkins as President. The response made by 
the public to this section was very good, the number of exhibits being 
591, The prizes awarded were six silver and seven bronze medals and 
32 certificates. 

Borneo and duliet in embroidery by Srimati Maha Laxmi Basi, a 
peacock embroidered in gold and silver by Mrs. Eao Gopal Bas^ the 
needlo-work of Trivandrum embroideries, artificial flow^ers and lace- work 
by Sri Mati Lalit Kishori Bevi, paintings by Mrs. P. Dover, and beautiful 
needle- work on mr%s by Mrs. Bharfuddin deserve special mention. 

Silver medals were given by the following gentlemen i—Babu Jwala 
Prasadj 0. K, Basai, Bai Sahib Goshain Bampuff, and Baja MunsM 
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MadhoLal. This section was ably managed by Mrs- 1. B. Wilkins, who 
was helped by Mrs. Burrell, Mrs. Ghosh, and Mrs. Sanjiva Eao. 

(8) The Literary section was divided into three 

branches : (1) the main one containing the exhibits ; (2) the Baroda 
Travelling Library ; and (3) public lectures. In the main section the 
exhibits were very numerous. The walls of the room were covered with 
maps? drawings, and speoimens of penmanship. The biggest exhibitor 
was the Anglo- Bengali School which carried away many of the prizes. 
Maulvi Maqbul Alam was able to induce three maulvis of Benares to bring 
their valuable Arabic and Persian manuscripts. Among interesting 
exhibits may be mentioned an old firman of the time of Firoz Chah 
exhibited by M. Mohammad Karim Sahib; an astronomical chart in 
brass of the time of Jehangir, lent by the Sarswati Bhawan ; an accurate 
ohemioal balance made in Benares by SurendraNath Chakraverti, who 
was awarded a gold medal by the judge ; an electric machine made at the 
Har.sh Chandra High School and another by Mr. Kashi Prasad Shukla ; 
the Bmares Aklihar tbe first Benares paper, and some beautiful manu- 
scripts of the Koran exhibited by M. Majid IJddiu and Maulvi Afzal 
Husain. Mr. Burn kindly lent some specimens from bis valuable collec- 
tion of old Indian coins. 

The Baroda Library Section was an interesting one and attracted 
many visitors. The little travelling boxes under the charge of Mr. 
Ganesh Jangnath Dandavati, the Librarian of the Central Library, 
Baroda,’ were very instructive. He was very patient in explaining the 
working of the Baroda Library to the visitors. 

Mr. Burn’s lecture on coins and Mr. Dandavafei’s exposition of the 
working of the Baroda Travelling Library w’ere much appreciated. The 
Urdu M'Ushaira as well as the Hindi Sama&ya Pnrii Sammelan were 
unusually well attended, over a thousand people attending each of them, 
and were thoroughly successful. The poems of M. Sanktha Prasad were 
particularly appreciated. Many medals and certificates were awarded 
and some gentlemen have also promised to award medals for particular 
poems in the Mmtiairas. It is interesting to note that the silver medal 
for penmanship was won by a giri—Srimati Tulsi Devi. Thanks are 
due to Babu Ohinta Mani Maker ji, the Secretary of the School ; 
Sarojash Chandra Bhattacharya, and Babu Sbyama Oharan Bhatta- 
charya, Teachers, as also Parvash Chandra BaksM and Pradot Kumar 
'Lhar, students of the School, for the willing assistance they gave in 
arranging the section in a remarkably business-like as well as effective 
manner. Mr, Jatindra Chandra Biswas must be particularly mentioned 
for his indefatigable assistanoe. This section was arranged by Mr. Sri 
Prakasb, the Editor of the Aj who was loyally helped by his sub- 
committee. 

(9) JBenare& Mindic XJnimrdiy Engineering College section * — This 
section occupied a large tent on the west side of the Exhibition grounds 
and contained exhibits of furniture, locks, fittings, models, and similar 
things from the Engineering College. The furniture showed a very 
big i standard of workmanship and could successfully compete with any 
fpreiga-made goods of the same class. Mr. C. A. King, Principal of the 
'Engineering College, deserves our Warmest congratilations on his 
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&11C06S8 in manufacturing such articles iu Benares. This section was 
very largely attended by the public and nearly Rs. 1,000 worth of 
articles were sold. It brought the Hindu flniversity very pfominontly 
before the public. 

(iO) bection was in charge of R. S. Goshain 

Rampuri, the Joint General Secretary. Under this section we had (1) 
wrestling, (2) Ilaslda perfonuauces, and (3) cinema. All the three 
shows were extremely snooessfuL In the wrestling many well-known 
cud famous wre tiers took part and drew large crowds to the show. 
The lladila was performed bv the famous Keshab Deo Mandali of 
Mathura. They were specially sileotcdby Goshainji himself. It was 
a treat to listen to the beautiful music and see the charming faces of 
8ri Krishna in the midst of beautiful U-upiei of Brindabaa as they 
lightly and gracefully danced the divine dance. Faria ladies were 
admitted free of charge to the liadila. 

The cinema shows were given by hlessrs. K. D. Brothers, the 
proprietors of the picture house. 

The gross income from the Amusements section was nearly Rs. 6,000, 
which is an index to its great success. In relation to the wrestling 
Bueoial mention must be made of Goshain Rim Charan Puri for his 
patience in watching the Dangal and making the awards. With regard 
to the Bashla special thanks are due to Brimati Ansuya Bai and Mni 
Bai for the help they gave to the parda ladies. 

The Exhibition was held on ihe Town Hall grounds and an 
entrance fee of one anna was charged at the gate. Another anna was 
charged at the entrance of the Town Hall building, where precious 
articles were kept. But all the ladies and all the persons who visited 
any of the Amusements section were admitted free to the Exhibition. 
The money realised by the gate fee was over Bs. 1,500, which shows 
that a large number of people visited the E.xhibitioii. 

d’here were tivo days specially reserved for ladies and on those days 
more than 7,000 ladies visited the Exhibition, Mrs 1 B. Wilkins 
was in charge of the Exhibition on the parda ladies days and was 
assisted by Brimati Sita Bai, Mrs. Banjiva Bao of the National Girls’ 
Bohools and their girl guides Ail these and Mrs. Dutt and Mrs. 
Ghosh worked untiringly in face of great difficulties. Mrs. Wilkins 
writes : “ Too much cannou be said with regard to their work. They 
were invaluable throughout, patiently directing the traffic, solving 
difficulties of every kind and keeping guard. The Exhibition was a 
great source of interest to women of every class.” The rush on those 
days was enormous and Mrs. Wilkins and her friend Miss Tomkin bom 
the brunt of it heroically. I cannot thank them too much for their 
splendid work. 

The Exhibition grounds were lighted with electricity under the 
direction of Messrs. C. A. King and H. 0. Mukerji. The lighting was 
brilliant and gave the place a look of fairyland by night ; my heartiest 
thanks are due to those gentlemen. 

The financial results of the Exhibition will be seen from the short 
statement of accounts attached herewith. It shows that nearly 
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Br. 8,000 were raised by sabsonpLion. This work was done entirely 
by Bam Chandra Naik Kalia Sahib, Babn liar Kishnn Das, Babn 
Naiotain Das, and 11 S. Goshain Rainpun. Tin Exhibition conkl 
not have been held if they had not oolleeied this sum and those 
who have tried to collect money in Benares alone can know and 
appreciate the hard work done by them, specially by Pandit Ram 
Chandra Naik Kalia Sahib, the convener ot this section. The biggest 
donation of Rs. 1,000 wis given by H. H. the Maharaja Sahib. 

I cannot close this report without tlianking Mr. Dastoor, Super- 
intendent of the Water*Works, for his careful arrangements for water 
on the grounds ; Babn Sat 7 a Narain Prasad, Overseer of the Munieipal 
Board, for laying out the roads and setting up the various structure-, 
on the ground and Lalloji, the shamiana conti actor, for his readiness 
to meet all demands ; Babn Girdhari Dal, M. Sheobodh Narain Dal, 
B. Kandhiya Dal, B. Gaya Prasad, B. Mahesh Piasad, B. Balkishnn 
Siuha, and B. Pulin Behari Khasnavis for their untiring vigilance 
day and night of the office and the grounds of the Exhibition , 
M. Akbar Khan and his staff of village teachers, whose duties were 
very heavy and responsible and who tul tilled their duties in a remark- 
ably able and efficient manner. To Babu Dalit Behari Sen Boy the 
thanks of the Committee are due for his continual presence on the 
grounds and his perfect airaugements lor al 1 public functions in the 
Exhibition. I should like to thank Mr. Bum for his interest ; Mi .

OBSERVATIONS.—In accordance with the advice of tbe Indian Indasfcrial 
Commwsiou that efforts should be niide to encourage the sinader Indian 
industries hy creating a foreign demand for their products, this Government 
exhibited, last year and again this year, specimens of the arts and crafts of liie 
United Provinces at the Batish Industries Fair in London. In 1920 the orders 
obtained by Mr. Heard, who was in charge of our exhibits, amounted to €1,200. 
This year, despite the severe trade depression prevailing in England, tdio sales and 
orders amounted to €2,596, a sum which, after gjliowancj for tbe diLterence in the 
value of the rupee at the becinning of 1920 and 1921, respectively, shows that 
the business done by Mr. Heard has increased fourfold. The Emporium is nov/ 
supplying uhe products cf the United Provinces arts and crafts to custpmers from 
all parts of the worll; anl although the total doinand is still comparaiivoiy 
small, the Government are convinced that, if in our export trade we maintain thu 
present high standard, the foreign demand will rapidly increase and give a 
powerful stimulus to oar arts and crafts. 

The Governor acting with his Ministers congratulates Mr. Heard on the 
result of his labours and directs that his report on the British Industries Fair 
be published for general infonnation.

As in the previous year, the British Industries iFair of 1921 was held in the 
three cities of London, Birmingham, and Glasgow, as it has grown to such mag- 
nitude that no British building or group, of buildings exists that can accommodate 
it. -The London Fair this year was held in certain buildings of the White City, 
Pla|LS are enclosed showing the whole area occupied, and tho special section 
Bhotving Our stall in red. The Fair opened on Monday; 21st February, the cases

Liberty & Co. were our first customer, purcliasing goods to the vaiiio ol 
T102 off the still, and ordering further goods worth Y28.5. Avera^^^e orders vrere 
about TBO value, whilst our largest order aiiiountcd to doTO. In all, we cook 
43 orders in London to a valuo of over Ti,85Q and sold saiiipleh worth about 


T400. 


Last year our orders consisted largely of Hi^annbad and Khnrji poctery, 
but during the year 3. found that unless these wore better baked and designed for 
rough transit, it was not advisable to try to market tlieso wares. 1 shall give 
special attention to these points later wdien I have thuo. 

Owing to world-wide eimhangc diffoulties, there were few foreign brj'er^. 
Spain ordered i'4'2 and Holland £45 wmrth of our goods. 

Without testiles or pottery cur business at Cio London Fair to. a led 
T3,250. A few of the larger and best specimens ranainod uimold and t'mo 
I have left with che High Commissioner, to form tho iiiirL’ii or oiir ei’Aclim 
of samples to be shown in tho exhibition rooms at the ili^A Conn aisk oner’s o^lee. 
The question of payment or othorwi e for these sample i and printed sijlnr, :le., 
to be used in tho decoration of the rooms is to be brought iorwird ]\y ilie High 
Commissioner in his note on the establLhuieiit of a nerma irnt oxaibkioa or 


Indian goods in his office. 

It will bo rcmcmbercci, in connection with tho Glasgow Fair, that two 
conditions suggested that it would bo suitable for us to show thore : (1) tint 
tho rules do not permit us to show textiles in London ; (3) that the textile 
buyers wmre to be found at Glasgow. The latter proved an. as sumption 0111}% 
Our total orders at Glasgow amounted to T7 1-9-4, whilst our silos totalloi 
about 4300. I can quite understand why a number of stalls were unle^ o.ol 1 
why no buyers even of Glasgow visited tho Fair. It was a popular and not a 
business exhibicion, with a oiaoiua to entertain the G]a'5p}W mothers and thoii* 
families. The usual request was for a givenawaay sample. Thefts wmro preanlenc, 
but we were fortunate in losing little. I hear it is not likely to be hold next 
year. 

The textile buyer has not been found in Glasgow ami w^e have goods that 
ho will buy if we can get at him. Hifore leaving London, I asked Mr. 'Chadwdc'k 
to visit the Drapers Exhibition with me to see if we could do any good there. 
Wo found it a well-set-out exposition of ladies, wear. Jt appears that the 
Drapery trade holds three exhibitions yearly ; a women’s show in April, a men’s 
in May, and a furnishing show in October. Our goods praotiealiy coma under 
the first and third of these heads. I am very anx|oiis to get hold of the textile 
buyer and T suggest that wo take, say, 200 feet at the April Womeny’s show for 
the display of satins, siffis, gold scarves, saris^ and embroidery. We should not 
be spending much on tba effort as I could do 3t whilst in England next year. 

In conclusion, I hope to got all my orders eompleiecl and out of India befom 
the end of June as, owing to the airangemcnts mado, wo are well in hand with 
our stock this year.

OBSEEVATIONS.—Since the inauguration of the service of medical 
officers of health considerable difficulty has been esperienced in obtaining 
a suitable class of candidates in the provincial service in view of the 
fact that officers of the 1st and 2ad classes are required to hold a British 
diploma, of public health. In order to remove this difficulty and also 
to make the service more attractive, the Director of Public Health 
submitted proposals to revise the conditions of service of these officers. 
These proposals have been fully considered by the Local Government 
and the Board of Public Health, and the municipal boards concerned 
were asked to report if they approved of them and also whether they 
were prepared to make the enhanced rate of monthly equated contri- 
butions proposed. Eeplies of all the boards concerned have been 
received. The majority of them approve of the proposals and are pre- 
pared to pay the monthly equated contribution at the enhanced rate. 
The Local Governmeui are accordingly pleased to revise the condi- 
tions of appointment and service of medical officers of health in the 
provincial service as stated in the following paragraphs. 

2. The classification of towns and the pay of medical officers of 
health for each class shall be as given below. There will be no internal 
grading under each class as at present 

Class L — Towns with a population of 150,000 and upwards. 
Pay Es. 500—50 — 900 with biennial increments. 

Class IJ.*— Towns with a population of 60,000 and under 160,000. 
Pay Es. 360—50—700 with biennial increments. 

Class III , — Towns with an annual income of not less than 
Bs. 60,000. Pay Bs, 200—20—400 with biennial 
increments. 

In view, however, of Agra being a trading centre and of the im- 
portance of Naim Tal and Mussooree as hill stations these three towns 
have been added to the first class without regard to their population. 
Similarly Hardwar-Union being a pilgrim centre and, Gorakhpur, Far-

2. The Collector, Gaunpore, proposed a re-aU(] ament of the Aufaiya-Ghatampiir 
road m the Gaunpore district and asks hoic the project loill be financed. 

(i) Resolved— That the alignment Auraiya-Bhognipur-Ghatampur be appro- 

ved. 

(ii) That it be recommended to the Local Government that the road should 

be provincialised up to Fatehpur, partly as affording a means of 
through communication without going through Oawnpore and partly 
because of its commercial importanoe in opening out a fully irrigated 
tract.

OBSLRVATioXs.“The leporfe shows a successful year’s work oa the 
part of the Coiiit of Wards. The gro^s receipts of the estates under 
management amounted to 14GJ lakhs of rupees and the total espencB 
ituie was I 4 O 5 lakhs of rupees. The number of estates shows 
little change. Twelve estates with a rent-roll of Bs. 8,30,600 were 
released from superintendence, and in their place 13 estates with a 
rent-roll of Es. 7,65,300 wore taken under management. The total 
number of estates under management at the end of the year -was 140. Of 
the estates taken over six belonged to minors and four were taken over 
as a further result of the enquiry into the circumstances of the greater 
2 amindars of the province. In two cases the proprietors themselves 
applied for the assBuauce of the Court of Wards. In 15 cases inter- 
vention was refused. 

2. The record of the estates which were released from manage- 
ment is satisfactory. In these estates, in addition to substantially 
freeing them of debt, raising the ront-roli, and expending considerable 
sums on works cf improvement, the Court of Wards was able in one 
case to make over to the proprietor liquid assets to tho value of 
Bs. 1,34,660. 

3. Owing to the favourable monsoon of 1919 the financial 
results are very satisfactory. The current rental demand amounted to 
Es. 1,08,44,178, of which Bs. 1,03 43,087 was collected, or 96'1 per cent, as 
agiinst 95’3 per cent, of the previous year. Collection of arrears 
amounted to 42*9 per cent, as compared with 20*2 per cent. Special 
mention should be made of the Sisendi estate (Lucknow division) 
which collected 99'9 per cent, of the current demand and 95*0 per cent, 
of its arrears. The Oovernment demand of Bs. 87,84,022 for revenue 
rates and cesses was paid in full 

4. The cost of management amounted to 11*11 lakhs of rupees 
against 9 17 lakhs of rupees in the previous year. The 10 per cent, 
standard was exceeded in 16 distiicts, but the increase was partly 
due, as was foreshadowed last year, to the increase of pay of special 
managers under -the Court of AVards from Isfc Beoember, 1919, and 
also to the increase in the rate levied under Act X of 189*2. The 
percentage of cost of management nevertheless fell from 9*7 to 9*5 per 
cent., the reduction being due to better collections. The general 
increase in the pay of the Court of Wards’ staS this year will, however, 
raise tho cost of management to an estimated figure of nearly 14 per 
cent, which may with farther development of estates fall to a 12 per 
cent, standard. 

5. The maintenance and education of wards and their families 
amounted to about 25*04 lakhs of rupees^ or about 5*82 lakhs more than 
last year. The dnorease was mainly due to extra expenditure on 
ceremonies* 
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The education of the wards continues on sound lines and it is 
satisfactory to note that many of the heirs to the most important estates 
are doing well. Some of the wards are being trained in estate manage- 
ment, but the results are not always satisfactory. It is possible that 
one cause of failure is the short time that normally elapses between the 
school education and the attainment of majority. One year, or even 
two, is hardly sufficient for the complete training of an inexperienced 
youth, and it is worth considering whether a longer period of practical 
tiaining might not in some oases be achieved even at the expense of a 
more liteiaiy education. 

6. The capital debt on the estates was increased by Es. 3,36,081. 
This increase was due to the assumption of the charge of some indebted 
estates and to the fact that the exact liabilities of certain estates taken 
ovei last year were discovered and added in the year under review. A 
few estates failed to pay the interest due or to work up to the liquida- 
tion scheme, the chief cause of failuie being expenditure on ceremonies. 

7. Expenditure on improvements aggregated 6*83 lakhs of rupees 
against 51 1 lakhs in the previous year. This still is below the figure 
for 191G-17 and work has doubtless been hampered by the expenditure 
on ceremonies. The Board, however, does not seem satisfied that 
improvement schemes met with sufficient support from the officers of the 
department and it is hoped that managers will show a more general 
enthusiasm in the performance of this most difficult but important 
branch of their work. At the same time, a good deal has been done. 
In the past year irrigation has been extended to some 4,000 acres 
and there are some extensive schemes under preparation for the 
establishment of demonstration, dairy, and stook-breeding farms. The 
progress of the schemes will be watched with interest. The Court of 
Wards is expected to show the way and the Government note with 
approval the suooessfnl employment of a Ford tractor on the Oel 
estate. 

8. Experiments in the consolidation of holdings have been con- 
tinued with a great measure of success. A certain degree of failure in 
Jaiaun serves as a warning against expecting or indeed aiming at a 
very rapid progress. But what has been done is full of promise and it 
is hoped to draw some useful conclusions in a year or two. One 
particularly interesting experiment is recorded from Partabgarh, where 
a large area of jungle-land has been brought under cultivation and 
divided into compact blocks in each of which a tenant will reside. 

9. A notable feature of the expenditure of the year on education 
was the handsome contribution amounting to Bs. 1,40,876, paid out of 
promised contributions amounting to nearly 7 6 lakhs, made by the 
Ondh estates to the Lucknow Univeisity. 

The expenditure on sanitation shows a slight increase. The 
progress in the encouragement of the co-operative movement has been 
gratifying, but a great deal still remains to be done and it is hoped that 
the various managers will hot relax their eSorts. The criticism of 
tlieir ‘‘ tardy activities ” in the past appears to have been deserved. 

An institution peculiar to Bitapur is the use of village panchayats 
in settling disputes and helping in the supervision of minor works of 
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improvement and in llio rcaUf'a'ioa of rents ani ^vj'ir d.dv->. The 
esfcablishiiicnt of \illagG throiii,liont the pio\iiiouB is now 

proceeding apace and the example of Hit ipur e- one which can prnfiPibly 
bo commended co other clisfcrictB. 

10. While it is generally recognised that rent and revenue litiga- 
tion cannot alto'-ethcr be avoided, it h aatisfictory to note that the 
proportion oi cases lost was negligible. In civil cases also the Court 
of Wards was usually successful ; the most important case— a claim 
valued at 33’33 lakhs for a share in the Bilehra estate — was compro- 
mised. Only one case was lost, but two appeals involving a total sum 
of 1*77 lakhs wmre decided against the Court of "Wards. 

11. The investments during the year amounted to six lakhs of 
rupees, out of which sum 1'05 lakhs were expended in llie purchase of 
Government Becuritics. Thu total amount held in Govornmont sccuii- 
ties fell however from Es. 31,61,654 to Es. 20,30,778, the fail being 
due to the sale of War Bonds to the value of a lakh of rupees by one 
estate to pay for a tilal ceremony, and to suras aggregating Es. 01,412 
being made over to the proprietor^ of estates. 

12. The closing cash balance of the year was Es. 25,73,6*27, or 
Es. 6,48,618 more than the previous year. The balances are required 
chiefly for expenses already foreseen before the close of the year. A 
scheme for investing surplus balances in short-term fixed deposits is 
under consideration, and should if it materializes prov’e profitable to the 
estates. 

13. The Government desire to acknowledge the services of the 
gontlemon who sat on advisory committees and of the special managers 
and district ofilcers w’^hose names have been brought to notice. I am 
also to convoy to the Board of Eevenue an ackoowledgoment for the 
work of the year and for their interesting report.

RESOLUTION. 

Read— 

Reports ol Oommis-iionets of divisioua outlia mospiioo of aati.ievolntionTry leagues, la tfaeir 
fllVISWHS 

Obsibvations,— Though the leagues ol peace and order are still 
in their infancy, the Governor in Gonnoii desjres briefly to review the 
history and the activities of these leagues foe the information ol sober 
and responsible opinion throughout the United Provinces. 

2. The leagues though hnowa by a variety of names in different 
districts possess identical aims of consolidating and organising the forces 
•which make for peace and political advancement on constitutional 
llneB. 

3. By March last it was clear that in the interest of law and 
order the non-co-operation movement could no longer be treated as a 
crude essay in party politics destined to purge itself under the pressure 
of common-sense. Malignant agitation and raoMess exploitation of 
class grievances in a period of acute oconoiaio pressure had already 
plunged a few parts of the province into active disorder.

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4. Moderate opiniofl in some quarters was inclined to be dis- 
couraged by the attitude of G-overnment which it regarded as merely 
passive. Neither the loyal seotion nor the non-co-operators themselves 
appeared to realise that nowhere in the world, outside the freedom of 
the British Empire, would a movement whose avowed object is that of 
nou-oo-operators be tolerated for a month. Government recognized 
that the methods employed by the non-oo-operators linked with their 
programme as a whole would, if carried to a logical oonelusion, make 
all Government impossible and plunge the country into disaster. The 
Government could have relied on the steady application of the ordinary 
criminal law to check the evil. Such action would have been negative 
in results. The Government accordingly decided to adopt a positive 
and constructive policy in addition, namely, to create leagues in the 
nature of committees of public safety. The formation of district 
leagues by official agency was sanctioned early in April, and district 
officers were authorised to rally moderate opinion to the side of peace 
and order. 

5. The reports now before Government are eloquent testimony 
to the welcome given to the leagues in circles which recognize the 
dangers of anarchical ideas and extreme views of politioal action. 

6. By the end of May, the leagues were in full working order 
in almost every district. Popular support has been generous and 
immediate. Much has been due to the personal element, but everywhere 
there has beeu an active campaign of enlightenment and the countering 
of revolutionary methods. On the whole the leagues have been 
specially successful in the Agra, Eyzabad, and in parts of the Allahabad 
divisions. Elsewhere also results are distinctly encouraging. Funds 
have been subscribed and the movement is in a healthy condition. The 
Commissioner of Agra reports — 

The, campaign of the leagues has been decidedly successful. In 
fact I would go so far as to say that it has effected an almost complete 
change in the local atmosphere.*’ In other divisions a similar estimate 
would not be unduly optimistic. 

7. Apart from their main duty of bringing a steadying influence to 
bear on public opinion, the leagues recognize the need for oousfcruotive 
work as a corollary to their declared opposition to the forces making for 
disruption. The educatiopi of the people in politioal responsibility and 
the right understanding of the Beforms have been given a prominent 
place in their programmes. Lectures, the distribution of literature, and 
informal talks have been used to spread enlightenment on these subjects. 
The organization of the leagues includes’ tahsil and branch committees 
covering the. entire district area and designed to reach every class of the 
community. The most advanced leagues are preparingffor what the 
Collector of Aligarh calls a long campaign of public education. Already 
at this early stage of development, problems of infant welfare, agricui.* 
tiirai improvement, sanitation, the spread of useful knowledge, and the 
amelioration of loc-al conditions are engaging attention. In some 
districts it has been found possible to hand over the presidency 
and virtual direction of the league -to nan-official agency, and tha 

. Goveiaor in Oonnoil hopes that this process will continue, 
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8. The Governor in Council is satisfied Ihati a valuable political 
isporiinent has been initiated and that the leagues already posses? i 
vitality which promises to be fruitful of results in meeting the clangin' . 
of the time. That officials and non-officials, Europeans and Indians, 
should be thus thrown together in working for a common ideal m diiSculi 
conditions and on unfamiliar ground is, in the opinion of His Escelleacy 
in Council, all to the good. The thanks of the Government arc due to 
all officials and non-officials who have taken up this genuinely patriotic 
work, for the peace of the province and the good of the people.

The Govarnmeot of and the Secretary 0 ^ Ssate in Council have had auder eona.i- 
dorafeion a number of memorials from oilicers of the various Imperial services uonceroing 
their pay, pensioDs, and oonditions of service. As there may be some delay in apnonuemg 
the orders on the subject of the memorials of the services geuerally, the Govemmeut of India 
have dttdded to promulgate at once the following deciaious affecting the pay <|f the Indian 
Police &tviee. 

2. An, examination of the scales of pay at present admissible to officers of the vatimus 
departments shows that the Indian Police Service, the service whose pay was first revised, ia 
at some disadvantage wima compared with the other Imperial services, its time-scale starts 
at a lower figure and rises to a lower maximum than that of other services, while there is a 
smaller percentage of administrative and other posts abo\ e ihe time-scale. It is recognised 
that the Police officer commences his service at a less mature ago and has not to incur the 
expenditure upon technical education which is neeessaiy in the ease of members of such services 
as the Forest and Engiueering Serviees. The Government of India conaMer, however, that 
these factors should ndt operate to plaoe him throughout his service at a permanent disadvan- 
tage as compared with members of the specialist services ; and they are accordingly pleased, 
with tha sanction of the Seerehary of State in Council, toan.ho,unce the following revised rates 
of pay for-the Indian Policn ’Service.

A report of the Committee appointed to examine the complaints m regard to the proviaion of enpphes and 
carts to touring officers and to make proposals foi the removal of the grounds of complaint 

Observations.— Difficulties connected with district touring were brought to 
the notice of Government during the past cold weather and the Governor in Council 
with a view to the removal of these difficulties and to bringing touring arrangements 
more into line with modern conditions directed that committees composed of officials 
and non-officials should he appointed in all districts to examine these arrangements 
and to make proposals for their improvement. He also appointed a committee at 
the headquarters of Government to examine the district reports and make 
proposals. The recommendations of the latter committee are herewith published 
for general information They have not been examined in detail by Government 
but no time will be lost in taking them into consideration. The Governor in 
Council is of opinion that they offer, if not a final, at least a reasonable temporary 
solution of a difficult problem, and every effort will be made to test them by actual 
piactice during the coming touring season. It will, however, be recognized that 
the complete adoption of the committee's proposals must depend on financial 
considerations and the cost still remains to be estimated. 

2. The Governor in Council desires to thank the members of the committee 
at headquarters and of all the district committees for their services to Government 
in this connection.

* Ik February of this year district committees eomposed" of offididls and non-officials were 
appointed to examine the complaints' connected with thb proviaitm of supplies and carts to 
touring officers. The reports of these committees reached Government in April and this 
central committee was appointed to consider them and to make proposals with a view to the 
removal of all reasonable grounds of complaint, We have considered these reports. In order 
that we might have first-hand information on certain matters connected with this question we 
have also examined an experienced tahsildar, We have further made references to local 
authorities on certain points which arose in the eolirse of our discussions and have had the 
replies pf these authorities before n».‘ We now desire to submit our " eonelusibns and 
recqmmendations. 
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2 The aistricfj reports showeil that the complaints regarding the present system are 
well-founded and that there is practioai unanimity as to their nature, fhe^ need only lo he 
briefly stated • 

(£t) The bania eomplains that he is very frequently compelled to attend a camp or to 
pay tor exemption from attendance, that he does not ordinauh receive p&j mens 
lor supplies at current rites, that ha has lurariably to giro free food b* the • 
tahsil chaprasis attached to the camp, and, Anally that lie reeetres ni eoatj-tiisa 
tion for the trouble and expense involved m carrying supplies to a cimp at 
some distance from his shop. 

(5) The village people are not vocal and their complaints are not so loudly proehimed; 
but the dam ir is seldom paid tor lus labour or the kuinb'!/ hi his uiithen 
pots, while the tenant is nut infrequently called upon to supply th- s^uiw wii eh 
according to the ciiafom of the country the landiird should jvioeol * and tO place 
bis carts at the disposal of olScers at inconvenient seasons, and those vvLo 
supply eg^a and milk seldom receive the prices which the touring oflieer 
actually pa) a for them, 

(o) The grievance of eart-owuers is that their carts are often impressel, that their only 
means of avoiding impressment when it is incoavenient is by buying otf the 
t.ihsil chaprasi, while theiates paid to them are ordinarily considerably below 
those current in the open market at the time. 

3. Recognizing that there is good ground for dissatisfaction with the existing system 
we first explored the possibility of replacing it by a system of contract, such as has recently 
been introduced in the Punjab. The distiiet reports showed that there is a consideiable body 
of opinion m fa\ our of buch a change, though they contained little evidence that these who 
recommended the contract system had fully appreciated the difficulties involved in its intro- 
auction. After full eonsidaration we unanimously decided that a contract system was not 
suited to the conditions of this province. We have no information as to the results of its 
introduction in the Punjab, but we consider that there wonli be very great difficulty in 
obtainsing contractors who could be relied on to supply all the requirements of touring officers, 
that there would be a very real danger that the contractors’ men would not he less rapacioug 
than the tahsil chapiasis, and that the cos^ of the experiment, which on the basis of the figures 
received from the Punjab would be 3 75 lakhs for a seasou of six months is quite prohibitive. 

4. Having rejected ihe abolition of the present system and its replacement by a system 
*of contmetj we turned to consider what changes la tJ.e existing system are necessary to remove 

the reasonable grounds of complaint. This led to the examination of two prehmmary 
questions, namely, the periods of tour and the scale of tents at present prescribed for oiBcers of 
diffeieut departments. Before making our recommendations on the matters which were more 
definitely referred to us we desire to make certain observations on these two lapoicaut 

questions 

5. We are impressed with the need for the abolition of unnecessary touriug aud are 
satisfied that the periods of tour at present prescribetl for certain officers arc nnnecessariiy long 

and re(jmr« inimediatB rsnsion. Wa have made enquiries Itom the heads of oenam^ depart- 
meiits Hi this conneeliiou and oar views are confirmed by a eonsideration of fcheir replies We 
ate not in a position to make detailed teoommendationa togarding the tours of any except 
revenue officers but we suggest that Government should lose no lime in oalhni! upon all heads 
of departments to examine to question and, where possible, to snbmit detailed pcopiaals with 
a view to the limitation of the proscribed periods of tour having regard to the maintenanoe of 
a reasonable siandaid of efficiency. In some eases, in addition to reducing the total ppnod of 
tonting it should also be possible tmeduee the period of touring with tents, which will afiord 
a further simplifioetion of the problem. As regaids tevonne officers we recommend that to 
period spent on tour by sub-divisional officers should be from one month to six weeks acoordiUB 
to the sice and conditions of the snb-divisioa. To enable to reduction to be elfeeted it will 
be necessary to relicy. .ub-divisionai officers as tar as possible of judicial wo.k during toi- 
period, of tour. We recoameud that only two snb-divUional ofbcets shonld be on tour a. 
one time an,! tot to only judicial work to be done by tom m camp should be (<t, otiminai 
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ease-' which are the special concern of sub-divisional offieeis, e.g., eases under the preventive 
sections of the Cnmiuai Procedure Code, and those which were partly heard when the tour 
began, and (h) pal titiou and enhancement eases in which local inspection is required. We 
understand that owing to the increase in the cadie of deputy collectors it will be possible to 
strengthen the district staffs at an parly date, but where an extra officer for the trial of cases 
at headquarters 18 not othei wise available we recommend the appointment of a tempoiary 
deputy collector In the case of tahsildais we consider that the period of 60 days at present 
prescribed is in some tahsils capable of reduction, and wa suggest that in future the period 
should be from 45 to 60 days according to the circumstances of the tahsil. 

6. Reduction m periods spent on tour will relieve the situation to soma extent. A 
fuither measure of relief can be effected by a revision of the scale of tents. We are fully 
tonscious of the fa( t that the period spent in camp is even at present looked upon by many 
office! 8 as one of necessary discomfort and ineonvenienoe. We have no desire to make it more 
unpopular, but having regard to the present conditions we consider that heavy tents such as 
double -poled and single-poled tents are no longer suitable for touring officers and that the hill 
tent is also an anachronism. We recommend therefore the elimination of such tents and for 
revenue officers w'ould prescribe the following scale 

{a) Commissioners and Coileefcors. — Two Swiss cottage or Hudson raobi tents 14' x 14' 
and one Swiss cottage or Hudson raoti 12' X 12' or 10' X 10', with six shul* 
dans. 

{&) Joint Magistrates.— Two Swiss cottage teats (one 14' X 14' and one 10' X 10') 
with four shuldans. 

(c) Deputy Oollectors, — Two office tents, both with bath rooms, and three shuldaris. 

(d) Tahaildars.— One tahsildar’fl teat and one other small tent such as an 80 Id. tent 

and one necessary tent 

, "We are not in a position to revise the complete scale of tents given in paragraph 2208 
of the Manual of Government Orders but we recommend that the scale should be revised 
without delay with a view to the eliminatioti of unsuitable patterns. We recognize of course 
that the existing tents can only be replaced as they become unserviceable and that the full 
effects of our recommendations in this matter would only become apparent after a number of 
years. 

7. Our attention has also been called to the fact that considerable difficulties are 
experienced by district officers in certain districts in obtaining the use of Government 
bungalows for their sub-divisional officers. It has been pointed out that in certain canal 
irrigated districts all the sub-divisiooal officers' touring could be done without the use of tents 
provided that all Government bungalows were available for their nee. This would greatly 
simplify the problem of touring in these] districts. We recommend therefore that greater 
facilities should be given to officers of the district staff in the matter of the use of Government, 
bungalows to whatever department these bungalows may particularly belong. 

8. We turn next to the question of supplies.— These are of two classes ; (a) those 
supplied the hmiQ> and (6) tho^ ordinarily obtained through the tahsil chaprasi, e. g., wood, 
straw, gharas, milk, eggs, etc. Each class requires separate Consideration, 

9 We recommend that the present practice of having a bania in the camp should be 
completely abolished, We are satisfied that this can be effected without inconveniectca if the 
following arrangement is adopted, The Collector should be called upon to fix the places at 
which it is advisable that officero should camp. These will ordinarily be towns and large 
villages and smaller villages which are situated on the line of March between more important 
places. At the majority of suqh places there will be a bania, from whose shop supplies should 
be obtained at the prevailing bazar rate. Where there is no bania supples will be taken either 
from sadr or from the nearest place at which there is a bama, and for the carriage of snefe 
supplies an extra cart will be provided at Government expense in the. case of officers not feelotfr 
thp rank of Deputy Colleetdrsl, We would leave it to the Commissioner to decide in whaU 

o| for what marohes an extra cart is necessary. We are satisfied fthat this syrtei^ 

will remote sil grounds of complaint “on the part of the bama, and will not b® 

la-thi^lRohilkhaad dJTp|cm#|om ^#ik?h We hate bad enq.niries mad-e

find that in the three districts of Bareilly, Rmlaau and Moradahal there is a bam'i at practi- 
cally all the places where camps would he fixed, in the Shahjahaopur district a supply cart ivlil 
be required in parts of two tah-ils only, while in the siibrnoatane distrieis of Bijaor and 
PiiibMt such a cart will be required somewhat more frequently. 

10. The provision of the other class of supplies presents a more difficult problem. We 
are anxious that the tahsil chaprasi should be ciioiinated. vVe are satisfied that he is the root 
cause of most of the complaints connected with the supply of wood, straw, etc. We can 
suggest no one alternative agency for the provision of all bhestj commoditie-s. We comiaercd 
the possibility of a contract system for the supply of these articles only, but find that the 
majority of local officers are satisfied that contractors could not be obtained for areas of any 
oonsiderable size. We have therefore considered these supplies in detail and make the following 
proposals in regard to them s — 

(a) IFood.-— Where landholders are ready to supply wood they may be allowed to do 
so provided that the touring officer takes the responsibility of seeing that those 
who split and carry the wood receive remuneration at current rates. Where 
landholders do not supply wood, then arrangement should be nmde at each 
camping place either for a local contractor, or for the tahsildar to store a supply 
of split wood which he will purchase from the near st thal. The split wood could 
be placed in charge of a responsible person, such as the mukhia, or. of a shopkeeper. 
The sale price of the wood in such cnees would be fixed by the tnh^ildai' on a 
consideration of the actual cost price plus thq cost of transport. If the wood is 
stored with and sold by a shopkeeper the latter might be allowed a small com- 
mission to repay him for his trouble. 

(h) Straw. — Straw is used for placing under the tent durries and also for bedding for 
menial servants and horses. V arious substitutes have bean suggested for straw as 
a protection for durries, each as water-proof ground Mmefes or grass-mats which# 
can be taken from camp, or wooden flooring or bricks and sand which can be kept 
at the fixed camping places. The price of water-proof ground sheets seams to be 
prohibitive, but we commend the use of grass-mats whoca the;?o can bs had at a 
small price. The use of other substitutes must also depend largely on local cir-' 
cnmstanees. We are content therefore to recommend that the use of straw for tents 
should, as far as possible, be discontinued aud that, where its use is unavoidable., 
the straw should be paid forj the rate varying according to local conditions. A 
small quantity of straw for bedding purposes should be carried from sadr and 
replaced at iiMtervals as need arises. The cost of this sftraw should be met from 
the Collector’s contract grant. 

(c) Iron pots should be used as maelj as possible. Officers requiring earthen 

pots for themselves or their servants must make their own arrangements, for 
obtaining them ; if purchased locally these must ba paid for at the current rate. 

{d} Eggs, cfc.— Officers must arrange to obtain these through their own servants without 
the aid of the tahsil chaprasi. 

11. , A considerable amount of casual Irtboiir is required in camps, for clearing the 
camping grounds, for lAtching and striking tents, and generally for odd jobs in the camp. It 
is impossible to say what labour is for the officer in his .public and what in his private capacity. 
At present this labour is largely unremunerated and therefore unwilling. We reeommeud tliat the 
need for it should, as far as possible, be eliminated by giving to each conriag officer not below 
flle rank of deputy collector a small gang of labourers to accompany him m camp. These men 
will be kept in practically constant employment throughout the cold weather and could be u.sed 
as punkba coolies in the hot weather. We think that a gang of six for Commissioners and 
Collectors and one ci four for sub-divisional officers would be sufficient. 

12. There remain the arrangements for the supply of carts. These come under two 
heads *. (a) carts for casual requirements aud (h) carts for touring officars. We consider that 
the best arrangements for the supply of earta for easnal requiremeuta is one that has been 
tried' with suoCess at Eoorkee, ' This aiTangement' is' tfiat-a list of earta whose ownari , resid®,

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■vrithiti a raditu o£ five oi 6i\ miles fiotn the tahsil should be kept up, that fclie owners should be 
called upon to produce their carts when uecessarj^, and that when a care has been called up the 
date should be noted m the tahsil list and the cart should not be called up agam lilHbs turn 
comes lOiind a^^ter all othoi carta on the list have been called up. Books of summons m tripli- 
cate were printed in Ui da and Hindi, one counterfoil lemained in the book and two copies 
were given to the ehaprasi, one to be given to the oartman, the other to be signed or marked 
bj him in t fken of receipt. Where there aie carts which oidioarily ply for hire these should, 
of course, in all ciNes be employed where possible and resort be had to other carts only when 
none of these eaits is available. In all caies the full rate of hire current at the time should be 
paid. We desire, also while dealing with this subject, to recemmenrl certain changes in the 
rules for the supply of carta for troops on the march. These changes are contained in the 
appondi'c to this report. We consider also that the railiury aunhonties should be asked to 
rely mire than they do at present on bhtur own transport and should have resort to civil assist^ 
aoce only when such assistance cannot be done wibhouti. We have had our attention drawn to 
cases in which bullocks wi se said to have been impressed for private purposes. We need hardly 
say that we consider impressment for such a purpo5,e entirely illegal. 

13. Carts for continuous touring shmld inv-ariably be engaged by the month ; where 
not obtainable locally such eaits can often be obtained from a neighbouring district. If 
officers prefer camels we see no lea on why they should not be permitted to employ them, 
provided always that the district allotment of funds for transport for touring officers is not 
exceeded. We recommended also a change in the system under which an officer’s requirements 
in the matter of transport for tonring are stated in terms of bullocks and are divided into 
official and private ; the former of which are supplied at Government ex ense and the latter 
by the officer himselt. Wo are satisfied that it is impossible to make an accurate division of 
this deseiiptioD, that the scale of transport at present presciibed is in most cases inadequate, 
and that the burden imposed on married officers in particular of having to provide extra caits 
at their own expense IS now heavier than they can rt asonably be espectei to bear. We 
consider that the diabinctjoii between offioial and private requirements should be abolished and 
that .Goveinment should pay for all the carts that its touring officers may reasonably be 
expected to requiie. We are not in a position to lay down any general scale, though for 
Commissinners ani district officers we consider sis to eight carts sufficient and for joint magis- 
trates and deputy collectors Uiiee to four carts. The tahsildar is at present ptovided with no 
transport. We consider that he should be given one or two carts. We would leave it to the 
head of the department within certain limits to prescribe the number of carta to be allowed to 
a particular officer, having regard to (X) the size of carts in. the district in which the officer is 
solving and (2) the private circumstances of the officer. We recommend that immediate steps 
be taken to fix these limits in the ease of all touring offioers. If this new arrangement is 
adopted we consider tlirt so far as district touiing is ooncernei no increase in the lates of 
travelling and halting allowances will be iiecossary, while some reduciion may be possible A 
special advantage of this concession is that it will, to some extent, equalize the cost of touring, 
as it is^n obvious hardahip that one officer should have to pay Rs 60 per month for each of his 
extra carts while m officer in another district can obtain his at the rate of Ks. SO par month, 

M. In coneksion we desire to explain that we make no detailed recommendations in 
legard to the lates of travelling and halting allowances as we understand that these are at 
present under the conaideiatiou of the Finance department. We re'eognixe that the existing 
rates are adequate. Soma of our proposals will necessarily enhance the cost of touring to 
officers, while on the other hand the ooncessiona which we propose in regard to the supply of 
carta and to the provision af labour gangs vyill, to some extent, reduce it. These factors wilf 
no doubt, be taken into consideration by the Finance department. We need only say that we 
sfiouH like to see these allowances fixed at rates which would compensate touring officers for all 
necessary expenses iuoideutal to camp lile without being a source of profit. 

15. ^ We bate not considered it necessary to delay the eubmiesion of this report until the 
finapelid §fect of our proposals esn be estimated. The ealcnlations involved will be somewhat 
jsjomplw, fill ye^uire references to local authorities which would involve Gonslderafele delayj 
^ It be in cksiug that the elimi nation of the tahsil chaprasi alone 
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should rc'inlt in a suhslantial saviuiy as many exfcra men a.e eara^ei for ra^acl work m ,:h 
district. lor five or six raonchs ft qij col 1 weatiier.

Educaticnal bepaktment. 

The Tdrd August, 19-21. 

The following is published for general information : — 

A meeting of the Board of Education was held at Allahabad on the 'JOth of 
duly, 1921. Tbo Board discussed Mr. S. H. Eiunantle’s pamphlets on Hur-ai 
Education. His suggestions were considered under the following heads 

1. Village school committees. 

2. Harvest holidays in rural schools. 

3. Half-time schools. 

4. School gardens. 

5. Agricultural bias to the curriculum of prim-ary aciuoU. 

0. Practical work in vernacuiar schools. 

7. The teaohing of agriculture. 

The Board rGOomraended that a committee should be appointed to consider 
the duties and powers of village school committees, and to revise, if necessary, 
the rules regarding holidays in vernacular schools. The Board was not in favour 
of half-time schools on a geneml scale, but proposed that the expeiimcnt should be 
tried of meeting the special needs of certain classes by eombining halU/me and 
full-time in upper primary classes— half-time with a modiiicd cumculum for 
children who can attend school for only three hours a day. and full-time for eliiid- 
ren who wish to study for the upper primiry examination —and aho by iutroduc- 
ing a modified spacial oiirriculum and time-table to suit partioular localities or 
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comiauaities, It recommended that the attenDion of district boards should be 
invited to the importance of maintaining sohool-gardens at least during the rains, 
and that there should be separate series of Arithmetics and Readers for urban and 
rural schools respectively. It was in favour of the introduction of manual train- 
iiip into the curriculum of middle vernacular schools and proposed that a com- 
mittee should be appointed to consider the possibility of establishing agricultural 
middle schools. 

The Board then considered the questions of hygiene teaching and medical 
inspection of schools. It was in favonr of a scheme of hygiene teaching in schools 
under the direction of the St. John’s Ambulance Association. As regards medical 
inspection of schools, it reoommended that an officer of the Medical department 
should be put on special duty to work out an improved system of medical inspec- 
tion in Anglo-Vernacular schools, to suggest the lines on which inspection should 
be followed up by medical treatment, and to formulate a scheme for the estension 
of the system to colleges and vernacular schools.

I am difeeted to state that the Govern menli of India have had under eonsideration the 
^nestion of legislation for the provision of compensatioa to workmen for injuries mmked by 
them in Bie course of their emplojmeut. I'he Government of India are of the opiman that 
the time has now arrived for legislation with this object in view. There are indications of a 
considerable eApaasion in the near future in the numher and si^e of iaduetHal estabHshments, 
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Moreover, macbiuery aud power are being employed in factories to a much larger extent than 
was the e»se before. Mines are being worked at greater depths and vary often with power 
machinery. The transport industries are developing. Until recently, there were practically 
no industries in India which conld be reasonably described as “ dangeroaa.” It is probable, 
however, that the next few years will see the establishment of industries of this category, 
whilst increased complexity will tend to make existing industries more liable to personal risk. 

I am to forward foi the consideration and criticism of the Local the provisional 

views of the Go'< ernment of India with regard to the nature of the legislation that seems to be 
neeessaiy. 

I am to point out that, according to item 26(g'), Part II of Schedule 1 of the Devolution 
I Buies, the welfare of labour including provident funds, industrial insurance (general, health, 
and accident), and housing, is subject to Indian legislation, and that the Government of India 
consider it deal! able that compensation for injury throughout! India should be carried out on 
nmiorm lines. 

2. The Government of India are advised that, in a large class of cases, it is impossible 
for va ivoikman, under the present la»v in India, to recover damages by suit from bis employer 
for physical injuries sustainai in the course of his employment. Under the Common Law of 
England a master is liable to hia servants only for injuries caused by his own negligence. 
An employer is not liable for injuries caused by the negligence of a fellow-servant, and in 
most industrial estabUsbmouts the negiigeuoe of otlier workmen is responsible for a large 
propoition of the accidents which overtake employes. In England, this disability wms 
removed by the Employers’ Liability Act of 1880 and the Workman’s Compensation Act of 
190G but the Government of India understand that the Common Law principle above stated 
would still be applied by the civil courts in India. The legal position of the workmen in 
India is therefore far less favourable than that of the workmen in England at the present 
time. 

3. Apart from the position in Common Law, the ignorance of working-men and their 
, in abihb)' to undertake extensive litigation place them in a disadvantageous position in suits 

for compsnsafcion. For these reasons most civilized countries have found it necessary to pass 
statutes deBniug the compensation for physical disabilities arising in and out of the course of 
employment. These considerations apply with at least equal force in India, where the great 
majority of working-men are still illiterate, and where few of them have the means necessary 
to institute and carry on suits for damages. It is true that some liberal-minded employers — 
and this includes the railway administrations— do pay compensation on such occasions. But 
the amount paid is not based on uniform rules. In any case the Government of India feel 
that a matter which concerns the welfare of the working classes so closely cannot any longer 
be left to the uneven generosity of employers. 

'There is, however, room for considerable difiference of opinion with regard to the 
actual limit of the protection that sbonld be extended to work-people in this respect. It would 
probably be wise to include in the Act a clause or clauses defining the liability of employers 
for accidents and removing any disabilities under which workmen suffer at present in this 
respect. Th e se clauses could be made general in their application. They would merely make 
it possible for any person employed to sue his employer for compensation for injuries sustained 
in the course of, and as a result of, the employment, and might follow sections 1 and 2 of the 
English Employers’ Liability Act of 1880 (see Appendix I). At the same time the necessity 
of proving negligence which these clauses enforce is now regarded by many aa inequitable, 
i and in framing legislation for this country it might be wise to dispense with this feature of 
the English Act tjuoted. In all recent legislation of this type, it is unnecessary to prove 
negligence in order to establish a claim for compensation, 

5 . The main portion of the Act sbopld of course deal with compensatory benefits. The 
‘^Goyerniaent of India think that these benefits should be limited to industrial workers and that 
it IS not at present practicable to extend their application to agricultural workers or to domestic 
iBervantSi. . I am to suggest that the classes to be covered by tfie main provisions of, .the^ Act 
^lould W workers in factories, mines and in tcaasportation serviofs„ e.g.’, oa railways, on sfiips, 
’It is in such owupafciaus that accidents are most nmiatrouaj and theJgureS liyem 
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iti Appendi:; II u-ffoni a strong argument for th-j mc’msioa of those branches oi indiigiiry to whicli 
Jiey relate. As ihe proposed legislation, by its very nature, 'snll! e rlesignei to give tho 
Trorlcing clas'-cs st.me form of iusBran'’? a'^ainft disabilAj, it Is dt«irab>le to eonfifio its 
operation tn those who are rmaMe, by reason of tha smallness of their earnings, to laahe 
provision fcr iueapac ty rosulHng from accidents, or to provido for th ir depencisnts in tha 
cas-* of their death. Thu m eifeAcd in England au-I ekaw'lwre by a provision tbat the Act 
shall not ap[Iy lO persons la receipt cf salaries higher than a cor tain dved limit. The Goverc- 
me;.l of India corsider, Lowavor, that it would be preferable to avikl sack a monelary limit 
by deikiiog aciuraiely *he clasFus to which the Act should apply. Thus it might apply to 
manual workeis only, except on rail ways, where it will probably be necessary to widen the 
defiUitioa so as to inuludo, at least, the whole of the running etafF. 

l«. Itt respect of factories, it will probably bo necessary to adopt a definition of factory 
diS’ering from that used in the present Factories Act and from that insor ul in the amending 
Bill now before the Legislature. Beth these definitions are elastic, they make it possible 
for an industrial establi hm-'iit to bo brought within the clefinition by exeru'Ave order. The 
considerationB that justify bringing a factory under the Factories Act may be quite different 
fjom those that justify the application of a V/orkman’s Compensation Act to that lactary, 
and the opposition of small factory owners to the incluaion of their establishments within 
the Factories Acs r^oiild be greatly strengthaned if such inclusion involved also increased 
liability for compensation to F cir emplojfis. I am to suggest that the Act should apply— 

(1) to ail industrial establishments using mechanical power, 

(2) to all industrial eaiabiishments u'hieh carry on work of a hazardous nature (e.g,, 
those involving proesasea dangerous to health) whether they us© mechanical power or not, 

7. Another question of some difficulty ia whether the Act should be extended to seamen. 
Two classes of seamen require consideration, namely, those serving on ocean-going vessels 
and those serving on vessels plying on inland waters. With regard to the former, it should 
be remembered that Indian seamen serving on ships registered in the United Kingdom 
already receive the benefit of the British Workmen’s Compensation Act, XllOG, and the 
Government of India believe that there are very few ships plying in Indian waters which 
are registered in India. From the returns collected from ports of registry in 1915 it appears 
that in that year, wdth the eseeptioa of 10 small steamships with an aggregate tonnage of 
less tLan 2, SCO toas, the only ships registered in India under Act X of 3841 were sailing 
ships. It ia possible that employment on a sailing ship might reasonably be held to com© 
within the second of the two criteria suggested in the preceding paragraph of this letter, and 
if it be practicable to apply the Act such sailors should be protected. But the Government of 
India are inclined to doubt whether the Act should be applied to seamen serving on sailing 
ships. Many of these ships are very small (feho average tonnage of the 727 ships registered 
in 1915 being less i-haa 100 tons) and it is probable that many of them are mere fishing craft. 
If sailing vessels are excluded, only seamen serving on the few Etaamships registered under 
Act X of 18-1-1 will be eligible for the benefit of the Act, unless indeed, the Act is applied to 
service on the numerous tugs, motor-boats, and steam launches which ply in ports and harbonrs. 
It will be seen that the question is ono which will largely turn on the ©xpermace of mantime 
Local Governments. Similar difiIealf:jQ.s aria© in respact of ssamsn Forving on itilaad water 

» vessels. It will genorally be hell impracticable, it is thought, to apply the Act to 'service 
on the small country boats, lighters, and sailing craft, which ply on inland waters, and if the 
Act IS applied at all to inland seamen, it is thought that it should be applied only to eerviee 
on vessels coming within the operation of the Inland Steam Ykssels Act, The difficalty here 
is that the expression inland steam vessel” covers so large a variety of ships. Ic includes 
steam vessels of all typos from small ©lectrie launches and motor vessels to the large steainora 
which ply on the Irrawaddy and the Ganges. 

8, The list of oecupatiouB given in tho preceding paragraphs might be enlarged with 
advantage. Poesibi® additions are the building trades and telegraph and teiephoac lervicos. 
It is desirable, too, t? include all persons engaged in dangerous or unhealthy oemipatioas 
which do nob com© under the classes named above, I am to invite the particular attention

It will be necessary to prohibit “ contracting out (».c., 
to prltto by which workmen can contract themselves out of the beuefito of the Act) , There 
appear to be no sound reason for preventing to employers from insuring their riska. It is 
toe tot if iuaaiauce were prohibited, employers would be much more careful to prevent 
ro dents ton if toy paid a flat rate to an insurance company. But — e companies 
wffl naturally scrutinise the safety precautions before granting policies, and a serious accident 

if nninsaied, might prove the ruin of a small employer. 

12 The question of the seals on which compensation should be pad is one of 
considerable ditoulty. In soma of the existing Acts in other oountnes e.p., Great Britain, 

the scale of compensation has a considerable measure of elasticity. A fairly wide discrot.^

In other Acts, and more especially those in force m to majority of the 
ITnited States of America, to scale is as rigid as possible. The compensation payable depend. 
Lctly upon to injuries received and on to wages of the man injured, and an attempt is 
usuaUy made to prescribe for to commoner Injuries fixed amounts of compensation w ich 
cannot be varied in any circumstances. With an. elastic scale of compensation it is imssxble 

for to competent authority to consider to circumstances of any particular case to fix 

the compansalion with regard to the merits and needs of tot case. It is obvious tot similar 
biuriesLo not always involve eimilar loss or hardship, «.p., to loss of aloft hand might render 
oL man quite pnabl! to pursue the occupation he had previously follo wed, whereas to another 
it might ^mean little mote than personal inconvenience. Also with aa elastic scale the 
deciding authority can have regard to various lactois such aa to age and circumstances of to 
person injured, or his share in the lesponsihility for to accident. But the Governmeut of 
Indiathink tot these advantages are more ton outweighed by the disadvantages attachi g 
to an elastic scale. Such a scale acts as a direct incitement to discord and litigation, 
diminishes very greatly to sense of ee.nrity which it is one of the mam objects of to 
ITt to create, ind the divergencies which arc bonnd to occur beWeen case and qase and 
tlween tribunal and ttihnnal would give rise to bitterness of feeling among both patties 

and to distrust of to adminiataring authority. A rigid scale will often act arbitrarily.

13. Schedules of compensation are almost invariably based npon tlio wages received by 
the injured man at or shortly before the time of the injury. Such a basia automatically 
provides the adjustments necessary to make the compensation payable suit the oiicumstaaLes 
of the persons to be compensated. Experience has shown, iQOie.jVer, that even in countries 
where customs and conditions favour the profitable investment ol savings, a greater economic 
benefit- results from a continuing series of payments than is provided by the award ot lump 
sums. Compensation should therefore take the form of a series o£ periodical payments 
based upon the wages received by the person injured and determined by tho in janes 
sustained, 

14 The object of an Act of the type contemplated is not so mueh the provision Ot 
facilities for the recovery of damages due for a civil injury as the mitigafciou of the liard-kip 
resulting from diaabiementi in mdustriea. Compensation therefore should be, and in other 
countries usually is, regulated by the above principle. Consequently, in determining the 
cempeneation that should be paid for fatal accidents the eliief factor is the number and 
relationships of the dependents of the deceased person. I am to suggest that, in such eases, 
compensation should take the form of fa'» a specified sum, e.p, two months’ wages, to cover 
the funeral expenses of the deceased with (5) in cases where dependents survive, the paymoat 
for a specified and uniform period of a percentage of the deceased’s wegas regulated by 
the dependents surviving. It will probably be wise to limit the dependents to widows, 
legitimate children, and parents, as the introduction of other relatives would certainly lead 
to fraudulent claims and numerous disputes. Children might be defined as persons under 
the age of 15 years, which it is now proposed to adopt as the upper limit of age for children 
under the Factories Act. As regards the period of payment the Government of India 
consider that five years would be suitable. A table of percentages fixed according to depen- 
dents will be found in Schedule I. To take an example, if the above suggeetiols are adopted 
and a man is killed, leaving a widow and two children of 9 and 12 } ears, the widow will 
receive a lump snm equivalent to two months of her husband’s wages, together with a regular 
payment equivalent to 45 per cent, of the husband’s wages until the elder child reaches 
15 years of age. Thereafter the regular payment will be 40 per cent, of the deceased’s 
wages until five years have passed since the date of his death. Where death occurs a long lime 
after the accident which caused it, it will probably be necessary to make some allowance 
for compensation for disability already paid, by shortening the period during which compen- 
sation for death is payable. 

15. In the case of disability, the Government of India propose to follow a large 
number ol American Acts and to allow a fixed percentage of wages for a specified period. 
For total disability I am to suggest that half wages should be paid dnrirg the continuance 
of such disability subject to a maximum of eight years. The payment for permanent total 
disability would thus be greater than the maximum possible amount payable for a fatal 
accident. But there is obviously nothing illogical in this, and indeetl, it may be questioned 
if the payment proposed should not be enhanced where the disability is such that the Injured 
man requires an attendant, e.g., in the ease of complete loss of eyesight. PaymeEl for 
partial disability should be so fixed as to bear a proportion to the payment for total disability 
similar to the ratio between the loss of earning capacity b the two cases. Where the 
injury is of a ckarly defined type, e g., the loss of a limb, it is not difficult to fix by schedule 
the amount of compensation payable. Logically, this should take the lam of a pyrnent 
based on the payment for total disability and representing a percentage of iT, and eoEtinuIng 
for the full period (a period of eight years is suggested) daring which paymojai is to bo made 
lor total disability. It has been found preferable in practice to express it rather in tha 

fomof the same periodical sum as that paid for total disabil%, bat to xddaeo Iho period to 
suit iip injury. To take m example, the lose of w may bo regarded as gittog rise to 
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a 50 per cenfe. disability, i e., it is supposed to reduce the wage^earning capacity of the 
average worker by 50 -pax cent. The compensation payable for complete permanent 
disability ie 50 per cent, of wages for eight years. The compsnsaSion payable for the loss of 
an arm should therefore be 25 p'er cent, of wages for eight years. But it is more convenient to 
express this as 50 per cent, of wages for 4 years. Such a method avoids the introduction 
of a series of trifling payments over a very long penod ai d is m the rature of a compromise 
between that system and the payment of a lump sum. In the case of an injury regarded 
as creating a 5 per cent, disability it would obviously be most inconvenient to prescribe 
payment of 2| par cent, of wages regularly ior eight years and it is much simpler to pay 
50 per cent, of wages fer a few mouths, and quite as equitable. In Schedule II attached 
to this letter a table of periods for specifia injuries is given. The period shown opposite 
any particular injury is the period for which it is proposed to prescribe the payment of half 
wages on account of that injury. 

16. It is obviously impossible to bring all injuries within such a schedule. Eor 
injurios not falling within this schedule, payment should be based on the same principle, 
i,e , the competent authority should determine the percentage of w'age-earaiag capacity 
lost and express the compensation as a similar percentage of the compensation payable for 
complete permanent disability. In most of the cases now contemplated it will not be 
possible to allow for the comparative loss sustained by varying the period instead of the 
amount of the payments, for it will frequeacly be difficult to determine at oaee whether the 
injury isjikely to be permanent or not. Power might be given to the competent authority 
to express the compansation in larger sums over a shorter period where — 

(a) the parties agree to this course, or 

(ii) it is proved that the injury is permanent. In this connection the possibility of 
varying the amount of compensation on account of subsequent increase or 
decrease in earning capacity due to the development of the injury should also 
be borne in mind. 

17. The case of injuries to minora requires special consideration. Where a child is 
totally disabled owing to a factory accident, the loss sustained is more serious than that 
caused by a similar accident to an older employd. But if compensation were paid on 
the scale suggested above, the amount payable would be very small, and in most cases 
insufficient even for bare subsistence. I am to euggest therefore that oompensatioa for 
injuries to minors should be fixed on a scale based on full wages and not on half wages, i.e., 
that it should be double the oorrespoading compensation for a lults. Compensation to depend-^ 
dents on the other hand might be given in the case of adults only, 

18. The possibility of requiring employers to provide medical and surgical aid in 
the case of aooideuts should also be considered. Some of the statutes in force in other 
countries secure for the workmen free medical and surgical attendance during disability. ■ 
The choice of the medical attendant in such cases usually rests with the employer', and a 
oiauae is sometimes added by which the employ 5 is deprived of all compensation if he 
refuses or wilfully negleets to take advantage of the facilities provided by the employer, 
It is obviously in the employer’s interest that injured workmen should receive th© host 
medical care that can be provided ; in many oases |)rompt medical attendance redaces very 
greatly the effects of an aeoident that would otheriwise produce serious and lasting effects. 
It is clear that the choice of the medical attendant cannot ha left to the employ^ if it h 
the employer who has to pay. Quite aparc from the grave administrative difficulties that 
are involved in such an arrangement, it is inequitable that an employer should be asked 
to provide payment for treatment which he is powerless to control and which might result 
in increasing the hill he has to pay for compansation. To compel employers to provide medical 
attendance would probably excite considerable opposition, not only from the smaller -employers 
whose expenses would be extremely heavy, but also from a considerable proportion of 
employSSf who would object to undergoing the treatment prescribed. At the same time the 
Government of India think that it is desirable that employera who afe willing to provide 

attendance, shoqld be encouraged to . .do, ,00, and that it.Isnnreasonable-toa&kan

not accepted, the employe should be debarred from daimiiig any oompeusatioa. Many 
leading employers already provide free medical aid. This proposal sliuuifl oacoatage oiberrj 
to iol’ow tlitiir example and should also miriimise the injaries lesalting iVo.a accidc-Kts. 

19. There remains lastly the question of the aclmiiiist ration of the Act. However 
weli-eonstrueted the Statute may be, there will be many cases that cannot be settled wiilioul 
reference to some tri banal And it will bo necessary to set up am! mamtain iiiachiaei’j for 
eiiforeiiig The Act In iSaglaud both these functions are exereised by the ordinary Civil 
courts ; eisowhere it is' more .usual to have a special authuriny, There are two distinct 
aclvantagea in making use of existing courts. In the first place, the quebtions o£ law arising 
out of an Act of this type are frequently intricate, and it k o-sseiitial that iho deeijing 
airthority should have some judicial experience. Secondly, it is impurtant that workmen 
making claims for compensation should not be compelled to travel long uistaneos to place 
their oases before the tribunal concerned and it is clearly impossible for iJo.-ernm'jiit to set up 
even one special tribunal in every district. On. the other hand procedure in the civil courts 
13 both intricate and expensive, and, under ordinary conditions, it might happen that many 
working men wlio were entiiied to eompen,«ation would find lhem.seives uiiabio to face the 
litigation involved. Even when they had obtaiued a decree the? might be unable to enforce 
it, as it would obviously be unprofitable to institute a series of execution proceedings for 
small weekly payments against their employer if he paid irregularly or refused to pay. 
So that, if the civil courts were entruited with the decision of the casL^s, it will probably be 
essential to adopt some simpler form of procodure thau that used for ordinary eases. It may 
be necessary to grant summary pmwers and to limit ihe jurisdiction to Judges of stotus not 
lower than that of a District Judge. It may also be desirable to follow the Euglish law in 
regard to declaring that decisions on facts given by theorginal court will be final, and that a 
right of appeal will lie only on questions of law. 

20. Another alternative to the deciaion of the cases by the, civil courts or by special 
tribunals is the entrusting of these eases to Magistrates or to llevenuo officers. Some such 
procedure as that at present in use in maintenance cases under thri Criminal Procedure Code 
might be adopted, though it would of cosiiyu, be made clear that proocetlings under ja Work- 
mens Compensation Aci; had nothing of a criminal nature, and the procedure to lie followed 
should be specially laid down in the Act, The objection to this course is that the pointo of 
law involved will often be difficult, and it is undesirable that officers of the stoiuling of 
Magistrates should baeutraRted with suits that may involve eonsidarable sums of money. In 
view of these objections, the Government of India are not dispose.! at presoofe to addpt this 
alternative. In very large- industrial centros it may, bo weve^ be necessary to have full-time 
tribunals and Ilia presiding officers could then be specially selected. 

' ’ 2L It may be necessary to provide for the imposition of special ppualdes where an 
'.employer has deliberatoly^ evaded’ bis liabilities under the Act. Such fines woulrlb© imposed

Annual Export on the working of the Lucknow Provincial Museum for the 5 ear 

ending 31st March, 1921. 

1, ComnutieG of manaqement — Exceptmg the appointmeot of Mr. L M. 
Jopliug, i.GS., as a member of the Managing Committee for the reniiiinder of the 
term no change took place in the oonstitutioa of the Committee which remained 
as in the preceding year. The office of President was first iieid by Mr. E. 
OMcden, o.b.e,, i.c-s., np to 27th May, 1920, and then by Mr. L. M. Toplmg, 
i,c.s., till 18th November, 1920, when I took over charge of the Commissioner- 
ship of the Lucknow divi&ion and retained the ofiice of the President for the rest 
of the year. From IGth April to 1st June, 1920, Mr, K. N. Dikshir, the Curator 
and Secretary, took pru liege leave and from 8th June, 1920, his servieesj were 
placed at the disposal of the Government of India, department of Education. 
Mr. Prayag Laval was appointed to officiate for him and with the evoeptiou of 
thiee weeks officiated a^ Cuiator and Secretary foi the entire year. 

Tbret3 Committee Meetings were held on 3id August and 4lh No'iemberj 
1920, and on 22 ik 1 Pehruarv, 1921, at which iuipoitant questions relating to the 
development of the Museum based on the rapidly growing requirements of the 
educated public were disposed of. 

2 Estahlts,limGnt.—Th.Q general revision of the pay of both the pensionable 
and non-pensionabit establishments sanctioned by the Government with effect 
from the 15th January, 1920, give relief to the staif. The clerk was on combined 
leave fiom 5th May to 18th July, 1920, and the Photographoi on privilege leave 
fiom 19th Alay to 18tli June, 1 120. 

B. Wm king of the Mvsm7n . — To make room fur the now Council Chamber 
in Kaisarbagb the Provincial Aluseum was moved as a temporary measure, to the 
Lai Laradari budding. The removal, though ellacied undoi unuoidable dreum- 
stances somewhat hampered its activities and upset the aaangement of its 
exhibits. The Lai Laradaii building has limited aooommodafeioii quite msufficient 
for the housing of the various collections. It is equally unsiiited on account of 
the excessive light and dust in the rooms on the first floor which open on all sides 
through numerous large windows, leaving but soaaty wail space for the display df 
exhibits. 

Two godowns weie therefore constructed ia,^ Kaisarbagb in which heavy 
sculptures of the Jama, Buddliiet, Brihmamcal, and Aluhammadan sections Were 
stored away. Some of the larger figures and architectural pieces were put outside 
and a few pillars wore left imdivfcurbod in the verandahs of the old buiidmg. Smaller 
sculptures of the Buddhiot and the Brahmanioai sections together v^^ith the opigra- 
phical reooids were moved to the new quarters and exhibited in two rooms which 
were available on the basement. The upper floor was allotted to exhibits of other 
departments. Terra cottas were displayed in one of the mam rooms to the south, 
the ethnographic objects in the next, and the natural history specimens m the 
remainmg two. A portion of the western wing was turned into a strong room for 

i8lg 
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GOias and medals and the lest paiTiLouecl boh^cen library and office. The 
collection of old arms and implement.^ was exhibited in the eastern wing adjoining 
the dark room. 

Considerable difficulty was experienced in accommodating the big show-cases 
which m the old building had stood against walls. They were laken to pieces and 
refitted and re-arranged bick to back in the centre of rooms. Most of the exhibits 
were either re-anauged or were in course of le-arrangement at the close of the year. 

K beginning has been made in providing printed labels of an improved style 
for certain Important exhibits in the Archaeological and Ethnographioil sections. 

The catalogues of coins of the Mughal and of the G-upta and connected 
dynasties which were in course of printing have come out. 'The cataloguing of 
the Pathan coins which was originally proposed should be done by Mr. Nelson 
Wright, I C.S., has been entrusted to Babu Prayag Payal. 

4< Education and BesearclL~~lLh.e GlQctxotv'gcs of coins prepared last year 
were offered by rotation to schooisin Lucknow division and were reqaisitioned for 
study by the undormentioned institutions

The Curator published and ciiculated to various colleges in the United Provin- 
ces, a list of estampages of inscriptions preserved in the Museum which are 
available to students of Epigraphy for study or reference. The colldotion is being 
added to and it is hoped that estampages of all important inscriptions in the 
Province will soon be forthcoming for research students. 

Three lantern lectures on subjects illustrated in the Museum were arranged 
for by tho Curator to be delivered in the Canning College under the auspices of the 
Literary Association. The one on ‘‘ Edicts of Atoka ’’was prepared by Babu 
Syam Sunder Das, Head Master, Kali Oharan High School, Lucknow, the second 
’ on “ Pond Life ” -by Professor S. S. Chaudhuiy of the Canning College, and the 
third on “Buddhist Art as represented in the Provincial Museum” by Babu Prayag 
Bayal, the Officiating Curator. The lecture on “ Edicts of Atoka ” was announced 
for the evening of the 20th December, 1920, but unfortunately on account of the 
sudden failure of the electric current it was postponed. The association could 
not fix farther dates for the lantern lectures on account of the uncertainty of the 
current and the imperfect condition of the magic lantern which was under repairs. 
I't is hoped that the lectures will be delivered next year. 

The Curator contributed to the United Promices War Journal a series of 
four popular articles on some’ of the aboriginal tribes whose life-sine models exist 
in the Provincial Museum. These were (1) The Andamanese, (2) the Ohulikata 
Mishmi, (8) theDaphlas, and (4) the Banpara Nagas. They were illustrated by 
photographs and evoked considerable interest. The editor while thanking the 
Curator observed that the articles were much appreciated by his readers and he

G. Archaeoiofj?/, — The most interesting object; acquired by the Oiiraior for 
the Archaeological Scofcioii is a brass image of the goddess CMmiiwjO irom Har- 
dwar. The deity is shown as standing in fighting (Pra^c'/icf/iu) attitude tramp- 
ling on the demon who lies fiat on his belly. She wears close-fitting armourj 

a breast band, and a garland of skulls {munda, mdW) aad is eight-armed. Com- 
mencing from the top the proper right hinds hold a drum (danmnl), a trident 
(ifnsrdaj, a wheel {ohaha) and a dagger (Ishadga), while the oorrespoiiding left 
hands hold a noose ipdsa), a skull-crowned staff a beheaded head 

and a skull bowl {Jcapula). A lizard (yod/cl) shown in the pit of the 
stomach, is the cognizauoe of the goddess. She is flanked by two dwarf attend- 
ants or pa «as of Siva. The image is unfortunately wanting in the facial details 
and the outlines of objects hold in hands hive been obliterated by the image being 
constantly rubbed with sand and washed. But its superior workmanship aad fine 
finish proclaim its early ago, which is confirmed by its close resemblance in style 
and fabric with the image of the Jaima Tirthaukara Rishabhaniltha, acquired 
some years ago from the -sime locality, which has been assigned on epigraphical 
grounds to the 12th eoutury A.I). The Museum received as a gift from tbs 
Madras Museum 18 duplicate specimens of prehistoric stone implements, oompria* 
ing six neolithic celts, three grinding slabs with legs, five pounders, two granite 
rollers, and two dark-green quartzite rollers. About three dozen photographs of 
sculptures and two dozen estampages of inscriptions from Sarnath, Muttra? and 
Beogarli wnro prepared by the Curator during his tour. 

7. NiimimiafUis. — The coin cabinet received 34 coins and seven medals out 
of which two gold coins and a bronze and a silver medal alone were purcliased; the 
rest coming as presents from the institutions named in appendix C. One of the 
gold coins is of Kumaragupta I, Lion-slayer type, ami the other of Birdz Bhali 
III, 786 Hijri, struck in bold letters. The 32 silver coins may be classed under 
Mughals, Dmrauis, and Sikhs. The first-namod cover Lsues of the emperors 
Akbar, Jahungir, Shah Jaban, Auranzeb, ‘ Azam Shah, Shah ^Akm Bahiflur, 
Shah lahan 11, Muhammad Shah, and Shah Alam II. 

Of these, a rupee of ‘ Azam Shah, mint Burhaapur, ahad, 1110 ni|ri, and 
another of Shah Jahfin II (Bafi-ud-dauh) mint Surat, [11]31 Hijri being rare 
deserve special mention. A detailed list of ali the coins will be published separately 
for distribution among provincial reporters. 

Out of the seven medals a bronze gilt Coronation medal of King Edward 
Til and a silver Long Sorvico medal in the Tolnnteer Eorce were purchased ; 
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the remaining five viz., an oval War badge, two bronze stars, a copper Victory 
medal, and a silver British War medal were presented by the Local Govern- 
ment. 


No coins were distributed during the year. Hitherto most of che pupli- 
cate coins sent by Government for sale went as gifts to the Native States which 
were given precedence over private collectors. But as there was no response 
from the States in the matter of the exchange of coins under the Government 
of India scheme, it has now been decided by Government that the Darbars shall 
not, in future, be given priority over private collectors, in cases where coins have 
been acquired by payment. In case, however, of confiscated coins the existing 
arrangement of giving Darbars a priority of choice will continue. Twenty-seven 
duplicate coins were sold and the sale proceeds amounting to Es. 17 paid into 
the Treasury. About half of the Pathan coins were cataIo 4 iied by Babu Prayag 
Dayal,

The find nob yet dealt with consists of some small obaoure silver coins, 
probably ancient Hindu. 
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The Prince of Wales Museum, Bombay, ha? been rabatitnWl for the Fo nid 
Miibeum by the G-overnment of India and pi iced beluro ili * provincir^ nitiSLUiir 
of LuoLnov/, Lahore, etc , on the order of distribution. No mdcis hive ye^ been 
received on the protest made by the Committee aiiuinst tins iincluc prtdereace. 

9. Natural Thdory , — The rouDvaiof the Maseii.u in;olved the re-arra!i..6" 

meiit of ail the birds, iniinmais, and shikar fcropbits and k^pt the TixkLrmist busy 
in looking after the specimens. He could not, therefore, so out on colleition 
iiork. Arrangements have been made for his accompaiiyin*^ certim -^porUiiieii 
in the ensmng year and it is expected that the rcplac?menr of decayed specimens 
of old birds by new ones will proceed steadily. Specimens in which colour forms 
an important feature are noiY protected from escesdve to whitli they are 

exposed in the present building by providing covers tor all the glazed cases con- 
taining bird skins in the central room. Printed Lbcls doriotiug the order and 
family of each gioup were pus up m the cases containijq sLuifed birds. The col- 
lection of birds in the i^Inseiim has long been known to be very line and exhnistive 
and it is satisfactory to record that proposals for it5 cataloguing by Mr. H. Dewar, 
I C.s , have been submitted to Government. 

10. Fidure galler?j,— There being no suitable and suSicient wall space foe 
the exhibition of the paintings and pictures, only a few have been put up on the 
wall. The rest will be exhibited on revolving stands or preserved in albanib as 
soon as they have been examine 1 by Messrs. L, M. Jopling and N. Heard. 

11. A dozen new exhibits were added to the existing col- 
lection, seven of which were presented a.ud five purchased. The latter include a 
mess jacket and a fowling-piece of Lieutenant-Colonel H. Lewis Bird, 48th B. N. 
Infantry, used by him in the siege of the Lucknow Eesideney in 1857, three brass 
objects of domestic use comprising a seif-replenishing lamp of pariot pattern, ^ 
perforated pen-case and a jet complete with reservoir used in some temple. Seven 
corroded and worn-out weapons found buried underground and supposed to have 
been used about 1857, were sent by the City Magistrate, Lucknow. 

12. Library.-— The additions to the Beierenco Library number 60 and as 
usual consist of books, reports, and periodicals. Of these, 10 books and eight periodi- 
cals were purchased and the rest presented. Among books purchased may be

Lala Sita Ram, b.a , m.r.a.s., kindly presented a copy of his history of 
Sirohi Eaj from oiriieit times to tho present day and Mr. Puran Chand Aahar, 
B.A,, B'l.j of Calcutta, piesented a copy each of the Prakrita Sukaratnamala and 
the Jaina insoriptions. 

13. FisPcrs.™ Th ) total number of visitors including 403 p^r^^a/Madies 
was 103,698, which compared with the figures for the previous year shows a 
decrease of 66,030. This is due to the removal of the Museum wbioli although 
expedited with all possible haste kept the institution closed to the public in the 
best part of the year, viz., from 17tb October, 1920 to i5th January, 1921. Captain 
A. M. Hocart, the Archaeological Commissioner of Ceylon, and Dr. Banarsidas of 
Lahore may be noted among principal visitors. 

14. Finances.— The receipts derived from Municipal contributions and sale 
of grass, photograiphs, etc., amounted to Rs. 367 or Rs.67 over the estimated figures. 
The total expenditure including the special grant for removal of the Museum 
came to Bs 21,024. The net cost to G-overnment far maintaining the institution 
was Es. 20,627 against Es. 28,712 for the previous year. 

16. Sarnatli and oilier local Mzisetims.—The Curator inspected the 
Archaeological Museum, Sarnath, twice, and the Pyzabal Museum once in his 
honora y capacity. He also visited the Muttra Museum and took photographs of 
important sculptures and copied inscriptions. 

16. General —Besid-es visiting the Museums referred to above (paragraph 
16), the Curator visited Hardwar and Deogarh. The latter' place abounds in 
Jaina images of the mediaeval period, and a dozen photographs of the best 
antiquities were prepared. _ Enlargements of these will be prepared in due course 
and exhibited. In January the Curator was deputed to the Patna Museum with 
a view to select duplicate objects of ethnographic interest required for the 
Provincial Museum in exchange for those selected for Patna from Lucknow 
Museum and in March he visited the Central Museum, Lahore, to arrange for 
the preparation of plaster casts of certain G-andhara sculptures. The special 
feature of the year was the shifting and re-arrangement of the Museum, a heavy 
and arduous task, which Mo P^ayag Dayal, the Officiating Curator, effected in a 
brief space of time with considerable zeal and energy. The Managing Committee 
in their meeting held on the 22nd February recorded a resolution in appreciation 
of the maimer in which he carried through the transfer.

CHAPTER I. 


Te'‘nis ox wfeience 


INTRODUCTOEY. 

The Committee was appointed by United Provinces Government resolu- 
tion no. 238/XIII— 14, dated the 22nd March, 1921. The 
subjects whioh it was to enquire into and report on are : — 

(1) Whether the fixed fee system for the sale of country liquor should be 

substituted for the auction system, and, if so, in what areas ; 

(2) Whether in any cities tha Excise Advisory Committees should be 

converted into Licensing Boards, with power to determine the 
number and situation of shops for the sale of excisable commodi- 
ties, and, if so, in whioh cities and with what changes in the con* 
stitufcion of the Committees should this experiment be introduced ; 

(3) Whether it is necessary to fix a minimum number of liquor and drug 

shops as is the practice at present ; 

(4) Whether there should be any change in the hours of sale of liquor 

and drugs ; 

(5) Whether any variations should be made in the incidence of the duties 

levied upon excisable commodities to give effect to the policy of 
raising the maximum of revenue, while limiting consumption to a 
minimum ; 

(6) Generally, whether any and what amendments should be made iu the 

United Provinces Excise Act and the rules made thereunder. 

Subsequently the following additional questions were also referred to the 
Committee ; — 

(ft) The opening of liquor shops at fairs and festivals. 

{h) The strength of the establishment, including the necessity for retain- 
ing the post of assistant commissioner. 

(c) The trial of excise offences by excise officers. 

2. The Committee held a preliminary discussion on these subjects at its 
Course of meeting, and as a result of the discussion a list of 

questions was drawn up and circulated amoug officers of 
Government, Municipal and District Boards and Temperance Associations. The 
general public of the provinces was invited through the 'Press to express its views 
on these subjeols. 

Enquiries were also made from other provinces, more especially from Bengal 
where the surcharge system and Licensing Boards have been at work for some 
years. One of our members (Mr. Gibb) went to' Calcutta to study the working 
of their system on the spot ; and the Government of Bengal very kindly permitted 
Bai Bahadur S. K. Ealia, Deputy Commissioner of Excise, to appear before the 
Committee. 

Owing to the time of year the number of witnesses was not as large as it

CHAPTER It. 

FIXED FEB SYSTEMS. 

3. The first question referrei to the Committee is that of the substitution

lattbi’ system are given fully on paragraphs 198*4 of the report of the Indian 
Excise Committee, 1905-C, and may be usefully reproduced : — 

iOu. As a sjaDeni if <li-5p3>al in TOnbinitioa with a fixed dafcy the advantages elaiaied 
tor sale !() a’letioaaie, fiist, that it throve cocapebitioa opoa ti all vendors approved by 
the Collsetor and avoids favouritism and jobbery; second, that it pi events the treatioa of 
vested intuiests; third, that it provides an aatomatic way ot ascerrainmg and seeuruig to 
the public parse the monopoly value of tha privilege sold, while enabling taxation to adjust 
Itself to local and temporary variations ; and fourth, that by means of the eompari^oa of shop 
rents and issues it affords an inlicatioa of the prevalence of illicit practices. 

104 Tiie disadvantages which Its critics finl in the sysfeom are, fir.st, that it is not 
worth the while of a man wiio can mihe a living otherwise to enter the basinsss if his 
interest may be terminated as the end of a year by circumstances beyond his control ; 
that in many cases the vend rates have reached a point at which an honeat profit is not 
possible, and that in oonsequencs the competition is restricted to persons who are prepared 
to make dishonest gams , that blackmailing of respectable competitors through threats of 
outbidding them is nub uacommon both before an I at the auction; that the ayfebjin involves 
loss of dignity to Goveuimaat, more particnlaily when the auetnninv oificer attempts to 
induce rivalry by the inT idoction of oatside competifeioa op la relu^’el to haggling with 
an individual wao has seourod a hold over a particaiar locality , acd thaf it thro vs a btLaiiiy 
increasing amount of uopleisant work upon the Oolkctors and the officers of then* ftaff. 

It respect of the second of the advantages claimed it ia urged that, wlulu it Is true 
that the system avoids tfa< creation of vested, interests, it goesmach too fir in the oppiM.ta 
direction; that it renders fixity of tenure impossible an I removes all eniouragemsnt to 
respectable management; that It throws the liquor traffic into the hands of a set of shiflmg 
licensees who frequently have m other interests m the localities In which they have tijoic 
shops and are forced 'o look to the liquor trade for their sole livelihood ; that it pat obstaolfe 
in the way of neee sary changes or bites of shops, stmctuml alterations and Banttaiy 
arfasgements ; and that there are less ohjeebionafale means of socarmg the end la view, 

With regttid to the thi.d advantage it is the exception, rather than the rule, for the 
value of a shop aaeertainei by aufltioa to ha a fair value. At the best il is a apeculatire 
value depending on the sales of the past year and hopaa of the future. To Inis eiamest of 
uneertaiaty are usually added others much more serious. Rivalry, not unfrequently scimulatsd 
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them to a minimum. Ths nab result is that, iiisbead of coaatry spirit paying a known and 
definite rate of taxation, it pays one which varies largely through causes over which 
Governineiit has no control, while the total of it sometimes oxoeels tho total taxation on 
foreign spirit. 

To the last of the arguments in favour of the system it is replied that the auction 
pu! chaser, by reason of his having to pay a high eompetitire piriee for liis privilege of 
vend, IB diiectly impelled to make money out of his temporary possession of the light by 
eveiy means la hi9 power, iioit, or illicit, in other Words that the system induces the very 
malpracbices of which it is evpieced to give an indication ; and from more than one province 
instances are cited in which extensive sale of illicit liquor appears to be the only explanation 
for shopkeepers being able to contiime buying shops at high piices year after year. Ic is 
luither objected that the high price paid forms the strongest possible stimulus to push sales 
to the utmost extent in order that the vendor may cover his expenses and make profit 
before he has again to fi.gbt for the privilege, and possibly lose it ; and that instead of 
making the shopkeeper an aid ,to the establishment the system throws him into direct opposition 
to Government 

4. In the fifteen years that have elapsed since the report of the Indian 
Subsequent change m Bxcise Committee was written, public opinion on this subject 
circums-taEoes advanced a gieat deal and has found expression in no 

uncertain voice. Much greater emphasis is now laid on the defects of the 
auction system ; and the connection of G-ovemment officers with such auctions 
is felt to be more of an anachronism now than it was fifteen years ago. The 
system has in the meantime itself undergone certain modifications and excise 
auctions have recently tended to become excise settlements as the highest bids 
have frequently not been accepted. These changes have mitigated some of 
the evils connected with the auction system, but have at the same time reduced 
its importance as an automatic best of the monopoly value of the industry and 
as an mdioabion of the existence of malpractices. 

The fear of establishing vested interests, which have been such an obstacle 
to tempeiance reform in England, has been the main reason for the retention 
of the auction system ; but the province of Bombay experimented on a large 
scale with a fixed fee system from 1912 to 1917 and in Bengal a surcharge 
system has been introduced m eleven districts from 1917. From 1918 Bcmbay 
returned to a system of triennial auctions ; but Bengal has been encouraged 
by the results of its experiment to extend the surcharge system to the whole of 


the province. 

6, A now factor of great importance has been introduced by the con- 
stitutional changes which have converted excise into a “ transferred subject ” 
under the full control of the Legislative Oouncil and made it essential that 
the system of excise administration ’should conform to the general policy laid 
down by the Legislature. 

6, The Committee believes that recent experience, taken as a whole, 
Anciiott system m» has confirmed the opinion of the Indian Excise Committee of 
.uivifeabie which was definitely adverse to tho letention of the 

auction system. Its defects are mhereub and are realized more and more

The Committee has considered these points carefully, but it believes that 
with proper regulations these defects can be avoided or mitigated and that the 
fourth defect, which is the most serious of all, attaches equally, or in an even 
greater degree, to the auction system— 

(a) First, as regards the loss of revenue^ hy raising the still-head duty 
and the snroharge, and by fixing suitable retail prices it should not, 
in the opinion of the Committee, be difficult to secure to the 
public purse a full and equitable share of the monopoly profits. 
This view is supported by the experience of Bengal. The gradua- 
ted system of surcharge fees, as worked out in Bengal, does not, 
we are assured, result in any loss of revenue, and we are of opinion 
that by carefully working out the rates there should be no fear of 
the State not getting its fair share of the monopoly profits. 

(5) As regards the control of prices— the Committee fully recognizes the 
difficulties of the problem, more especially in rural areas. The prob- 
lem is however largely an urban one even in those predominantly 
agricultural provinces. Almost exactly half the total consumption 
of country liquor and of opium is in towns of a population of over 
tm thousand, although their total population is only 7*7 per cent, 
of tlio total for the provinces ; and with the growth of industries 
this tendency is likely to become even more marked. The Commit- 
tee believes that in urban areas, at any rate, the control of retail 
prices is quite possible ; and even in rural areas the evasions need 
not bo extensive, if the Excise departmoht is adequately manned 
and carefully controlled. Some evasion is probable but it need not 
be serious and control of prices is essential to the control of con- 
sumption and to the realization by the State of its full share of the 
monopoly profits, 

(c) Next as to mied int^’ests— the Committee recognizes that the danger 
exists ; but at the same time we think it possible to provide against 
it, by making a definite legal provision that no licensee has any 
interest in the vend beyond one year’s right to sell. The licauoe 
would be non-transforablo. Contracts would be given definitely 
for one year only and would be resumable at the end of the year. 
On the other baud, wo propose that with these safeguards, a 
respectable licensee should have continuiljy of tenure assured to 
him so long as he carries out his part of the bargain faithfully and 
' no malpracliicos are proved against him. The advantage' of this 

provision is that a licensee who has no certainty of continuing in 
his shop in the following year is indiaerent about building up 
a respectable business, but is dager to extract as much money 
nut of it as i^spible before his term comes to an end, and does 
mot care what methods he employs to secure this end.

system, and many of the excise officers have experience of working it; secondly, 
that it will afford an opportunity of seeing the two systems working side by side 
and of comparing results. This will enable G-overnment to fix with greater 
precision the sliding scale of surcharges when the Bengal system comes to be 
introduced genei ally. We recommend the fixing of prices for retail sale even in 
areas where the Mu^afiarnagar system is introduced, because in our opinion the 
first essential for the control of consumption is the fixing of prices, which is also 
necessary to prevent smuggling between areas under difierent systems* 


The suggestion has been made that one system should be applied to cities 
where the main problems are found and close supervision is possible, and a 
simpler system in the rural areas. The conditions of the two classes of areas 
differ in important respects such as for example in the greater danger of illiiit 
distillation in the rural areas and the wider prevalence of other kinds of malprac- 
tices in the large cities. The Committee has considered the proposal, but is of 
opinion that such an arrangement would not be likely to work well in practice. 
An auction system cannot in any case he retained ; different methods of control 
in the two areas would almost certainly lead to friction ; and unless the systems 
of sale and the scale of prices were approximately the same in both areas the 
resulting administrative diflSculties would outweigh any advantages resulting 
from a simpler system in the rural areas. 

12. In selecting the areas for the immediate introduction of the Bengal 
system the Committee was guided by the following considera- 
tions. The contracts for the sale of drugs (ganja, char as and 
are given out for three years in each district; and roughly speaking a 
third of the province is settled each year. The present system is to farm the right 
of vend throughout a pargana to one contractor The latter gives sub-leases of 
individual shops. It has been decided to abolish this system as the contracts fall 
in and to settle each shop separately ; and this change of method affords a good 
opportunity of introducing the new system.

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CHAPTER III. 

LICENSING- BOARDS. 

33, The next important question leferred to the Committee for enquiry is 
SsistiDg Advisory that relating to the establishment of Licensing Boards in place 
SSri^viaw o^f\Sd of the existing I Advisory Committees. The rules governing the 
ciroumstancss. latter are contained in articles 93, 94 and 94A of the Excise 

Manual. They exist only in municipal areas and consist of four members elected 
by the Municipal Board and two appointed by the Collector. Their principal 
duty is to recommend every three years the maximum and minimum figures for 
excise shops and to express their opinion about the location of shops. From the 
opinions given before the Committee it appears that the work of the Advisory 
Committees varies considerably from district to district in the provinces but on 
the whole they have not been a success. The reason given is that their power is 
limited to recommendations which may or may not be carried into effect. It is 
said that under these conditions the members lose all interest and feel they are 
wasting time. 

These provinces have no experience of Licensing Boards ; but we have had 
the advantage of discussing the matter with Eai Bahadur S. K. Raha, Deputy 
Commissioner of Excise in Bengal, where a Licensing Board has existed from 
some years for the city of Calcutta. That Board consists of four officials and 
three non-officials and deals only with the questions of the number and location 
of shops. A similar Board was constituted in Madras in the year 1918. 

14. The Committee recognizes that excise is now a transferred subject and 
will thus be increasingly under^ popular control and with popular responsibility. 
It considers that, in recognition of this very important change of principle, 
Licensing Boards of a predominately non-official character and with wide powers 
and a corresponding degree of responsibility should be constituted in the larger 
cities of the provinces. In the other municipalities, Advisory Committees should 
Advisory Committees remain as at present. Further, we recommend that the

separate Advisory Committees for them. 

Licensing Boards cannot, for obvious reasons, and in the absence of any 
esSbS? experience, be extended to the whole of the provinces, or 

cities. even to all towns at once, but we consider that they should be 

tried on a scale which will provide a full and fair test of their working in the 
larger cities. The Committee has therefore selected the following cities for the 
experiment < 


(1) Allahabad. 

(2) Oawnpore. 

(3) Benares. 
‘(4) Lucknow. 


(5) Agra. 

(6) Meerut. 

(7) Bareilly.

It will he seen that these include all the larger divisional headquarters, 
^i^gether ■#ith Oawnpore and Moradabad, both of which, though not divisional 
.jBadquarters, are la%e and populous towns. We wish to make it clear that in 
diaffing other places we do not imply their unfitness for Lioonsir^ Boards* l)ut 
merely that it iS necessary in introducing a new experiment (as yet untried cm th& 
lines proposed by ps anywhere in India) to proceed with caution whik at the 
same time assuring ai full trial 
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15. As regards the coiistitulioa of sueh boards, the Committoe prcspuses a 
Constitution. radical difference from Caientta, in so far as we recommead 

that the Boards should be almost W'holiy non-olBcial. This is, 
in our opinion, a necessary oonsequence of the new constitutional principles wliieh 
have been applied to excise andit also makes for the proper training of the public 
in the exercise of a more effective control over the excise administiation. All the 
cities abovenamed have strong Municipal Boards with non-official chairmen. 

The suggestion has been made that Municipal Boards should appoint a sub- 
committee to act as the Licensing Board, but, although Municipal Boards should 
be adequately represented on t|i 0 Licensing Board, we consider that it is necessary 
to assure from the start tbit of her interests deeply conoerned in exjse matters 
should also be represented on the board. We according recoaimeud an indepen- 
dent board constituted as follows 

1 non-official chairman of the Municipal Board, to be chairman of the 

Licensing Board, 

2 other members elected by the Municipal Board. 

1 member elected by the principals or headmasters of colleges and high 
schools in the city, suoh colleges and high sohoo^s being recognized 
by a University established by law, or by the Education depart- 
ment of Government 

1 member nominated by Temperanoe Societies (registered under the law) 
in the city. If the societies nominate more than one person, the 
district offica: should choose one from among them. If the societies 
fail to nominate any representative or i! there is no such registered 
society in the city, the district officer should appoint a person to 
represent the interests of temperance, 

1 member from the labouring classes, to be appointed by the Collector. 

1 member representing the excise trade, to be nominated by the local 
excise licensees, 

1 Assistant Excise Commissioner for the area, to be a member and secre- 
tary of the board.

The board so constituted should hold office for a period of three years only. 
As the hoard is (with the exsoption of the secretary) entirely non-offioial, it is 
necessary to have a considerable number o! members In order to secure a wide 
representation, but the Committee considers that a hoard of eight members should 
not be unwieldy in working. Tbs Calcutta Licensing Board has seven membeta. 

16. As regards the functions of the board also we are prepared to recommend

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'with the interests of temperance but the Committee considers that it is advisable 
to give this power in order to make the members feel that they have a real power 
over the excise admiGistratiou of the city and thus to stimulate their interest in 
the worliing of the board, and save it from the fate which has overtaken many of 
the old Advisory Committees. 

It is necessaiy to discuss in detail onr proposals in respect of each of these 
three functions of the board. 

17. Fust, as regards the number of shops— ' we observe on the one hand

Dumberofsaops maybe tiouatelv larger than in Bengal and is capable of reduction. 
Boards m the absence of Whilo uot accepting the principle on which the present 
minimum standards Avere fixed and although prepared for a 
large reduction in the number of shops, we recognize on the other hand that no 
board ought to have the power of foicing total, or even almost total, prohibition 
without the full consent, expressly given, of the local inhabitants. Although 
therefore we propose later on the abolition of a fixed minimum number of shops 
for any area, we feel it necessary to provide some safeguard for the judicious 
exercise of their powers in this respect by such boards. It is proposed, therefore, 
that a board shall not, during its term of three years of office, reduce the number 
of the several classes of excise shops existing on tho day when it came into office 
by more than one- third of each Mud of shop (liquor, drugs or opium) ; subject to 
the further limitation that the number shall not be reducible by any succeeding 
Licensing Board to a lower figure than one-third of the number existing when 
such hoaids were first constituted, 

A power to reduce the existing number of shops to one-third is obviously 
a great advance from the point 'of view of the worker for temperance. The fact 
however that this reduction of two-thirds will only be possible in seven years and 
then only if three successive Licensing Boards decide to exercise their power of 
reduction in full seems to provide an adequate safeguard against any unduly 
extreme measures. 

The proposals of the Committee relate to the powers of Licensing Boards 
only. They would be subject to the provisions of any legal measure of local 
option which might be enacted during the term of office of any Licensing Board. 
A further consideration of this subject will be found in paragraph 44 (2) of this 
report. 

18. Bext as' regards the location of shops, we propose to give absolute 
Full powoi to at sites powers to Licensing Boards subject to the general rules on 

the subject laid down in the Excise Manual and to the restric- 
tions explained below. This power would t enable the board tp locate shops in 
Qopiformity with sound principles and also, if this was considered advisable, to 
esta'biish/^ dry areas, that is to say, to demarcate areas where pio excisable 
articles wbal| b^^sold at all, e g., in the neighbourhood of important educational 
institutions.' It is however advisable to provide a , safeguard againit any ^possible 
misuse ‘of this pofe therefore propose to give |he Excise udmmVsioner a

In order to secure 
contmuity to licensees with a good record, we sng,^set that au ixlsting li eii.oe 
who is refused renewal of his lioeace by a Licensuig Board should ha\e a ri-.bt of 
appeal to the Excise Commissioner, whose decision should be final if be .mu'ces 
with the Licensing Board, If he disagrees, the case should bo referral to 
Government for orders. It is, however, to be iinderstoad that this right of appeal 
is only given to the existing licensee whose licence has not been iviiew'od and not 
to any other applicant for a vacant shop whose application may be lojcetod by 
tho board. In cases where a shop is abolished altogether, the licensee will have 
110 rg.,lit of appeal. 

It has been suggested that in allotting licences a hoard should draw up a 
list of approved men and select from among them by drawing lots. Licensing 
Boards should be at liberty to adopt this procedure if they so desire; but the 
discretion of the board should not be fettered by any hard and fast rules in this 
regard. 

20. The board will presumably meet several times in the year to transact 
ireetmgs- business as may have arisen. But no fixed period for its 

meetings need be prescribed, except that it must meet at least 
o-noe a year to determine the number andjloeation of shops and the licensees for the 
following year. This meeting ought to be well in advance of the beginning of the 
excise year to enable appeals, if any, from its orders being disposed of in time. In 
our opinion this meeting should bo held early in January every year ami the 
decisions should be communicated to tho Collector by the 1st of February. If 
the decisions of the board are not received by the Collector by thi^ date, he should 
carry out tho necessary functions of tho board. 

The Committee recommends that a quorum of five should be prescribed. x\li 
qmmm adjourned meetings may however, as customary, traasaet 

business- without a quorum provided that dccifeioas taken at 
meeting at which no quorum was present should bo subject to confirmation by the 
Coiicotor. 

21. The existing rules (article 09 of the Excise Manual) prescribe that no 
excise shops shall be opened in militaiy cantonments witlioiit 
jtmsaiciios knowledge and consent of the Commanding Officer. For 

facility of administration, wo propose that in such areas tho Licensing Bo.n'da 
should not have jurisdiction, but that tho shops be regulated as herotofore fiy 
Colleciors in consultation with the Commanding Officer. 

22. Licensing Boards, where constituted, should have full power over all 
hinds of excise shops, whether for drugs, opium, oonstey liquor or foreign liquor.

Advisoiy CommitteeB district, having jurisdiction in the whole of the district exclud- 
for non-mumoipai aieas. jj^unicipal areas and cantonments.

of these committees will be the same as those of the municipal Advisory Com- 
mittees mentioned in article 93 of the Excise Manual. Their membership may 
be as follows 

Three members elected by the district board. 

Two members nominated by the Collector for the purpose of representing 
other interests, more especially education and temperance. 

Eurther, to ensure similarity of treatment we recommend that rule 93 be 
amended by adding the words “ for the purpose of representing other interests, 
more especially education and temperance. ” 


CHAPTER IV. 

MINIMUM NUMBEE OF SHOPS. 

■ 24. The Committee is asked to report whether the existing rule about fixing 

Maxima and roiaima ^ maximum and minimum number of shops should be cen- 
to ba aboiisiisd. tinned. It has proposed what in effect is a minimum, but 

based on different principles from the present minimum, for the cities in which 
Licensing Boards are to be established, viz., that the Boards shall not reduce 
the number by more than two-thirds of the number in existence when the Boards 
were first constituted. 

For other areas, the Committee would recommend that a fixed minimum 
should be abolished and that the numhe): of shops should ba regulated solely 
by the provisions of article 97(a) of the Excise Manual. It is unlikely that 
there will be any need for a fixed* maximum number and we would therefore 
recommend the abolition of both standards. 

Further, the Committee considers that a large reduction can be made in

There were only two special iari shops in the provinces and they were closed- 
There were 64 branch and 14 special licences for /lemp drugs. The Government 
made the rule about the opening of these shops stricter raising the minimum 
attendance at the fair to 10,030 instead of 4,000 before a shop could be opened. 
This had the result of closing 38 branch and one special shop. 


There were nve o'pmm shops, which it was not considered feasible to close. 

31, The general trend of the evidence given before us is that it is not 
Shops m fairs to ba necessary to open excise shops at fairs. Some of the official 
witnesses thought there might be trouble if sadhus were 
deprived of the facilities for ganja and cliaras. But after carefully considering 
the question we have decided to recomrnend that these drags should not be sold 
at fairs. Some members of the Committee were in favour of provision being 
made for the sale of hliang and opium for medioinal purposes, but in practice it 
would be very difficult to make rules for restricting its sale to such purposes. 
We therefore recommend the removal of all excise shops (special or branch) from 
fairs ; but a travelling dispensary should be sent to fairs in which opium and 
drugs shops have been abolished. 


32. Nest, as to festivals. It is obviously not possible to close the shops 
during all the festivals of all religions ; for that would include 
Postivais. nearly a fourth ;of the year. With the exception of the Koli^ 

the Committee is unable to see any real principle which would permit of diSeren- 
tiation among the festivals, although the Dasehra and Miiharram are marked by 
special processions. The problem of dealing with these processions is mainly 
a magisterial one and provision already exists in section 09 of the Excise Act for 
the closure of shops, should the District Magistrate consider such action necessary 
in the interest of peace or order. Similar considerations apply to the local 
festivals of whibh there is a very large number in different places. As regards 
festivals other than the B.oli the Committee does not therefore make any recom- 
mendation.

The case of the EoU is a special one. Many people indulge in drinking 
on these occasions by immemorial custom, and thore are 
frequent instances of excesses causing annoyance to the 
general public. The preponderance of the opinion of the educated classes is 
certainly in favour of some restriction. The opinion of the lower classes who 
will be chiefly affected is difficult to ascertain; but we* have given reasons to 
beliovo that the restriction will not be resented even by them to the extent that 
is some times supposed. We therefore recommend that liquor shops should be 
closed on one day during the HoU, via. that following the burning of the 
EoU,

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CHAPTER Vill. 

TEIAL OF EXCISE OFFEHCES. 

34. EsLcise cases a ro ia general Iriutl by dLsfcrict' excise oflici n. TIuAIih

by their private reports ; and that he iiis sometimes investigated the fact^ aiivl 
ordered the prosecution himself. Another reason adduce 1 against the piactiee is 
that the excise oilicer is too interested in keeping the licensees sttisfied to take a 
siifiiciently serious view of many oifeuces, and passes inadequate rcatmiccs. 

It is undoubtedly a serious fact that inadequate sentences are often passed 
for selling drugs and inloxioating liijiior to children and for bcepinu open long 
alter closing hours. These sentences are however by no means eoaiinod to excise 
officers and appear to bo the result of a failure to appreciate the gravity of the 
offence committed or the amount of proiifc which results from a breach of the rules. 

If the proposals of the Committee for the reorganizcation of the staff arc adopted 
this question will not arise as there will no longer be an excise ofdcer on the 
district staff. Bub until then, Ava think it desirable that in order to increase 
public confidence in the trial, excise cases should not be tried by the excise oiTlcer, 
but by some other magistrate. 

To secure uniformity of treatment it will be better to have all cases sent to 
one magistrate, following the procedure adopted in railway cases and in which 
juvenile offenders are involved. 

C H APTER 1 X, 

STAFF. 

35. The satisfactory working of any system must largely depend on the 
The new syetem wiii character of the staff who have to carry it out in practice and 

leqmre cio8i*i supervision general GonditloE applies most emphatioaily to the work- 
ing of excise. It has been pointed out that the control o! the prices of retail 
sales is an essential part of the new scheme, as being the only way in which the 
State can secure Its full share of the profits of the business, while keeping at the 
same time an effective check on consumption. To secure this and to give rilect 
generally to the policy of the Legislature, it will be necessary to maintain a closer 
supervision over the activities of the trade than heretofore. Moreover, the training 
•of the subordinate officers of the department in an entirely now method, which is 
to replace an old and well-understood one, will entail much extra burden on the 
supervlBiug staff, 

36. The present system is practically one of dual control Tk: general 

mSmluaTSatSS ^ di&triot is ill the hands of the CoUeotor but all the 

« uasttUsfackry. osocutive work IS entrusted to an officer on the district staff who 
almost invariably has more than full work apart from excise. It Is common know- 
ledge that in the ciroumstances ha cannot do justice to himself or to a department 
the claims of which are getting more and more insistent as it is increasing in technl" 
oality and complexity. Whsn the contract system was introduced, eight posts of 
assistant commissioners were established each in charge of six districts on the 
average. They were introduced to meet the need for greater technical knowledge 
and closer supervision and to form a link between the work of inspe’clors ia their 
circles and the head oi iha department. They are ia special chM'go of bonded 
warehouses and are also expected to supernse and pide the yfork of the excise 
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inspectors, more especially the preyentive work, to watch consumption and prices 
and all indications of smuggling, and to co-ordinate returns of statistics from the 
yarious districts. Their work has been hampered by the fact that they have too 
big a charge ; as a result their supervision has been ineffective and lacking in 
driving power and there has been no real control of inspectors either by them or 
by the district esoiso officers. Moreover, there are obvious disadvantages inherent 
in a system of divided control and responsibility. The present system is, in fact, 
generally admitted to be unsatisfactory and so long as it is maintained no sub- 
stantial improvement is probable. The new system proposed by the Committee 
will require stricter supervision than the old and efficiency of administration will 
yield an immediate return in revenue. It is therefore necessary to ceme to a 
debnite decision whether the policy which led to the appointment of assistant 
commissioners should be further followed in the direction accepted by the prov- 
inces of Bengal, Madras, and Bombay or whether the whole responsibility should 
again be thrown on the ordinary stafi of a district except possibly the control of 
bonded warohouses. If the policy of departmental control is to be followed on the 
example of all Western countries and of the other major provinces of India, 
excepting the Punjab, then the present district excise officer should be eliminated 
and the control of inspectors entirely vested in the assistant excise commissioner, 
under the general control of the Collector. The assistant commissioner would 
be responsible for the detailed administration of the excise of the district. The 
system would, in fact, be to a large extent analogous to that recently adopted in 
the case of the Income-tax department, except that the responsibility of the 
Collector would be more fully retained. In district headquarters where the 
assistant commissioner was not resident, the necessary routine work would be 
carried on by the headquarters inspector and rules would he laid down ensuring 
that assistant commissioners would give adequate attention to each district in 
their charge, 

37. All officers of the Excise department consulted by us have expressed 

Opintasonttaaaja* t^iemselves strongly in favour of this obange which is an

Bombay. They do not advocate following the Madras precedent 
by taking away excise from the control of the Collector ; and considering the 
importance of co-ordinating the work of the Excise department with thal) of other 
classes of officers, and more especially ofithe police,' the Committee also thinks ifc^.^ 
essential to maintain the contirol of the Oolleetor. Any other course would, in 
fact, involve a very large increase in the excise staff, while the co-operation of the 
police will become of even greater importance with the probable decrease of 
facilities for obtaining drink and drugs by lawful methods. 

Opinions were also invited from district officers. They are divided in opinion. 
The majority is against the proposal and thinks that a departmental officer having 
two or three disuricts would not be able to look after the executive and the 
revenue side of excise administration as effectively as a Collector assisted by the 
district excise officer, more especially in districts away from the headquarters of 
the assistant commissioner. It is pointed out that the fact of the district excise 
pffioet being a magistrate is of considerable value in many ways, such for instance 
as inducing the police sub-inspector and the excise inspector to work together 
I^'njoniously, The departmental officer will not, it is suggested, have the same 
intuence or §xper\enqq of §;xeoutiTe methods.

It is plobibie that a 
second post of deputy commissioner may hdve to ba created in the near future, 
though the Gommitteo is not prepared to say that this is immediately 
When a second post is created, one of the two posts of deputy commissioner 
should be reserved for a selected assistant oommissioner. 


40. The next question for consideration is whether the Excise departineal 
s®«euo ba ft «io«e should bc a self-contained service, the assistant oommiasioaers 
being recruited by promotion from inspectors —possibly with a 
proportion of direct reoraitmanfe— or whether, on the analogy of the Opium 
department, deputy collectors should ho taken over, either permanently or for a 
term of years. Some officers of great experience advocate the latter course on the 
^ ,groundf that in the first place it would make a reduction in the cadre lauoh easier 

Uilc 
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should this ho necessary laier on and that it would make for conten&menfc if 
assistant commissioners kneiv that they could reyert to the regular line. 

The Caminittee has considered the question carefully and is of opinion that 
on the whole the balance of advantage is decidedly in favour of self-contained 
service. .Deputy collectors would only agree to a transfer if they received a special 
allowance and migiit then be drawing more pay for the same work than the 
experienced men from the department itself, further, if they came for a term cf 
years they would revert just as they began to be useful. . This was^ in faoi the 
actual experience of Bengal where this system was in operation. 


If deputy collectors came over for long periods, they would he of little use 
when they reverted and the revenue or judicial -departments would probably be 
unwilling to take them. If they oame over for an unlimited period, the best 
oftlcers would probably try to revert as they saw prospects of promotion in the 
revenue or judicial department. Either only the more inoompeten". would remain, 
or if deputy collectors were kept against their will, they would be more discon- 
tented than officers definitely recruited for the department. Finally, unless the 
larger proportion at any rate of these posts is open to excise inspectors by promo- 
tion, the latter will have little inducement to do good and honest work and 
their morale would be very seriously affected. 


The. Gommitbea therefore recommends that the Excise department should 
he a self-contained service and should not be recruited by borrowing officers from 
other departments. In this conclusion it is supported by the views of the Indian 
Excise Committee set out in paragraph 289 of their report which deals with a 
similar problem. 


■ 41. Appointments to, the post of assistant commissioner should be made by 
promotion from excise inspectors and by direct recruitment ; but not more than 
one-third Of the appointments should be made by direct recruitment. .. As regards 
the eleven new posts which would now have to be created, the Excise Commis- 
sioner strongly presses the, claims of the graduates who wmre ra'oruited to the de- 
partment in the years IQOff— 1908 before the grade of inspectors on a pay of Bs. 50 
was instituted. It is understood that they include a number of competent men of 
similar educational qualifioations to deputy collectors ; and considering the special 
need of officers with excise experience for the institution of a new system the 
Committee consider that, they have fair claims to these posts. Future candidates 
for direct recruitment as assistant commissioners should be required to have the 
same qualifioat ions as deputj collectors.

CH .apt E R X. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

44. Having dealt with ail the issues specially roierred to us, we now proceed 
to discuss, and formulate our reeorumendatioas on certain other problems con- 
nected with excise administration. 

(1) Policy —The first of these is the gnestion of the formula expressing the 

excise policy of the Governmonfc. The Committee is in full agreemeat with the 
view^s expressed in article 2 of the Excise Alanimh But it lias been represented 
to us that the short formula which is occasionally used, Yh. maxiiiiam|f revenue 
from minimum of consumption, ” is apt to be misunderstood by even educated 
persons who think that Government insists upon as large a revenue as possible 
from excise. The Committee considers that it will perhaps tend to remove such 
misunderstandings if the formula used makes it clear that the poligy is “ the 
minimum of consumption, but that the -proportion of the profits from that 
minimum consumption which is to accrue to the Sttate should be as large as 
possible. ” ■ ^ 

(2) Local -Paragraph 17 of this report deals with the finestion of the 

powers to be assigned toLicensiug Boards of regulating the nunil'Hir of excise shops 
and states that those proposals were subject to the insfitution of any system of 
“ local option. ’’ By local option '* the Committee iindorstaads the vesting in a 
specified electorate of any defined area the power to deieriuino, by the exorcke of 
their votes, (jue.stions affecting the local feratiioin iatoxicating liquors and drugs ; 
and, in parfeioukr, the question of the continuance or extent ^ of the retail sale and 
supply of sudh articles within that area- 

The Committee has received many represoufcafetons for Bic institution of mch 
a system but does not consider that it falls within the scope of its tetmi of 
referenoe, We dosiro however to call attention to the wide interest which this 
question is 'exciting and to suggest that a necessary preliminary to such a measure’ 
would be the formation of a much wider electorate than any now exkrdug. 

{3) IndrueUon in §cJmoh,'~-lt has been urged biforo us that Govommeat 
oUgbitOfcake steps more dsfinitely'than it has done herfetofora for instruction, in 
schools about the injurlons effects of Intoxioatfing drink and drugs. ' The Gom- 
' rnittee is aware that action on these linos has alrexdy been taken by the Educa-, 
lion ,.d®'P^^lpnat' but mentions the ,;s«ggcsfeioas as ; an inclioatioa of the dtmeo of 
pblib iuietast'^l^to' in this question. • ' ',x 
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(4) Goimter attraotions. “Similarly a number of suggestions have been 
received as to the necessity of providing counter attractions. The experience of 
Weatem countries is not of much assistance towards meeting Indian conditions 
and the Committee is not prepared to make definite recommendations on this 
point. 

(5) Mfi o/ ganja ancZ charas.—It has also been suggested that ganjamd 
cliaras should be dealt with like other injunuus drugs in a manner analogous to 
that prescribed in the “ Dangerous Drugs Act of England.” The question is one 
of grave importance but it is not included in the terms of reference to the Com- 
mittee. We consider it necessary to mention the proposals as requiring careful 
consideiation ; but we would suggest that the problem is one which must be 
dealt with for India as a whole and not for a single provipoe. Eestriotions 
could only be successfully imposed by checking the import of these drugs at 
the fiontiers of India. 

(6) Drinking hquor in sAops.— Another means suggested to us as working 
in the interests of temperance is the abolition of on ” licences, i.e. to forbid 
consumption of liquor in the shops. From the 1st April, 1921, this experiment 
is being actually, tried m Benares where also liquor is now sold only in sealed 
bottles. The experiment has not been working long enough to permit of any 
definite conclusions being drawn and as the ‘‘ scaled bottle ” system is also being 
tested it will be difficult to distinguish the separate results of the double 
experiment and to say which of the two factors has affected consumption. 


Som#of the cvidenoe received suggests that the prohibition of consumption 
in the shop will tend to reduce consumption, especially among the more respect- 
able clas=?es , but on the other hand evasion is easy and there is also the danger 
of introducing drink to homes wffiere it might not otherwise have gone. 

The expeiiment is, however, one which should be tiied and the Committee 
xecommends that it should be introduced to start with, in two other cities, one 
large the other small, the results being compared with those in Benares. If these 
experiments succeed, the restriction could he gradually extended elsewhere. 
The two cities suggested for the experiment are (1) Luoknow and (,2) Etawah. 


(7) Majum —Complaints have been received, more specially from 
Benares, of the sale of sweets mixed with bhang by ordinary sweet vendors. The 
Oommittoe merely draws attention to the subject because the practice, if it exists, 
can be dealt with adequately under the existing law. 

(8) Clubs. — The question of clubs has been raised in several references to the 
Committee. It has not been shown that bogus clubs for drinking purposes only 
have spread in these provinces ; but there are grounds for considering that some ^ 
clubs have been very lax in carrying out the rule forbidding sales to non-members 
and in other evasions of the law. We consider that the question is one which 
should be dealt wnh by the Excise department. The department does not appear 
to have any list of recognized clubs and some form of registration, or in special 
cases even lioensiqg, may be advisable. 

45. The Committee would recommend the following 
additions and alterations in the Excise Act : — 

Cl) S^Gtion 23(1).— The Committee considers that it is inadvisable to allot 
persons under 16 years of age to be employed in liquor shops » The 
preseht age limit of 14 should therefore be raised to 16,

(iij Paragraph 9 of this report dealt with the question of avoiding the 
growth of vested interests.

46. The Committee proprses the following amendments in the rules framed 
Amimu.nh sugges^ei Under theEsciso Act and given in the Excise Manual : —

(i) Ride 84.— In view of the greater restrictions -we desire to put on the 
sale of excise articles, the piovision for extending the ciosiag hour 
on the payment of a fee should be abolished. 

(tl) Ihdfi 86 (9) (1) forbids sales to persons under 16 years of age. The 
Committee considers that the same rule sboidd be applied to vendors 
of kri. It would go further and in harmony with the principle of 
the Children Act in England, would prohibit the admisaion of such 
persons (except membcis of the family of the vendor) into an excise 
. shop during the hours of sale. The vendor should be held ro&pon“ 
sible for a breach of the rule. 

(Hi) 86(11) forbids, the holding of eiittrtainmeiits. It 

k in the knowledge of some members of this Committee that 
pcmchmjaU are sometimes held M liquor shops. These often hold 
I’jrofcracced sittings, and result in ho§(vy drinking and undesirable 
excesses. The Committee would therefore prohibit the holding of 
panclmyats in liquor shops. 

(m) Rtde 99 should be so worded as ip make it incumbent on the Excise 
Officer to give notice to the Commanding Officer of the renewal a ^ 
well as of the original giving of lioonces. ‘ 

(vj IMe iOl(O).— The Committee would draw attention to this mh as 
it is informed that the periodical enquiry*^ enjoined by it has not 
* often been held. 
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(vi) 190(5) “The Committee would also draw attention to tins 
rule which requiies the district annual leport to state in what 
manner local opinion has been consulted m licensing shops. We 
would suggest that the piovinoial annual report should also deal 
with this subject. 

(m) 255.— In conformity with the general principle of decreasing 

facilities for drinking, we would recommend that the power given 
to Collector by rule 256 should be exercised very sparingly. It has 
been brought to our notice that members of the depressed claases 
are particularly apt to take advantage of this provision. 

(vm) Buie 261(2) should be modified so as to provide that the same fees 
should be levied on restaurant and hotel bar licences as on shop 
licences for consumption on and off the premises. 

(ix) Buie 298(1).— Prior to the year 1906 the strength of the liquor sold 
in these provinces was Proof Spirit ” and “ 25 CJ. P.” The 
Indian Excise Committee considered these strengths to be too high 
and the sale of Proof Spirit was discontinued and a weaker liquor 
at 50 U. P. was introduced. We consider that the time has now 
come when, in the interest of temperance, a further reduction 
should be made in the strength of the liquor sold, on the lines 
suggested in paragraph 258 of the report of the Indian Excise 
Committee. The Committee would recommend a reduction of the 
25 U. P. liquor to 85 U. P* Eurther, we think it would be an 
administrative convenience to have only one kind of liquor sold in 
a district. In a very large number of districts there is practically 
no demand for the 50 U. P. liquor. In these places only the 35 
U, P. liquor need be sold. In any district, however, where there is 
an appreciable demand for the wealter liquor, the 50 U. P. liquor 
should also be sold, separate shops being provided for the two kinds 
of liquor. 

47. In the resolution on the Excise Administration report for the year 
CoBciusion 1919-20. His Excellency Sir Harcourt Butler has expressed 

the hope that the growing desire for a share in general admini- 
stration will manifest itself in a more active co-operation on the part of the public 
with the officials in matters relating to excise. 

The Committee trusts that its proposals for the grant of a real and substan- 
tial shai e in the admmisferatiun of excise may stimulate public mteiest in the many 
problems connected with it and so aid m realizing the aim expressed by ITis 
Excellency. They would add an expression of their hope that excise officials will 
weloomo any genuine and intelligent co-operation by members of -the public in the 
carrying out of their difficult task.

REPORT 

OF THE 

Committee appointed Ao consider the question of affiliating to the 
Allahabad University the Thomason Engineering Coliege, Roorkee, 
and the Agricultural College, Cawnpore. 

We, the members of the Committee appointed in Agricultural department 
resolution no. 80-L, dated the Ist April, 1921, to consider and report whether the 
affiliation of the Thomason Engineering College, Roorkee, and the Agricultural 
College Cawnpore, to the Allahabad University is desirable, have the honour to 
submit our report. We met at Kami Tal on the 23rd of June, 1021, with the 
exception of Pandit Iqbal Karain Gurtu, who was prevented by illness from 
attending but is in agreement with our report, which ho has signed,, we were 
all present. A further meeting lor the discussion of a few points which were 
aised by certain of us whan the draft report was sent us for approval, \sa.s held 
at Lucknow during the recent Council session. The oondusioiis which our report 
embodies are unanimous. 

2. In considering the question presented to us, we took into account the 
history of both Colleges in the matter of affiliation. We noted th it affiliation of the 
Thomason Engineering College, Eoorkee, to the Allahabad University was effeoled 
in 1894, bat that no advantage was taken by the Collage of any of the privileges of 
affiliation, and that it ceased to ba affiliated ia 1905, when the Faculty of 
Snginearing was abolished by vote of the Senate ; and we traced the course of 
‘ various proposals to renew the University conaeotion and plaoe it on a more 
satisfactory basis. These proposals generally took the form of questions and 
resolulions put by private members of the local Legislative Council ; but one 
official proposal upon the subject was received In 1915, from the College 
authorities themselves, advocating affiliation in respect of the Civil Eiigiaoeiiiig 
olass. In the case of the Agricultural College, Cawnpore, besidos observing the 
occasions on wMoh the question of affiliation was raised in the Legiilalive Gouaoii, 
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we noted the proposal of the Governing Body of the College, which was made in 
1911, to affiliate to the University the senior of the two College courses, and the 
decision of the Local Government on this proposal, which is contained in its 
resolution no. 966/I--487, dated the 6th April, 1914, to the eSeot that, in deference 
to the counsel of the Government of India, affiliation could not then be carried 
out, but that its possibility at some future date would be borne in mind. We 
noted also a later resolution of the Local Government upon the same subject (no. 
165-L., dated the 21st September, 1911), the important words of which, for our 
purpose, were these Ultimately, when the study of agriculture becomes an aim 
in itself, the Lieutenant-Governor is convinced that affiliation will benefit both the 
Agricultural College and the University. It will benefit the University by 
widening its interests. It will benefit the College by bringing in outside criticism, 
and by preventing it from degenerating into a merely departmental concern.” 
We followed the course of the discussions of the Pusa, Simla, and Poona 
Conferences of 1916-17, which gave it as their final opinion that the question of 
affiliating agricultural colleges was one for the decision of Local Governments in 
accordance with local conditions. In the case of both Colleges we noted what 
the principal Commissions of recent years have had to say upon the subject of 
affiliating eagineering and agricultural colleges, taking into special account, in the 
case of the Eoorkee College, the findings of .the Public Works Department 
Be- organization Committee. In considering the reports of these Commissions, 
we kept prominently in mind the final pronouncement of the former Legislative 
Council, made at its meeting of 24th July, 1918, that the report of the Calcutta 
University Commission was to be awaited before any further action was taken 
towards affiliating either College. We paid especial regard, therefore, to the 
report of this Commission, not however forgetting that it was drawn up with 
special reference to conditions prevailing in Calcutta and Bengal. 

3.^ We were aided in our deliberations by being in possession of the views 
of the Governing Bodies of both Colleges, and of the Boards of Industries and 
Agriculture, all of which had responded to our invitation to express their opinion. 
These opinions are her.e reproduced in the words in which they were given to us. 
The opinion of the Board of Industries was as follows 

The question of affiliation of the Thomason College, Eoorkee, and the 
Agricultural College, Gawnpore, to the Allahabad University came up for consi- 
deration. The members unanimously resolved that it was advisable to affiliate 
the Agricultural College and the Thomason College, Eoorkee, to the Allahabad 
University.’* 

The Board of Agriculture resolved— 

’'‘The Board consider that the creation of a Paoulty of Agriculture in the 
University, the institution of a degree in agriculture, and the affiliation of the 
Agricultural College to the University, are desirable, the essential preliminary 
being to remove the two years’ vernacular course.”' 

The Governing Body of the Agricultural College resolved— 

” The creation of a Faculty of Agriculture in the University, institution of 
a degree in agriculture and affiliation of the Agricultural College to the .University 
are desirable.” (Eao Baij Nath Das alone dissented from this resolution, wishing 
it to be recorded that, he preferred not to express any opinion without further 
consider ^^tioa.) 
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'Bie AdTisory CounGil of the Iloorkee Colle<,^e seat ns the following accoimt 
of the discussion which they had upon the subject at thdr loeeting of the S-itli 
of May 

“ The Council discussed the matter of affiliation at great length. They 
were all unanimously of opinion that, instead of affiliation, the College should be 
made a University of Civil Engineering and grant its own degrees. 

this is not feasible, four members, Messrs. Standiey, Bealson, Sanders, 
and Wood, thought that the university should, if practicable, grant an engineering 
degree by establishing a Chair of Engineering at the University. The passed 
students of the College who have already received the College Diploma will he at 
liberty to take the examination for this degree, if they wish to do so. This step 
would leave the College as it is at present. In the event of the University degree 
not being a practical proposition, they would suggest, then, that the College 
should make the students who have obtained a certain percentage of marks 
Bellows of the College, and those who obtain a lower percentage Associates of 
the College. 

Other members of the Committee did not agree with this. The Council is 
unanimously of opinion that the College might be affiliated under the following 
conditions ; — 

(a) The College as a Government institution would still continue under 

the Advisory Council, and the arrangements for finance, organiz- 
ation, and administration w’ould remain as at present. Affiliation 
would extend to the Engineer classes alone. 

(b) The College Entrance Examination would bo continued as a Competi- 

tive examination, for the adlnissioa of the number of candidates 
already fixed by Govoroment. The present courses, practical work, 
and examinations would be continued, with such improvements 
as might, from time to time, be prescribed by the Faculty, 

The question of the re-admission of students failing to qualify at the 
end of their first or second yeaUs course would continue to rest 
with the College authorities, as at present. 

Marks would still be published for all College work, and, although 
the UnivarBiiy lists are merely classified lists, arrangements could 
probably be made for the Begistrar to supply the Principal with 
the marks gained by caadkhtos, so .that a final order of merit could 
be prepared and issued for the awarding of Government appren- 
fcioeships and appointments. 

(c) Affiliation would not affect the right of the College authorilles to 

make their own selection of candidates from those eligible lor 
admission. 

(d) There wmuld be no objection to the College Entrance Eiaminafeiop 

being held in June, as at present. This would enable a student to 
sit for this examination' immediately after passing his Intermediate 
in April, and consequently, if he failed to gain admission into 
Boorkee, such a student oould still continue without infearraption 
to read for tho B.A. or B.Sc* degree^

Medicine. The position of the Thomason College in the University 
after affiliation would be similar to that of the Medical College, 
Lucknow, and it should be possible to form a Faculty of Engineer- 
ing on the lines of the existing Faculty of Medicine, ensuring 
adequate representation of the College staff. 

Three-quarters of the Faculty should consist of recognized Civil 
Engineers, inclnding the Civil Engineering Professors of the 
College.” 

4, The only one of these opinions on which any explanatory remarks are 
necessary, is that of the Advisory Council of the Eoorkee College. Three 
alternatives were, it is clear from the report of their discussion, considered. The 
first, which was unanimously adopted by the Council, is the one which the 
Council prefer above all others ; under it the College would not be affiliated, but 
would itself become a university with the power of granting its own degrees. The 
second course, that of establishing a university Chair and degree in engineering, 
was proposed for consideration only in the event of the rejection of the first 
course as impracticable, and it had the support of only four members of the 
Council. If it were adopted, the University would have to be asked to establish 
a Chair of Engineering and grant a degree, without being given any voice in the 
control of the courses or the teaching in the College. The third course— that of 
affiliation under certain clearly defined conditions—is the one which the Council 
as a whole would like to see 'adopted, if their scheme for the establishment of a 
separate university at Roorkee is rejected. 

6. We opened our discussion by considering the Eoorkee College Advisory 
Council’s report ; hut we did not dismiss at any length the proposal of the Council 
to establish a separate university at Eoorkee. In our opinion, the staff at Roorkee 
is at the present time on a scale insufficient to warrant consideration of the 
proposal to establish a separate university there ; and the cost of providing all the 
varied requirements of university life and work would at the present time almost 
certainly be prohibitive* Possibly, the future may have in store for the present 
College the status of a self-contained University of Engineering ; more probably 
it will provide for the association of the Eoorkee College with some new univer- 
sity, nearer its doors than Allahabad University. These, however, we consider, 
are essentially questions to be left for the decision of the future ; and we did not 
feel called upon seriously to discuss the proposal to convert the Eoorkee College 
into a university at the present time. The second proposal, again, which was not 
accepted by the majority of the Council, did not detain us long. It is not easy to 
see what purpose would he served by establishing under such conditions a Chair 
,in a single branch of engineering at the University centre ; and the University, 
in our opinion, would not be likely to consent to give a degree in eflgineeriog to 
Eoorkee students on such terms as those proposed. The third proposal of the 
Advisory Goimcil was.ooaeidered by us at length, since on its decision depends 
^the answer to the question which has been put to us, whether affiliation is 
desirable. If this proposal Is aooepted, affiliation or association in some form or 
other will almost certainly have to be recommended for the Oawnpore as well as 
;'!dr the Etsorkee College; since the principles underlying the proposal to affiliate 
ate the same in the case of either College. It will be convenient here to state 
Witha few exceptions and qualifications which are specifically mentioned, the 
qoitplwis reachefi ipplj^ jefinally to either Oolle^e; mt 
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recommendations, therefore, wliero the ooniraij h not slated, aie to he under- 
stood as ^oYeruing both cases. 


C. Two of the chief advantages which any ednt.atioBal insti'iitioa raiy 
expect to gain from alliation to a university are the widening of liic oatluol of 
its teachers and pupils, consequent upon their association in various wiys with 
the teachers and students of a university, and its own regulation and eoatrul by 
a university m accordance with aniveisity standards. A third advantage of 
affiliation, though this is not one which we considered at any great length in uur 
discussion, is that it gratifies the natural desire of themijorityof collogo stiiden's, 
of whatever class, that their work at college may eatitla them to sit for an 
examination for a university degree. We do not doubt that such a desire exhts, 
and ii widespread; nor does it surprise us. Of thcsi adyanta..,es, imiverslly 
control and the right to send its sfeidenls for degree examinatiani are not denied 
loan affiliated college, whatever its geographical distaacf' from its imiveisity may 
be; but enjoyment of the first advantage, that of association in the corporate hie 
of a university, is obviously to a large extent dependent upon proximity between 
college and university. It a serious drawback to a proposal to afiiliats a college 
that the tcaehois and students of the college will, by reaiou of its situation, come 
but little into contact with those of the university, and that such of the teachers 
as are members of university bodies will find it difficult to be regular in attendance 
at university meetings. In view of the distance which separates both Roorkeo 
and Cawnpore from Allahabad, wo have carefully considered this drawback. The 
Public Works Department Ee-organization Committee, indeed, considered the 
remoteness of Boorkee College from Allahabad to be a fatal objection to its 
affiliation, since they gave distance as the first of the arguments on which they 
based their opposition to the affiliation of the College. Our own conclusion, 
however, difiers from theirs. There are many colleges affiliated to Allahabad 
University at the present time which are even farther away from Allahabad than 
Eoorkee, e.g. the colleges of the Central Provinces ; no doubt these colleges find 
their distance from the University troublesome ; but they have none the less 
regarded the privikgos of affiliation as valuable. We fully recognize the disad- 
vantages which remoteness must impose in the ease of both Boorkee and 
Cawaporo Colleges , but there are methods, to which we shall refer later, by 
which those disadvantages can be mitigated, and we do not consider the obstacles 
to affiliation to be inBuperable. 
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7. Hor, again, are we convinced by the other objections which the Public 
Works Department Bo-organization Committee urged against the affiliation of the 
Boorkee College. Some of those objections we deal with in various passig&s of 
our report ; others we have not thought it uecessary to rebut. All the objections 
taken by that Committee seem to us, as to the Boards of Industries, and Agriculture 
and the Coveming Bodies o! both Colleges, to be outweighed by the advantages 
of affiliation. In addition to the advantages which wo have isstaaced above, 
‘there is the advantage to the umversityj of the wider scope and variety of its 
‘teaching, gained by the establishment of degrees in new departments of iearaing. 
We are not deterred by tho fate which overtook the affiliation of the Boorkee 
■Oollegc to the University in the yea? 1905 ; for, during the eleven years that the 
‘Cfollsgs was inoludod la the list of affiliated institutions,^ it made no effort to 
' %xercisa any of its privileges. Bs affiliation was purely nominal ; no degree in 
io^piag ifas establiBhed, no course in ongineering prescribed by the 
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University, and the Faculty remained throughout a nominu %mlm. We are not 
proposing affiliation of this bloodless type for either of the Colleges. We propose, 
as is explained later, to make association with the University a reality. 

A possible alternative to affiliation in the case of the Eoorkee College, which 
draws students from large areas of India, would be the conversion of the College 
into a purely imperial institution, under the immediate control of the Gtoverment 
of India. If this were done, the lack of connection with any university would 
perhaps scarcely be felt, so far as the credit of its examinations were concerned. 
We have considered this alternative, and desire emphatically to reject it. Quite 
apart from the consideration of the advantages of affiliation enumerated in this 
report, we would point out that the Eoorkee College is an institution of which 
this province is justly proud, and that the transfer of the College would be deplored 
as a provincial misfortune.

It is our unanimous opinion, therefore, that in order to secure, both for the 
Colleges and the University, the advantages which we consider, proceed from 
affiliation, some form of association between the two Colleges and the Allahabad 
University should be establisbed—in respect of the Civil Engineering class of the 
one College, and the senior Agricultural course of the other— subject to certain 
safeguards which we describe in the paragraphs which follow. Our recommenda- 
tion as to the association of the Gawnpore College with Allahabad University 
should, throughout onr report, be understood as in no sense precluding the 
abandonment of the Allahabad connection in favour of union with a University of 
Gawnpore, should a university by established at the latter place, as we are informed 
is possible. 

8. The safeguards which we desire to see provided relate to the establish- 
ment and the composition of strong and independent Faculties of Engineering 
and Agricuitnre, and to the places of meeting of these Faculties and their 
respective Boards of Studies. That the creation of such independent Faculties 
is necessary, if the association of the Colleges with the University is to be a 
success, we have not the slightest doubt. We are aware that in some other 
universities of India control of technical branches of education, such as engineering 
and agriculture, is entrusted to a Faculty of Science ; but we are convinced that 
under such arrangements there is a danger, even if only an oocasional one, of the 
sacrifice of the interests of technical to those of general scientific eduoatiou. The 
Governing Bodies of both of our Colleges, and the Board of Agriculture also* 
thought it necessary, in the opinions which they expressed to us, to stipulate for 
the creation of independent Faculties for their respective subjects; and WQ 
entirely agree with them. We regard it as certain that association of the 
bolleges with the University could not succeed, if the Colleges were placed under 
iho control of the University Faculty of Science. 

9. The composition of the two now Faculties is a matter which received 
careful consideration by us, and tie general principle on which we are agreed 
is that expert opinion must be strongly represented on each of the Faculties* 
In the case of the Engineering Faculty, we discussed the proposal contained in 
the report of the Eoorkee Advisory Council that the Faculty should be oopposed 
of recognized Civil Engineers in the proportion of three-guart^s of its tofel 
'strength, and should inolufio the Civil Engineering professors of the Oollegp^

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of the Faculty is reserved for Civil Engineers, we eonsidtr that the of 

ciTil eagmeering educatioa will be amply safeguaided. We prupObCj :V lofore, 
that m the Statute coQstiiutiQg the Faculty of Eniiacerm^', it slioubi be 
distinctly laid down that not less than two-thirda of the Ficiiity shall coussst of 
Civil Engineera. With the remark of the Boorkee Advisory Coiincil a- to the 
inclusion of the College professors of Civil Bngmeerm^, we agree ; and we think 
that other College professors besides those of Civil Engioeering, and other niembers 
of the University of scientific attainments, might appropriately be included in the 
Faculty, together with distinguished ex-students of the College. We also 
recommend that the Chief Engineers, Buildings and Boad^s and Irrigation 
Branches of the Local Government, as well as the Chief Engineer of the Oudh and 
Eohilkhaad Eailway, should ordinarily be included. 

In the past it has occasionally been objected that it would be impossible 
to constitute a satisfactory Faculty of Engineering in Norlhorii Iijdia, owing to 
the paucity of properly qualified engineers. We recogniio this difficulty, 
which will become less acute in coarse of time; but consider that it can 
be met, if the Faculty is recruited in the way we have suggested. We think 
that there is no necessity for the Faculty to be a large one, which would require 
the services of many engineers ; but we leave the question of the size of the 
Faculty for the decision of the University. 

10. In the case of the Agricultural Faculty, owing to the indefiniteness of 
the word “agricultural,” it would be impossible to prescribe by Statute that any 
fixed proportion of the Faculty should consist of agiicultural experts. W^e 
propose instead for consideration a membership which we think would prove 
satisfactory. We again see no need for a large Faculty ; and the members might, 
we think, include the following i—The Director of Agriculture ; the Principal 
of the Agriouiturai College ; the Heads of the College Sections of Agriculture, 
Botany, and Chemistry ; and one or itwo Deputy Directors of Agriculture. In 
addition to these experts, we would suggest for membership the Director of 
Industries, teachers from other Colleges of allied subjects such as Botauy aud 
Chemistry, aud representatives of the leading Zamiudars’ Associations of the 
province and of both Chambers of Commerce. The matter, we recognize, is one 
for the decision of the University, which will, no doubt, add its own representa- 
tives ; but we think that the composition o! a Faculty on the lines which wc have 
suggested might be recommended to it. 

11. It is in our opinion essential that the Faculties which we have pro- 
posed should, together with their oonnaoted Boards of Studies, meet frequently 
atEoorkee aid Oawnpore respectively. This is necessary partly because it 
would be almost impossible for the teachers of the two Colleges, who are alsd 
members of the Faculties, to attend the meetings regularly, if they were always 
held at Allahabad, from which both Colleges are distant ; and partly because the 
members of the Faculties who are uaconneoted with the Coil^es would be 
brought into touch with them by coming to meetings ifi siiu. The holding of 
meetings away from Allahabad would present no substantial difficulty. When 
the Lucknow Medical College was attached to the Allahabad University, the 
faculty of Medicine met frequently at Luoknow ; and, to lake an iastanoe from 
another province, the faculty of Law of Dacca University is empowered by 
Slalute to meet from lime to time in Calcutta. We rs^^ommead, therefore, as one 
meted of overcoming the disadvanteges which distance imposes on both of the 
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Pfopoaod admis- 
sion of both Ool- 
leges to the teach- 
ing side of the re- 
formed Uniyer. 
sity- 


Colleges, that! meeiimgs of the FacuUies aii Eoorkee and Cawnpore respectively 
should be frequent ; at least one meeting, however, of each Faculty should be 
held annually at Allahabad. 

12. Subject to the acceptance of the safeguards which we have affirmed as 
necessary in the preceding paragraphs, we unhesitatingly recommend some form 
of association between the Colleges and the University, and the giving of degrees 


by the University to successful students of the Colleges. In reaching this 
conclusion and in considering what form such association should take, changes 
which it is proposed to effect in the constitution of the Allahabad University in 
the near future have been borne in mind. Our deliberations, indeed, have been 
conducted in circumstances materially different from those which confronted 
others who have considered the question before us ; and we have been largely 
influenced by the proposal for the division of the University into two sides, which 
is included in a Bill which has recantiy been presented to the Legislative Council. 

' One of the sides of the University, if the Bill passes into law, will be a teaching 
and the other an examining side. The latter will associate colleges with the 
University in future on conditions somewhat resembling, those on which colleges 
are affiliated at present. In our re-commendations we have proceeded on the 
assumption that the projected re-organization of the University will be approved 
by the Legislative Council in the near future ; but we shall in a later passage of our 
report briefly indicate the course which we should recommend in the event of 
failure to carry th^ proposed University re-organization into effect. 


13, The teaching side of the University will be composed of a number 
of departments of teaching, ; which in the case of ordinary Arts and 
Science subjects will be conducted at the University headquarters. These 
departments will carry out the actual teaching of their c-wn, particular subjects, 
in accordance with courses drawn up by University Boards of Studies, under the 
general control of the Faculties concerned. 'The teaching staff will be appointed 
to these departments hy the University; but in making such appointments the 
University will fir^t have to consider the claims of teachers and senior lecturers 
already employed in the oolleges in which departments of teaching are located* 
In the' event, therefore, of the admission of the Koorkee and Cawnpore Oolleges to 
the University as departments of technical teaohing it would be the professors 
/and lecturers of these Colleges mainly who would conduct the teaching in engi- 
neering and agriculture, but under university oohtrol and conditionally on their 
appointraent to departments of teaching by ' the University, Such an arrange- 
inent would ensure the minimum of interference with the Colleges from without, 
and commands uiir warm approval* We therefore unanimously recommend 
.that the association of the Boorkee and Cawnpore Colleges with . the University 


should take the form of admission' to the teaching side of the University, as soon 
as the reform of the University is oamplete, “■Since in the case of teohnioal instL 
tutions the departments of teaching may be located either at Allahabad or else- 
where, the distance, of the two Colleges from‘'AiIahabad’doea nob preclude admis- 
sion to the teaching side. W e Strongly 'recommend admission to this,' rather tbaa 
to, the examining s^e, because the University oonnecfeion will thereby he closer

14. If our rtioominejidation adopted, the association of the Col!ec;ei on 
the teicliing side can effected without reference to higher authority. Tlie, 
Uai?ersities Act of lliO-l, which tied the hands of the Local Govern me nt in certain

respects in dealing with Allahabad University, will be completely repealed by the 
passage mio law ol the Allahvabad Uaiversily Bill; and the repeal will leave the 
powers of the Locil Govornmeat in dealing with Allahabad Univorsily unrestric- 
ted, except by the provisions of the new Act. 

Lj. In the event of the incorporation of the Colleges within the Uuiver- 
sity, it appears to us that it will no longer be necessary to maintain in existence Of*vf>ru.s« &>■ 
the advisory bodies which are at present attached to the twm Colleges, vi^. the 
Advisory Council of the Eoorkee College and the Governing Body of the Cawnpore 
College. It is true that in the report of the Eoorkee Advisory Council it is re- 
commended that the Council should continue to exist ; but this recommeadation 


was, we think, made under a misapprehension. To whichever side of the reformed 
University ihe Eoorkee College is attached, the creation of a Faculty of Engi- 
neering v/ill be essential, and matters relating to the College will be determined 
by that Faculty, which will receive reports from the department of teaching in all 
cases which require its decision, if association is on the beaching side and such a 
department is in consequence sat up. The same observations apply in the ca=!e 
of the Cawnpore College. A possible objection, which was considered by us, to ^ 
the disappearance of the Governing Bodies is that the control over the two Col- 
leges, which ihe public at present exercise through their representatives on these 
bodies, will be abolished. There is, however, little force in this objection ; public 
opinion will be amply represented on the Court and the Academic Council of the 
reformed University, to which bodies the Faculties will be subordinate. We are, 


therefore, unable to endorse the recommendation of the Eoorkee Advisory CounGil 
and regard the aboiilion of the Governing Bodies of both Colleges as a necessary 
condition of their associatiou with the University. In the case of the Cawnpore 
College this abolition will carry one decided advantage ; we refer to the present 
arrangement whereby, under orders of Government, the heads of College sections 
are responsible to the Governing Body (of which they were formerly members), in 
consultation with the Friacipal, lor the teaching side of their work. This dual 
control has not worked well in practice, and we shall welcome its disappearance 
along with that of the Governing Body, 

id. Wo now come to what we consider to be one of the most important Propose 
of our recommendations. Opponents of the associatiou of technical colleges with Oeli^ ly 
universitiei have always made much use of the argument that the aniversity 
connection involves delay in the dispatch of business. This argument has some 
force, since in every university the bodies by which decisions of Imporfepnoe have 
ultimately to be taken meet with infrequency, and a certain amount of delay 
is in consequence inevitable. It is, however, impossible to expect important uni* 
versity bodies to meet frequently ; and if it is found (although we hope that this 
will not be the case) that, in ooasequeuee of the association of the Colleges with 
the University, such matters as a change in syllabus are ocoaaionaliy dekyed, the 
inoonvenienee must be accepted. Bat in the re-organked Urdveraty of Allahabad 
such delays would ba largely obviated by rendering it poBsible for a Board ol 
gtidies to make a change at mj time with the of i Faculty, 
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Delays are not all of one class, however ; they are in onr opinion at least as 
likely to he caused .by multiplication of controlling authorities as by the unavoid- 
able requirements of university constitutions. This leads us to our recommend- 
ation that the Eoorkee and Cawnpore Colleges, besides being admitted to the 
teaching side of the Allahabad University, should be made over to the University 
to be managed and maintained by it. To effect this, it would be necessary for 
the Local Government to hand over to the University funds to the extent required 
for the upkeep of the Colleges, the sums so handed over annually being earmarked 
for the purposes of the <two Colleges. We can see no financial objection to such an , 
arrangement. Government already bear the entire cost of the two Colleges, and the 
subsidy to the University would not increase their burden. The advantages of 
the arrangement seem to us considerable, and are the same as those which have 
led to the transfer of the King George’s Medical College to the Lucknow 
University, and to the desire recently expressed by the authorities of Canning 
College that their College may also be “managed and maintained” by the 
Lucknow University. It oannot be denied that in the present arrangements, 
whereby all matters relating to the management of the Colleges" have to be 
referred to the Local Government, which in turn, even in the present reformed 
conditions, has to refer many of them to the Government of India, serious delay is 
involved, which results not infrequently in damage to the Colleges, as for instance, 
by delay in the matter of filling up important professorships. Were the Colleges 
managed and maintained in the way which we recommend, the single authority 
of- the University woifid suffice for the settlement of almost all questions. 

In discussing the abolition of the College Governing . Bodies, wa have 
already observed that the general public will have ample representation in the 
reformed University. Even if the management of the Colleges passes, as we 
(desire, to the University, the public through the Legislative Council will remain 
the ultimate controllers of the Colleges, for the annual subsidy to the University 
■on account of the Colleges would be voted by the Council, and the presentation 
to the Council of the University budget could be made the occasion of any 
suggestions relating to the management of the Colleges which public opinion 
might demand. It is, therefore, not a valid.. objection to our proposal’ to say that 
it deprives the public of the power' of control over the Colleges which they at 
present exert through the Government. Nor do we see any reason why collegiate 
education in engineering and agriculture should any longer be managed by 
Government. Medical education of a collegiate standard has recently, along 
with the only Medical College of the » province, been made over in entirely to 
:t)he Lucknow University, and the argument which was accepted by Government 
' in the case of that College seems to us apply with equal force to the case of 
the Boorkea and Cawnpore Colleges. But rejection, for any reason, of our .■ 
suggestion for the management and mamtenance of the Colleges by the University 
, would not preclude their admission tout upon the teachmg;side, though it wotiM 
.in that case be necessary to obtain t^e University’s approval to the employment 
• of any members of the College staffs as teachers of the University in the depart-,, 
ment of teaching ak the Colleges, ‘ and to place the control of ' the teaching in ’ • 
-dhevhands of the ' Urn As, such an , arrangement ' might present greater y

Unr 
opiniuu that piactieal work must be taken into account li aw r-’ding ungineu’i 
and agriciihurai degrees is uaaiumons. The Calcutta flniversitv Com nis-iou, it 
is true, m chapter XLYI of their report, considered that Jegree5 m engineering 
sc’enee might, perhaps, in the case of the Sibpnr College be given for theoutieni 
knowledge only ; though they proposed that it should be supplemented wi 4 i a 
diploma subsequently obtained on the results of praelica! training. Cut we do 
not favour such an arrangement as this in the case of our own Coliego of 
Engineering, since our desire is that the degrees of agiicniture ani eaginoeri-ig 
should K'preson I the guaraatoc of the UmvcrjdfV that the holders of tlmse degrees 
sio practciil cnginutis or a^p'icultuiists. In chi caie of the Cawapore Coll-^ge, 
tU guestiou of dipkmsdoes notarise, and the fi’iil re.vardof success in the 
practical anl tlicoreviva* com sc-> in agriculture should b) simply a degree. In the 
case of the Boorkce College, howvver, since the diploma of tlie C diCgc possessr ■ - j 
public estiiu .tion a special value ol its own we consider that the pa*rsd stmhc.t 
should still he era *,!iud the diploma bofure being admitted to a dij^rcd in on r- 
iiig. We spent some time disclosing the relation which should exist betwcoa the 
diploma and tEo degree ; obviously, it mi Jit be found advi.a'iblc to confer thorn 
at diicrenfc stages of the onginoGriag cour^u ; but we did not feel competuat to 
xeach any definite conclusious in tlm matter, other than those which have airtvjy 
been stated, viz. that the diplomas should bo continued and that the degree, like 
the degree in j_agricu!turo, should not be ooiifpited ou a stulenk who has not 
undergone a practical as well as a theoretical course. Wo think that it shoaiq he 
left to the now Faculty of Eugineoring to determine the omditions on which ni 

future the Boorkeo diplomas should bo given.

18 . Separate consideration b required of a few matters in which the j np6»j 
circuniBlanGes of ibo two Colleges ditfer, aud with these who hliall'now deal, in this wnnei ne la- 

sectioa wi|h those of the Boorkee, aud in the following with those ol the Gawnpore Ja 
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We agree with the Adviflory Council that this admission examination should be 
eontmued. All candidates cannot be accepted, owing to insufficiency of accommo- 
dation, and we consider that a competitive test is the most satisfactory method 
of eliminating those who have the least claim. 

19. In their resolution upon the question of affiliation, the Board of Agri- 
culture remarked that the essential preliminary to affiliation is the removal of the 
two years’ vernacular course from the Gawnpore College. We agree that this 
two years’ course, which is of a completely difierant standard from that of the 
new degree course, should not be retained at the College after its association with 
the University. There is also do necessity to keep the course at the College, 
since it can, without detriment to the work, he removed to an agricultural school 
or schools. "We think, however, that it is not necessary to insist on the imme- 
diate removal of the course, if the making of arrangements for its accommodation 
elsewhere requires time ; the University would, we hope, not object to such 
temporary retention, since the arrangements in connection with the class are 
separate from those of the rest of the College. With this qualification, we agree 
with the Board of Agriculture in the matter. 

20. The Agricultural College, Cawnpore, has in the past always fulfilled a 
double function. The teaching of the agricultural courses has been only one side 
of its work ; the other, and at least as important, side has been the conduct of 
research into agricultural problems. We regard it as certain that the University 
will require the discontinuance of the research work which is at present carried 
out on bohaif of Governmeut by the College stafi, as a condition of the admission 
of the College to the University. Indeed, we should ourselves, independently 
of the probable attitude of the University, advocate such a course ; since the 
admission of the College to the University will enhance the importance of its 
teaching, which must suffer, as it is already suffering, from the imposition upon 
members of its staff of researches involving wmrk for considerable periods at places 
distant from Cawnpore. In saying that this research work must ceas. 0 , it is not 
our intention that research in the College laboratories should not be prosecuted ; 
tor research is an indispensable part of the higher studies of a university. Our 
meaning is that the use of the College staff as the agricultural research depart- 
ment of the Local Government must cease, if the College is to become a part 
of the University. 

2L Admission to the ' Cawnpore College after its association with the 
University will he open only to those who have passed the intermediate examina- , 
tion ; for we regard it as certain tllat this examination, or one of equivalent 
standard, will shortly be prescribed as the entrance test of the University. The 
setting up of this standard of aWssion will, in the case of this College, not be 
free from difficulty, since at least a few of the students who at present enter the 
College are not capable of passing the intermediate examination. We recognize 
it, indeed, as an unavoidable consequence of the association of the Agricultural 
College. Cawnpore, with the University, that a certain useful type of student 
which under present conditions is freely admitted to the College, may in future^ 

^ as a result of the changes which we propose, be debarred admission owing to its 

‘.^inability lio pass an entrance examination of the present interipediate standard. ^ 

USfe turning away of the comparatively unfit must, we fear, be accepted, if the

Our wish is only to diav/ the a'teiitioa of 
Goyemmeiit to the fact that the associa^on whicdi we propose butween the 
pore College and the University iiivolvos certain diflicultit s in reipeet ot ilio 
admission standard, and that it is desiiable to meet these diiiioiilties by maliug 
special proTWoa for agricultural instruc’ion iu the pre-university smge, 

22. We have now, with a single escoptioni completed the recoiOiiieuda^i uaa 
and remarks which w’e wish to make ; the exception is that we lia’.o not yet niuri- 
tioned the course which w’e think should be adopted with the Colleges in the Lveni 
of the present proposals for the reform of the Allahabad University not niatiiriug. 
If the University Bill fails to become hw, the Colleges, if they are to be brought 
into any connection as all with the Uuivorsity, can only be aiiiliated under existing 
conditions. These conditions do not confer upon atiiliated colleges adwautagCM 
equal to those which will be conferred iu {nture upon colie.,. ^ L-iat ed rq>un 
the examining side, much less to those which colleges foturi; pail oi *110 
teaching University will experience; and we have therefore eirefuliy oon.i.idemd 
whether we should recommend atliliation of the Colleges up>n exi-^tmg terms. Oar 
couclusion k that we should do so; since we think on the whole that the Cuiloges, 
even under existing conditions, lose more than they gain by their compltdc 
.separation from the general system of higher education in the provinces. In 
making this recommendation we would emphasize the need for providing the 
same safeguards as we have recommended in the case of association with the 
reformed University, in the matter of the constitution of the Faculties and their 
places of meeting ; and, since the constitution of these Faculties would require 
an increase in the nnmoer of Fellows of the University beyond that la d clown in 
the existing Universities Act of 1904, a reference to the Government of India for 
the amoadment of that Act would he noeessary. The abolition of the College 
Governing Bodies w'ouid, how'ever, be unnecessary and undesirable, since the 
University Faculties only prescribe courses for colleges atBliated undor existing 
conditions and are not concerned with their management, We need not, however, 
elaborate disoussion as to the coarse which wa think should be followed i! the Bill 
lor the re-organlzatioii of the University fails ; since we trust that the passage of 
that Bill into law at an early date is assured, 

23. We desire in conclusion to express our high appreciation of the services 
of Mr. A. B, Beid, i.c.s,, our Secretary, in preparing the materials for our delibera- 
tion in an admirable and lucid note, and in drafting this report. » 
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Eipianaiory aote Mowing, the way in wliicii the Thomason Civil Ingiasoriag College, 
Eoorkee, and the Agficultnrai Ooiisge, Oawnpore, conii he treated as colleges of tiis 
UdiTersity under the Bill to pruvide for the re-orgaaisatioa of the Aliahahad Unr/ersity. 

The proviso fio-clati.se 48 of the Bill gives the reconstituted University 
power ro treat any agrioiutural or other technical institution; wherever situated, 
as either “ a college maintained by the University ” or as "a college recognized 
by the University,” under clause 35 of the Bill. The committee have recommen- 
ded the adoption of the former course with the Eoorkee and Cawiipore Colleges ; 
but in either case the Golioges would be treated as integral parts of the teaching 
University of Allahabad. Although remoteness from the centre is a formidable 
obstacle, it is not an insuperable one ; and it is better to overcome it, as far as 
possible, than to leave the Colleges in isolation. The former policy is in harmony 
with the recommendations of the Calcutta University Commission regarding the 
use to be made of technical institutions in the training of University students^ 
particularly those taking agriculture or engineering {mde Chapter XXXIII, 
paragraph 123, and Chapter XLYI, paragraphs 69 to 72 of the Commission’s 
report). Under the committee’s proposal the departments of teaching in agri- 
ouiture and engineering would bo located respectively in these two institutions, 
and the residential portions of the Colleges would be “Colleges” within the 
meaning of definition (a) of clause 2 of the BUI. The staff would consist of 
“teachers” within the meaning of definition (g) of clause % and would include 
“teachers of the University” appointed by the University in accordance with 
definition (h) of clause 2. The Principal of either College {vide clause 2fej] 
would still be the head of the College, in its restricted sense ; while the heads of 
the departments of teaching would be the senior professors io the respective 
departments. The Faculties of Engineering and Agriculture would be consti- 
tuted by the University in accordance with clause 8, sub-clauses (1) to (4) of 
the Statutes, and would consist of teachers in the departments of teaching, 
supplemented by teachers of allied subjeoss and persons, not being teachers, 
possessing expert knowledge. The Faculties would, subject to the control of the 
Academic Council, constitute committees of courses, recommend examiners, 
organme the teaching in the departments and regulate the conditions for the award 
of degrees and diplomas. The Aoademio Councii, which is the general body of 
University teachers in control of the teaching and examinations of the University, 
would include teachers of these departments and persons uith expert knowledge 
of the subjects of teaching concerned. While the Faculties and committees of 
courses might meat from time to time in the colleges, the Academic Qouncil 
would always meet at Allahabad. Even in the case of the University of Dacca, 
the most self-contained of unitary universities, provision has had to be made, 
in accordance with the Calcutta University Commission’s recommendation 
Chapter XX^III, section 113 of their report), for one of its Faculties to meet 
from time to time at Calcutta, Through the Faculties and the Academm Council 
both Ooileges would be brought into contact with the members of other depart- 
meats of teachihg in the University. The Colleges would also be represented up^ 
bn the executive Council of the University and upon its Court.

Tiio Committee havs recommended that the teaching sfaif of tlio 
Cawapore College should be separated from the research sta6f as a necessary c=.m- 
secjuonce of the assooiation of the Cullege with the University. This cliao-o has 
been regarded as inevitable by ths Agricultural department Tor some time pjist. 
The separation has not been hitherto possible owing to various causes into wliicii 
it is not necessary to enter here. 

At the present time the heads of the scientific sections of the College are 
responsible for two distinct branches of work, to the Governing Body for teaching 
in the College, and to the Director of Agriciilturo for economic research, ■which 
entails absence from the College. 

It is impossible to eontemplato the cessation of research work on the im- 
provement of important crops. The advancement of agriculture ciopeiids on this 
work. 

The association of the Agricultural College with the University on the lines 
recommeoded by the Committee will render necessary certain changes in the 
organization of the research "work of the Agricultural department, and It is- to 
this that I desire to draw attention. 

I wish to make it clear that the creation of a separate research stafi and 
organization will bo necessary, involving separate laboratory accommodation and 
experimental plots for research officers. The question has, therefore, to he faced 
of assigning a certain portion of the Agricultural College to the research staff. 

The existing laboratories are insufficient for a separate research staff and a 
teaoh^mg staff, such as will be demanded by the University. When, however, the 
extensions sanctioned are complete it will bo possible to hand, over certain 
laboratories to the research staff. 

A considerable amount of Agricultural Eese arch, i.e. that dealing with the 
broad general problems of sub-tropical agriculture, such as that of the plant 
pathologist, the entomologist, and certain parts of AgrieuUural Chemistry and 
Bacteriology, can bo carried out at Oawnpore, if laboratories are placed at the 
disposal of research officers in the Agricultural College. 

When the research staff is separated from the teaching staff, 1 fed that more 
* useful practical results will bo obtained and a wider knowledge of the activities 
of the Agricultural department disseminated, if some of the specialists, i,e. those 
engaged on certain crops, work at places where that crops is an important oue. 

A U Agricultural Eesearcb cannot, be centralised in a province, such as the 
United Provinces, which contaiiis many different agricultural tracts, uaeli with 
its own distinct proHems and crops. If it is so centralised,' many of the specia- 
lists must be isolated from direct, touch with the problems they are Attamptlng 
to solve. 

I therefore put forward for consideration In oonneotioa with the re-orgaul- 
'zation of research work wffiich will arise as a result of association with the 'Univer- 
sity, the desirability of 'establishing in a suitable environmoafc for thmv work 'Small 
, ' research stations and laboratories for a oertainmumber of research officers working 
von special problems and crops. ^ , < 

,, These lesearoh stations would, bo .used as centres of instruction; for senior 
sludeuls and others requiring special’ course, s ia, the cultivation of .different crops*

RESOLUTION.

Despufcli to His Majesty’s Secretary of State for Indii, 710 . 16, dated the 21s^ Aprils 192L 

regarding fiscal autonomy. 

We l>ave the honour to report for your infurmatioa that a reaolntioa wa^s passed in the 
Council of Stale on the iSrd February last in iho following terms : — 

‘•This Council r.commends to the Governor Geueral in Council that His Majesty's 
Go-, erumeut be addressed through the Secret-Ai'y of State with a prayer that the 
Government of India be granted full hacai autonomy subject to the provisions of 
. the Government of India Aeb.’'" 

2. The last ten words of this resolution were substituted 0 1 th e motion of oaf late 
•Colleague Sir George Barnes for the words “ under the direction of the Indian Legislature^’ 
which appeared in the Resolution as moved by the Hon’ble BIr. Lalubhai Samuldas. We were 
unable to accept the Resolunon in its original form as it proposed that in fiscal matters the 
Government of India should be subject only to, the control of the Indian Legislature, We 
regarded this proposal as being inconsistent with the provisions of the Government of India 
Act, The Resolution as amended indicates the agreement of the Council of State with the 
views expressed ou the subject ,of fiscal autonomy by the Joint Select Committee in its lermatka, 
on Clause 3 i of ihe Goverament of India Bill. The Joint Committee pointed ’ out that fiscal 
autonomy could not he giiarariteed to India by sbatnte without limiting the ultimate power of. 
Parliament to contiol the administration of India and without limiting the power of veto which 
vests in the Crown. It took the view that fiscal autonomy could be assumed to lodia 'only by 
the acknowledgment of a convention, and .it expressed the opinion that, in order that a 
convention of this kind might grow up, the Secretary of State should, as far.as possible, avoid 
interference when the Government of India and the Legisfature were in agreeBtaent- and that 
bis interventionj when it did take place, should be limited to safeguarding the international 
obligations of the Empire or auy fiscal arrangements within the Empire to which His 
Majesty’s Government was a party. 

3.. We request that the Re solution may be laid before Bis Majesty’s Government.

No?p the last poiefc that I waot to draw your attention to is this, Yoa, gent-lemeu, havo 
fiuoted to me from one part oi Pae room after another what happened in 1917 j but I venture 
with great respe^it to point out to yoa that you have omitted the equally important events of 
1919. This whole question wa% dealt with ill 1919 when the Govemmenc of India Bill was 
under discussion. At the Joint Committee of both Houses which sat upon that Bill one of the 
members of the Committeo moved an amendment to the Bill, that there- should be no inter- 
ference witli any fiacnl measure proposed by the Government of India, This was rejected on 
the ground that it was constitutionally impossible. The Joint Committee reported on this 
matter to both Houses of Parliament, and the Joint Committee’.^ Report is so important that I 
venture, although it must be familiar to you, to read it to you again, '‘Thu Committee have 
pvea most cartjful cousuleration”— this was what Lord iSeiborne’s Committee said " to the 
relations of the Secretary of State with the Government of India, and through is with the 
provincial Governments. In the relations of the Secretary of State with the Governor 
aeueral in Couneii the Committee are not of opinion that any statutory ehaugo can 
be made, so long as the GoTornor General remains respjn.slbla to Parliamont; but in,, 
practice the conventions which now govern these relations may wBely he modified to meet 
freah circumstances caused by the creation of a Legislative AssemHoy with a large 
sleeted majority. In the oseroise of his responsibility to Parliament, which he eaunoG 
delegate to anyone else, the Secretary of State may reasonably consider that only in 
ssceptional circumstances should he be called upon to intervene in matters of purely Indian 
interest where the Government and the Legislature of India are in agreement. This 
examination of the general proposition leads inevitably to the consideration of one special 
case of non-intervention. Nothing ia more hkely to endanger the good relations batween 
India and Great Britain than a belief that India’s fiscal policy is dictated, from Whitehall in 
the interests of the trade of Great Britain, That such a belief exists at the moment there can 
be no doubt. That there ought to be no room for it in the future is equally clear. India’s 
position in the Imperial Conference opened the door to negotiation between India and the rest 
of the Empire, but negotiation without power to legislate is likely to remain inedective, A 
satisfactory solution of the question can only be guaranteed by the grant of liberty to the 
Government of India to devise those tariff arrangements which seem best fitted to India's 
aeeds as an integral portion of the British Empire.* It cannot be gnaranteed by Statute 
without limiting the ultimate power of Parliament to control the administration of India, and 
without limiting the power of varo which rests in the Crown ; and neither of theie limitations 
finds a place in any of the Statutes in the British Empire. It can only therefore be assured by 
an acknowledgment of a convention. Whatever be the right fiscal policy for India, for the 
needs of her consumers as well as for hpr manufacturers, it is quite clear that she should 
teva the same liberty to consider her interests as Great Britain, Australia, Hew Zealand^ 
Dansda and South Africa, in the opinion of the Oommittae, therefore, the Secretary of 
State should as far as possible avoid interference on this subject when the Governmeas of 
India and its Legislature are in agreement and they think that his intervention^ wbn it does 
take place, should be limited to safeguarding the international obligationa of the Empire 
or any fiscal arrangements within the Empire to/whtek Bis Majesty’'® Oofornment is & 
party.’’ 

How these are very strong words wbieh, except for soma timely warning by ' my 
honourable friend the Member for Oldham, almost pa^fed unchallenged ia tho Houss’oi 
Commoni i but whoa the Bill came for third reading to the House of Lords, Lord Gurxoa,' 
speaking on ' behalf of His Majesty’s Governmaut, pointed out tbo great change which had 
been instiluted ia these ^ matters by what amounted, to The grant, pf, fiscal autonomy ,fco 
India., 'I will read yoa his words if you like, , bat' I aim euro , 'they must be familbrto' ' 
most 'of;, you,' and, A do not want to waste your time, I oau paraphrase, them ia 'the worifc 
of 'one of’ the speakers' this afternoon; the people of India are plain bumble pebpk »ui', 
Iky regard a promise as a promise j andy after that Report by to authoritetive Commltk® ' 
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of toih Houses aud Lord Curzoa’s promise m the House of Lords, ifc was absolutely 
impossible for me to interfere with the right whicli I believe was wisely given and which I am 
determined to maintain— to give to the Government of Indi^ the right to consider the interests 
of India first, just as we, without any complaint from any other parts of the Empire, and the' 
other parts of the Empire without any complaint from us, have always chosen the tariff 
arrangements which they think best fitted for their needs, thinking of their own citizens first. 
Kotbing- could be worse for what I have set my heart. upon— India as a willing contented 
partner in the British Empire— nothing could be wrose from that point .of view thau to promise 
her through the mouth of Parliament these rights and liberties, and then, when they are only 
accidentally applied, because of the sudden need for revenue which was never foreseen before 
the fall in the exchange took place suddenly, to say : “ We made a mistake iu giving you this 
right; we are now going to do the very thing that we said we would net do — interjere with 
your fiscal arrangements for the benefit of British trade. ”

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2. From the eorrespoDdeuce forwarded it appears that Hia Majesty’s Government, in 
order to give effect to lie provisions of the International Opium Coaventwn oi 1912 and 
generally to prevent the improper consumption of opium, morphine, cocaine and similar drUijs, 
have under consideration a draft form to be utilized inih' exchange of letters with foreign 
countries on. this matier, in which it will be stated that the exportation of specified drugs from 
the United Kingdom to all destinations has been prohibited except under licence, and that 
applications for the grant of licences for exportation will in future be considered oiilv in those 
eases vthere the applicadoa is aojompaaiai oy a cjrcidca-e prcvdoHly issiul uudtir the 
authority of the Government of the country to which the export is made to the effect that they 
are satisfied that the eonsitrii meat is required for legitimate rae licitiid or scientific purposes 
and will not he re-exported, The drugs specified are raw opium, morphine, cocaine, ecguuiue, 
and diamorphine (eommeuly known as Heroin) and their respective salts and medicinal opium, 
and any preparation, admixture, extract or other substance containing not less than one-fifth 
of morphine or one-tenth per cento! cocaine, ecgoiiine, or diamorphine. Our opinion is asked 
whether we would like arrangements similar to those proposed for the United Kingdom to be 
made on oiir behalf, and whether we would be prepared to grant remprocitj in the' matter of 
issuing certificates for our own imports. We shall send to you shortly the report asked for 
in your despatch no. 1^8 Revenue, dated the 9th October, 1919, containing a comprehensive 
survey of the existing laws, regulations and practice witli regard to the traffic in opium and 
other drugs, and reviewing the whole position in the light of the terms of the Hague Opium Con- 
vention. But the proposals contained in the correspondence referred to above cau most 
conveniently form the subject of a separate despatch, since they appear to ils to be entirely 
outside the proposals made in the terms of that Convention. 

3. We are unable to understand why it is proposed to treat raw opium in the same 
manner as the other drugs menticned in the draft note. We have never admitted, nor did the 
Opium Oonvepbion admit, that it should be so treated. Our, views upon this subject are 
contained in our despatch DO. 2S5, dated the 23rd November, 1911, and it may suffice in rhe 
present connection, to give the following ext;rao.5s from that despat^'h regarding the praetiea of 
opium- eating in India, as vve are in full agreement with the views therein expi-essed. 

‘‘ The prohibition of opium-eating in India we regard as impossible, and any attempt at 
it as fraught with the most serious 'ionsequences to the people and the Government. We take 
our stand unhesitatingly on the conelusious of the. Royal Commission (for India) which reported 
in 189!, viz,, that the opium habit as a vice starcely. exists iu India ; that opium is extensively 
used for, non-medical and quasi-medical purposes, in some cases with benefit, and for the most 
.part without injurious consequences ; that tfa'e non-medical uses are so interwoven with the medical 
uses, thar. it would not be practicable -to draw a distinction between them in the distribution and 
sale of the driig ; ao'd that it is not necessary that the growth of the poppy and the manufacture 
and sale of opium in British India should be prohibited except for medical purposes. Whatever 
may be the case m other countries, centuries of inheriiei experience have taught the'pebple of 
India discretion- in the use oi the drag, and its misuse is a uogligibla feature in Indian life. 
Even if it were possible to suppress the ,'ealiivatiou of opium in India, geographical and 
political limitations would place it bi*yond our pu'wer to prevent illicit import and eonsnmp- 
tion on a serious scale, The point is one which we no not propose to iaiiouc; But some useful 
. light is throvvn upon the’ use of opium by the results, of tht>_; latest medical inquiry, .condaeted 
under our orders, into the habilf in I adiaf It-. will be seen from the statistics of, lunatic 
asylums in India during 1909 that,TbKtbUg the cas.es of insanity caused by the use of intoxieantSj 
th’a use of opium in all ityS forms B scarcely responsible for any appreciable numhar. While 10 
per cent, of the cases are dob to hemp.iu i.ts vari )us furms, 3‘3o per cent, to alcohol .and 1‘26 
per cent, to, other .drugs (priucipaiiy cucaiue), only p'46 per eeot are due to opium. These 
figures are, all the more i'e.Eaa,rkab.le when we contrast the old-established u-se of opium in India 
‘d' with the entire, novelty of "cocainej'coapied.with th8-4act6hat;thense of- the' latter ha;s ,harcM|

IB liOTvei eomiilaiiits, as a prophylactic anaiosfc miilaria (for which its reiativtly ht;,?h a*»iireo?.i>;e 
content makes is sptcistlly valuable), t-u lessen the quantity of sugar in diabefci-s, and giitiert-dly 
to allay paiu in suffi^rers of all ?i.gea. The vast bulk of the iudiaa population, it Jiiufif. be 
rvmumbered, are strang'ifs to theiniriitrHtions of quahiJed doctors or drugf^isi.s. They are 
dependent almost entirely on fcheheibat simples of the ountry ; disi'mee and tbo pationt 
aceeptance of bardsliip'* standing in the way of prompt access to skilled mod, cal rt*lief. In 
these cireamscauces, the me of opium iu small quantities is one of the most important aids in 
the treatment, of ehildrea’.s suileriags. It is also a frequent help to t ,e aged an.'l iJ.firm, aon im 
alleviation in diseases and afcideuts whi»'h are accepted a.s incurable. To pr,.- vent the sale «£ 
opium except under regular medical prescription would be a mockery | to many millions it 
would be sheer inhumanity. 

We still adhere to these views regarding the consumption of opium in Briiish India, and 
we would add that the arguments ap])ly with even greater force to the consumption «tf opium 
in Indian S ates. It would be a hopeless task to attempt to pemiade the Indian Rulers to 
prohibit the practice of opi?im eating in Native States, and in practice it would also le 
imposaibie to compel them to do so. Since we no uot consider it either advisalde or necessary 
to restrict the consumption of opium in India to medical and scientific purposes we cannot be 
expocted to take steps to secure that other uatioaa shall so restrict the use lo which Inuiaii 
opium may be put. 

4:. That the “ Opium Convention ” held similar views is clear from the m thod in wbi .-b 
they dealt with this question. They diew a clear distinction between th(3 restrictions to be 
imposed upon raw opium as distinguished from prepared opium and from raedicin-al opium, 
morphine cocaine, efie.j all of which are dealt with separately in 3 aeparaie Chapters of the Conven- 
tion. While the provisions of Ctiaprer III regarding medicinal opium, morphiu®, cocaine, etc,, 
provide in Arti**ie 9 that the contracting parties shall enact pharmacy laws and regulatiuiis 
to confine to medtCal and legitimate purposes the manufaeture, sale and use of morphine, 
cocaine and their rewpective salts ” and shall co-Operate with one another to prevent the 
use of these drugs for any other purpose/* no such provision is contaiiied iu b’hapter I which 
deals with raw opium. The only provisbma relating to the export and import of raw opium 
are Article 2 under which the contracting Parties are required to limit the number of towns, 
ports and other localities through which the importation or exportation of raw opium shall im 
permitted, and Article S under whieh.the cautracting Parcies are required to t»ke measures to 
prevent the exporfcatiou of raw opium to countries which shall ha”e pr«'hifdied the entry 
thereof and to control the exportation of raw opium to eouiitries which shall have limited the 
importation thereof, and Article 5 which provide.s that the contracting Powers Bhail rmt allow 
the export and import of raw opium except by duly authorized per-on'.'. In our dtspatoh 
referred to in paragraph 2 above we shall show that before these provisions uere made formal Jy 
operative, they had been amqited and ad^iptwl by the Governme-int of India tor several years 
past, and that we have in practice gone further than the provisions of she Hague Opium Conven- 
tion require. The Hague Convojition contemplated the use of opium for other than purely 
medical and srientifio purposes; it did not stigmatize the uas of opium lor such purposes as an* 
abuse and it placed the rc-spoiisibility for regulating the import of the drug upon tlia importing 
country. It any Government desires' to restrict its impomtion of opium to the requirements 
of ‘ iegiumaw medicinal or scientific purposes * and asks us to allow to be ©.xported' to flmt 
country only the quantity which it considers' sufficient for such pnrpf.’ws, we shall imomdiatcly 
agree to its proposal But we are unable to accept the pfopo(*al that whether the Jauporuwg 
Nation desirea or hot we should in every i-ase inquire into the uses ' to' which opium exported 
will sabsaqufc-ntly be applied, and forbid the exportation under any eireum^tancas of ofd.uni 
unless it is certified by the importing country to ba required pmdy for medicinal or ■ Bcivniific 
purposes, Tbe- restrictions that wo have already put upon the export, of o'pium, 'aiKl more 
‘ partichl»?ly the stoppage of exports to Ch'nn, has been the cause of ■ ' extra burden of , over 

j ^,000,(100 of taxation in India.' Wo arc nut prepared to -Bceept the .proposal whioh would 
’ 'merely 'result in. the traugferol the present wsfeneted trade in 'Opium from Iiidis-to other opioni' 
' growing, (innatnes^^a proposal, moreover which rgoa contrary, to the .oOat'l’usAOui arrived at after. 
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full coBsideratiioii by the Hague Convention, the more particularly as no arguments are adduced 
in the coirespoadence forwarded to justify such a radical alteration in the deeiaions of that 
Convention. 

5. As regards the other drugs referred to in the correspondence, we are prepared to 
accept the arrangement with one qualification to which we shall refer below. In order to give 
effect to It so far as exports from India are eonoerned, we are prepared to issue a notification 
under section 19 of the Sea Customs Act, 1878 restricting the export of the drugs in question 
to cases where the consignment to be exported is covered by a certificate issued under th© 
authority of the Government of the country concerned to the effect that it is required exclusively 
for legi imate medicinal or scientific purposes and will not be re-exported. It will be necessary 
that when we are notified of a country’s adherence to the agreement we should at the same time 
be informed of the authority by which the necessary certificates will be issued. As regards impoifcs 
into India we are^preparad to arrange for the issue of similar certificates to would-be importers 
for presentation in the country from which the consignment is to be exported. It will be 
necessary for us to ask local Governmeuts and Administrations for assistance in this respect 
and we are therefore not in a position at once to indicate the authorities who will issue the 
certificates. There is, however, one point with regard to which we must insist on a slight 
modification of the piopoaed agreement as a condition of our adhereoca to it. Ooneiderabk 
quantities of these drugs are imported as Government medical stores for re-export to countries 
outside India where Indian tioops, political officers, etc., are employed. In these circumstances, 
it would not be possible for us to certify of any consignment imported on Government account 
that it is not for re-export, as a portion of it might well be re-exported. We therefore propose 
that in respect of consignments imported by a Government department on Government account 
the certificate which will accompany the indent for supply should contain no assurance that the 
consignment will not be re-exported.

In jour despatch no. Revcime-98, dated the 9th October, I HI 9, you pointed out thafe 
tinder Article 28 (o; ol the Peace Treaty the Members of the League of Natioas had agreed 
to entrust the League tilth the general sitperviaioa of the execution of agreements with regard 
to the traftic in opium and other dangerous drugs, that under arfcicde 295 of the Peace Treaty 
it had been agreed that the Hague Opium Convention of January, 1912. should be brought 
into force and the necessary legislation ahoalJ be enacted without delay ; that it is necessary 
for the Government ol India, therefore, to leviewthe whole position as regards the laws and 
regulations affecting opium, morptiia and other drugs and to make such ehaages in these laws 
and regulations as may be necessary to give tho fullest eJ'eit to the provisions of the 
Convention ; that it is probable that His Majesty's Government will lay the proposals of 
the Government of India in this matter, along withdhose of the Colonies, before tho League of 
Nations, so that the League may consider their adequacy or otherwise with due regard, to the 
information which it will no doubt possess as to the proceedings of other nations ; and in view 
of this you asked us to submit a report in the form of a comprehensive survey of the esistmg 
laws, regulations and practice, and to communicate at the same time in full detail the siieps 
isihich we propose to bake in order to bring these into conWmity with the Convention. These 
matters have already formed the subject of lengthy correspondence with you in connection 
With the Shanghai Intarnabional Opium Convention of 1909 and the Hague Opium Convention, 
1812 1 and the leport must, therefore, necessarily repeat and recapitulate much of the 
information contained m previous despatches. We propose to deal in this despatch with the 
production and export of ‘ raw opium’ as defined in chapter I of che Convention and to address 
you later with regard to the other matters, 

2. The first article of the Hague Opium Convention provides that** 

“ The Contracting Powers shall enact effective laws or regulations for the control of the 
production and distribution of raw opium unless laws and regulations on the subject are 
already in existence.” 

The cultivation of the poppy, the trade in. opium and the opium habit existed in India 
long before the period of British rule, and the system of opium administration as it oiisfea 
to-day has a basis in historical and political conditions which can only be alluded to in this 
report, bat should not be overlooked. For over a century ihc Indian Government have been 
engaged in the gradual acquisition of control over the produoiion, transit and sate of the drhg 
throughout the coutiaeut; by the practical coscentratiou of tb© cultivation, so far as Brllkli 
India is concerned, within lestricted aieas ; by the diacontiauaoee of ealtifatioa in manj' of 
the internal Indian States, as the outcome of negotiation ; and by tbe mclislou of all to 
different provinces in the general system as tney were gradually aeqoiral, or fts to necattily 
for regulation became manifest. So far as administration and control are coneemirf, India 
consists of two parts— (l) British India over which the Government of India exeroisw direct 
control and which comprises an area of more than a millon of square miles and a diversity 
of population of 244 millions and (2) the Indian Stsafees with & total area of 675,000 square 
mites and a population of 71 millions over which the Government of India exercise no direct 
control. It will b© convenient to deal with these separately. 

Throughout to whole of British India (apart from the exceptional ease menttesai 
in paragraph {0} to enltivatloa of qpium is regulated by Act no. XIII of 1857 (as amende 
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by Act I of 1911), and Act) I of 1878, cop' es of which are inclosed. Under those Acts the 
cultivation of the poppy within British India is permissible only under a licence the total 
area to be sown is fixed by the Government from year to year ; and the licence speoiSes the 
exact aiea which the licensees may cultivate. With the insignificant exception mentioned 
m the next paragraph, the cultivator who receives advances when required to assist him m 
production, is bound to sell the whole of his turnout to the Government at a rate fixed from 
time to tinae by the latter. The crude opium so made over to the opium depaibmeno is 
conveyed to the Government factory at Ghazipur. and is there made up into ‘ raw opium ’ 
as defined in Chaptei I of the Convention. The total area to be cultiiatod in any one year 
is deteiminad by the Government of India on a consideration of the amount required for 
internal consumption and the amount to be exported to foreign countiies. The production 
of this opium is controlled by the opium department which had formerly two agencies, one 
stationed at Patna in the province of Bihar and Orissa and the other at Ghazipur in the United 
Provinces. Consequent, however, on the large leductions made in the export trade, it was 
found possible to combine the two agencies into one, and the Patna agency was abolished. 
It has further been found possible to restrict the cultivation of the poppy to certain districts 
in the United Provinces. This has made it now a comparatively easy task to super visa the 
growing of opium under licence and to prevent the illicit cultivation of the poppy. Statement 
no. 12 attached to this despatch shows the area under poppy cultivation and the outturn of 
opium under the Bengal monopoly system for each year during the present century. It will 
be seen that the outturn bears no consistent proportion to the area under cultivation, since 
owing to climatic and other causes the annual outturn per acre is a variable quantity. The 
policy adopted by the Government of India is to secure that the cultivation shall be rigidly 
limited to the amount necessary for meeting the annual demand and shall not vary too greatly 
owing to variations in seasonal conditions. For this purpose an attempt is made to keep a 
sufficient stock in hand to cope with such variations. The price paid for the opium which is 
taken over by the Government from the cultivator bears no relation to the market rate for 
opium. The trade element doss not, therefore, enter into any of the operations until the 
opium is issued from the Government factory. It will be observed from the statement that 
mainly owing to the large redaction in the expoit trade, which is refened to in paragraph 8 
leloW; the area cultivated for poppy under the Bengal monopoly system has fallen from 
642,831 acres in 1903-04 to 163 125 acres m 1919-20, and that the outturn of opium has fallen 
from iO,227,8J7 lb, in 1902-03 to 1,876,114 fi) in 1919-20 Since opium may only grown 
on Goversment account and the operations from start to finish are rigidly supervised by 
officers of the Government, we consider that the control exercised under this monopoly system 
is the most restrictive, short of total prohibition, that it is possible to devise. 

4 The exception mentioned in. the preceding paragraph is that of the cultivation of 
poppy in the Punjab The system m force m this province is slightly diffeient from that 
which prevails in tha rest of British India where, as explained m the preceding paragraph, 
the operations aie entirely controlled by tha opium department. No restriction had been 
placed by the Sikh administration on the cultivation of the poppy in the Panj ib, although 
the production was nowhere very considerable. Since tha provin e came unier British 
rule, steps have been taken to control the cultivation of tha poppy, and m this province, 
as elsewhere lu British India, such cultivation is how only permitted unier licence. The 
cultivation is undertaken mainly for the production of poppy heads but partly also for 
the extraction of opium. The matter is regulated by the Opium Act I of 1878 and the 
rules made thereunder by the Punjab Govemmeut copies of which are enclosed, The 
cultivation for poppy heads is permitted in only two districts and cultivation of the poppy 
for the extraction of opium is only permitted in one tahsil of the Simla Hill district and 
in one sub-division of the Kangra district. The area under cultivation is inconsiderable, 
having been gradually reduced to about 2,DuO acres The only difference hetwean this 
system and the Bengal* monopoly system is that the enforcement of the provisions of the 
law is entrusted to the 'revenue and excise aathouties of the provinob and not to the opium 
depaltment of the Government of India, aad that the produce is handed over to licensed 
vendors instead of to the opium department, The control over the production of raw opium 
in this province is, therefore, as ligid as in the rest of British India.

To attempt t> eafuica 
any policy of suppressing or re.sttictmg the eultivatioa of opium in these States, apaf-ts 
from any arrangements that may be entered into in treaty obligvitioo'^, would iiKan .in 
infeerfereace with the inrernal alminHtratloa of the Stites, which the Governmeut 0: Iniia 
have no power to exercise either bv prescriptive or treaty rights. 

6, The exception mentioaed ia the opening eeataaoe of piragr.iph 1 of thi, di-sui’ch 
refers to the remote and maccossibla tracts which border on the Chinese frontKir, where 
difficulties have always bem experienced, ia the control of the eultivatioa of the poppy 
and the export of opium. Ihia eultivatioa of the poppy has been probibitei throughovit 
Burma proper, except in an area lying along the Yunnan frontier. The control of 
Governmeat over these frontier tracts is in soma oases very shadowy, in others me miplote, 
and in the case of all, any adion involves lutsrferemm with liberties which the uafeutjrei 
tnbc=? ia the'^e States are likely to resent. One uniform line of action would l» imprac- 
ticable, and repiessive uieasa res must ui the main depind on pohtwal considerations aul 
oa the degrea of administrativo control actually axereiael, Even such measure^ as mm 
be attempted cannot bo properly enforced owing to tha compUcafcion caused by the growing 
of opium m the province 0! Yuhaam Iho inoroasa of opium growing in China lias, as » 
matter of fasti led to a oonslderablo falHn the price of opium in this neigioourhiod, and 
latterly to smuggling of opium from China mto Burma. 

Up to l9 IS there was no prohibition of the cultivation of opium in the Kachin Oills 
and the Burmeie ‘ide of fcho frootier, but in that year the oalbifatioo of the pippy was 
prohibited in several disfericss over which this Governmsafe has eoutroL Tlio Govornraons 
of Burma have now recomme ided, and we have agreed, that further steps be taken. Copies 
are enelosed of the Kachin Hill-Tribes Regulatioai and of the Upper Burma and 
Arakan Hills Frontier Distributed Dxsferiofes ReguktioUj 10OT> vfhich will show the a&tire

of tbe control that may be exercised over these tribes. It is proposed to amend the Kaohin 
Hill-Tribes Regulation 1895, so as to enable the cultivation o£ the poppy in the Kaohin • 
Hill-Tracts in the Katha, Bhamo and Myitkyina districts to be prohibited. Under these 
arrangements orders will be proclaimed' in the hill tracts that after the present season the 
cultivation of the poppy will be entirely prohibited, that any crop found will be destroyed, 
and that the owner of the crop will be liable bo prosecution, and that Chinese subjects 
found cultivating the poppy on the Burmese side of the frontier will be expelled from British 
territory, 

In the Shan States the question is much more difficult. In this case it is not only 
the ordinary Shan population that has to be coesidered, but also the attitude of the Chiefs. 
Unless their co-operation is secured, any action that may be taken is likely to prove a 
failure. Even here however ibis proposed to take action in the eia-Salween States. In the, 
trans-Salween States any immediate control is impossible. In certain of these areas the 
Government has no authority, while in the Kengtung State which has more geographical 
and racial affinities with the population across the border than with Burma, there are 
difficulties of communication. In the cis-Salweeu States it is proposed to issue a notification 
to the effect that it is the intention of Government to control the output of opinm after two 
years in all these States, and tbe control exercised will be directed to reducing poppy cultiva- 
tion at first to the barest minimum required for internal consumption in’ these States, 
and eventually to suppressing it completely. 

7. Article 2 of the Gonvention runs as follows : — 

Hue regard being had to the differeuee in their commercial conditions, the Contrao- 
ing Powers shall limit the number of towns, ports or other localities through 
' which the export or importi of raw opium shall be permitted.’^ 

■ Under our nobificabiou no. 4*311, dated the .5bh Isfoyember, 1872, issued under the Sea 
Customs Act, the export of opium from British India is restricted to the P'orts of Calcutta and' 
Bombay. 

8. Article 3 of the Convention contains the foUowiqg provisions ; — 

‘‘ The Contracting Powers shall take measures — 

(а) toiiprevent the export of raw opium fio countries which shall have prohibited Its 

entry j and 

(б) to control the export of raw opium to countries which restrict its import, 
unless regulations on the subject are already in existence.” 

Simultaneously with the steps taken to control the production of raw opium, steps were 
also taken bo control the export of opium from India. The opium produced in British India 
is, as stated above, taken over entirely by the Government and removed bo the Government 
factory at Ghazipur where it is made up into raw opium for interaal consumption or for 
foreign export. The only opium produced in India that can be exported is opium purchased 
from the Government of India, The Malwa opium produced in Indian States had formerly a 
eonaiderablfi-share in the foreign trade, and towards the end of last century the average annual 
number of chests exported from these States amounted to about 36,000. Opium from the 
Indian States to Bombay could only be sent under a pass granted by an official of the Govern* 
meet of India. When under the agreement with China steps were taken to restrict, and ulti- 
mately to abolish the trade with China, the Government of, India placed a limit upon, thq total 
amount of opium that might be exported from the whole of India. Statement no. 14 appended 
i to this report shows the volume of the foreign trade. It will be observed that the* total exports 
have fallen from 71 -,987 chests in 1908 to X4i,060 ebesfes in 1919. The expianation of the sudden 
drop from the years 1907-08 lies in. the agreement with China for the limitation of the total 
exports from India. Under that agreement it was decided to restrict the aggregate volume 
of exports of opium from India to 61)90'0 chests in 1908, 66,800 chests in 1909 and 5|,700 
chests in 1910, and it was further agreed that if during these three years the Chinese Govern- 
ment had duly carried out their arrangements for diminishing the produation and consumption , 
hi. opium, in China, this afinual diminutiou of the export after the three years in luestion shouW;

The increase and subsequent decrease in the exports and also in the a:ea under eultivjri.vi 
from the year 1.910 onwards was duo to tisp requirements of the British Goverunic-:^ of opium 
for medical purpo-ses during the war. This immediate demand was met by fieisleting the 
reserve stock maintained lor the purposes described in paragraph 3 a'oave. 

The only country which has prohibited the entry of raw opium is, so far as we are 
aware, China, and as e.xport to China is now not permitted from oar ports, clause (a) of thi.s 
Article has been given effect to. 


From the year I9l5 the Government of India have continuously pursued the policy of 
endeavouring to supiply opium direct to the Governn-eots of consuming countries in substitution 
for the sales by public auction. The contracting Government is expected to take substan- 
tially its whole requirements from India, but no obligation is imposed on it to take a mini- 
mam quantity, and on oecaaioas the Government of India have supplied less than the quantity 
required. The Governments with which .such arrangements have been made are those of the 
Straits Settlements (including the Malay States), Hongkong, Siam, British A’orth Borneo, 
Dutch East Indies and Ceylon. The responsibility for limiting their demands to their 
legitimate requirements, and for preventing re-export is thus in these eases placed clearly 
and definitely on these Governments who alone are in a position to gauge the demand, to limit 
their imports aceordiugly and to prevent exports, 'Last year about three-fourths of the total 
exports were made direct to the Governments of the consumiog couHtries. The rest of opium 
for foreign export is disposed of by public auetiun at Calcutta. 1 he opium remains in the 
Government warehouses while in Calcutta and may only be removed therefrom under a sy.stom 
of iupervisioQ designed to ensure that a chest may not be tampered with or the opium contained 
in it diverted for illicit consumption within British India. Negotiations are afoot fur direct 
contracts with the remaining large importers of Indian opium. These Gavernmeuts are Japats, 
Portugal (for Macao) and France (for BTeneh indo -China or 3aigou), and when and if these 
negotiations aie carried to a successful Gonclusion, the necessity for the public aimtiou? will 
probably disappear, It will be obvious therefore that this Article of the Hague Convention 
has been complied with by this Government. The provisions of the Article had in fact been 
accepted and adopted in practice long before they became formally operative, India exports 
no opium to any country which prohibits import ; it exports no opium in ticess of the qiiaatl- 
ties which the Government of the consuming country desires to admit j and it has in praelioe 
gone further than the provisions of this Article require, and has voluntarily placed a limit on 
the total export.^ from India irrespective of what the particular dciiands may be. This policy 
has been consistently pursued, although the curtailment of the trade has involved us in a loss 
of over £i millions a year, and has seriously interfered with the balance of trade.

RESOLUTION. 

The followiBg paper as published for goncial iniormatiou : — 

Tespatcli to His Majesty’s Eecreta.ry cf State tor India no. 14, dated tho 24tli Bluch, 1221. 
In oor despatch no. 28, dated the 1 8tb Ma’-cb, 192], ^’^'e dealt with the pi oductiun and 
esport of law opium'’ defined in Cliaptei I of the Hague Opinm Coii^mnfcion and promised 
to address you latei with legaid to the othei matceis dealt with in Convention. In tbo pieacnu 
despatch, we propo=e to deal nith the dist’ibutioJi and impoxt oi law opium and v,itli Chaptois 
II, III and V of the Convention. 

2. Aitieie I of tho Conventiou lequnes th d the Contiaeting Poweis shall enaf'fc effective 
lavs Of reguiationT Ic” the contiol oi the distiibution of la’.r opium unless laws oi logulations 
oil tl e subject aie alitady in existence. The distilbatiou oi raw opium in India is eoctiollod 
primarily by section 4 of the Opium^Act, l87d, Athich pioLibiss the mansifactaro, possessiou 
traa:‘"poit, import, e\poit and sale oi opium eteopt as poimiutod by rales framed udder tlio Act. 
How fai the control thus imposed E effective can only seen by an evammatioa of the niles 
framed by each Local Government and Administiadon separately, in aecoidance with the 
varying local eiroumstanees of each piovinee or area. Until r* cently such rules could be made 
only with the previous sanotioa of the Governor General in Council, and we have thus hithoito 
been able to sscuie uniformity m the main lines of aomirp'stiation. We, therefoie, do not 
propose to examine the provincial rules in detail but to show how the discributinn of opium is 
oonti oiled by the mam provisions of the rules which aie unifom. The question to be 
examined may be stated concisely as, what opium can the oidinaiy individual obtain .and ho.v 
can he obtain it’/ Such opium must eithei have been piouueed m India or have been imported 
Lorn abroad. have already shown in our despatch with legaid to the production and 
export of raw opium bow the production of opium in India is eontrolledt The produce of the 
poppy cultivated on Government account must all be deliveied to the Government Opium 
Bepaitmeno, and such opium can, therefore, only be obtained from Goveinme at. The pro- 
tmee of the poppy cultivated by licen'>ed cultivators in the Punjab can only be sold to licensed 
vendors and cannot be obtained diiect by the oidinary consumer. Government, or Excise,’’ 
opium is issued only to licensed wholesale or retail vendois. The wholesale vendors may sell such 
opium or opium obtained from a licensed cultivator only to other licensed vendors or to licensed 
diuggists : the retail vendor and the licensed druggist may sell to individuals, J hus the 
individual can obtain opium pioduced in India only fiom a licensed retail vendor or a licensed 
druggist, Each stage pf the distribution down to the retail vendor i-s safeguaided by an 
elaborate system of transport passes while the conditions governing the license of a retail vendor 
are most stiingent. He may not sell to any one person at one time more than the quantity of 
opium which an individual may lawfully possess j he may sell only for cash and only on 
piemiges for which he is licensed; he must not allow consumption on such premises and 
he must keep correct daily accounts of his sales which shall be open at all times to inspection 
by Excise offeers. The number of licensed shops in an area is fixed so as non to exceed what 
IS necessary to satisfy the moderate needs of legitimate consumers and is constantly being 
reduced as improvements in communications or other changes in local circumstances render 
centralBatiou of supply more easy. ' , 

S. Equally strict control is maintained over the supply of Indian grown opium obtain- 
able from a licensed druggist and the supply of imported opium, A notification in our 
Department of sCommeroe and Industry under the Sea Customs Act, 1878, no. 720—79, datedt 
the 4 tb Febuary, 1911, prohibits absolutely the import of 0 |#im by sea or by land by means of 
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the post and restricts its import by other means to ca^-a in whieii it is imported by persons per- 
mitted to import it by a Local Go%’ern mentor Admimstration. The rnka as to impoit madt. by 
Local GoTernmentB very considerably in detail, bat generally speaking it may be said that only 
licensed druggists and medical practitioners are permitted to import opmm in qnarititits of 
wbicb they may lawfully be in f ossestion by means of a special permit or licenee. Exeeptions 
are made in the ease of visitors of distinction from countries outside India and foreign horst- 
dealers, who are allowed to impoit small quantities for the personal Ufao of themselves and 
Ibeir attendants or for their horses as the case may be. In tbe Punjab (rules 14 to 17 of the 
Opium Eules), lioensed vendors are also permitted to import on passes opium produced m the 
Simla Hill States and the Hill States of Chamba, Mandi, Suket and Sirmur. Similarly in 
AJmer-MerwarUj licensed wholesale and retail vendors may import MaLva opium on pass. 
The further distribution of opium thus obtained from Indian States is regulated m exactly tlif* 
fame manner as the distiibution of Excise opium described above, Imports by licensed druggists 
and supplies obtained by them frcm licensed vendors can only be sold for medicinal purposses. 
in quantities not in excess of the amount which the purchaser may legally possess^ and cjrreet 
accounts must be maintaiced showing the amount of opium in the possession of the licensee 
from day to day, 

4. In the descripiion which we have given above of the system liy which the di«tnbution 
of law opium is controlled, we have not made any distinction in leepeet of Burma. So far as 
it goes that description is true of Burma also, but it is not complete ; for the circumstanees. 
of Emma are peculiar. We shall, how ever^ have to refer in detail to the history of Opium 
Eegiilatiun in Burma in connection with article 6 of the Conveution, and it- ia sufficient here 
to state that the sale of opium to Burmans in Upper Burma, except for medical purpose-, is 
absolutely forbidden, while in Lower Burma opium may only be sold to such Burmans as 
have been registered as consumers. The number of such registered consumers deereasid from 
about 12,C'00 in 1912 to 5,405 in 1020: none of the survivors is less than 52 years of ago and 
with the death of the last of these there will be absolute prohibition of opium to Burmaos, 
except for medical purposes, in the whole of Burma. It may also be observed that this 
epecial treatment of Burmans involves an even closer control of the sale of opium to non» 
Burmans than that exercised over the sale of opium in India proper. 

5 , We may, therefore, confidently claim that effeeciva laws and regulations for the 
control of the distribution of raw opium in India already exist, and that article 1 of tbe 
Convention is thus complied with in full W^e are aware that the policy of the Government 
of India in permitting and deriving revenue from the consumption of opium at all is still 
at the present day as in the past denounced m incompatible with those bumaDiatriau principles 
which underlie the whole spirit of the Hague Opium Conventiou. That policy was, however, 
clearly expounded to the delegates of the various countries participating in the Hague Opium 
Conference of 1912, and the result is shown in the stiikiug difference between the articles uf 
tbe Convention which relate to raw opium and those which are concerned with prepared opium. 
Though, however, we are not strictly concerned in this despatch to do more than show uhat 
we have complied with the provisions of the Convention, we feel that in order to remove any 
possibility of misconception of our attitude, we should reiterate ia this place what was said 
by Lord Hardinge^s Goveromeut in l9ll. In their despatch no. 285, dated the 28rd November, 
1011 ,they said/* The prohibition of opium eating iQ India we regard as impossible, and aij 
attempt at it is fraught with the most serious consequences to the people and the Goywament, 
We take our stand unhesitatingly on the conclusion of the Boyal Ooamissioa which reported 
ill 1895, vk., that the opium habit as ^ vice scarcely exists in India, that epiam is extensively 
umA for non-medical and quasi-medical purposes, in some oases with beatfil, and for the most 
part without Injurious consequences j that the non-medioal uses are so inteiwovan with the 
medical uses that it would not be practicable to draw a disfeinetion between them ia the 
distribution and sale of thft drugj and that it is not necessary that the growth of the poppy 
and the manufacture and sale "of opium In British India should be prohibited except for medical 
iiurposefi. Whatever may be tbe ease in other countries, eenfeurlea of inherited experience 
have taught the people of India discretion in the use of the drug, and its misuse is a negligible 
feature ia Indian life. Even if it were possible to suppress the caltivaliou of opium in ladia, 
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geographieal and political limitations would place it beyond our power to prevenb illicit 
import and oonsumption on a serious scale;” and again “The great majority ot‘ Indian 
opium eaters are not slaves to the habit. They take small doses as required and can and do 
give up the allowance when the need of is is qiast. Opium is in virtually universal use 
throughout India as the commonest and most tieasared of the household remedies accessible to 
the people. It is taken to avert or lessen fatigue, as a specific in bowel complaints, as a 
prophylactic against malaiia (for which its relatively high anorcotine content makes it specially 
valuable,) to lessen ttie quantity of sugar in diabetes, and generally to allay pain in sufferers 
of all ages. The vast bulk of the Indian population, it must be remembered, are strangers to 
the ministiptions of qualified doctors or druggists. They are dependent almost entirely on the 
herbal simples of the country; distance and the patient acceptance of hardships standing in the 
way of prompt access to skilled medical rehet. In these circumstances the use of opium in 
small quantities is one of the most important aids in the treatment of children’s sufferings. 
It is also a frequent help to the aged and infirm, and an alleviation in diseases and accidents 
which are accepted as incurable. To prevent the sale of opium except under regular medical 
prescription would be a mockery; to many millions it would be sheer inhumanity.” 

6. In article 5 of the Convention the Contracting Powers engage not to allow the 
import of raw opium except by duly authorized persons. In our description of the arrange- 
ments in force to control the distribution of raw opium, we have already showa how import 
is restricted to duly authorized persons, 

7, Chapter II of the Convention relates to “ Prepared Opium.” This is defined as the 
product of raw opium, obtained by a series of special operations, especially by dissolving, 
DoiUng, roasting and fermentation, designed to transioim it into nn extract suitable for 
consumption. It is also declared to include dross and all other lesidues remaining when 
opium has been smoked. In an India Office letter, dated the 16th December, 1911, the Foreign 
Office was informed that on the assumption that the motion referred solely to opium prepared 
for smoking there wss no objection to authorizing the British delegates to the Opium Con- 
ference to vote in favour of the motion binding the participating Governments to prohibit 
the importation and exportation of prepared opium^and it is obvious from the report of the 
British delegates to the Conference that it was the intention of the Conference that opium 
which is eaten should be understood to be “raw opium,” while smoking preparations should 
be considered “prepared opium.” We have laboured this point as the definition which we 
quoted above refers to consumption and'%ot specifically to consumption by smoking, and, by 
'Stretching the language employed and ignoring the obvious intentions of the framers of the 
Convention, it might have been argued that the mere process of dissolving and straining raw 
opium for the .purpose of drinking is sufficient to brin g raw opium thus treated within iie 
definition of prepared opium. 

The inclusion within the meaning of prepared opium of dross and all other residues 
remaining when opium has been smoked is not of great importance. None of the provincial 
rules make specific provision for such dross and residues, but so far as they contain opium or 
morphiBe they are covered by the general rules and nothing further appears to be required. 

b Article 6 of the Convention requires the Contracting Powers to take measures for 
the gradaal and effective suppression of the manufacture of internal trade in and use of 
prepared opfem, with due regard to the varying circumstances of each country concerned^ 
unless regulations on the subject are already in existence. In dealing with this article, we 
shall have to distinguish between India proper and Burma the circumstances of which, as we 
have already remarked in paragraph 4, are peculiar. In India, so far as manufacture of and 
internal trade in prepared opium are concerned, the position is simple. None of the rules permit 
the manufacture of smoking preparations except by an individual for his own use from opium 
lawfully iu his possession. In some pi ovihees, moreover, the ooilditioDs of the heence issadl 
for the vend of opium contain a eategorical prohibition of the boiling of opium by the license© 
•for any purpose whatsoever. Similarly the sale of smoking preparations is no where permitted 
by the rules. Such manufacture and sale are, therefore, absolutely prohibited under section 4 
of the Opium Act, and so fer there is the fullest compliance with the terms of this article. 
tCher© remain B the question of the gradual and effective suppression of the use of prepami

9. The change in the rules, which allowed manufacture on behalf of a smoker as well as 


by him-elf, contemplated in this resolution haa, we have already seeH; ken carried oi5 in all 
provinces as have also the other measures xfferred to in the preeading paragraph with the 
exception of (a). The limit of private possession of opium-smoking preparations and of otuer 
opium has been reduced since 1912, aa shown in the following tablet-'-

10. The measures described above while they make the habit of opium-smokiug more 
difficult and more expensive have nothing in them in the nature of the unqualified pro- 
Mbition which it was the aim of Lord Hardinge’s GovernmeDt to enforce in part by 
suppressing all public gatherings for the purpose of smoking opium. The measures eontem- 
plated to this end are described in (a) in paragraph 8 above, and more than one local Govern- 
ment expressed their willingness to legislate on the lines that bad been suggested. The 
Government of Madras went further and were prepared to prohibit the practice of opium- 
smoking altogether. It was, however, represented that such legislation would more suitably 
be effected iu the Imperial Legislative Council and the main lines on which such legislation 
should proceed were agreed upon by Lord Hardinge’s Government. At the same time they felt 
that they could not during the war introduce a measure which was bound to be contentious and 
they resolved to postpone further action until the end of the war. Since then the position w'as* 
changed owing to tie introduction of the constitutional reforms. Excise in all Governor’s 
provinces is a proviacial, and in all Governor’s provinces, except Assam, a transferred subject, 
and any legislation to be undertaken must be initiated and carried in the reformed provincial 
Legislative Councils. We propose, however, to invite local Governments to consider the 
question of proceeding with such legislation on the lines decided on in 1915 in the areas foi 
which they are responsible. 


11. We have remarked that the Madras Government were prepared to piohibit the 
practice of opium-smoking altogether. To this course the Government of India have never 
been able to agree and we are not prepared to abandon the position which has been taken up 
by our predecessors. In their despatch of 23rd November, 1911, to which we have already 
referred Lord Hardinge’s Government said, We have arrived at these conclusions after 
full deliberation, in preference to an attempt at the categorical prohibition of the smoking of 
opium by individuals. To declare the act in itself illegal would, we are convinced, have been 
impracticable, impolitic and even dangerous. It would have been necessary for us, in the first 
instance, to ascertain and register all persons habituated to smoking, as China has endeavoured 
to do. This, we believe, would present serious difficulty unless we were to register opium- 
eaters as well— an impossibility under present conditions in India. But there are more 
imperative objections to the declaring of private opium-smoking an offence. If made effective 
it would only lead to the increased use of other aud probably more deleterious drugs. But 
to make it effective would mean domiciliary visits and the closeal supervision over persons 
suspected of the practice. It would open the door to blackmail, espionage and an amount of 
interference with the inner domestic life of the people which would be absolutely intolerable,”* 
With this declaration we are in the fullest accord. The gradual and effective suppression of 
the use of prepared opium required by article 6 of the Convention is now as in the past our 
ideal, and we may with confidence claim that we have taken and are still taking every prac- 
ticable step towards its realization with due regard to the circumstances of this country. J^ore^ 
than this the Convention does not require. 4

The aosolube prohibition of 
non-niedieal opium, whether for eating or smoking, to Barmans was e.vtended to Lower Burma 
in lS9d. In Lower Buima, however, a class of opium-smoking Burmese had grown up, and an 
exception had to be made in their favour. It was provided that all Barmans of 25 years or 
upwards who desired to continue the use of opium mast register themselves, Barmans under 25 
years of age not being eligible for registration. The system of registration was not entirely 
8ueee«8ful from the beginning, and the registers had to be revi-sed from time to time, though of 
eourse no names wore brought on the revised registers e.xcept those of Barmans who could 
prove their eligibility for registration in 18L>4, and there are now some 15,000 registered 
Burman consumers purchasing at the shops in a population of about 10 millions. Ttiess 
oonaumers wer« all 25 years of ago or more in 1804, and are therefore above 40 years of age 
at the present day. The rate of decrease ought to be more rapid now, an I the race of regis- 
tered consumers will ehoitly die out. With tlieir extinetion there will be absolute prohibition 
of opium to Burmans, except for medical purposes, in the whole of Buriu.i, that is, to the great 
mass of the population of the province. 

‘‘The eonsumptiou of opium by non- Burman races is allowed as in India pro |:Kjr, but 
subject, as I shall presently explain, to still more stringent restrictions. It is principally 
confined to Chinese who smoke, and Indian immigrants btdonging to classes who eafe opium ia 
moderation in India proper and who cuntinne to do so in Burma. 

“ Taking the province, aa a whole, however, smoking is tne prevalent form of consump- 
tion., and consequently iho shopkeepers in Burma are allowed to make up the raw opium 
supplied to them in smoking preparations and to retain such preparations to persons, entitled 
to make naa of them. The limit of private possession by such persons, whether as regards raw 
opium or smoking preparations, is 8 tolas ora tittle more than one ounce. 

“The poiiey of forbidding opium consumption to Barmans other than registered smokers 
in Lower Burma proved very difficult to carry out in practice owing to the large amount of 
smuggling and illicit sales which it provoked. These difficulties arose mainly from the 
lollowing eircumstaaees i as has been above explained, tbe registration of confirmed Barman 
smokers ia 1894 had been very incomplete, .largely owing to the ignorance of the people in 
regard to tho new resbriefeions to which they wore to be subject. It became a profitable 
industry to supply the cravings of smokers thus exslnded, and this category was fnrdier 
swelled by licit consumers (non-Barmans and registered Barmans) whom a too drastie limita- 
tion in the number of licensed shopa had deprived of a legitimate source* of aapply. The 
extensive seaboard of the province facilitated smuggling from India proper j, while the high 
j&fce of taxation far exceeding that in India, which the Barma Government had itiposed in 
order to diminiah oonsnmption made it profitable not merely to send over illioit opium from 
India, bat to add stuff which had been licitly proear^ at Indian shops. In Upper Burma, 
Again, the edntigaity of opiam-prodacing tracts in Ynnan and the BhaaBbafiea, and a loag and 
difficult frontier provoked smuggling from those areas, Lastly it was found that the licensed

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shop-keepers themselves were largely joining in the contraband traffic, adding smuggled opium 
to their licit supplies and sending out hawkers to vend the stuff outside the shops, while legiti- 
mate possessors were being tempted to dispose of some of their purchases to non-registered 
Burmans, And I need hardly add that the development of this contraband industry threatened 
to infect the rising generation of Barmans, who could in no case have claimed registration in 
1894, with the smoking habit. 

“ Difficult as the pioblem thus was, the Government of India can claim to have dealt 
with it in a satisfactory and efficient manner. In the first place, as already esplained, Barman 
opium smokers who might have been registered in 1894, but had not been so, were brought on 
the registers, thus enabling them to get their opium in a lawful intend of in an unlawful 
manner. The number of sanctioned shops was at the same time somewhat increased, though 
it still amounts to only 120 for the whole of the vast province. 

“Secondly, the strength and efficiency of the preventive staff has been enormously 
increased at a cost which has severely strained the financial resources of the Provincial 
Government. 

“.Thirdly, the shop system has been entirely recast on lines which all but amount, in 
practice, to a policy of official vend. The method is thus described in the Government of 
India’s despatch 

‘ Each shop, though let to a private licensee, is placed in the charge of a separate 
resident Excise officer, who is required to take charge of the opium when the shop is closed 
so be present at the shop throughout the hours of sale, to see that the name of each purchaser 
and the quantity sold to him are correctly recorded in the shop registers by the licensed vendor 
or his staff’, and to restrict the quantities sold month by month to each purchaser to the 
purchaser's probable consumption and means of jiurchase. This latter restriction on sales 
was introduced in order to stop the sale of opium to men buying lor resale to Bui mans who 
cannot under the law purchase opium. Careful enquiry has been neeessaiy in order to 
eliminate purchasers who were not consumers, and to restiict allowances to consumers so as bo 
afford them little or no margin for sale to others. In addition to the reootd kept in the daily 
sale registers, personal ledgers have been opened in the shops for all consumeis whose daily 
allowance is fixed above one-eightfa of a tola. Each consumer non-Burman or (in Lower Burma) 
registered Burman, is given a page in the register the total quantities of opium purchased by 
him, both at the shop witbn whose sphere he resides and at other shops, are recorded month by 
month under his name and note is made of the man’s occupation and income with other 
information bearing on the allowance of opium made to him, The whole of these operations 
are carried on under the closest official supervision, though the profits on the sales, after 
payment of a fixed ImOnee fee, accrue to the licensed vendor.' 

“ The retail price to consumeis is fixed at 1 rupee par tola (or say Ss. Qd per oz.) for raw 
opium and 1| rupees (or 3s. iOi^. per oz.) for smoking preparations, save at a few special shops 
where it has been pitched low^er owing to the special facilities for smuggimg. Further, in four 
districts in Which ‘foreign opium ' fa term 1 shall presently explain) is supplied the rates at 
present aie 10 annas (lOi^.) per tola for raw and 16 annas per tola for prepared opium. The 
cost of the drug has thus been made much higher than iu India proper, where it is by no means 
low. Thus, comparing like with like— the amount of taxation which the Government levies 
on each seer (about 2 lb.) of opium as I stated in my previous paper, amounts on the average, 
on the last statistics available to 26 rupees in India proper, while in Burma it is 06 rupees per 
seer, or more than double. 

“The ‘^foreign opium' above referred to is the product of Chinese areas and the Shan 
States bordering on Upper Burma, which has been allowed in for licit consumption, under 
strict Government control, iu four districts of the province into which it could otherwise be 
easily smuggled ; and in this category has to be inoluded opium grown in certain Kachin 
yiff^iges where poppy cultivation is allowed beoapse, though the villages are nominally ' within 
British Burma their sitaafcioa in remote hills has hitherto rendered it impossible to make any 
prohibition of such cultivation effective. Subject to these exceptions the cultivation of the 
poppy is prohibited throughout Burma, and the sole source of licit supply is Bengal opium 
obtained from India by Government channels, *

*^*As regards the non-Burman consumers, the Government of India have (arofully 
considered whetlier the time his come for the absolute prohibition of the u»o of opiurn^ except 
for modiral piurposeM, throughout Burma, but have had to roply to the question la the negative 
in the luiht of present-day condition'^. ‘ U e consult d,’ tu uso their own words, * the Go vt rn- 
ment of Burma, which after a thorough enquiry has ceme to tho eoneliisi n that the proposal 
is impiaeticalils at present. The present sources of the supply of opitfm to Baima are India, 

the transborfkr provinces of China, am! the diffieiiU country of the semi-harbaroos tribes 

the Shan^*, Kaebins, and Wa — witliin the British sphere. The licit supply from India could 
be stopp* d at once, but our local officers report that the production of opium ia Chinese territory 
just across the border of Burma has not yet been successfully stopped. There will also be 
difficulty iu enforcing the prohibition of opium in the tribal country, and much dwconti-nt 
will inevitably be caastd by the attempt. Unless these suppliua ar® cut oil’ there will be the 
strongest stimulus given to smuggling, under which even the present proiwtmu given 
Barmans will bo rendered nugatory, i here is considerable smuggliug of opium ukca iy from 
India into Buima on account of tho very high prices ruling in Buima rehrively to India, 
ant! this will be emrmon Iv inert-ased if the Hcit supply is cut off, unless the preventive staff* 
IS sfciengthened to au eMint altagt«thcr beyond the resources of the Provincial Uovernnteot. 
Further, the only methml bywhbhatutal pi olnbition against non-Burrattu mecs iii Burma 
could I e ooaoted with any hope of 8HlCce^s would be by a system of registration (of persona 
already addicted to tho habit) similar to the registration of Burman opium cousamersin Lower 
Burma, The non-Burmese population, however, consists of a large floating population of 
Indians and of Chinese fsom the Straits Settlements, who are not settled In Barnift but ooiUe 
theie as coolies, sepoys ^Sikh8), merchants, clerks, domestic servaute, or in puraalt of other 
professions. It would be impoBsible to inttoduce registration once for all among such a 
migratory population, and a proposal which ignored new-eomers who are consaiaers would 
most certainly fail The hill tribes of Akr.hern Burma would have to be excepted in any ease. 
And the danger of more deleterious drugs, anth as morphia, cocaine, and the derivatives of 

hemps, taking the place of opiom is greater in Burma. ..than 

ia other pjroviaces/ owing to the greater wealth and relatively laxurioos habits of the 
population there. 

should be noted, however, as evidence that everything Is being done, short of 
prohibition, which existing circamstancses permit that, at tha Gofornmest of India observe, 
* tho Government of Burma ha-, as lately as 19 Bh completely recast Its opium rules in lha 
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direction ot greater stungeney as regards the possession and sale of opium. Again, under 
the Barma Opium La\? (Amendmeatj Act ( Buima Act VII of 1909), persons who are believed 
to earn a livelihooi m whole or in part by unlawfully trafficking in opium or by abetting such 
traffic can be dealt withm a similar manner to that piovidei for under section 110 of the 
Cnrniual P»‘ocedure Cola. That section empowers magisttates to require secuiifcy from 
habitual thieves, burglars, and other criminals and in default of security to send them to prison, 
Onder tne same Bmma Act the powers of Excise and other officers to arrest and search for 
opium have been enhaneel,’ while it may be mentioned that a similar attempt is being made 
to stiengtheu the law in respect of cocaine and other intoxicating drugs which show a tendency 
to take the place of opium with every increase in the stringency of the opium regulations 
Portlier, the Government of Burma along with the other Provincial Governments is about to 
reduce the limit of private possession ot smoking preparations.” 

IS. The position in 1912 thus described is substantially correct at the present day. We 
Rave already remarked that the number of registered Burman consumers has now been, reduced 
from the original 94,000 to 5,405 and the retail price to consumers has been raised from 1 
rupee per tola of raw opium and 1| rupees per tula of smoking preparations to Rs 1-6 and 
Es l«ll, respectively. These changes are, however, unimpoitant compared with the step 
•which the Government of Burma, with our appioval, proposes to take with effect from the Ist 
Apiil nest, viz , to prohibit the sale of prepared opium throughout Burma. When this has 
been done au effective advance will have been made in bringing the position in Burma into 
line with that of the rest of India, and though the peculiar circumstances of Burma necessitate 
that the process of suppressing the use of prepared opium in that province should be more 
gradual than in the rest of India, the history of the efforts diiected to this end which we have 
quoted aliove is sufficient to show that in spice of the difficulties involved we are consistently 
acting up to the obligation imposed by article 6 of the Convention 

14. Article 7 of the Convention requires the Ooutracting Powers to prohibit the import 
and export of prepared opium. As none of the provincial rules permits such import and export 
they are foi bidden under section 4 of the Opium Act and this article is therefore complied 
with. In the cueumstances the question whether the requirements of article 8 are iulSlled 
does not arise. 

15. Chapter III of the Couveniion deals with the eontiol of morphine cocaine and other 
■similar and allied drugs. The control of morphine in India is exercised by means of the 
Opium Act, 1887, and rules made thereunder, while cocaine is regulated by the various 
provincial Exeiise Acts or Regulations and rules thereunder, the rules in both cases being 
made by the Local Goveinmeuts and Administrations. 

16 In paragraph 23 of the despatch of Lord Hardinge’s Government, no. 285, dated 
the 23rd November^ 1911, it was stated that the Ijiw on the subject of morphia in India varied 
from province to piovince and iu paragraph 10 of the resolution of the Goverament of India 
no. 633-P E , dated the lOth August, 1912, a copy of which was forwarded to the India Offiee 
with Mr. Howaid’s letter no. 744 -E.E., dated the 3rd October, 1912, the attention of Local 
Governments was drawn to the urgent necessity of a self-contained body of rules relating 
to morphia and allied opium compounds and the desirability of having unified rules for the 
whole of British India. It was not, however, until 1918 that a .standard set of rules was 
agreed upon and Local Governments were invited to adopt them with sneh modifications as 
local conditions might require Since then all Local Governments and Administrations 
have adopted these standard rules with slight immaterial modifications and we propose to 
examine the rules in force in Bengal as typical of all. 

17. The fact that there is no self-contained body of rules regulating cocaine drugs in 
-each province makes it less easy to follow exactly how they are controlled, but as the Excise 
Acts or Regulatious of all proviaees and areas ioUow the same main lines, we trust that the 
general account which we give of the system with reference to the provisions of each article 
of the Convention concerned will make it a simple matter to compare the existing regulation® 
in each province with the requirements of those articles. 
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of cocame should ever be found necessary, a eoadifcion of fehis nature would undoubtedly be 
prescribed. In existing eircumsfeances, however, there is no occasion to regulate canufacture 
which is not carried on and the question whether clause (a) of article 10 is complied with or 
not does not really arise. 

(6) The second measure to be taken under article 10 is to require that all persons engaged 
in the manufacture, imp )rt, sale, distribution or export of morphine and cocaine shall be 
furnished with a licence to engage in these operations. This requirement is fulfilled in respect 
of morphine m rules 3 to 20, and in respect of cocaine by the sections of the various Excise 
Acts, which prohibit the manufacture, import, export, transport or sale of an excisable article 
except under the authority and anbjeot to the conditions of a licence, 

fc) Ihe third measure is to require that persons engaged in the manufacture, etc., of 
morphine and cocaine should be required to enter in their books the quantities manufactured, 
imports, sales aud all other distribution and exports of morphine. The forms of licence 
require licensed dealers and chemists to keep a cirreeb account of all transactions in morphia 
drugs showing the quantity and source of supplies received and the quantity and destination 
of all amounts disposed of, Similar accounts are pi escribed in most of the forms of licence 
for the vend of cocaine and when this is not so a general provision applicable to ail licences 
for the vend of excisable articles requires such accounts to be kept. Eequirement (c) of article 
10 IS, therefore, substantially complied with in both eases. 

22. Aiticle 11 requires the Contracting Powers to take measures to prohibit as regards 
their interaal trade the delivery of morphine, cocaine, etc,, to any unauthorized persons. 
Article 13 binds the Contracting Powers to use their best endeavours to restrict to authorized 
persons the import of morphine, cocaine, etc, These two articles may be considered together. 
In this connection we would invite attention to the notiScation in our department of Commerce 
and Industry no, 720-79, dated the 4th February, 1911, issued under section 19 of the Sea 
Customs Act, l8T8, by which the import by poet, by sea or by land of all alkaloids of opium 
and cocaine is absolutely prohibited, while impcrt by other means is restricted to cases of 
import by persons piermitted to import by a Local Government or Administration. Similarly, 
by the provincal rules import and transport of morphia drugs and cocaine by post is 
ahsolutely prohibited. Importation of morphine drugs by other means is permitted only in 
the case of persons permitted by the rules to possess such drugs (rules 10 to 13, 26 and 28), 
while transport is only allowed under a pass (rules 16 and 27). In the case of cocaine the 
provisions of the rules with regard to possession and sale which have been described above are 
supplemented by rules forbidding transport except under cover of a pass and import except on, 
special permits issued on each occasion of import, Artiolea.il and 12 are thus fully complied 
with. 

23 Article 13 relates to the export of morphine and cocaine, and the Contracting 
Powers undertake to use their best endeavours to adopt or cause to be adopted measures 
to ensure that morphine and cocaine shall not be exported to persons resident in the territories 
ol other Contracting Powers unless such persons are furnished with the licences or permits 
provided for by the laws or regulations of the importing country. The provincial rules in 
mott cases permit export without reference to destination on an order granted by the Chief 
Excise Authority and to this extent are defective. We have however, already informed you 
in our despatch no. 21, dated the 4th March, 1921, that we are prepared to prohibit export of 
morphine, coi’aine, etc, unless the consignment to be exported is covered by a certificate granted 
by the Government of the country to which it is to be espoited to the effect that it is required 
solely for medicinal or scientific purposes, in the case of countries which enter into the 
reciprocal arrangements proposed by the Board of Trade. We have at present no information 
as to which of the signatories of the Hague Opium Convention require imports of morphine 
to be covered by a licence or permit but cn the receipt o! such information we are prepared 
at once to issue a notification under the Sea Customs Act forbidding the export of morphine 
and cocaine to the country concerned unless it is covered by a licence -or permit granted in 
accordance with the laws or regulations of such country. 

24, Aiticle 14 requirel the Contracting Powers to apply the laws and legdlations 
respecting the manufacture^ import, sale or export of morphine, cocaine, etc., to four classes 
of arti las.

OiisEKYATioxs.- — The \ear 1920 was one of more than average 
prosperity. The sprmg haiveb was good, gram pncfs remained high and 
labour vas in iiiueli demand and well reumneratLd. Inducements to 
crime were eon-^eqiienily fewer and from a police point of view the special 
feature of the year was the notable decrease of 31 per cent, in the 
volume of cogiiiiaUe crime as compared with the pre^ioll^ year and the 
still mom ^Siati^aetory decrease la the returns of serious offence > against 
person^ and properly -whicU were 22 per cent, lower than in any of the 
pievitii^ twenty years. The number of cognizable offences reported 
was Jiiiich lower than it liaa been for over twenty years. 

2. The percentace of cases not investigated continues to decrease 
In spite of the remarbs of Sir Harcourt Butler in his review of tho 
1919 report and the efforts of the Inspector- General. If the present 
rate of decrease continues every case reported will in another decade 
be invtsligaied. The Governor in Council regrets the continued 
incre>J-^e in this misapplioation of energy. Of oases investigated by the 
police 10 per cent, were successfully prosecuted. In view of the 
increase in the percentage of investigations this result is satisfactory and 
compares fa\ Durably with that of any year aince 1910, except 1919, 
lor the success during w’-hich there 'were exceptional reasons. The 
Governor in Council agrees with the Inspector- General that frequent 
transfers of station officers are more apt to favour the criminal than to 
benefit tbe public and be commends the remarks, of the Inspector- 
General on this point to all District Magistrates, 

3. The number of murders fell by 16 per cent, from 824 to 696 
and those by daeoits by over 60 per cent, from 109 to 63, There was a 
less satisfactory decrease in the percentage of cases successfully prose- 
cuted. The reduction in the number of murders of children for their 
ornaments is welcome, but the considerable number of pamindam, 
village headmen and chlukidars done to death is a disquieting feature. 
In Ooih there were no cases of women convicted of the murder of 
their infant children. In the Agra province there were fourteen such 
oases, in nine of "which the children were legitimate. In all oases lha 
sontence was reviewed by the High Court or the Local Govemment, 

4. The number of not cases rose to what may be regarded as the 
normal love!. Some of these riots occurred in connection with religious 
festivals bat few were of a serious nature. The steady decrease in the 
returns of grievous hurt cases has received at least a temporary cheek 
and the figures have returnod to the 1918 level The Inspector- 
Generals remark in regard to the proneness of the courts to accept 
compromises in these cases should receive the attention of all District 
Magistrates. 
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5 No feature of the year’s work is more satisfactory than the 
success met with in the campaign against dacoity. The number of cases 
reported was less than in any of the previous six years and was 53 per 
cent, and 64 per cent, less than m 1918 and 1919, respectively. The 
decrease was most marked in the case of attacks on houses. Success in 
investigation and prosecution was somewhat less than in the pievious 
year hut compares most favourably with any other year since 1909, and 
what is paiticularly gratifying is that most of the important armed 
gangs operating in the province appear to have been broken np. It is 
not necessary to make detailed reference to these captures, but the 
districts of Bulandshahr, Agra, Farrukhahad, Bijnor, Hardoi, Bahraioh, 
Basti, Jhansi and Jalann have all been conspicuous for good work in 
this connection. The police, the people and the authorities of the 
neighbouring States on the southern borders of the province have ail 
contributed their share to this success. It is noticeable that in most 
instances in which villagers put up some resistance and succeeded in 
injuring even one of their assailants, clues were obtained which 
ultimately led to the airest of whole gangs. This demonstrates the 
need of encouraging villagers to defend themselves. 

6. The work in the Jhansi district calls for special mention. The 
situation of that district in relation to Indian States places the dacoit 
at a great advantage and it says much for the work of the district 
police and for their co-operation with the authorities of the border 
States that snob notorious outlaws as Mazbut Singh and his lieutenant 
Bam Dayal, Nanhe Singh (a dismissed constable), and Kuajal Singh 
and Bandhir Singh, together with many of their confederates were 
accounted for during the year. In this conneotion the Governor in 
Council desires to place on recoid his recognition of the generous assist- 
ance received from the authoiities of the Central India States adjoin- 
ing the Jhansi district. In contrast with this success in the south of 
the province, the failure to round up the gang or gangs operating in the 
submontane area of the Bijnor, Moiadabad and Naini Tal districts is 
the more regrettable and the Governor in Council hopes that the con- 
ference referred to by the Inspector-General will be successful in for- 
mulating some definite plan for oifensive action against these pests 

7. The number of burglaries was the lowest on record and one- 
third less than the number recorded in the .previous year. Intelligent 
use of the preventive sections has contributed to this satisfactory result. 
Unfortunately there has been no corresponding improvement in the 
detection of this form of crime which remains at a very low standard, 
and any measures which are calculated to raise the standard should be 
given a fair trial. The attention of District Magistrates is drawn to the 
fact that less than one case out of every six in which action was taken 
hy Magistrates on their own initiative proved successful. Magistrates 

' should he encouraged to use more discretion in taking up oases of this 
^ nature. 

. ‘ 8. Ordinary theft also fell to the lowest figure on record. In 

regard to this form of crime also Magistrates appear to be somewhat . 
' prone to take np on their own xniMative oases in which there is little- 
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10. Tlic .real decrease in the volume of crime in tim year 1920 
lt\ to a lirgc extent, attribuied to flic « x' use of the 

prt*VLiili%'e Sections m the predion-- year. It is not surprislLg therefore 
to find that less use of tlie-e sections was made in the year under report. 
An unfeat»Bfaetory feature of the work imdtr this head was the 
incriase in the number of persons dealt 'with undc’" section 110, Criminal 
Procjedure Code, who were discharged without being called on to give 
security. The Governor in Councii agrees with the InspiCtor-Genorai 
that unsuccesriui proceedings under this suction are niost harnihil and he 
commends the Inspeotor-GenoraFs remarks on the point to the consider- 
ation of all District Officers. Success in these cases is closely connected 
with careful surveillance, a question which clearly deaaands more atten- 
tion than it at preheat reeeTOS from some Superintendents. 


11. The most notable feature of the criminal tribes administration 
during the year was the registration and restriction of Gypsies, which 
resulted in an increase of the total registered population from 27,290 to 
36,902. It is too early yet to judge of the effects of this new move. Care 
is being taken to remove the restrictions on all the non-criminal mem- 
bers of the tribe and also to seo that the areas of* restriction arc such 
as to afford adequate opportunity of earning a livelihood, and results 
should soon begin to be aeon. In other respects the work has been 
carried on on the usual lines and, as the Governor in Council believes, 
to the benefit both of the general public and of tha'^o unfortunate mem- 
bers of society who have been brought up to look upon crime as a means 
of livelihood. The Devolution Act (XXX'V'XII of 1920) now enables 
the Local Government to exercise certain impo,rtanb powers under the 
Criminal Tribes Act without reference to the Govemmeat of India, 
while certain important changes in the rules regulating registration and 
admission to and discharge from settlements and also In tho Oriminai 
Tribes Act are under conaideration. 


12. It is gratifying that the very necessary increase la the pay 
of the constabulary has resulted in a marked decrease in the number of 
resignations. Though the number of vacancies m the civil police was 
still large at the close of the year it has since fallen steadily and at 
the end of dune in the present year was only 379. It is gratifying also 
to note that the unpopularity of the arm^ branch of the service is 
dying out m a result of the grant of special allowanois. Olhfe 
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improYements in tRe conditions of service have been sanctioned on 
the reoommendation of the Civil Police Committee and the Governor 
in Council is confident that an era of greater contentment on the part 
of the whole force has been entered upon. The discipline of the force 
was above the average of recent years in spite of the spirit of unrest 
which was abroad in the land. The number of cases of abuse of power 
has also been small and only a very few of these were of a serious nature. 
The proportion of literate constables is still deplorably low, but the grant 
of special literate allowances which has recently been sanctioned should 
result in an improvement in this respect* 

13. Crime on the railways did not decrease to the same extent as 
in the districts. The returns for the diSerent railways are of interest. 
Eor every mile of line served by the Railway Police of this province the 
East Indian Railway had 4*06 crime reports, the North-Western 3, the 
Great Indian Peninsula 1*33, the Oudh and Rohilkhand 1*12, the Rohil- 
khand and Kumaun 1 and the Bengal and North-Western Railway '65. 
These figures afford much food for reflection but no attempt has been 
made in the report of the Deputy Inspector-General of Railway branch 
to account for the remarkable variations in the incidence of crime on the 
different systems. It is clear that the police work on the railways is 
still far from satisfactory and it is hoped that the recommendations of 
the Railway Police Committee will result in a marked improvement. 

14. The Inspector-General has dealt at some length with the 
position of village ohaukidars, and the Governor in Council is in entire 
agreement with the views expressed by him. The remuneration of the 
ohaukidars is no doubt very meagre but it never has been and never 
was intended to be the wage of a full-time servant of Government in 
the ordinary sense. Their duties are ordinarily far from onerous and 
steps are being taken to lighten them still further and they have ample 
time for, and as a matter of fact nearly always follow, some other 
calling which is a source of income to them. The cost of raising the 
pay of the force as at present constituted by even Re. 1 per month 
would be over 10 lakhs a year and to give the force an ordinary full- 
time wage would cost considerably more than half a crore. These 
figures demonstrate the difficulty of the situation. It is too early yet 
to judge the results of the recent improvements in the conditions of 
service hut the position of the force will continue to receive the anxious 
consideration of Government. ^ 

15. Most of the ^ork of the Criminal Investigation department 
is necessarily of a secret nature. Results cannot be tabulated and can 
only be appreciated by the officers of Government who see them. The 
year was an exceptionally heavy tone for the Special Branch and the 
work of this Branch must remain heavy so long as the present political 
conditions continue. The Governor in Council recognises the strain 
imposed upon the staff and records his appreciation of the manner in 
whiph they have discharged their exacting duties. 

16. Active co-operation between officers of the department serving 
in border districts and the officials of neighbouring States is essential to 

sueoess^f police work in these districts. The Governor in Council

Important refdrms in the ur. jih uion 
of the force are Btill iiending and ’ft ill be proceeded with as eiroaiiibtanrf^ 
permit. 


18. In conoiusion the Governor in Council desire-, to eongratnlale 
Mr, L. M. Kaye on another year of sound and suceesdal administration, 
and, while expressing his appreciation of the services of tiie force as 
a whole, he would accord his special thanks to those ufilcers \»hose 
individual services have been brought to his notice by the Inspector- 
General In view of all the fones at work in the land tending to 
unrest, lawlessness, and indi-scipriiie it says very much for the work and 
the morale of the force tlurt the volume of crime, and especially of 
serious crime, was lower than in any of the previous fcw'enty years and 
that the standard of discipline and conduct has, if anything, risen othm* 
than fallen. In the face of great diffli nilies the police force has rendered 
splendid services to tiu? public. The Governor in Council i? pleased to 
notice that the importance of those services is becoming increasingly 
recognised by the community jat large and he is confident that with the 
growth of the spirit of responsibility, tlm support and sympathy fthicli 
the force receive from the,piiblic wui steadily inoreasc.

Forest bepaktment- 

The following is published for genera! information : — 

A comprehensiye survey of fcho area of forest burnt in the United Provinces 
during the outbreak of inccncliarism in May last shows that deliberate inec-m- 
diarism was confined niaialy^to Kumaua. The area duskoyed in Salriranpnr, 
Dehra Dun? and Chakrata was not largo, bat in the Kumauii circle 285,074 acres, 
or 70 per cent, of the total area under protection was burnt. Most of the fires 
are believed to have been due to organiiied incendiarism. The current resin 
output in Kanikhet and Central Alrnora divisions has been rctliiced to a quarter of 
the normal and tho out-put in the Kaini Tal division has also boon very sarioiisly 

iy disappeared in the burnt are! 

i^euirai iiiniora aim wu xiaim a a! divisions. la North Uarhwai acres of 

chir regeneration area, 1(1,300 acres of silver fir, 8 i, 430 acres of klmrshu oak, 
147,708 acres of bauj forest, and some thousands of acres of blue piac, spruce, 
and cypress have bean burnt ; much of this, however, was not specially protected. 
The total area in the Eumaun circle under firo-proiection amounts 404,455 acres, 
out of which 285,074 were burnt. Out of the total area in fcho Kumaua, and 
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Industries department. 

As already announced, the Government of the United Provinces directed 
Mr. Milner- White, i.o.S., to enquire into the causes of the high price of food- 
grains, especially of wheat, and to submit a report. An abstract summary of his 
conclusions is now published for general information and it is hoped that it will 
dispel many of the baseless rumours and apprehensions which have been a cause 
of disquiet. 

“ The main cause of the present high price of wheat is the comparative 
failure of the 1921 wheat crop over the whole of India. The estimated outturn 
is practically crores of maunds, or 34 per cent, less than last year. The Punjab 
has suffered paiticularly, as its crop was 40 per cent, less, that is, over 4 crores of 
maunds short ; while the United Provinces, the next largest grower, were short 
by 21 per cent., or nearly If crores of maunds. The result is that the Punjab 
has been importing from the United Provinces instead of exporting to them. In 
the three months April to June, 1920, the Punjab sent 7| lakhs of maunds to the 
United Provinces and received only about 65,000 maunds from them : in 1921 it 
sent over 76,000 maunds and received no less than 4,11,000 maunds. In July and 
August the contrast is even greater. As far as can be seen, most of these exports 
to the Punjab are for local consumption; very little indeed— an infinitesimal 
amount in the last months — has gone to Earachi. 

“ The United Provinces have also supplied a good deal to Bombay, Ahmad- 
nagar, etc , where the crop was 45 per cent, short. This also was almost ceitainly 
for local consumption. There is nothing to show that any of it was intended for 
export, in spito of rumours to that effect. 

Consequently the United Provinces are suffering from three things 

(1) A crop 21 per cent, short. 

(2) A loss of practically all the supplies which usually come from the 

Punjab. 

(3) A very much bigger export trade to other parts of India than usual. 

“ There is thus an abnormal drain on the existing stocks. Grain pits, which 
usually are not opened till November, have been drawn on from July. It is not 
surprising that prices have risen abnormally in the provinces, as the dwindling 
supplies make the dealers nervous about the future. 

“ The sudden rise at the end of July and in August was probably due to a 
variety of minor causes. The steady rise due to the shortage gave an opening 
for a vast amount of speculation. S<2-^i^a*gambling was practised everywhere, and 
fictitious transactions over thousands of tons not even in existence are said to 
have taken place. This was bound to send up the price unwarrantably. About 
the same time the heavy and continuous rainfall gave rise to the apprehension 
that the forthcoming klmif, which up to then had promised well, would be 
drowned out and ruined. This gave another impetus to the rising prices. Again, 
in August, there were heavy purchases by the flour mills in Delhi and Ambala, 
and this demand coming on to a frightened market sent up the prices still further. 
As far as can be ascertained, these purchases, so far as they are for the ordinary 
army supplies, are much less than usual ; but they are usually made in the 
Punjab, not in the United Provinces, and to the United Provinces’ dealers the 
demand seemed abnormally large. 

“ A shortage of wagons on almost every railway prevented the timely arrival 
of food-grains from the east of the province to the west and, the Punjab to the

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Report of the Select Committee and Minutes of Dissent on the Oudh Rent 

(Amendment) Bill. 

1, We have the honour to present a report of the Select Committee appointed 
to consider the Oudh Rent Amendment Bill of 1921. We much regret that in con- 
sequence of being defeated on certain proposals to extend occupancy rights as defined 
in section 5 of the Act of 1S86, and confer hereditary rights on statutory tenants as 
defined in tho present Amendment Bill, certain of our colleagues withdrew from the 
Select Committee. These wpi’t* : — 

(1) Pandit GokaranNach Misra. 

(2) Pandit Hirday Nath Kunzru. 

(3) Pandit Radha Kant Malaviya. 

(4) Babu Sita Ram of Kheri. 

(5) Pandit Earn Sewak. 

We are glad, however, to state that Babu Shankar Dayal, who was elected as the 
tenants’ representative from Partabgarh district, did not find it necessary to take this 
course, and he has assisted us throughout with his valuable co-operation and advice. 

2. We commence our report by indicating briefly the nature of the amendments 
put forward by the seceding party the defeat of which led to their secession. The 
amendments proposed for the extension of occupancy rights under section 5 of the 
Act of 1886 were four in number. The proposals were ; — 

(«) CO confer occupancy rights as defined in that Act on all tenants who had 
continuously cultivated for twelve years previous to the commencement 
of the Amendment Act under consideration ; 

(6) to confer such rights on all tenants who cultivated by themselves or through 

persons from whom they had inherited since July 1st, 1892. This 
amendment was qualified by the provision that the inheritance should 
be limited as defined in section 22 of the Agra Tenancy Act plus parents. ' 
(It is no doubt common knowledge that occupancy rights in Oudh as 
defined by section 5 descend as in the case of land and without any 
limitation of inheritance) ; ' 

(c) to confer occupancy rights as defined in the Act of 1886 on all tenants who 

had held continuously themselves or through persons from whom they 
' had inherited from 1866 or from the first regular settlement ; 

(d) a similar amendment with inheritance limited as in section 22 of the Agra 

Tenancy Act plus parents. 

3, The majority of the Select Committee were unable to accept these proposals. 
They regarded ^ general extension of a tenant right conferring unlimited rights of 
inheritance with consequent unlimited sub-division of holdings in future as bad in 
itself. It would confer rights in perpetuity on the present body of cultivators to 
the exqlusiop for ever of a large body of sub-tenants and others desiring land. 

4. With regard to the more limited proposal to bestow these rights on men 
who had cultivated either themselves or through persons from whom they had 
inherited from the first regular settlement—a proposal which at first sight must 
command sympathy— they felt that there are two main objections. The first was that 
the proposal would penalise good landlords, while bad landlords would go scot free. 
In many large estates in Oudh there have been few ejectments. It has almost 
invai'iably been the practice to allow the heir to succeed. In those estates, were the 
proposal accepted, the result would be that the majority of cultivators would get 
occupancy rights with unlimited right of succession. In other estates, where eject- 
ments have been frequent, this would not be the case. But the chief objection, it 
was felt, would be the flood of litigation which would be let loose, It has been the 
experience of members of t^iis committee in trying cases under section 107H, ip. 
which the evidence would be of a similar nature, that it is practically impossible at 
this late period to get any reliable proof of descent or succession, The evidence is 
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CompmBation for improvnnml^ 

8 . Wo have amended sections 2’i and 23 of the Act of IHbtJ sv> as to confer on 
occupancy tenants and tenants huldtng under a special agrctanent or decree of court 
gind statutory tenanta a right to canstruct, maintain and repair a well for Ihe tirigaticHi 
of thoir holdings, with tlw proviso that if ih« landlord desires to construct a well for 
him&elf he fehall have the prior right to do so* 

Acqui$itwn of land by a landlords 

9 . Wo have amended the new section 30 A relating to the ar*<|ois4mii of kad by 
tho landlord for certain purposes. All these cases will he tried by the Deputy Com- 
missioner subject to an appual to tho Commissioner. Acquisition will Iw sanctioned, 
subject to the condition that there arc no reasonable grounds against if. We have 
amonded tho ooadilions on which landlords can acquire land for kfmdka$U, and 
limited this form of acquisition to cases in which th© hind is required for the mam- 
tenanw of tferoselves and their family dependents. We have restricted the jmwer to 
acquire knd for buildings. 
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10, We have considerofl a proposal made by the Government of India that 
the possible enhancement of rmt at the expny of the 10 years period should bo 
limited to annas in the rupH\ We ate entirely opposed to this proposal which 
we consider would stereotype one of the worst features of the existing Act. It 
in our opinion mainly due to the attempt in the past to limit the enhancement of 
rent at seven yeai pel lod', to one anna m the rupee that the piactico of exacting 
nazranas has gtown up. The landlotd has been debarred from obtaining by legal 
methods his just share iii the produce of the holding, which with the rise of prices 
has so largely increased of late. Being debaried from obtaining this share in the 
shape of an acDqnate economical lent, he has resorted to the device of extracting lump 
sums from tenants as the price of the renewal of their holdings, The samp thing 
would probably result in the future if the landloid and tenant are not left free to come 
to an agreement as to rent, subject to assessment by a court in the event of their 
being not able to agree. 

Heirs of statutory tenants. 

11, We have embodied a fnsh provision with regard to the heirs of statutory 
tenants, which we hope will give great satisfaction to she body of tenants generally. 
Under the existing Act, the heir of a deceased tenant is entitled to succeed for the 
unoxpired portion of the statutory period for which the deceased tenant might have 
held. The Board have held that where a tenant’s rent was not enhanced nor the 
area of his holding changed at the expiry of his seven years period, and the tenant 
died, the heir was left with no rights whatever and was liable to immediate eject- 
ment. Wo considered various methods of getting over this obvious injustice, and 
have finally unanimously agreed to enact that the heir of a statutory tenant shall be 
entitled to succeed for a 6xad period of five years. If the rent of the deceased 
tenant was not enhanced at the close of his statutory period, which will under the 
Bill be 10 years, or at a subsequent period prior to the tenant’s decease, the landlord 
will have the right to enhance the rent of the heir either by agreement or by recourse 
to court. We fe.^1 that by giving the heii the right to hold for a fixed and substantial 
period after the dtath of the tenant we are conveying a feeling of security to all sitting 
tenants and also remedying existing inequalities. 

12, We have kept intact the sections relating to what is known as the roster 
years or 10 year peiiods at which rents will be special fixed by ofiScers. We feel that 
the procedure is mtiieate and difficult, but no satisfactory solution or suggestion for 
fresfi machinery has been submitted to us. 

13 We have entirely eliminated the section relating to the undesirable tenant. 
We feel that when a life-tenure is conferred it is desirable that the landlord should 
have power to gel rid of a tenant who is a danger in the village, or who persirtently 
obstructs good estate management. But we have been unable to devise any formula 
which will cover the case. 

14 We have inserted a provision in the Act to make it clear that Chapter VIIA 
relating to resumption of land field rent-free or at a favourable rate of rent does not 
apply to gloves. In our opinion the definition of land containod in the Act of 1886 
would include groves, altfiougfi tfiere have been conflicting decisions on the point. It 
is well to make the matter quite clear. If land includes groves then the result, which^ 
was certainly never intended, would be that, in a suit for resumption, the holder of a 
grove which had ceased to be a grove would ho able to claim the benefit of the provi- 
sitos of section lOtH in cases, which will be very numerous, in which the grove has 
been held for 50 years and by two successors to the original grantee. 

15. We ha^e also made certain other changes of minor importance in the Bill 
which we do not consider it necessary to detail, 

16. In view of the notices of ejectment which are being issued during the 
current year aild which we consider it essential should not be enforced, we have added 
a seetion to the amending Act making all such notices issued under se tion 55 of the 
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Minutes of Dissent. 

(1) I am very strongly of opinion that the taking of nazrana (premium) should 
be declared illegal. 

(2) I think that in the interests of tenants as well as of landlords clause (c) of 
section 62A should be amended as I have already proposed. 

J. C. FAUNTHORPE,

I regret that I could not participate in the deliberations of the Select Committee 
till the afternoon of October 5th, and so am not in a position to subscribe to the first 
few paragraphs of the report, specially in view of the opinions that I hold. Most of 
these points I had mentioned in my speech in the Council when the Bill was 
introduced. 

By deleting the provisions of siction 62B altogether I am glad the taluqdars 
and the Government have gone a great way to appease popular feeling. I should 
have liked, however, to see provisions governing the following matters inserted as 
well and am soiry that the majority of the Select Committee did not see their way to 
incorporate them. I believe that, if embodied, these would have further liberalized 
the present measure to a large extent 

Desirable Provisions. 

(1) A restricted right of succession to the statutory tenant. The direct heir in the 
male line of descent and the widow should not have to knock about after the decease 
of the statutory tenant. It is true that a period of five years has been allowed 
to the heir by the Select Committee But it would add immensely to the socurity of 
tenure and to agricultural improvements if a cultivator were to feel that his widow 
and his direct heir will have a holding and will not be turned out, perhaps compel- 
led to seek a fresh lease from the landlord. The hereditary right would take away 
from the taluqdar the temptation of leasing out land to the old and the decrepit or 
of demanding nmranas from the heir. Ib*would be only perpetuating by law the 
custom prevalent at present among good landlords of permitting tenants to cultivate 
one generation after another, and it would be a stumbling block in the way of bad 
landlords who are rack-renters. The objection that this would lead to a multiplicity 
of small holdings will not hold good, as holdings ought to be indivisible and imparti- 
ble, just as under the Agra Act, If this hereditary right is allowed, no provision need 
be made for fuither creating occupancy rights. At page 95 of Sabadhikari’s “ Taluq- 
dari Bettlement in Oudh” it is said that the Financial Commissioner (Mr. Davis) 
came to the conclusion that, according to custom, the zamindars rarely ejected cultiva- 
tors who held their fileds in common, so long as they paid the rent demanded.” This 
tenancy in common and non-ejectment is no new feature, therefore, and I consider 
that the best system is summed up in the phrase “No ejectment, no occupancy’* 
subject to a few safeguards in the joint interests of the landlord and the tenant. 

(2) Failing this, I would give occupancy rights to people who have been cultivat- 
ing land continuously since the last settlement or at least since the first regular 
settlement. I am not in favour of the accrual of occupancy rights after 12 years* 
continuous cultivation as in the Agra Act. 

(3) A check on illegal payments should be explicitly provided for by law. These 
exactions should be penalised ; they have brought bad name to the great body of 
taluqdars, although I am sure that only the black sheep among them are responsible^ 
But either there are these illegal exactions at present or not. If there are, there 
should be a check ; if not, the good landlord has nothing bo fear. Unless illegal dues 
are penalised, it will be difficult to put a stop to the fears of the tenants — real or 
imaginary. I would, therefore, borrdw this provision from the Agra Act. The fear 
of litigation is at best unfounded, and in any case need not stand in the way of this 
necessary safeguard. 

(4) In 80 Aj which I welcome and which I hope will be inserted in the Agra 
Aet as well, I would provide another safeguard against abuse. The land sought to be 
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acquired, to bo beneficial and serviceable, should bo in one block and lut in scattered 
plots and should not eic-.ed 1/lUtb of the total village area or of the total hharo of the 
proprietor. A small proprietor is not likely to take advantage of tins sjction at all, 
and so the restriction suggested would appear to be a nece.-'&ity. 

(5) Students of agrarian problems are familiar with the evils of -mail scattered 
holdings. Mr. Morehnd and Professor Jevon^ have m their writing- ilwdt at I ngtii 
on the^'G evils and on the bmefits of consolidated holdings. To the larijin purpj'^e^ 
for which land may be acquired under section 30A, I would add this purpose n.s well, 
viz,, consolidation of agricultural holdings. A beginning has got to b' made, and as 
Ac|,3 of legislature are nob on tho anvil daily, I would .sugge-^t the embodiment of this 
purpose now that this particular measure is before us. V’ested interests are bound 
to be disturbed, but things can proceed gradually. Occupancy holdings will have 
to come under acqui-sition, if my suggestion meets with ihe approval of th*' council. 

(6) I do not agree with the majoiity of my colleagues as to the very ccniplicatec! 
method of enhancement, viz., roster year, etc. I have not been able to agree a-> io tlia 
necessity of embodying what should only be a temporary fcatiirG into an Act of 
kgislatm’G. I admit that rents are at present low in Oudh. But Govornmeni: can 
appoint a special officer to settle fair and equitable rents. Say wdthin three yours of 
the passing of tho new Act. A fuither revision may, by an administrative order, 
be made when the Savda canal project has materialized m yielding a larger and 
a better produce. Alter this is done, why should rates of rents be rev ised by a special 
officer every ten years ? Enbancements in future ought to depend mainly on (1) 
the rise in economic prices ; and (2) the improvements increasing the quantity or 
value of the produce. In view of the current prices of wheat and other foodsTufis, it 
is difficult to conceive a still higher rise without disaster, and ordinary improvements 
can be dealt with in the ordinary way. I do not see, therefore, the necessity of fixing 
rates of rents every ten years and the good of appointing special officers to determine 
this. Deputed for enhancement, it will be perhaps beyond the powers of these special 
officers to fix lower rates for purposes of abatement. I fear that this system of a ten 

I year settlement will lead to a lot of bad blood between the tenant and tho landlord, to 
corruption and to litigation, without any compensating advantage to the landlord or 

the tenant. , 

If the ordinary district staff cannot eope with enhancement work. Government 
can always appoint a special officer, just as it appoints a partition officer. I do not 
think that in future there will bo such a plethora of enhancement cases in Oudhj 
most probably most of such cases will be settled by private agreement between the 
landlord and the tenant. 

No proportion of tho increase again is laid down as distributable between Govern- 
ment, landlord and tenant. The whole thing is to depend, even under the roster 
year system, upon the court, So I would delete tho roster year system from tho Act 
and would relegate it to rules in cases of necessity, 

(7) I am whole-heartedly in favour of the desire of the taluqdars to have future 
sir rights, subject to a maximum limit. Should this valuable right bo conceded, 
it will be not too much to hope that the hereditary principle may yet prove acceptable 
to the noble and genoi’.nis aristocracy of Oudh. Given sir rights and given the right 
of* acquisition, tho taluq iar must let his land out to cultivators who, if they enjoy 
security of tenure, subj ‘ct to payment of rent and a periodical revision of rent, will 
form the backbone of a prosperous nation. 

Subject to these points and other minor amendments which I may move k the 
Council, I append my s.gnature to the report of the Select Committee.

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Miniata of dissent os the majority report of the Select Committee of the 

Ondh Rent Bill 

Befoie I come to the Bill in its detail it will not be out of place to note here 
a few observations to test as to how far the Bill as amended by the Select 
Oommitfcee sa ves the purposes for which it has been introduced in the Council and 
also to see as to how far it meets the ends of jastice bat ween the parties conearned 
therein. 

The mam cause for its iutroducbion has been the agrarian disturbance in 
certain parts of Oudh and its chief object is to place the tenantry on safe footing 
against the high handedness of some landlords who had adopted the course of 
exacting nazrana and summary ejectment. 

In Oudh like some of the other provinces in India the proprietary body has 
been recognized since ages to facilitate the Government of the time in realization of 
its dues on land so called land revenue which is assessed to meet the cost of 
administration of the State. 

Befoie the advent of British rule in Oudh the tenauts always thought their 
landloids as their chief source of relief and protection to whom they used to 
approach in times of need and troubles for it was very seldom that the Government 
of those days interfered m the ralatious that existed between the landloids and 
tenants 

The landlords too^ who were sensible people, on the other hand looked upon the 
tenants as their semi-subjects whose welfare and protection they considered it to be 
their mam duty. 

There was no legislation then which could create auy right and the whole 
affair between the landlords and tenants was conducted by custom or piactiee. 

The piices of giain and other commodities were low, the land was cheap and 
very few people outside th proprietary circle cared to acquire the land. 

Since then, the times have changed when the attention of everybody is directed 
to acquire land which is disposed of like any OBher commodity to any person 
irrespective of the position which he holds in the scale of society. 

Under the circumstances as existed then no landlord ever cared to eject a 
tenant who was peaceful and the latter held their holding from generation to gene- 
ration without ejectment. 

As a matter of fact the law of ejectment was unknown then. 

It is during the British rule whea the proprietary body became weak in power 
that the tenauts have changed their sides an 1 look upon the Government as the 
only place of relief and protection. 

Taking advantage of the freedom which has been accorded to every body iries- 
pecfcive of caste and creed the tenantry became bold and realizing their position 
as human beings like all others began to shake off the yoke of subordination to 
which they have been subjected so long. 

The proprietary body is now looked upon as the intermediary b6dy to colleob 
rent from the tenants to pay up the Government ravenue and to utilize the surplus 
for themselves. When the idea of freedom has gone beyond its limit it is now 
too late for the Government to strengthen the position of landlords. -After the 
annexation of Oudh the Government's attention was drawn to make enquiry as 
to the rights of tenants and landlords. Same of the officials concerned in the 
enquiry were of opinion that the right of oeonpancy did exist and some held other- 
wise. 

The tenants of those days were indifferent to this enquiry as they did not 
foresee what changes will transpire in thaic relations wich their landlords which 
we witness to-day. 
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Ib the said enquiry the Taluqdars, uho were far sighted and were not shorn 
of their powei-B then, considered their authoiity as a matter of seif respect and 
thereby refused to create or confer any right upon tenants whom they looked apoa 
as their semi-subjects. 

In 1868 Mr. (afterwards Sir) Strachey, the then Chief Oommissioner of Oudh 
instead of making a thorough enquiry as to the rights of tenants persuaded the 
Taluqdars to make some concession to tenants which is embodied m section 5 of the 
Act. 

The Government on the other hand undertook not to create in future any 
occupancy right in favour of tenants Ib was thus a compromise between the 
Government and the Taluqdars. 

'' The tenants weie no party in the said compromise and nor they could be made 
so as the relations between them and the Ian ilords was eonciliatory and they were 
besides too weak to question the authority of thsir masters. 

Whether the compromise was fair or unfair oi ex-'parte or brought about by 
mistake it is now the boundeu duty of the Government to keep its promise made 
thereunder and the right of the Taluqdars to ask for its enf or cement. 

If the present Governor of the United Provinces as represoatative of the 
Government eairies out its promise made there can be no room to nnd fault with 
him. 

If he had faded bo do ao the Government would have been charged for breach 
of promise as it has been charged in other respects. 

One must admit that ib is the duty of a strong Goveinmenb like the British to 
k eep its promise. 

On the passing of ilie Oudh Rent Act of 1868 the landlords realized their right 
Lo eject a tenant at any time and some of them began to exercise such right without 
sound discretion. 

As to this the tenants lesented and the Goveinment after all had to inter- 
vene 

The Government made many efforts advocating the cause of tenants and in the 
end succeeded m obtaining a concession from the Taluqdars in the form of state"' 
tory right extending to seven years as to which we find provision in sections 36 
and 37 of Act of 1886. 

The unfortunate result of the said enquiry and passing of the two Acts turned 
out to be this that though on the one hand they created certain rights in favour of 
tenants on the other hand the relation between the two parties concerned grew from 
bad to woise and the feelings between bdcame strained. 

Some of the landlords in some distiiets and especially in kartabgarh began to 
exact nasmna in laige amounts and exercised their right bo eject freely on the 
expiration of the period, 

The temptation of gold led tiem to abuse the system so created by letting out 
a holding to one person and having pocketed 'nxsmna from him and without 
ejecting him let out the same to another person with a heavy viazranor caused the 
two poor tenants eo enter into litigation they themselves remammg as spectators. 

This practice of sheer cheat followed by summary ejectment was highly 
resented by tenants who, finding no person or authority to protect them from the 
evils, took shelter in the political agitation In some parts of some districts they 
took law in their own hands and suspended payment of rent. The Qovemmeat 
measuring the situation and foreseeibg the grave consequences that might result 
again intervened to bring about solution in a fair way. 

It held diseussioh after discussion with the Taluqdars to give soma eoneessioas 
to tenants and at last succeeded. 

These concessions are embodied in the Bill which has baon thoroughly discussed 
in the Select Committee. 
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The concession that has been made extends the statutory period from seven 
years to life tenancy. If one were to cast off party feeling and were to judge 
impartially then, in my opinion, the concession is fair and reasonable. 

The tenants should thank the Government that by its intervention at^intervals 
their rights have been recognized m legislation to the level of life tenancy. 

By the above I do not mean that they should not ask for moie concessions. 
What I mean is this that if no fuither concessions aie made then they have no 
reason to giumble either against the landlords or the Government. 

They should wait till a time might come when in further concessions they 
might get heiitable lights Evolution theory teaches us that prugiess can ba made 
step by step. 

At hist I uas led by impulse and being left alone to lepre^ent their cause in 
the Committee was foiced to demand fairly or unfairly concessions after con- 
cessions 

I ashed for oetnpancy light for the cultivation of twelve consecutive years 
and snppoited tbe lesolution moved by another member uho subsequently resigned 
demanchng lestncted hereditary right. 

Both the.^e resolutions weie rejected by the majority of the members of the 
Committee. 

The Taluqdars vho represented their association seemed leasonable for in 
further debates they made further concessions. 

If party feeling had been set at rest at the very outset I am sure as was 
probable fiom their attitude that they would have accepted my demand for occupancy 
rights in the shape I put it. 

It might be said that if the Government had persuaded the Taluqdars and 
brought to their notice the ins and oms of the present siLnation it might have 
been possible to get some concession m the shape of occupancy right but as it is 
a secret between the two no definite opinion can be fiamed one way or the 
other. 

After all there can be no two opinions that the Government cannot coerce the 
Taluqdars to make a coneession. 

It 18 With co-opeiation with landlords and the Government that tenants can 
get concessions and not by keeping aloof. 

it is remarkable, that Taluqdars of Oudb who formerly enjoyed the privileges 
of chiefs and some of whose ancestors fought the great battle of the Mahabharata 
without yielding to make concession of five villages to the pandavas have conceded 
to the giant of life tenancy to tenants. 

It is in the line of the principles and circumstances mentioned above that one 
should impaitially judge the merits and demeiits of the Bill. 

The public should not understand that I have been taken ever to the side of the 
landlords or the Governmeit. I ba^8 impartially devoted myself to meet the 
situation and dome to the conclusion embodied in the above lines. 

I thank the Piesident for patiently heaiingme and the Taluqdars for making 
concessions, though to a limited extent, 

BILL. 

Having regard to the unfortunate agrarian disturbance which we have already 
witnessed the lepresentatives of landlords would have been well advised to make 
further concessions in giving either occupancy right for cultivation of twelve 
consecutive years without alteration or change in area or rent or ocenpancy right of 
any shape without respect to cultivation extending to thirty years or the regular 
settlement as wag proposed in the committee by tha members representing the 
tenants. 

To sweep away the agitation the step suggested above would have been 
expedient. 
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As the concessioa affeefced the iateios s of the landloulb the memhers did not 
think it proper to yield. 

The Government conld not compel the memheis to i’oncede wlitn they ^TOre 
unwilling. 

The same ease was with respect to cieation of resfcucted hereditary right 
which was also moved. 

I proposed the omission of section i2A as it amounts to whit f should sav a 
semi-martial law 

There is no need for the insertion of the said section as there are many other 
provisions which facilitate the recovery of arrears of rent 

Unnecessarily it unsettles the public mind which should be avoided by the 
Governinent. 

It is true that the section will be applied in rare cases but the question is that 
in the presence of other provisions it is ledundant. 

As regards enhancement of rent of sitting tenants section 38 of the Act pro- 
vides to the extent of one anna pei lupee. 

Under the Bill this method of enhancement has nob been accepted and the 
fair and equitable rate in the light of roster year has been proposed. Tho Govern- 
ment of India in its letter to the Local Government has proposed that the enhance- 
ment should be allowed to the extent of one anna and sis pies per rupee for every 
ten years The letter was laid on the table of the members of the Select Committee 
and was hotly discu=eed.. 

I propose that the enhancement Le allowed to the extent of two aaaas per 
inpee. 

The policy adopted by the Government in the insertion of sections 51 A to 
sections 5\Q {roster year'^ is suicidal. 

Although it will enhance the Governmetifc revenue to an enormous extent but 
it will roast the tenants and will affect the landlords and the Government in tne 


iUIig l UJUl. 

It is a wrong notion (if any) to think that the oarrent high prices of giam 
are availed of by tenants. 

One should bear m mind that it is out of the produce of land that a cuiuvafccr 
has to maintain himself and his dependents and to meet other expenses of daily 
life besides payment of rent. 

No abatement is allowed with respect to the sanctioned rate and it will ruin 
the landlords and tenants in the litigation ia the long run. 

It is possible that grain may become cheaper during the course of ten years 
and then the poor tenant shall be sacrificed at the altar of the Government s 


Assuming that the fixation of fair and equitable rate is needed then a certain 
provision should be made to seave as a guide to special officers at the time of 
fixation of rent so that their discretion may not he arbitrary. 

In other words no enhancement should be allowed beyond two-fifths of the 
value of the produce, I have proposed this after consulting various landlords as 
to which they all have agreed. 

Out of five shares three shares are allowed to tenant for his labour, seed, etc., 
and the rest two-fifths to be shared by landlord and the Government. 

This system is fair but it has also been rejected by the majority. 

Under section 38 as amended the heirs of tanaats are proposed to be enhanced 
in rent if the rent of the deceased tenant was not enhanced in his life-time during 
the statutory period. 

Under section 48 as amended an heir shall be entitled to retain possession of 
the holding for the fixed period of five' years which seems reasonable but it seems 
very hard that for this short period his rent should be enhanced when by such 
enhancement he is not allowed a fresh statutory period which privilege he enjoyed 
under the Act.

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The question about the extension of sir in future, the extension of five years 
to ten years in the case of enhancement of rent of occupancy tenants and 'nazarana 
have not been decided by the Select Committee and have been put off for the 
Council. Certain amendments in respect of the language of section 108, clause (10) 
were proposed by me which have also been put off for the Council. Certain minor 
amendments wdth respect to the language of section 3, sub-section (3) ; section 43, 
sub-seetion (1), clause (< 3 ) ,* section 52 and section 53A ; are required and which 
weie proposed by me and were disallowed. 

I think that it is the duty of the legislature to express its intention in distinct 
and clear words so as not to leave the interpreters in the dark. 

If law is happily worded it would curtail the litigation to a great extent. 

The amendments which were proposed by me and rejected by the majority of 
members will be moved by me in the Council.

Minute of dissent. 

One of the chief objects of legislation is to make law simple. The essen- 
tial feature of Rent Act is to secure the easy realization of rent that the revenue 
may be paid in time. The present Oudh Rent Act in many respects is defective 
and its procedure is complicated consequently, the're were many cases in whieh the 
Board of Revenue and Judicial Commissioner differed in their opinions and 
gave judgments which were diametrically opposed to each other. For instance, 
Mr. Sanders, the Judicial Commissioner held that land included groves, whereas the 
Board held that grove is not land. The Judicial Commissioner held that the Oudh 
Rent Act was a complete Code by itself and the provisions of the Limitation Act 
did not apply to suite thereunder, whereas the Board of Revenue held otherwise. 
Instances can be multiplied, but, these will be quite enough to show that it was 
. the duty of the members of Select Committee to remove- these anomalies in the 
Oudh Amendment Bill, 192 , which was the subject of discussion. As little 
attention was paid by the members of the Select Committee in improving the Bill 
in these respects 1 regret to dissent from them. Subject to the amendments which 
I am going to move in the Council I append my signature to the majority report.

EESOLUTION. 

Industries Department. 

The IBth October, 1921, 

On the 16th September, the Local (xovernment received a report from the 
Commissioner 'of Meerut on the subject of the grain riots which occurred at 
Meerut on Saturday, the 3rd September. In view of the strong feeling expressed 
in many quarters and of the charges brought by members of one community 
against members of another community in the public Press, the Governor in 
Council, acting with his Ministers, decided that it ^as desirable to hold an 
independent enquiry. 'This enquiry has now been held and the reports both of 
the Commissioner and of the Committee appointed to conduct the independent 
enquiry are herewith published for general information. Government trusts that 
these reports will reassure both the general public and all who are more directly 
concerned. Government accepts the findings of the majority of the Committee in 
regard to all the officers concerned. In the case of the Eotwal, who is held to 
have committed a grave error of judgment, it need only be stated that he 
was relieved of his charge by the local officers at the commancement of their 
enquiry. In view of the possibility of misunderstanding it may be meaMoaed 
thatMr. Collett, Collector of Meerut, applied for transfer to a lighter charge as 
far back as July. The thanks of Government are due to Mr. Justice L. Stuart, 
'Saiyid Habi Dllah, and Rai Anand Sarup Bahadur lor the attllty and promptitude 
with which they hays discharged their important functions.

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Eoport of the Oommittee appointed to ea^nire into the disturbances and grain -lootia g 
in Meerut which occurred on Saturday, the 3rd September, 1921. 

1. This Committee has been appointed ander the orders o£ the Governor in Council 
acting with his Ministers to enquire into the events known as the grain-looting in Meerut 
which occurred un Saturday, the 3rd September, 1921. The orders convening the Committee 
were issued on the 24th September and the Committee assembled at Meerut on the 3rd October, 
1821. It bad no authority to take evidence on oath or to summon witnesses. It was enjoined 
on the members that their report must be submitted within a short period. Bad there been 
more time available, the Committee would have been in a position to record evidence at 
considerably greater length and to permit Coansel to appear to examine and cross-examine 
the witnesses. In view of the urgency of the siimation the evidence had to be recorded at 
great speed. The Committee has, however, been able to obtain a mass of information which 
it considers valuable. It has recorded the evidence of a large number of witnesses and the 
members have personally visited the scenes of the disturbances, gone over the roads which 
were traversed by the rioters and have been able to make something of the nature of a mental 
picture ot the occurrences of the day. The proceedings were public. Every opportunity has 
been given to enable persons who wished to give their impressions of the events to make 
statements before the Committee. The members have gone through all the materials that bad 
been already collected and have re-called the witnesses whose statements had already been 
taken and heard them again. They have asked all leading gentlemen who, as far as they 
could ascertain, were in a position to give them information as to the names of witnesses to 
supply them with lists of people who could throw light upon the occurrences. The Committee 
wishes’ to thank Rai Sita Ram Sahib for the assistance which he has given in supplying the 
names of possible witnesses. The members have, as far as they could, made public both on 
the spot and by communicatiou through Meerut city their readiness to hear anyone whe 
wished to speak upon the subject and in the short time at their disposal they have heard 
every witness wnose attendance could be procured. Unfortunately it has not been possible to 
procure the attendance of all whom they wished to hear^ Many people from whom informa- 
tion was sought were absent from Meerut during their stay. While the Committee is unable 
to regard its report as exhaustive it may claim that the members have made use of their 
opportunities. 

2. Since the 30th May, 1921, there has been a rapid rise in the price of food-grains in 
Meerut city. On that date wheat was selling at 6^ seers to the rupee. On the 2lst June the 
price had risen to 5|, on the 7th July to on the 15fch July to 5|, on the 7th August to 
4f and on- 16feh August to df. The price remained at ^ seers on the 3rd September. 
It will be seen that it had risen about 39 per cent, in a few weeks. The Committee is not in 
a position to discover the cause of |this rise. It is probably due partly to the effect of 
depletion of stocks which were from the beginning below the normal owing to the dehoiency 
in the harvest of this year, There seems to have been some export to the i’unjab in the last 
few months. There may have been a combination to force up prices. The poor clearly believe 
that the dealers have created an artificial price, and that their privations are due to the cupidity 
of the retail trader. There is nothing to show that this belief is justified but the Committee is 
satisfied that it exists, 

3. At all times ignorant persons believe that traders load the scales against theta, 
In no bazar in India in the most prosperous year does a day pass without complaints by soma 
cmfcomers of short weight and trickery. When prices rise these complaints become more 
frequent and more bitter. It is a usual cry that grain and flour are not what they are re- 
presented to be, and the poor have a suspicion that adulteration is the practice, A sitdden 

- rise of prices strengthens these beliefs. The Committee is satisfied that the poor of Meerut 
hard pressed by a rise which- touched them very closely were nursing grievances of this 
nature on the day when the disturbances broke out. 

4. The authorities had not neglected their responsibilities. The situation produced by 
the rise had caused the, Commissioner and the District Magistrate grave anxiety. Various 
remedies had been su^esied, The municipality had on the 3(}fch August agreed. to open thre® 



shops on the Ist September at which grain was to be sold below the market rata, bat unfor- 
tanately there was dilfioaifcy is prooiwing supplies and on. the 3rd September the promised 
shops were not yet open* 200 maunda of wheat were prooared that day bat the stock had sot 
arrived soon enough to be available for sale and before it was available the riots had taken 
place. 

6. Their origin was of the most trivial nature. At about 9 30 a.m. a Ilinda woman 
purchased wheat from a dealer called Lalua in the Najmandi. The Kajoiandi is a principal 
market in Meerut city for the sale of grain, ghi, oil, spices and the like. The trade is m tha 
main retail though there is a certain amoant of wholesale business. The Mandi is an 
irregular oblong some 60 X 80 yards with shops on all four sides, and roads entering at the 
angles. There are between SO and 40 shops in the market. The woman was not satisfied. 
Either at the time of shortly afterwards there was a dispute as to the amount given or the 
money which had passed. She was befriended by certain Muhammadans, Eventually some 
of her associates seized Lalua, and dragged him through the market to tha Tafasildar’s house 
whieh 13 half a mile away, Lalua has a partner called Eanjit. Eanjib was taken also to the 
Tahsildar's house. Lalua says that Kan jit came to his assistance, and as a result was dragged 
away with him, The Committee does not propose to go into the merits of the matter for the 
obvious reason that Lalua and Eanjit are at present under trial on the charge of cheating the 
woman. The Committee cannot trespass on the ground of the Court which is trying the 
case. This, however, may be said that the charge was made, and that the two men were 
dragged to the house of the Tahsildar. A crowd followed which increased in size the nearer 
the house was approached. The crowd proceeded to the office room in which the Tahsildar wa8„ 
and demanded to see him crying out that Lalua and Ranjifc had sold undorweighb. According 
to the Tahsildar’s report the mob was then four or five hundred strong. Lalua and Eanjit looked 
terrified, and appeared to have been beaten. The Tahsildar states that he made the accused 
men sit down, and told the mob to keep quiet as he would have the grain weighed and send 
for a Cfaaudhri immediately. He sent a chaprasi to Obaudhri Indar Mai of the KaisarganJ. 
The Kaisarganj is the largest wholesale grain market in Meerut. The number o! the mob 
cdnbinued increasing, and, before the Chaudhri came, some of the mob cried that nothing could 
be done by the Tahsildar and that they should goto jthe Distriob Magistrate. The Tahsildar 
told them that they would get satisfaction if they waited, and sent another chaprasi to the 
Chaudhri asking him to coma immediately. At the same time he telephoned to tha ICotwal 
to come at once. The Kofcwal was not in the Kotwali. The Tahsildar then sent a chaprasi 
to the KobwaTs house. Eventually Chaudhri Indar Mai, Chaudhri Kabul Singh and Chaiwihri 
Kishan Singh arrived at the Tahsildar’a residence. The Tahsildar says that all these three 
gentlemen came, and that he asked them to weigh the grain about which the disturbance had 
arisen, and to direct tha retail dealers in future to weigh grain correctly. The mob was 
not pacified. Some persons behind commenced to call out that the grain Mandi should be 
robbed. The Tahsildar considering the situation very serious, at ouce proceeded to tha house 
of the District Magistrate. The District Magistrate heard what he had to saj> and took him 
to tha house of the Superintendent of Police. The houses of the District Magistrate and 
the Superintendent are close together. The Superintendent ;was out, but happened to come 
back, and the two officers met almost immediately. It was decided to send two head constsbiea 
and twenty constables of the Armed Police to the Kotwali, Tha Kotwal in the meantime 
arrived. He had first been io the house of the Tahsildar, and finding him out had pi^oceeded 
to the house of the Superintendent of Police where he had been ordered to report himwif 
in the course of his duties that morning. When the Kotwal arrived he was asked how he 
understood the situation. He replied that he did not consider iffiat anything serious was likely 
to occur. The orders were ikm altered and it was directed that only one head constable and ten 
. constables of the Armed Police should proceed to the eity. The District Magistrate decided that 
the best course to take was to keep the reduced guard at the Kotwali and to.proseonte Lalua 
and Baujit under section 420, Indian Penal Code, on the charge of having cheated the woman. 
The Kotwal was directed to arrest these two men and proceeiMth the ease. The Tahsildar was 
told to go to the house of Shaikh Mahdi Hasan the Deputy Magistrate Who is in charge of the 
eriminal Work of Meerut city and go with him to the spot, The Tahsildar went to the house 
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(c) Ceitain provisions are inserted for cases of the bankruptcy, lunacy, 
death or removal from office of trustees (section 4, Trade Union

(5) Thediability of trustees is limited (section 10, 1871 Act). 

(6) Union officials must render duly audited accounts, etc., to the union 

(section 11, 1871 Act). 

(7) Unions are protected against fraud by their own members, officiala_or 

others (section 12, 1876 Act). 

(B) It seems that, in the case of a dispute between a trade union and its 
branch in ‘regard to bianch property, an action may be brought 
under section 9 against the branch trustees for recovery of the 
property, and by the rules of the union it may be possible for a 
trade union to prevent a misapplioation of branch funds by a 
branch. 

(9) Under the present law it also seems possible for a member of a trad® 
union to restrain misapplioation of funds where the trustees will 
not do so. 

(10) The rules of every trade union must provide for the dissolution of the 
union and impliedly for the disposal of union funds (section 14 of 
the 1876 Act). 

13, The Government of India think that, with due reference to the Indian 
law relating to trusts and trustees, the principles enunciated above maybe accepted 
and incorporated in the pioposed law relating to trade unions. 

14, In England, under the statutory rules, trade unions must make provh 

sion for the appointment of a trustee or trustees . If, there were no trustees, 
the property of the union would have to be vested m the name of an official on 
behalf of the union or of the union itself. The Government of India would like 
to have the opinion of Local as to whetlrer it is necessary that a similar 

provision should be made in the Indian law. 

15, It is hardly necessary to observe that if the principal 

conditions under which unions may be registered are sufficiently explicit the need 
for elaboration in the definition of the term trade union ” will be obviated. The 
registration ipso facto will bring a nnion within the legal definition. The Govern- 
ment of India are of the opinion that registration in all oases should he optional, 
and that unregistered trade unions should not be deemed to be illegal Begis- 
tration, howeyer, wtU give a legal entity to ‘a union with definite rights and 
privileges whiph unregistered unions will not possess. Far example an unregistered 
union might filid it diffigult to obtain recognition hy employers. ^ 

16, The Government of India think ^at the following provisions regarding 
" registration may be included in the contemplated Bill 

(1) the fixation of minimum number of menibers who may apply |Qr 
# legistrs^lnn ; . * , ' 
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(2) provision lor the appointment of Begistrais in the different provinces 

by the Local Government ; 

(3) power to make rules regarding such subjects as — 

(a) the furnishing to the Kegistrar at the time of apphcation ft: regis- 

tration of copies of the rules of the unioa with a list of the desig- 
nations and the names of the officers of the union ; 

(b) w'here a trade union has been in operation for more than a year 

before the date of the application, for the furnishing of state- 
ments of receipts, funds, etc., of the union in a prescribed form ; 

(c) the name of the union not to be identical with that of any other 

nnion ; 

(d) issue of certificates of registry. 

I am, however, to invite the opinion of the Local a.s to whether 

these provisions should be made by rule under the statute or should be included 
in the statute itself with specific provisions in a schedule regarding the details 
that should be furnished in connection with an application for registration such 
as — 

(i) the name o| the trade union and place of meeting for the business ol 
the trad^ union ; 

(if) the objects and purposes of the union, the conditions under which 
the members of the union may benefit from the funds of the union, 
and the fines and forfeitures on members of the union ; 

(ui) the manner of amending or rescinding the rules ; 

(iv) a provision for the appointment and removal of a general committee 

of management, of a trustee or trustees, treasurer, and other 
officers ; 

(v) a provision for the investment of Jhe funds and for an annuaF audit 

of accounts ; 

(yi) a provision for the inspection of the hooks and names of members by 
every person having an interest in the funds of the union. 

17. In this connection, I am to observe that, in the opinion of the 
Government of India, it is desirable that any rules made under the Act should he 
made by the Central Government. It is probable that many unions will carry on 
business in more than one province, and in any case it is desirable that the law 
and practice on this matter should be uniform throughout India at least in the 
earlier stages of the movement. 

18. Some other provisions relating to registration' which may be usefully 
incorporated in the Act are stated below : 

(a) the rules of every trade union should contain provisions in respect oS 
the several ma|ters mentioned in the previous paragraphs ; 

(5) a copy of the rales should be available to every member of a trade 
. union on payment of a spebified sum ; 

(c) every uniou'Shonld have a registered office ^ 

(d) unions carrying on and intending to carry on business in more than one 

province should be registered in the provinoa in which the registered 
office is situated ;

5. During the year under report the Government considered the 
c|iicstioB of expanding the Chemical Besearch Institute into a Teohnolo» 
gical Institute where students can be taught the technology of oil 
eheiiii-^try, leather chemistry and tinctorial chemistry. A committee of 
OX] erls* has advised the Govemuient, and in accordance with their advice 
the Government propose to build a Technological Institute where 
students will be taught the elements of engineering and the chemistry 
of tlitir particular subject and at the same time will receive practical 
itiming on a factory scale in the subject which they are studying. As 
the Director points out in his report, this soheme was originally 
outlined 14 years ago by the Kami Tal Industrial Conference of which 
Sir Harcourt Butler was the Secretary. The scheme is now on the verge 
of fulfilment and will, the Government believe, prove a most* important 
factor in the development of the industrial future of this province. 
Side by side with this scheme, the Government propose to rebuild and 
expand the present Technical School at Lucknow into a soheol for 
mechanical and electrical engineers provided with the latest equipment. 
Another committee of experts has recently submitted a report to 
Government on the training which should be given to pupils at the 
latter institution. The present site of the Lucknow Technical Schopl 
is too cramped and small for the proposed institution which will be 
removed a short way outside the city, but within easy reach of the Oudb 
and Bohilkund Bailway workshops, at which it is proposed to give our 
Btndecls practical braining.

6* The technical schools, both Government and subsidized, have 
eoatinaed to do excellent work during the year. Passed pupils have in 
nearly all c&ses readily found employment in commercial firms or been 
able to start their own business. In fact the difficulty is not to find 
work for pupik, but to prevent them from leaving school with their 
educft^on half finished, bribed with the ofier of high wages from com- 
merciai firms. This difficulty oan to some extent be overdome ,by the 
olgr of stipends to the pupils of our technical schools ; but those who 
are poor and have Emilies to ir^ntain find it difficult to resist the ofier 
y tansdiale wagis.

This is partly due fio th e opening oni; of fresh industries, 
and pailly to tha growth of enterprise among the eoolie classes who now 
think nothing of going off to Calcutta for work, where they are said to earn 
as much as Rs. 2-5 a mouth. The effect of the labour battalions raised during 
the War has be^n detrimental to Assam recmiting in that the disbanded men 
are averse from the idea of emigration and have large ideas oa the subject 
of money wages, and these ideas hava spread widely. 

It is true that Assam is not blind to the necessity of offering more favourable terms to 
labour in the fabura and some steps in this direction have already been taken. 

In the light of these coasiderafcions it seems difficult to come to any opiuiou on the 
prospects of season 1921-22 and the Board feels that it would be unwise to be too optimistic" 
but it is hoped that if more than ordinary care is exercised by tea garden managers in selecting 
ttoraitiog eardars the requirements of the tea industry in Assam, which are not likely to he 
back to the normal level of prosperous times, will be satisfactorily met. 

IV.-ILLEGAL REGRXJITMENT. 

14. There are very few cases of illegal recruitment this year. Chedi Bhuiya and Oliya, 
ScenaiKcni bj' fcir.ona moafeioued io paragraph 15 of the last year's report have been convicfcaci 

of toQar.caJficbsa. and sentenced to six months’ rigorous imprisonment. Christ Arit has 
been acquitted for want of proper evidence. 

The total number of garden eardars prosecuted for offences in connection with raeruit- 
jLtmt Vffis 13 as compared with 57 in the previous year and 32 wmre returned to the gardens 
without proseeution because of minor irregularities, against 366 in 19 i9-20. Details with b© 
found in appendix D. 

15. Two sardai’s, vis.. Hiagoo Singh and Niaz Ahmed Khan of Bhunsari Tea Estate, 
recruited coolies from Ghasipore without reporting their arrival to the, 
jocal agent. One Keshoratn, describing himself as nephew of Hingoo 

Singh went to the local agent’s office with Hingoo Singh’s licence and 
admitted of having recruited two coolies, They were prosecuted. Niaz Ahmed and Hingoo 
Singh wore each fined Rs, 26 and their licences cancelled, and Keshoram was fined Es. 25. 

Sardar Budlian of IJrranaband Tea Estate was convicted and sentenced to a fin© of 
Bs. 15 and bis licence cancelled for receiving a female coolie from an arhaiti. 

The accused Mohan Bardar alias Frabhakar Mukarjee, who remained untraced since 
Deemher, 1819 aa reported in paragraph 16 of the last year’s report, has since bees arrested 
and seBtenced to sis mouths’ rigorous imprisonment, 

Dooiaaa Sardat ol Ohatlapur Tea Estate illegally recruited a rejected coolie named 
B&nsi and was sentenced to undergo, three months'' rigorous imprisonment. 

Sardar Sookra of Bookerating Tea Estate was’ convicted and sentenced to six mtoths’ 
Imprlsoumeat for attempting to recruit a female coolie by misdescribing, her as his wife. 

Although the Board are satisfied that the aricatti class have been rendered . powerless for 
serious harm towards. Assam recruiting, they are well awaye that they are far from having 
bean stomped oufe.of existence. They have other and more profitable, customers now than the 
Aisam sardar* and it is seldom that any serious case is suspected, A form of arkaiti recruit- ' 
lug is, however, not unoommon in some places. People who desire to emigrate to Assam go to 
a place where a depbb is, or its viainifey. They are then taken eha^rged of by such people aab 
Msteumnfe or Icdging-houga-keepers who promise to arrange it for them. These agents get 
held oigfttdea sardars and for so much a head' make over the coolies. ' This is of course ilfegal, 
and wheri delecled is pat a »top to ; hu^t it is free from, the evils that characterised the worst , 
forms el aThaUi entorprise— i»and still^persistinsome parts of India— inasmuch as the emigrants

fiihmittcd to the Local Government by the iianitary Oommisasoner, Assam. The scheme 
is likely to H placed bt-foio the Aesam C’ouncd in September.

— The total csponditiire of the depirttiient oh ii 
able to the capital head amounted to Bs. 23,41,840 as eoiap i?ed with 
Es. 10,67,8G8 in 1919-20. This marhcd iuerea^e is due to the oper.*- 
tions on the Sarda Kichha Feeder Canal i^hich were responsibie for iiu 
outlay of 19 lakhs of rupees. Although little coiistroction ^?as taken 
in hand, yet much preliminary work was carried out, chiefly In the 
matter of earthwork excavation. Connected with this stheiue for tha 
utilization of the water of this rivor is that of the Sarda (Oiidh; Ua.ial, 
a desoxiptiou of which is given in the report. 

These schemes were projected no less than 00 years a^o, and it 
is a matter for congratulation that they have novr been put mio opera- 
tion and also that no part of the water will bo utilized for irrigating 
areas beyond the territorial limits of these provinces. 

Some useful work was also undertaken in connection with the 
Barwar lake and canal and the tanks at Batkhara and Jaiwantih 
Good progress was at the same time achieved on the eonstriictioa of 
the Bajpur feeder in the Behra Dun district and also on the Kho w'eir 
in Bijnor, This latter, though not a work of great magnitude, will, w hen 
finished, have a very beneficial effect on the rice-supply of the district* 
The permanent headworks of the Ganges Canal at Hard war which 
•vvere intended to replace the temporary bonds that bad to be con- 
structed annually at enormous cost and labour have been coiopleted aad 
an assured supply for the late klmrij and early rahi crops will now ho 
available on the Upper Canal system, Tbk will utidoubleJIy prove o! 
great benefit to the cultivator and the province as a wholo. 

The improvamonts to be carried out on the Oba7iiiddiii II}dcr 
Canal are of importance both from a utiUtarian as well &j a saallary 
point of view. The attempts that aro being made to iiiiprovo the 
reaches of this canal are to be welcomed and the results will bo watched 
with interest,

3, Financial —While Ihe gr»s waul® JS gaown to mve 

th© previoup y w’s 
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aofeiially nottocl fell by abonfe 6\ lakhs. This, as is shown, is due to the 
wcxLing expenses having gone np by about IPf lakhs owing to the high 
level that prices attained and to the necessary revision of the pay of all 
olas^^es of estahlKhment. 

The year under lepoit witnessed no alteration in the terms of the 
pro-vinoial contract entered into with the Government of India 12 
yeais ago. I iie guaranteed amount of 65| lakhs was for the eighth time 
exceeded, the net levenue under major productive works being 
B.. 77,27,111. 

3, dgriLuliural.'-'The monsoon has, as a matter of course, a pro- 
nounced influence on irrigation. Apart from its direct effect on the 
supplies in the rhers, taken in coo junction with weather conditions 
pie\ ailing aftei it has dibappeareO, it may well be said to govern the 
demand for water to a veiy great extent. At no period of the year 
1920-21 were the seasons favourable to agricultural operations ; the 
demand for water was intense throughout, whilst the supplies in the 
rivers Vveie the lowest on recoid. In such circumstances an area of 
3,896,524 acres of irrigation, which is only less by 77,822 acres than 

he preceding year when seasonal conditions were normal, is distinct 
2Videnco of efficient distribution of the supplies available. 

The area which was not fully matured amounted to 29,086 
aojes or some 8,000 more than in 1919-20. These results are creditable 
\\heE the abnormal conditions of the rabifasl specially are taken into 
consideration and when due regard is had to the fact that in a season of 
this nature the fodder value of a crop is generally high. 

4. General remarhs. — O'f the schemes of re-organization referred 
to in the concluding portion of the report, it has not been found possible 
yet to embark on that relating to the Subordinate Engineering Service* 
It is, how'ever, hoped that the difficulties that have prevented its filia- 
tion up to this time will shortly be surmounted. 

The permanent increase to the superior Engineering cadre at the 
dose of the year ^was an obvious corollary to the undertaking of the 
constraoiion of the Sarda Canals and the necessity for including in it 
an additional post of Chief Engineer has already been fully established. 

Mx, A. W. E. Standley was in sole charge.* of the department till 
the 25ih Hovember, 1920, when ho was relieved of that portion of it 
connected with the Sarda by Mr. E. E. Bion, who was appointed as 
Chief Engineer for that part of the province. i 

The Governor in Council has much pleasure in acknowledging the 
good work done by the department during, the year and desires to place 
on record his high appreciation of the results achieved by Mr. Standley 
and his subordinates.

It is impracticable, howe?^, 
wiihni I ]«e compass of a letter to set out the changes which become 
cperalive from the 1st January, 1922, and it is only possible to fully 
realise fhesc changes and their effects by a careful study of the lules 
and the explanatory memoranda accompanying this letter. Ail the rules 
v\ dl in due course be issued in book form ; but in the meantime the 
e iclosed copies should be carefully preserved for purposes of study and 
Inference. 

7. 2 he position can briefly be summed up thus. Under the Govern- 
ment of India Act the Secretary of State has made certain stahutosy 
icgulations of a fundamental character, which are the fundamental 
Kuks. The Civil Bervpe Begulations were only executive orders ; 
thu Fundament'll Kules however have the force of law, having 

il liy made by constituted authority. In matters not fundamental 
tj ccndiiion^ of service the Local Government are authorised to 
make rules subsidiary to the general rules. A few minor matters wih 
also form the subject of instruahons and will not be incorporated in 
the lilies. The Fundamental and Subsidiary Buies thus make up the 
Code of regulations defining the various conditions of service, To a 
luge itteai these new rules follow the Civil Service Begulations; but 
tlisio are differences, and Especially in the nomenclature to be adopted in 
dealing with various matters ; these can only be understood by study 
and a careful application of the new rules. There are two main excep- 
tions, vlg., in respect of travelling aifowanoe and pensions : rules on the 
former will be made shortly by the Local Government and in the 
meantime, as stated in paragraph 8, the provisions of the existing regula- 
tions and orders will continue in operation ; while the present pension 
riikb ako continue until revised miss are issued. 

8. It is hoped that a perusal of this letter and its accompaniments 
will make the position dear ; but shohld there be doubt on any point,

HofE,— Where service books exist for inferior servants at^the time these rules come into 
h.rce, they will be kept on and the rules as to service books will apply to them. But service 
rolls must te introduced in these cases as soon as the existing service books have been filled up. 

Police servants. 

10, la the case of police servants of rank not higher than head constables there shall be 
kept up for each district by the Superintendent of Police a service roll in English, in which shall 
be recorded the date of the enrolment of each man in the constabulary; his caste, tribe, village, 
age, height and marks of identification when enrolled; his rank, promotion, pduetion or other 
paafehment ; his absences from duty, on leave or without leave ; the interruptions in his service ; 
anti every other incident in his service which may involve forfeiture of portions of his service or 
afieet the amount of his pension. The roll shall be checked by the vernacular roll and order 
book and the punishment register, and every entry in it shall be signed by the Superintendent 
of Police to ensure its proper maintenance, as the necessary statement of service of every 
iipplteant for pension shall be prepared from this roll.

4. Applications for leave from^ gazetted Government servants whose leave accounts are 
maintained by, or under the direction of, the Principal Auditor should be submitted to the 
competent authority through that officer. 

KoTE.—Wben an application is supported by a medical certificate which is not in proper 
form, the transmission of the application to Government should not be delayed on that account 
by Ihe Principal Auditor. The medical certificate should be returned to the bead of the depart- 
ment concerned who should obtain a certificate in the proper form (vide rules 10, 12 and 14) 
and forward it direct to Government.

7. Any leave cf abience granted to Government servants referred to in lules 5 and 6 
above in cireumstauces other than those desf ribed in or in continuation of leave permitted 
under these ruDs shall be without allowances of any kind whatever. 


Exiles under rule 104(b) of the Fundamental Rules reflating the grant of leave to 

probationers and apprentices.

(а) Probationer means a Government seivant employed on probation in or against a 

substantive vacancy in the cadre of a department. 

(б) Apprentice means a person deputed for training in a trade or business with a view

Rules under rule 106 of the Fundameatai Rules regulating Jomiaf time. 

1. Not moie than one day is allowed to a Government servant in order to join a utw 
post when the appointment to such post does not necessarily miohe a cbimgc of reside <\ fr* m 
one station to another. A holiday counts as a day for the purpose o*’ this rule. 

Note — “ Holiday ” for the puipose of this rule wiU be interpreted a* m note i i-j ruk 5 
of the subsidiary rules framed under Fundamental Rule 68, 

Note 2. No joining time is, however, admissible in the ease of transfers between the 
Revenue and Judicial departments of a Coileetor’s office, uhleli practically P.>tm part of ifee 
same establishment, being unier the same officer. 

2 In eas^s involving a necessary change of station, the joining time ailowtd to a (iov- 
ernment servant is subject to a maximum of 30 days.

10. Within the prescribed maximum of 30 days a competent authority may, on such 
eorditions m it thinks fit grant to a Government servant a longer period of joining time than 
m admasibi® under the rules in the following circumstances 

\a) when the Government servant has been unable to use the ordinary mode of 
travelling or, notwithstanding due diligence on his pait, has spent more time- 
on the journey than is allowed by the rules, or 

|b) when such extension is considered necessary for the public convenience or for the 
saving of such public expenditure as is caused by unnecessary or purely format 
transfers, or 

(e) when the rules have in any particular case operated harshly, as, for example, when 
a Government servant has through no fault on his part missed a steamer or 
fallen sick on the journey. 


Buies unilBr mle 1I9(^) of the Fnadameiital Rules prescribing the rate of interest on 
overdue contributions from Government servants in foreign service. 

1. If a oontribution for leave-salary or pension which is due from a Government servant 
in foreign service is not paid within fifteen days from the end of the period to which it 
relates, the Government servant concerned must pay to Government interest on the unpaid 
oontribution, at the rate of four pies a day per 100 rupees upon the amount due, from the 
date of expiry of the period of fifteen days up to the date on which the contribution is finally- 
paid. 

*i. If any amount due, including interest, Is not paid within twelve months of its 
accrual, the Goveniment servant concerned shall forfeit his claim to pension and leave salary. 
In orde'r to revive such claim the Government servant must first pay the amount due and 
sihen represent his case to the Government. 

*►0. Interest on overdue contributions will not be remitted save in exceptional oiroum- 
ttaneei with the sanction of the Government,
